Governor  Curley  opened  his  ad- 
dve^a  with  the  unqualilled  predic- 
tion that  the  new  year  will  mark 
the  end  of  the  Rreate.st  depression 
ever  vl-slted  upon  the  American 
people."  He  devoted  a  preat  denl 
of  time  discussing  social  .wcurltv 
legislation  and  promised  that  the 
operation  of  the  program  for  so- 
cial    justice    would     represent     the 


dawn  Of  a  new  day  and  a  new  era 
in  the  life  of  the  nation.    The  chief 
executive     warred     the     leRislators 
thai    the    acceptance    of    the    plan

Ilatardoua  Work 
One  of  the  governor's  fjrtt 
recommendations  foi  new  legisla- 
tion was  the  propo.'al  for  an 
expansion  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Act  to  provide  covera«e 
for  nurses  employed  in  mstlttt- 
tlons  "The  work  of  these  men 
end  wtimen  Is  equally  as  hazard- 
oti.s  as  persons  in  the  law  enforc- 
1?  K  or  nre  protection  branches  of 
thi'  public  service,  since  they  are 
Constantly  exiiosed  to  the  danger 
of  disease  and  death,  and  In  my 
opinion.^  are  entitled  to  pro-, 
'ectlon."   the   governor   declared. 

Stressing  the  need  for  reorgan- 
isation of  the  State  Department 
of  Ijibor  and  Industries  as 
essential  If  the  Interests  of, 
employer,  employe  and  taxpayer 
alike  are  to  be  served,  the  chief 
e-xecutlve  renewed  his  recom- 
rnendatlon  for  legi-^lation  to  permit 
the  Department  of  Labor  to  tak« 
over  the  duties  of  the  State  Indus-

of  the  plenitude  of  money  a  further 
reduction  might  well  be  made. 

Support  is  given  by  the  governor, 
Jn  another  recommendation,  to  the 
report  of  the  special  recess  com- 
mission which  studied  the  subject 
of  consumer  credit.  The  commis- 
sion favored  the  enactment  of  a 
uniform  instalment  sales  law. 

Still  another  recommendation 
which  the  governor  renewed  in  his 
second  message  to  the  legislature 
is  that  step.«!  be  taken  to  promote 
<'Conomic  education  not  only  in 
the  secondary  schools  but  among 
the  adult  population.  He  maintained 
that  it  would  be  advisable  to  ap- 
point a  commission  to  study  the 
.subject. 

He  favored  expansion  of  the  so- 
called  Housing  Authority  Act,  to 
the  end  that  cities  and  towns  be 
authorized  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  and  to  pay  It  over  to  the 
Housing  authorities  to  assist  in  the 
prosecution  of  slum  clearance  and 
low-cost   housing   projects. 

"The  Unemployment  Insurance 
Act,"  the  governor  informed  the 
legislators,  "should  ultimately 
prove  a  panacea  for  industrial  de- 
pressions through  maintaining 
within  the  ranks  of  the  consumers 
the  unemployed  men  and  women 
of  the  nation  as  well  as  the  aged, 
who.  without  legislation  of  this 
character,  would  be  without  the 
funds  necessary  not  only  for  the 
maintenance  of  their  families,  but 
would  be  unable  to  aid  private  in- 
dustry, through  the  aljsence  of 
purchasing   power." 

Into   Other   States 

To  insure  the  public  safety,  the 
governor  recommended  that  Im- 
.niediate  steps  be  taken,  in  accord- 
ance with  recent  Federal  legisla- 
tion, to  allow  law-enforcing  officials 
of  one  state  to  pursue  law  violators 
into  another  state.  "The  advan- 
tages enjoyed  by  organized  crime 
through  speedy  motor  vehicles, 
the  radio,  able  attorneys,  and 
other  agencies  cannot  bo  succes.s- 
fuUy  combated  until  such  time  as 
a  portion  of  the  tetters  with  which 
legal  restrictions  bind  law-enforc- 
ng  agencies  have  been  removed," 
;he  governor  declared  in  making  , 
:his  re'oommendation. 


Governor  declared.  He  recom- 
mended that  the  institution  be 
constructed  at  Norfolk  and  be 
supervised  by  the  mental  diseases 
department. 

Enlarge  Institutions 

"The  institutions  for  the  mental- 
ly 111  should  be  enlarged  to  accom- 
modate 2.000  patients  each  as  speed- 
ily as  possible,"  the  governor  as- 
serted. "This  would  mean  the  en- 
largement of  12  state  institutions, 
providing  for  a  total  of  24,000  men- 
tal patients."  He  also  favored  the 
construction  of  a  new  state  school 
for  feeble  minded  children.  Re- 
ferring to  the  delay  in  the  neces- 
sary mental  diseases  building  pro- 
gram the  governor  stated  that  "at- 
tempts to  gloss  over  this  situation 
upon  the  plea  of  overburdening  the 
taxpayer  should  no  longer  be  tol- 
erated, and  we  should  meet  a  con- 
dition and  a  situation,  the  further 
disregarding  of  which  should  stamp 
the  lawmaking  bodies  of  Massa- 
chusetts as  both  unworthy  and  un- 
lit." 

Indicating  that  the  special  state 
commission  on  sliding  scales  is 
preparing  a  plan  which  it  believes 
will  materi.n.lly  reduce  the  gas  and 
electric  ratfis  throughout  the  state, 
Governor  Curley  sponsored  the  en- 
actment of  a  so-called  contract  law 
by  which  the  public  utilities  depart- 
ment by  agreement  with  the  com- 
panies, or  otherwise,  could  fix  a 
fair  rate  of  return,  a  fair  rate 
base  and  the  basis  of  participation 
by  the  public  and  companies  in 
excess  earnings  of  public  utilities 
engaged  in  the  distribution  of  gas 
and  electricity. 

Because  of  the  recent  report  that 
there  are  more  than  1,000  persons 
who  are  not  qualified  in  either 
medicine  or  surgery  conducting 
business  in  Massachusetts  as  phy- 
sicians or  surgeons,  the  governor 
asked  the  Central  Court  to  pass  a 
statute  to  require  such  professional 
men  to  pass  a  test  and  pay  an  an- 
nual registration  fee  before  being 
allowed  to  practice  in  Ma.ssachu- 
setts.  Other  health  measures  rec- 
ommended by  the  governor  were 
the  abandonment  of  the  Rutland 
State  Hospital  and  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  institution  there  and 


provide  additional  accommodations 
for  employees  at  the  Pondville 
Cancer   Hospital. 

Capitol  Addition 
As  another  part  of  his  public 
buildings  program  the  Common- 
wealth's chief  executive  called  upon 
the  Legislature  to  appropriate 
?1, 000,000  for  the  construction  of  an 
addition  to  the  State  Capitol.  He 
reminded  the  law  makers  that  the 
state  is  paying  .'jlSO.OOO  annually  to 
house  offices  of  state  functions. 

With  the  creation  of  the  State 
Planning  Board  the  need  for  the 
Metropolitan  Planning  Division 
cpases  to  exi.st,  the  governor  de- 
clared, favoring  abolition  of  the  di- 
vision. There  is  no  valid  reason 
for  the  continuance  of  the  division, 
he  stated. 

Numerous  changes  in  the  district 
court  system  were  outlined  to  the 
senators  and  representatives  by  the 
governor.  They  include:  Prohibit 
practice  by  the  di-strlct  court  jus- 
tices in  civil  cases  in  their  own 
courts;  establishment  of  district 
courts  on  a  circuit  basis;  give  pre- 
sirtiRW  justices  the  option  of  sitting 
full  time  with  adequate  compensa- ' 
tion  and  appointments  of  presiding 
justices  should  be  made  on  that 
basis  in  the  future;  remuneration 
of  special  justices  on  an  hourly 
basis. 

Referring  to  the  Commonwealth's 
penal  institutions,  the  governor  re- 
newed his  recommendation  for  the 
aft.-ndonmcnt  of  the  State  Prison 
at  Charlestown  and  the  housing  of 
felons  at  Norfolk.  He  also  suggested 
the  appointment  of  a  committee  to 
study  the  placing  of  state  wards, 
the  segregation  of  prisoners,  estab-  ' 
lishment  of  an  institution  for  the 
care  and  treatment  of  persons  af- 
flicted with  social  diseases  and  radi- 
cal changes  in  the  parole  system  of 
the  State. 

"I  believe   the   time  has  come  to 
make  a  thorough  study  of  the  tax 
pi-oblem  and  the  expenditure  prob- , 
lem  of  our  stale  and  local  govern-  j 
ments,    and    to   prepare   a  compre- ; 
hensive    tax   and    expenditure   pro- 
gram,"    the   governor   declared    in 
stressing  the  point  that  insulTicient 
attention   has  been  given  the  sub- 
ject. 

"I  recommend  that  legislation  be 
passed  having  for  its  objective  the 
securing  of  revenue  sufficient  in 
amount  to  obviate  the  necessity  of 
laying  any  'State  tax'  upon  the 
cities  and  towns,  as  a  means  of  re- 
lieving real  estate  of  the  inequita- 
ble burden  that  it  is  now  required 
to  bear." 

Kliminate  Stale  Tax 
He  said  the  10  percent  sur  tax 
"will  tend  to  eliminate  the  state 
tax  and  thus  help  to  reduce  th« 
burden  on  the  home  owner."  The 
increase  in  the  gasoline  tax  would 
be  in  accordance  with  the  recog- 
nized policy  of  broadening  'the  tax 
base,  he  declared.  Doubling  of  the 
motor  truck  fees  would,  the  Gov- 
ernor asserted,  niovide  revenue 
where  sorely  needed  and  without 
hardship.  Taxation  of  proof  alco- 
hol would  remove  this  products 
unfair  competitive  advantage  over 
those  engaged  in  the  alcoholic 
beverages  business,  the  Governor 
stated. 

The  proposed  increase  state 
share  on  dog  racing  would  work 
no  hardship  to  the  operators  and 
would  prove  beneficial  to  the  Com- 
monwealth through  increasing  the 
revenue  approximately  $2.50,000, 
the  chief  executive  reminded  the 
legislators.  His  suggested  tax  on 
tobacco,  the  Governor  maintained, 
would   not  fall  heavily  on  any   in- 
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dlvmual,  whllG  the  ,tax  on  slot  ma 
chines  would  nid  the  smaller  mer- 
rhants  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Governor  Curley  renewed  his  .-e- 
commendatlons  for  the  appropria- 
tion of  $100,000  to  advertise  ths 
recreational  advantages  of  the 
State  and  a  like  amount  for  the 
conservation  of  hiid  and  fish  lite. 
He  asked  that  steps  be  taken  to 
erect  a  war  memorial  and  suf;- 
Kcsted  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mittee to  represent  the  Slate  at 
the  Harvard  College  Tercentenary 
exercises. 

In  conclu.-ion  the  governor  de- 
clared that  his  tax  program  rep- 
resents only  a  portion  of  what  Is 
possible,  provided  the  question  of 
ways  and  means  of  economizing, 
and  at  the  same  time  more  efficient 
conducting  of  the  departments  of 
the  state,  Is  answered.  He  closed 
with  the  recommendation  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to 
study  economy  in  government. 

Draws  Comment 

Curley's  mcsssage  drew  immediate 
comment  from  two  men  who  have 
been  in  opposition  to  hi.s  admini.'?- 
tration.  One,  Ijeverett  Saltonstall, 
Speaker  of  the  Hou.se  of  Repre- 
sentative?, and  candidate  for  the 
Republican  nomination  for  gover- 
nor this  year,  remarked: 

"Bluntly,  the  me.°sage  shouts  ex- 
travagance and  whi.<ipers  economy." 

Senator  Henry  Parkman,  Jr..  of 
Boston,  a  consi.'ftent  foe  of  the  gov- 
•■rnor,  commented  that  the  message 
"was  long  and  pretty  dull,"  add- 
ing: 

"Out  of  a  welter  of  vague  quan 
titles  and  the  usual  high  sounding 
phrases  liberally  sprinkled  with 
adjectives,  I  detected  a  few  spe- 
cific sugge-'tion.^  with  which  I  am 
in  heartv  accord."

The  recommendation     of    Gov-

lower  tax,  or  no  state  tax  at  all,  i 
is  imposed,  and  in  sections  where 
there,  are  easy     outlets     for  con- 
traband   of   this   sort.      The   same 
problem  exists  in  connection  with 
the   federal      tax     on      cigarettes, 
however.   It  will   be   recalled  that 
Boston  revenue    agents,     assisted 
by    other      governmental      agents, 
recently  raided  a  number     of  es- 
tablishments    where     it  was     al- 
leged   that      tobacco    products    on 
which   no  federal      tax  had     been 
paid  were     being     sold     or     dis- 
tributed.

Calls    for     Increased    Capacity    In 
State   Institutions. — Wants  Auto 
Insurance   Problem    Met

gctts  legislators  had  before  them  to- 
night a  long  list  of  recommendations 
for  law.s  Governor  James  M.  Curley 
believed  desirable  to  advance  the 
Commonwealth's  social  and  eco- 
nomic welfare. 

In  a  message  that  took  him  an  hour 
and  25  minutes  to  deliver  before  a 
joint  session  of  the  House  and  Sen- 
ate, the  Governor  declared  the 
State's  most  pressing  problems 
were: 

1.  Relief  of  the  real  estate  tax- 
payer. 

2.  Increases  in  the  capacity  of 
State  institutions. 

3.  Further  labor  law  reforms. 

4.  The  increasing  cost  ot  compul- 
«ory  automobile  liability  insurance. 

To  the  assembled  legislators  he 
recommended  specific  legislation 
covering  these  and  a  multitude  of 
lesser  problems,  and  reviewed  at  the 
same  time  the  accomplishments  of 
his  administration  in  the  ppst  legis- 
lative session. 

To  ease  realty  taxes.  Governor 
Curley  recommended  laws  obviating 
the  State  tax  assessed  by  the  Com- 
monwealth on  cities  and  towns, 
which,  he  said,  would  cut  $2  from  ( 
the  tax  rate  of  every  city  and  town. 
To  offset  loss  of  this  source  of  rev- 
enue, be  proposed  a  series  of  specific 
new  taxes,  which  included  doubling 
of  the  fees  for  the  operation  of  motor 
trucks,  an  excess  of  40  cents  a  gallon 
on  alcohol,  a  lax  of  two  cents  a  pack- 
age on  cigarettes,  and  an  increase 
to  5  per  cent,  of  the  3':;  per  cent, 
share  the  State  now  receives  from 
dog  racing. 

Reeommcnd.s  Seriou.s  Study 
He  recommended  also  appointment 
of  a  committee  to  study  what  econo- 
mies were  possible  in  State  admin- 
istration. 

The   Governor    devoted    a    major 
share  of  his  mes.'-age  to  the  problems 
of  caring  for  mentally  disea.=ed  per- 
sons, which,  he  adjured  the  Legisla- 
ture, demanded   "serious  considera- 
tion coupled  with  courageous  action." 
He  detailed  at  length  serious  over- 
crowding of  patients  and  employes 
in   State   hospitals  and   correctional  | 
institutions,  urging  Ihat  necessary  in- 
creases of  facilities  Vir,ru-ouir)rH  with- 
out delay.    He  assailed  the  action  of  j 
the  Legislature  in  handling  this  prob-  j 
lem  last  year.  | 

Labor  reforms  which  were  need-  ' 
ed,  the  Governor  declared,  were  ex- 
tension of  the  provisions  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Act  to 
nurses;  consolidation  of  the  Indus- 
trial Accident  Board  and  the  Depart- 
ment of  Labor  and  Industries,  and 
increases  in  the  school-leaving  age 
from  14  to  16. 

Compulsory     liability     insurance, 
hardy  perennial  of  legislative  debate, 
required  "immediate  and  drastic  ac- 
tion," Curley  declared.  He  suggested 
that  an  increase  in  registry  person- 
nel and  some  stringent  regulations 
would   reduce  the  number  of  false 
claims  and  thus  the  cost  of  insnr. 
ance.    If  such  a  procedure  did  not, 
he  said  he  could  "see  no  alternative 
other  than  a  repeal"  of  the  law. 
Message  Draws  Comment 
Curley's  message  drew  .   jmcdiate 
comment  from  two  men  who  have 
been  in  opposition  to  his  administra- 
tion.      One.     Levercll      Saltonstall, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, and  candidate  for  the  Republi- 
can  nomination   for   Governor   this 
year,  remarked: 

Bluntly,  the  message  shouts  ex- 


travagance and  whispers  economy." 
Senator  Henry  Parkman.  Jr.,  of 
Boston,  a  consistent  Republican  foe 
of  the  Governor,  commented  that  the 
message  "was  long  and  pretty  dull," 
adding:

Institute  a  sliding  scale  of  utility 
rate-making. 

Require  the  registration  of  all  phy- 
sicians under  pain  of  criminal 
punishment. 

Authorize  demolition  of  the  Rut- 
land (tuberculosis)  Sanitorium 
buildings  and  construction  of  new 
quarters. 

Appropriate  $1,000,000  for  con- 
struction of  an  addition  to  the  State 
Capitol. 

Abolish  the  Metropolitan  planning

Features  outlined  include  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  10  percent  surtax 
adopted  last  year,  continuation  foi 
five  years  of  the  additional  gaso- 
line tax,     doubled     license  fee  for 
trucks  on  the  highway,  additional 
taxes  on   dog   racing,  with   horses 
remaining  free  from  a  tax  increase 
transfer  of  alcoholic  taxes  from  the 
special  old  age  assistance  fund  to 
the  general  fund,  a  40  cents  a  gal- 
lon tax  on  each  proof  gallon  of  al- 
cohol, a  two  cent  cigarette  tax  and 
a  five  dollar  license  fee  for  slot  ma- 
chines. . 

To  the  end  that  the  state  tax  be 
dismissed,  these  new  forms  of  tax- 
ation are  recommended. 

Judicial  reforms  are  urged  on  the 
legislature,  which,  If  adopted  would 
clear  the   Supreme   Judicial    Court 
of  the  elder  jurists.  The  judges,  ac- 
cording  to   the   Governor   "because 
of    age,  can  no  longer  meet  com- 
pletely the  requirements  of  the  of- 
fice." Under  the  pension  plan  de- 
vised by  the    Governor    to    retire 
JiirLsts  at  full  pay  when  they  reach 
the  age  of  70,  his  claim  is  that  the 
"Comitionwealth    would  be  assured 
of  a  full  quota  of  judges  intellectu- 
ally in  the  prime  of  life,  without 
the  need  of  drastic  action  against 
men  who  have  given  long  and  hon- 
orable service  and  whose  only  fault 
Is  the  natural  one  of  failing  to  rec- 
ognize the  gradual  waning  of  their 
powers. 

In  accord  with  recent  trends, 
Governor  Curley  announced  him- 
self wholeheartedly  in  favor  of  a 
vast  spending  program  designed  to 
produce  a  building  program  at 
State  Institutions  without  listing 
contemplated  expenditures  and  de- 
void of  gubernatorial  recommenda- 
tion for  financing  the  projects.

Additional  buildings,  equipment 
for  newly  erected  hospitals,  finan- 
ces for  additional  personnel,  hous- 
ing for  added  workers  and  new 
buildings  to  relieve  overcrowding 
are  asked  without  provision  for  the 
appropriation  of  funds  to  carry 
through   the   program. 

In  line  with  the  federal  govern- 
ment housing  act,  slum  clearance 
and  low  cost  housing  developments 
are  a  vital  part  of  the  "social  se- 
curity" program  which  was  today 
laid  before  the  legislature  for  con- 
sideration.

Control  of  governmental  authority 
and  absorption  of  local  governmen 
tal  functions,  admittedly  passes 
from  the  hands  of  the  electorate 
into  the  autocratic  domination  of  a 
distant  minority,  with  the  limiting 
of   governmental   bodies.

Governor  CujJi-'>'-'*  'ulilrpss  to  lh«  l.cgislalure 
Jn  opening  lTie  seconil  year  of  liis  torm  is,  of 
course,  well  worded  and  also  characlcristicallv 
inconsistent  in  many  of  lis  aspectg.  On  the  one 
liand  lie  advocates  liiennial  sessions  and  a  uni- 
cameral legislative  body  similar  to  lliat  in  Ne- 
braslia  and,  on  the  oilier,  loads  the  Incoming 
annua!  session  witli  enough  proposals  for  action 
to  keep  it  In  session  for  most  of  the  year. 

On  one  hand  he  socks  the  elimination  of  th' 
State  tax  as  falling  on  reaf  estate  and,  on  the 
olhcr,  would  offset  lis  loss  by  other  taxes 
to  be  retained  by  the  Slate  and  taxes  thai  would 
fall  no  less  on  the  taxpa\ers  of  cities  and 
towns. 

In  advocating  social  service  IcKislalion.  he 
indicts  Intluslry  for  •'sweating  the  wasted  bodle« 
of  women  and  cliildrcn"  but.  before  he  is 
Ihrough  Willi  that  suhjecl,  he  admits  Uiat  'in 
Ihe  last  analysis  It  is  to  private  Induslry  thai 
we  must  look  for  Ihe  ulllmale  transfer  of  the 
unemployed    lo  employmrnl." 

On  llie  one  hand  he  advocates  the  esUblish- 
menl  of  a  commission  lo  combine  a  study  of  tax- 
ation and  expenditure  lor  the  ■•development  of 
a  program  for  the  reduction  of  the  costs  of 
government  which  have  been  constanlly  Increas- 
ing and  lo  which  InsufTlcicnt  attention  has  been 
given'  and,  on  the  other,  he  makes  specine 
recommendations  for  additional  evpendilures  of 
about  $3,000,00(1  and  several  recommcn.l.ilions 
for  Increases  fn  costs  of  unspecined  amounts 
that  mighl  easily  rise  to  ?IO.nOO.ono. 

.\mong  these  latter  recomnienilalions  are  pro- 
vision of  living  quarters  for  additional  employes 
of  Stale  Institutions  because  of  the  enactment 
of  his  .i8-hour  law  last  year;  appropriation  for 
a  war  memorial  in  or  near  Boston,  money  for  art- 
dillonal  Inspectors  In  the  Regislry  of  .Motor  Ve- 
hicles; increase  in  the  slaff  of  the  Public  I  lil- 
itles  board:  the  extension  of  the  workingmens 
coinpensalion  act  lo  nurses  in  Stale  ho«pitali« 
and  Ihe  voluntary  lelircmeni  of  Judges  at  the 
age  of  *<>  on  full   pay. 

lie  confesses  the  failure  of  hi.*  expeclation 
of  a  year  ago  of  having  evcr.vbody  at  work  bv 
this  time  on  his  work  and  wages  program  but 
blames  the  Legislature  for  failure  to  provide 
enough  money  to  make  his  idea  work,  when,  as 
a  matter  of  lacl.  the  Stale  budget  was  so  In- 
creased last  year  that  only  by  an  additional 
tax  on  income  payments,  taking  $l).f>00,0(»n  from 
the  highway  fund  and  levying  a  S=tale  lax  ot 
SlO.noo.dOd  was  Ihe  State  budget  balanced  with 
a  little  free  casli,  ..riinly  coming  from  Ihe  hors* 
and  dog  racing  taxes. 

The  Governor's  recommendation  that  a  study 
of  taxes  and  cxpendilures  be-  combined  In  one 
commission  is  sound.  In  lUS:.  we  had  one  com- 
mission studying  taxes  with  the  claim  that  II 
had  nothing  to  do  with  Slate  expenditures  and 
another  commission  on  expenditures  clainiin- 
that    n    had    nothing    lo    do   wllli    taxes.      H    t 


doubtful  If  anything  results  from  the  study 
and  report  of  either  body.  But  while  logically 
a  sludv  of  taxation  and  expenditures  should  be 
n,ade  bv  one  body,  it  does  not  follow  that  the 
resulls  would  be  any  betler  Ihan  those  of  the 
commissions  that  liave  annually  for  some  years 
heen  studying  and  reporting  on  bolh  taxation 
and    expenditures. 

Ooxernor  Curley's  proposals  for  eliminatin.r 
a  State  l.ix  for  balancing  the  Slale  budget  are 
more  plausible  in  appearance  than  conVinehu 
In  realily.  lie  would,  for  Instance,  conlinu.- 
Ihp.lO  per  cent  extra  lax  on  income  lax  pay- 
ments and  the  three  cent  gasoline  tax  but  these 
would  not  tend  to  eliminate  a  Stale  lax  of 
j  jt  10,000,000  any  more  than  they  did  last  year 
when  we  had  them. 

The  only  new  taxes  he  recommends  for  elim- 
inating  the    State  tax  would  be    an  increase   of 
the  tax  on  the  horse  and  dog  racing  handle  from 
3H   to  5    per  cent,   estimated  to  yield  $2.-iO.00O 
and  a   two  cent  tax  on   every  package  of  clgar- 
ets  sold  In  the  Stale,  without  any  estimate  of  its 
yield.     This  would  be  an  easy  tax    for  smokers 
to  evade  by   buying  their   cigarets  in  bulk    out- 
side  the  State.      Confessing  virtually   that  Ihest 
additional    taxes  would   not   eliminate   Ihe   State 
lax.  he    urges  the   transfer   of  earmarked    funds

"The  duplkitv 
prnctlRod  In  l^iS''  through  the  author 
izntlon  for  the  establishment  of  a  bos 
pita!  for  the  criminally  Insane  at  a 
cost  of  II.7S0.OO0  without  makin;.' 
provision  for  the  money,  savors  of  a 
low  order  of  knavery  without  pre- 
cedent In  the  history  of  Ihc  Common-  , 
wealth'  ; 

"On  page  41,  referring  to  the  same 
leRislatlon  he  said,  'It  Is  rather  for 
lunate  that  the  authorization  w.i.-^ 
made  wiihoiit  provision  for  the  nec- 
essary funds  to  cover  the  cost  of  ri>n 
siruciton.  estimated  at  Jl  7,^0.000, 
since  there  Is  no  way  lo  Justify  th. 
placing  of  the  care  of  ijicntal  de- 
fectives under  the  control  and  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Correc- 
tion.' 

"Actually  the  bill  he  refers  to  placed 
the  mental  defectives  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Department  of  Mental 
Dlsea.'os.  as  he  had  already  staled  In 
another  passage  of  his  addres-s.  Then 
he  proceeds  to  recommend  what  has 
already  been  done,  namely,  that  the 
hospital  1>C  place)  under  the  super- 
vision 'if  the  Department  of  .Menta) 
Disease*. 

"The  truth  of  ihe  matter  Is  that 
the  bill  In  question.  Senate  No.  481. 
was  filed  by  the  Commissioner  of  thi  • 
Department  of  Mental  Diseases  and 
provided  that  the  hospital  was  to  he 
built  only  if  Federal  funds  tiecame 
availal  le.

Of 
course  all  if  ns  who  have  studied 
the  conilitlons  Ihe  ttovernor  speaks 
aUiiit  want  these  new  buildings  Hut 
let's  be  practical  and  make  haste 
slowly.  If  these  buildings  arc  so 
neede<l,  why  w.is  his  .excellency  so 
adverse  to  having  them  Included  In 
th^  Mil  passed  by  the  Legislature 
last  year  to  build  new  sidewalks  and 
dredge  harbors?  Such  an  amendment 
was  offered,  but  wa»  defeated  by  him 
in    tho    Hou.se. 

"He  talks  freely  of  reducing  the  coat 
of  government  but  In  this  respect 
merely  suggests  that  a  study  he  made 
—the  findings,  of  course,  to  be  made 
to  the  Legislature  after  the  Govern- 
or's term  expired.

on  income  taxes  and  abolishment  of 
the  JIO.000.000  state  tax,  now  a  bur- 
den on   real  eatale. 

Speaker  Saltonstall  urged  only  such 
new  laws  aa  will  accelerate  and  not 
retard  the  confidence  that  belter 
times  arc  ahe;id.  "Vears  of  Demo- 
cratic musrulc,"  he  said,  "have  burned 
into  the  hearts  and  minds  of  the  vot- 
Kis  that  their  jot>s.  their  businesses 
and  their  homes  ire  tuxfest  under  a 
Republican  administration  in  Massa- 
chii.sells."

The  Governor's  mes.sase,  a  bulky 
document  of  about  12,000  words,  con- 
tains nearly  three  score?  refommenda- 
tions  and  suHgestiona  for  lesislativc 
action,  many  of  which  are  iiroposalB 
offered  in  his  inauRural  last  year  and 
rejected  by  this  same  Legislature  at 
its  first  session.

some  emergency  levies,  orisinally  Im- 
posed to  tide  the  State  over  the  de- 
pression year.s.  and  l!ie  tappinR  of 
new  .sources  of  revenue.

In    the    Held'  of    public   utilities   the 
Governor  renews  his  belief  the  sliding 
scale    method    of    rate    determination 
for      Ihc    use   of  gas    and      electricity 
should  Ik  put  imo  effect  in  Massachu- 
Mtta.

Because  of  a  recently  enacted  law 
in  New  York  State  requiring  yearly 
registration  of  physicians.  Massachu- 
setts has  become  a  haven  for  quacks.

1  ernor  asks  that  a  sirrular  law  be  en- 
i  acted  here. 

Further  in  the  field  of  public  health, 
the  Governor  recommends  the  razing 
of  the  Rutland  State  Sanatorium,  anci 
Its  replacement  with  modern  con- 
struction for  the  treatment  of  tuber- 
culosl.s.  .\dditional  accontodation.s  for 
employes  are  aUo  needed  at  the  I'ond- 
vllle  Cancer  Hospital. 

A  $1,000,000  addition  to  the  State 
Capitol  IS  asked  to  house  deparlmenia 
and  divisions  now  scattered  here  and 
there  around   Boston. 

.\bolition  of  the  .Metropolitan  Plan- 
ning Division  is  asked  because  It  \a 
no  longer  needed  now  that  a  State 
Planning  Boaid  has  been  created  and 
is  in  operation.  The  Gcivernor  feels 
that  the  ccmtinuance  of  the  Meiroioll- 
tan  Planning  Division  would  represent 
a  diipllcation  of  elTort  and  expense. 
liank  Deposit  Law 
Because  the  borrowing  of  money  by 
both  the  State  and  the  cities  and 
towns  makes  it  nece.i.sary  to  have  re- 
course to  l>anks  outside  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  Governor  recommends  a 
(.hange  in  the  law  to  permit  larger 
deposits  of  State,  city  and  town  funds 
in  biinka  outside  of  the  Common- 
wealth. He  also  recommends  legisla- 
tion 10  encourage  the  lending  of 
money  by  financial  institutions  for 
busine.is  enterprises  and  home  con- 
struction as  a  means  of  developing 
pro[>erty   values  in  this  State. 

The  Governor  exi^re.ssed  gratifica- 
tion that  the  State  completed  its  fis- 
cal year  with  a  free  cash  Imiance 
of  JiMS«.OlS.  the  largest  during  the 
last  five  years-  In  addition  there  was 
also  free  cash  in  the  highway  fund 
10  the   amount   of  $371,08.''. 

On  the  subject  of  the  judiciary  the 
Gocernor  recommends  that  the  Su- 
preme Court  ruling  prohibiting  dis- 
trict court  jtidges  from  practising  as 
nitorneys  in  criminal  cases  be  carried 
one  step  fiiither  hy  the  Legislature 
and  the  prohibition  extfnded  to  in- 
clude prohibition  Mgain.«t  practising  as 
attorneys  in  civil  cases  in  their  own 
courts.  He  also  urges  the  establish- 
ment of  a  circtiit  court  system,  as  he 
jdid  last  year.  In  addition  the  Gov- 
i  ernor  asks  that  the  present  system  of 
remunerating  special  Justices  be  abol- 
ished and  that  henceforth  they  be  paid 
on  a  per  hotir  basis.

Abandonment  of  the  Char'.estown 
State  Pri.son  is  again  recommended 
and  the  utilization  of  the  site  as  a  re- 
ceiving station.

He  advocates  the  building  of  a  struc- 
ture large  enough  to  provide  quarters 
for   the    veterans    of    ,all    wars. 

In  conclusion  the  Governor  reiter- 
ates his  demand  for  economy  in  gov- 
ernment, attacks  his  department  heads 
for  not  bringing  in  rccominendation.s 
worth  considering  In  this  respect,  an  ! 
asks  the  apiioiiilnient  of  a  legislative 
comnutlee  to  work  with  a  citizens' 
committee  of  10  in  devising  a  pro- 
gram for  reducing  the  costs  of  .State 
government.

Immediate  Criticism  Charges  Governor  With 
Carrying  "Money  Message"  to  Legislature; 
"Shouts  Extravagance  and  Whispers  Econ- 
omy," Speaker  Saltonstall  Declares 


(Spccinl  to  The  Hnrinnfu'ld  Ciiloiil 
BOSON  Jan.  1— Gov.  Curley's  legis- 
lative prograni  for  this  year  will  have 
hard  sledding.  Almost  within  an 
hour  of  its  delivery  it  was  being  at- 
tacked, not  only  by  Republicans  but 
Democrats  as  well.  Much  of  the  im- 
mediate criticism  was  to  the  effect 
that  It  Is  a  "money  me.s.sage"— one 
making  numerous  recommendations 
that  call  for  appropriations  of  State 
money. 

As  Speaker  Leverett  Saltonstall  re- 
marked in  the  course  of  a  formal 
statement  on  the  Governor's  program. 
"Bluntly,  the  message  shouts  extrava- 
gance  and    whispers   economy." 

A  year  of  Curley  as  Governor  has 
wrovaght  considerable  change  in  the 
attitude  of  the  legislators  toward  him 
The  enthusiasm  his  -nangural  mes- 
sage evoked  has  dimni"d  with  time 
and  although  many  of  *,e  recommen- 
dations are  repeated,  the  genera!  re- 
action to  the  message  as  a  whole  '<s 
antagonistic.

legislative  ses.sion  It  could  get  along 
without  him  at  other  times,  Conroy 
has  secured  a  leave  of  absence  In  or- 
der  to  carry  out  his  duties  as  Sena- 
tor, 

In  his  address  to  the  House, 
Sjieaker  SaltoiiKtall  asked  for  a 
.speeding  of  legislative  work  and  par- 
ticularly urged  as  a  means  to  that 
entl  that  needless  rollcalls  be  avoided 
He  showed  that  rollcalls  last  session 
consumed  tour  legislative  weeks  and 
that  the  longest  session  In  the  State's 
history  could  have  been  shortened  by 
nearly  that  much  if  the  roll  had  been 
called  only  when  necessary. 
C'niitinltlee  ('banges. 
In  the  House  there  were  several 
cominlttec  changes,  the  most  impor- 
tant ot  which  was  the  drofiping  of 
Rep.  Ernest  Dean  of  Chllmark  from 
Ihe  powerful  Ways  and  Means  Com- 
mittee. Dean,  a  Republican,  carried 
the  ftght  last  year  against  his  po- 
litical affiliates  In  (he  lower  branch 
for  Gov.  Curley's  bond  Issue  propo- 
sals. Since  then  Dean  has  been  ap- 
pointed to  succeed  Samuel  A.  York  as 
State  Commissioner  of  Conservation. 
The  removal  of  Dean  from  'Ways 
and  Means  and  his  replacement  by 
Rep.  John  W..  l^assell  of  Northbrldge 
is  not  believed  to  have  been  prompted 
by  hi.s  party  defection.

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The  Governor's  Address 

Several  features  of  Gov  Curley's 
secontl  annual  arl<hess  to  the  Leg- 
isture  comniand  more  than  ordi- 
nary attention,  although  the  great 
length  of  the  message  '"and  the 
multiplicity  of  subjects  considered 
preclude  more  than  cursory  com- 
ment. 

The  far  reaching  scope  of  the 
governor's  discussion  is  indicated  by 
his  recommendation  that  one  of  the 
branches  of  the  General  Court  be 
decapitated,  giving  Massachusetts  a 
unicameral  Legislature.  Biennial 
sessions  for  the  single  chamber  are 
included  in  this  program.  Last  year 
the  governor  did  not  advise  more 
than  the  reduction  of  the  member- 
ship of  the  two  lejrislalive  branches 
by  one-half  and  biennial  sessions. 
But  he  then  asked  also  for  the 
abolition  of  the  governor's  council. 
The  council  recommendation  is 
missing  this  year,  possibly  because 
he   now   controls   that    body. 

Biennial  sessions  would  be  a 
relatively  consen-ative  reform;  the 
proposal  has  large  support.  But  the 
single  chamber  proposal,  now 
advanced  by  a  governor  for  the  first 
time,  is  not  yet  oven  in  the  first 
.•stage  of  serious  public  discussion 
in  this  commonwealth.  Nebraska 
has  led  the  way  in  changing  to  the 
unicameral  form,  but  Nebraska  ha* 
had  no  actual  experience  with  it. 
The  general  tendency  in  other  state* 
will  be  to  watch  the  practical  test 
of  the  idea  in  agricultural  Nebraska 
and  await  a  mature  conclusion  as 
to  its  feasibility.  It  is  probable  that 
it  would  arouse  rural  opposition  in 
industrial  states  like  Massachusetts 
having  great  urban  centers,  with 
heavy  claims  to  representation  in  a 
single  chamber  whose  members  were 
chosen  on  a    population  basis. 

The  governor  repeats  in  sub- 
.stance  not  a  few  of  his  recommen- 
dations of  his  inaugural  message, 
dropping  others,  notably  those  ask- 
ing for  the  abolition  of  the  gov- 
ernor's council  and  the  repeal  of  the 
preprimary  convention  law.  He 
repeats,  however,  in  a  more  mod- 
crate  form,  the  earlier  recommenda- 
tion   for    the    fetirement    of    judges 


in     the     three     courts     of  statewide 
jurisdiction.  Last  year  he  called  for 
mandatory  retirement  atrthe  age  of 
70;    thi.q    year   he    recommends    pro- 
vision   for    their    voluntary    retire- 
ment, upon   reaching  70,  at  full  sal- 
ary,   But    judges    so    retired    would 
remain   subject  to   emergency   serv- 
ice on  the  bench  upon  the  request 
of   the   chief    justice   of   the   court.  ■ 
Altogther,    Gov    Curley's    discussion  ; 
of     judiciary     questions,     especially 
district  court  reform,  impresses  one 
as  well  considered. 

It  would  not  be  a  Curley  mes- 
sage if  there  were  no  rhetorical  fire- 
works here  and  there  to  light  up  so 
lengthy  an  address.  He  takes  advan- 
tage of  the  opportunity  to  lash  the 
Legislature  with  reference  to  the 
public  institutions.  Perhaps  this  is 
deserved:  "The  neglect  of  state 
'wards,  and  more  particularly  the 
'mental  defectives,  represents  the 
'most  drab  and  sordid  chapter  pos- 
'sible  of  recording  in  the  annals 
'of  the  commonwealth."  In  another 
passage  one  is  horrified  to  learn 
that  "the  duplicity  practiced  in  1935 
'through  the  authorization  for  the 
'establishment  of  a  hospital  for  the 
'criminally  insane  at  a  cost  of  Jl,- 
'T'lCOOfl,  without  making  provision 
'for  the  money,  savors  of  a  low 
'order  of  knavery  without  precedent 
'in  the  history  of  the  common- 
'wealth." 

Yet,  at  the  same  time,  the  governor 
is  proud  of  the  state  of  the  treas- 
ury. It  is  most  "gratifying"  to  him 
that  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
November  30  last,  the  free  cash 
balance  was  $2,480,034,  the  largest 
in  five  years.  This  was  brought 
about  by  the  special  10  per  cent 
surtax  on  last  year's  incomes  of 
individuals  and  corporations  which 
the  governor  persuaded  the  Legis- 
lahire  to  levy  in  order  to  balance 
the  last  budget.  It  is  also  gratify- 
ing to  everyone  that  the  tax  col- 
lectors of  Commissioner  Long  in  the 
last  fiscal  year  gathered  up  about 
»5,000,000  more  than  they  did  in 
the  previous  year.  That  revealed,  in 
addition  to  the  retroactive  income 
surtax  of  10  per  cent,  a  natural 
rise  in  revenue  due  to  better  busi- 
ness conditions  and  the  like.  Gaso- 
line taxes  yielded  JfiOO.OOO  niorp. 
Alcoholic  beverages  furnished  one- 
fifth  of  the  increased  revenue. 
Then,  too,  the  state  racing  commis- 
sion collected  from  the  newly-legal- 
I  ized  race  tracks  no  less  than  $1,- 
'614,981. 

Under  "revenue  and  retrench- 
'ment"  the  reader  finds  not  the  least 
interesting    portion    of    the    gover- 


nor's address.  The  .  governor  con-  • 
founds  his  critics,  who  have  accused  ■ 
him  of  being  nothing  but  a  spender,  \ 
by  saying  that  "insufficient  atten- 
'tion"  has  been  given  to  "the  re- 
'duction  in  the  cost  of  government!" 
But  he  immediately  abandons  this 
aspect  of  the  subject  to  a  new  com- 
mission for  the  study  of  the  prob- 
lem of  both  expenditures  and  taxe*, 
— a  commission  that  he  advi.ses  the 
Legislature   to  create. 

Th"  abolition  of  the  "state  tax," 
which  is  the  annual  assessment  on 
towns  and  cities  to  make  up  the 
deficiency  in  the  state  budget,  is 
the  high  spot  of  the  discussion  of 
revenues.  This  proposal  is  not  novel 
or  original;  "t  has  often  been  con- 
sidered in  the  past.  Some  conserva- 
tive tax  specialists  will  approve  the 
suggestion,  in  principle.  It  is  meri- 
torious enough  to  command  the  seri- 
ou.-  attention  of  both  public  and 
Legislature,  however  much  differ- 
ence of  opinion  is  aroused  by  the 
governor's  proposals  for  new  rev- 
enues to  replace  the  $8,000,000  or 
$10,000,000  usually  collected  under 
i  the  name  of  the  "state  tax,"  which 
:  bears  down  so  heavily  on  local  real 
estate. 

In  place  of  the  "state  tax,"  the 
governor  would  continue  the  special 
10  per  cent  sujtax  on  individual  and 
corporate  incomes;  increase  the

The  inhuman  practice  of  compeUinp 

an    institutional    employe      to      labor 

for    such    a    long    period    of    time    as 

to  Impair  both   health  and  mentalit.i.. 

and    render    impossible    the    character 

nf   kind    and    humane    treatment,  that 

unfortunate    wards    of    the    state    arc 

entitled  to  receive,  has  happily  ended 

through  the  adoption  of  the  48  hour 

law. 

The  adoption  of  this  humane  meas- 
ure of  legislation  has  made  necessar.\ 
the  employment  of  some  2500  women 
and  men,  and  while  it  Has  increased 
the  cost  of  conductinpr  the  institu- 
tions of  the  state,  sltould  shoi'tly  be 
reflected  in  an  improvement  both 
physically  and  mentally  of  its  real 
benoticiaries, — the  wards  of  the  state. 
KmployniPiit  oj  Minors 
With  the  e.xccss  tuicmploycd  adult.s 
seeking  work  and  wages  lor  the  main- 
tenance of  themselves  and  their  fam- 
ilies, I  renew  the  reconuncudations 
of  last  year,  since  no  excuse  seems 
to  exi.st  for  a.  continuance  of  the 
employment  of  boys  and  girla  under 
the  age  of  16. 

While  sympathy  and  praise  are  de- 
served for  children  who  .seek  to  con- 
triinite  to  the  suppor-t  of  their  fam- 
ilies, the  net  effect  of  their  competi- 
tion is  to  deprive  some  worthy  aduHs 
of  work  or  to  drive  down  the  com- 
pensation for  such  work.  The.se  chil- 
dren, during  their  most  receptive 
years,  are  'deprived  of  the  training  ro 
necessary  to  equip  them  properly  for 
tlie  |n-e,scnt-day  arduous  activities  in 
trade  or  industr.\'.

A  definite  forward  step  has  b. 
takeu  la  this  matter  ia  the  elimu 
hat  Ion  of  the  guest  from  compulsory 
Instu'ance.  The  full  effect  of  this 
amendment  will  not  he  experienced 
until  next  year,  but  it  Is  %i  effect 
partial  repeal.  The  pre.sence  of  guest 
coverage  in  the  law  offered  the  lea.st 
protection  to  the  individual  and  the 
greatest  temptation  to  collusion  and 
<'xaggerated  claims.  Ry  eliminating 
the  guest  from  the  compulsory  in- 
surance coverage  the  cost  of  placing 
a  car  on  the  road  was  reduced  by 
8.4    per   cent. 

Now  that  the  guest  has  been  elimi- 
nated from  this  law  we  should  turn 
publio  attention  to  another  weak  spot, 
— the  occupant  of  tiie  nonncgligent 
car.  While  we  have  the  greatest  of 
sympathy  for  any  one  who  Is  riding 
in  a  car  and  is  injured  by  the  negli- 
gence of  sonie  one  else,  we  Hiust, 
nevertheless,  realize  that  claims  in 
this  cla.ss  have  grown  from  1-1,000 
in  1!I27  to  Sfl.OOO  in  lit34.  The  rcmark- 
nblq  part  of  the  picture  is  that  32.- 
000  out  nf  the  3!1.000,  in  1031,  repre- 
sent claims  for  less  than  $100.  Pre- 
liminary figures  tor  1035  indicate  th.at 
there  wiUi  be  a  further  increase  in 
the  number  of  these  claims  for  this 
year.  Thus  does  the  small  claimant 
nullify  the  excellent  xecord  of  our 
state. 

In  the  same  period  ot  time  there 
has  been  no  appreciable  increase  in 
the  claims  made  and  paid  for  death 
and  injury  of  pedestrians  on  the  high- 
ways of  the  commonwealth,  ..so  that 
it  must  be  apparent  to  every  thought- 
ful individual  that  there  is  serious 
(luestion  as  to  the  validity  of  the 
large  number  of  the  311.000  claims  b\ 
occupants  of  automobiles  that  vvcri 
made  in  1034  and  an  equally  large  II 
not  larger  number  for   the  year   1935. 

The  problem,  then,  of  lowering  the 
cost  of  placing  a  car  on  the  road  is 
the  reduction  of  such  claims  and  the 
elimination  of  the  false  and  ground- 
less claims.  I  believe  that  this  can 
he  effected  by  adequate  provision  for 
sufficient  pei-sonnel  in  the  i-egistry 
division  and  immediate  investigation 
of  accidents  and  more  stringent  pro- 
visions for  immediate  report.  If  this 
is  not  done,  I  can  see  no  alternative 
other  than  a  repeal  of  the  compulsoi-y 
insurance  law.  There  is  need  for  im- 
mediate and  drastic  action.  Racket- 
eering upon  sptirious  claims  by  venal 
attoineys  in  collusion  with  doctors 
and  professional  claimants  must  be 
stopped.  A  great  industry  which  is 
threatened  with  destruction  through 
crimin.al  exploitation  must  bo  con- 
served. I,  therefore,  renew  my  rec- 
ommendation of  a  year  ago  tliat  ad- 
ditional inspectors  be  authorised  in 
the  registry  of  motor  vehicles,  and 
that  the  law  relating  to  rermrt  of  ac- 
cidents be  streugt'icned.  In  addition 
It  is  worthy  of  your  consideration 
whether  violators  of  the  automobile 
laws  may  not  be  required  to  instal 
governors  on  their  cars  limiting  op- 
er.ation  to  30  mile.s  per  hour  as  a  »on- 
dition  of  continued  licen.sc.

T.riii  Micuusclves,  is  a  uniform  instal- 
ment .sales  law.  With  that  need  in 
mind;  I  appointed  last  spring,  from 
IheMiienibership  of  the  grovernor's  ad- 
vi,"oiy  committee,  a  subcommittee 
known  a,s  the  committee  on  consum- 
er credit,  to  which  I  assigned  the  dif- 
ficult task  of  drafting  a  luiifariri,  l.p.- 
stalment  sales  law  that  would  guar- 
aittec  protection  ami  a  square  deal  to 
the  (uiblic,  and  at  the  same  time  re- 
estalMish  the  confidence  in  instal- 
ment buying  that  is  essential  to  the 
protection  of  this  important  industry. 
That  committee  has  not  only  re- 
viewed all  that  has  been  written  on 
the  subject,  and  studied  all  the  re- 
lated laws  of  all  the  other  stat/?s,  but 
has  conducted  extensive  research  on 
its  own  iniliiltivo  to  <letermine  the 
facts  within  the  commonwealth  of 
Massachu.setts.  The  committee  has 
also  been  in  constant  coo(ieration 
«ith  the  commissiiui  which  was  cre- 
;iled  by  the  tlencral  Court  List  sum- 
mer to  consider  the  advis.ibililj  of 
legislation  for  the  regulation  of  in- 
.jslalment  .selling  and  financing.  Tlie 
commi.ssion  has  filed  its  repoit.  to- 
get'.ier  with  a  recommeorier)  win  ti-.o 
committee  (>n  consumer  credit  fully 
agrees  with  the  findings  of  the  com- 
mission and  favors  the  passage  of 
the  proposed   hill. 

The  findings  of  the  commission 
fully  substantiate  the  statements  I 
made  last  June  in  a  coast-to-coast 
radio  address.  At  that  time  I  cited 
many  abuses  in  the  business  of  in- 
stalment selling  and  financing.  I 
pointed  f*ut  that  there  is  so  much 
confusion  and  evasion  in  the  state- 
interest  rates  on  unpaid 
that  it  is  mext  to  impos- 
the  consumer  to  find  out 
rate  he  will  be  obliged 
I  deplored  the  fact  that

instalment  contracts  or  in  methods 
of  figuring  rates,  or  any  uniform 
basis  for  carrying  charges  which  ap- 
pears logical  or  defensible.  The 
report  of  the  commissicM  presents 
extensive  evidence  in  support  of 
each  of  these  as.sertions.  The  re- 
port shows,  in  fact,  that  many  sell- 
era  of  many  different  commodities 
are  now  charging,  <M  unpaid  bal- 
ances, rates  well  above  100  per  cent 
per  annum.  It  is  my  conviction 
that  few,  if  any.  merchants  would 
charge  the  exorbitant  rates  cited  in 
the  report  ot  the  cominission,  if  all 
instalment  sellers  were  required  by 
law  to  hand  each  buyer,  at  the  time 
of  sale,  a  simple  contract  in  which 
the  tt/lal  carrying  charge  was  .stated 
a,s,  a  true  per  cent,  per  month,  on 
tlie   unpaid   balance. 

The  law  pioposed  by  the  commis- 
sion would  help,  and  it  should  be  pas.scd. 
The  law  fails  to  roach,  however,  a 
majority  of  the  cases  of  reprehensible 
in.stalmcnt  sales,  for  the  law  regulate.s 
only  the  finance  companies.  It  pro- 
vides no  control  over  <lealers.  The 
commission  rightly  urges  that  consid- 
eration he  given  to  a  feasible  and  just 
means  ot  regulating  all  instalment 
sales.  With  this  opinion,  the  crmimit- 
tee  on  consumer  c-redit  concurs,  and 
ha.s  drafted  a  bill  designed  to  ac- 
complish  that   purpo.sc. 

That  is  precisely  the  protection 
which  borrowers  now  have  under  the 
uniiorm  small  loan  law,  first  adopted 
by  the  commonwealth  of  .Massachti- 
setts,  and  now  in  force  In  26  other 
states.  The  law  works.  In  this  state, 
during  a  single  year,  1X0.536  loans 
were  made  by  licensed  comfianics,  and 
not  a  single  borrower  complained  that 
there  was  any  concealment  ot  the  rate 
charged,  or  any  other  violation  of  any 
of  the  stringent  provisions  of  the  law. 
What- the  state  has  done  for  the  pro- 
tection of  these  who  borrow  from  loan 
companies,  the  state  can  now  do  for 
the  protection  of  instalment  buyers 
i  who,  in  effect,  Jjorrrfw  from  merchants.

In  the  InauRural  addj'e.s.s.  I  dwelt 
at  leiisth  on  the  need  for  the  de- 
velopment of  economic  education  lo 
the  end  that  our  people  may  be  bet- 
ter cfiuijiped  to  undcr.'<tand  the 
workinKs  of  our  machine  civilization, 
and  to  make  suih  chauKcs  in  the 
oideriiw;  of  our  economic  life  a-s  will 
as.siire  more  liberty,  more  security 
and  more  shared  prosiierity  for  nil. 
Fundamentally,  the  ills  that  we  have 
suffered  for  several  year,s  y<nat  traee 
back  to  our  inability  to  «un  our 
very  complicated  liusinc.s.s  machine. 
There  is  no  (tiiaranlce  that  prosper- 
ity will  be  endurins  nnh'.s.s  the  elec- 
torate, economicallv  enlightened, 
brings  economic  Intelligence  constant- 
ly to  the  polls.  An  electorate  that 
la  economically  bewildered  will  be 
ea.slly  led  astray,  in  cainpaiRnini,' 
days,  by  the  specious  reasoninK  of 
tho.se  who  oppose  all  ch.injrc,  because 
they  prohl  by  thinps  as  they  are; 
and  no  less  by  the  impractical  pro- 
posals  of  those  who  seem  to  believe 
that  we  can  attain  Utopia  overnifrhf. 
An  electorate  well-Brounded  in  the 
principles  of  ecmi'imic  dcniocracv  and 
committed  to  its  objectives  will  nm 
he  easily  deceived.  The  need  for 
economic  education,  I  .-uhmlt,  is  im- 
perative. 

I  renew,  nccordintly.  my  reiom-

T,»w  Dnforreinent 
The  ndvaiitages  enjoijed  by  organ- 
ized crimr  through  speedy  motor  ve- 
hicle.', the  radio,  able  attorneys  and 
other  agencies  cannot  he  successful- 
ly romhaled  until  such  time  as  a 
portion  of  the  fetters  with  which  le- 
(tal  reslrictions  bind  law-enforcin(t 
aeencies  have  been  removed.  The 
".Id  l^ongrcss  enacted  an  interstate 
compact  perniittinc  coo)ieralive  ef- 
forts, through  agreements  between 
two  or  more  states,  through  which 
the  haven  of  refuge  ever  in  the  past 
1  open  to  the  criminal  world,  known  as 
the  border  line  between  states,  may 
be  eliminated,  and  the  law-enforcing 
ofllcials  of  one  state  iiermitted  to  pur- 
sue law  violators  into  another  stale. 
I  accordingly  recommend  the 
enactment  of  such  legislation  as  will 
permit  of  the  immediate  adoption  of 
the  provision  now  permissible  in  con- 
sequence of  federal  legislation  re- 
cently  enacted. 

>'sronfir  Prnir  Art 
The  narcotic  drug  art  adopted  by 
the  Ijcgislature.  conforming  as  it 
does  with  the  federal  legislation,  has 
already  proven  of  inestimalile  bene-

In  my  Inaugural  message  1  reeom- 
mend that  the  size  of  the  Ix'gisla- 
lure  tie  reduced  by  diminishing  the  i 
nuniln^r  of  members  of  the  two 
branches,  and  with  sessions  held  hi- 
cnnial.v. 

The  chief  advantage  of  these 
rhanges  woiild  be  an  obvious  econn- 
mv.  a  .saving  for  our  hard-pressed 
favpayers.  1  not  only  adhere  to  this 
belief  "at  the  present  time,  but  I  am 
convinced  that  still  further  econo- 
mics might  be  achieved  Ihrouch  the 
adoption  of  Ihe  unicameral  l.cgisl.a- 
ture  similar  to  the  system  now  in 
operation    in    Nebraska. 

There  is  no  need  for  two  chambers 
today.  Historically,  the  Penale.  or 
"upper"  house,  was  lo  net  as  an 
aristocratic  check  on  the  more  dem- 
ocratic "lower"  bouse,  similar  to  the 
iSnclish  I.Kirds-rominons  relationship. 
Yet  Ihe  progress  of  political  democ- 
racy has  emnscnlated  the  House  of 
Lords,  and  in  our  own  slate  has 
fortunately  made  both  our  Senate 
and  our  House  of  flepresentatives 
truly  democratic  bodies.  Xor  is  ther^ 
the  basis  for  two  chambers  that 
■we  find  In  Washington,  where  one 
house  is    made  tip   of  repre.sentativeB 


o£  Rrivernmontal  units  and  the  other 
consists  of  men  chosen  by  poiuilation 
groups  of  efiiinl  size.  In  our  comrnon- 
w^ilth  the  members  of  both  houses 
are  representative  of  population 
proiips  of  equal  size,  and  so  duplicate 
conatitueneles. 

One  prreat  advantaife  in  the  ■iinl- 
ea.meral  IjCRislature  is  that  it  does 
away  ivith  the  conference  committee 
that  exists  to  reconcile  the  differ- 
ences in  a  measure  passed  by  both 
houses,  and  that  often  ends  liy  pro- 
dutin?  a  hill  that  is  satisfactory'  to 
nt^ody.  Thes«  secret  mectinffs  of 
conterence  rorftmittees  are  undemo- 
cratic, tmcconomic,  undesirable — yet 
absolutely  necessary  under  our  pres- 
ent tno-houso  system.  The  mem- 
bers of  these  committees  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  speaker  of  the  House 
and  the  president  of  the  Senate, 
and  ciinsideiinp  the  inordinate  power 
restins  la  the  hands  of  the.  commit- 
tees, onf'ean  appreciate  the  concen- 
tration of  authority  in  the  hands  of 
the  two  appnintinK  powers.  Thi.s 
situatirfn  partly  explains  the  some- 
what bitter  strus,i;Ie  over  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Senate  president  one  year 
ago. 

Furthermore.    t|io   unicameral    sys- 
tem   enables    us    to    place     responsi- 
bility,   and    to    conduct    the    bu.-jiness 
of  sfivrrnment    efficiently      and      eco- 
nomically.    Ail   vdies  would   be  taken 
In    the   open   and    .subject    to    rollcall, 
and    each    act     would     be    tran.sncte<l 
under   the   .spot!ii;ht   of   pulilicity.     It 
would    enable    the    representative    to 
act    so    that    the    voter    could    follow 
h!.s  recftid, — without   confusion,   with- 
out  evasion,   without  .subterfuge,   but 
in  clearly  defined   votea     and     etate- 
ments.  , 

I  therefore  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  a  constitutional  amendment 
to  make  the  unicameral  Legislature 
possible,  a  reduction  in  membership, 
and    biennial    sessions. 

Retirement  of  Judges 
Our  system  of  judicial  selection 
and  tenure  has  preserved  the  inde- 
pendence, and  consequently  the  im- 
partiality, of  our  judiciary,  and  has 
attracted  to  the  .service  of  the  com- 
monwealth judfres  who  have  ranked 
amons  the  best  in  this  country  or 
abroad.  The  defect  in  our  system 
has  been  the  absence  of  a  workable 
provision  for  the  retirement  of  judges 
W"ho,  because  of  ace,  can  no  longer 
meet  completely  the  requirements  of 
the  office.  .\  pension  system  former- 
ly helped  to  that  end.  but  it  wn.s 
aboli.shed  in  1920,  esce[>t  for  n  few 
vestisres.  It  i.s  yjo.s.'^ible  fo  cure  lli;it 
defect  and  at  the  same  time  make 
the  jiidicial  office  more  secure  nnil 
more  attractive  to  men  with  the  high 
qtialities  required.  A  prrivision  for 
voluntary  retirement  from  full  active 
service  at  70,  without  resort  to  the 
,/,  WCI-J1.-.CS    or    removal    under    part    2.  j 

chapter  3.  article  1  of  the  consfittj-  ! 
;ion.  or  compul.snry  refiiement  under  j 
imendment  lA'Ifl.  would,  if  coupled 
ivith  a  sufficiently  favorable  retire- 
ment allowance  instead  of  the  fn- 
adeqiinte  one  jrivcn  by  exiatinc 
statutes  to  judges  retired  under 
amendment  l.XIIl,  relieve  aging 
judges  from  the  necessity  of  trying 
with  failing  strength  to  perform  the 
full  duties  of  an  arduous  office.  Prac- 
tically nil  of  them  would  gladly  avail 
themselves  of  such  a  provision.  The 
rommonwralfh  would  be  assured  of  n 
full  quota  of  Judges  intellectually  In 
the  prime  of  life,  without  need  of 
drastic  action  against  men  who  have 
give--)  long  and  honorable  service,  and 
whose  only  fault  is  the  natural  one  of 
failing  to  recognize  the  gradual  wan- 
ing of    their    powers. 

Accorrlingiy  T  recommend  the  cnact- 
mrnt  of  legislation  pei-mitting  a  judge 
of  any  of  the  three  courts  of  state- 
wide jurisdiction,  upon  reaching  the 
age  of  70.  to  retire  voluntarily  at 
ftdl  salary  from  full  active  service, 
just    as    federal    judges    now    may    ^lo. 


I're.siiii  Mi'lgcs  of  j;i'oa(ri-  age  Khould 
be  given  a  reasonable  time  in  which 
'  to  elect  to  retire  on  the  same  term.s, 
I  .Judges  so  retired  .should  remain 
bound,  as  they  arc  not  ho\md  under 
the  federal  system,  to  perform  such 
service  as  their  health  and  strengih 
may  permit,  upon  reqtiest  of  the 
chief  justice  of  tlie  court.  There  is 
always  need  of  such  ailditional  serv- 
ice. The  supreme  judicial  court  has 
long  been  overworked,  and  the  svi- 
perior  court  has  long  been  unable 
to  keep  up  with  its  husiiiess.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  dr.aft  district  court 
Judges  tor  service  in  tlie  sttperior 
court  in  criminal  cases,  and  to  refer 
many  civil  cases  to  masters  and  audi- 
tors, at  great  public  expense.  Re- 
tired Judges  could  be  very  useful. 
.\  study  of  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  judiciary  leads  to  a  belief  that 
the  cost  of  the  proposed  plan,  not 
coiupensated  by  service,  would  be 
small.  The  details  of  the  proposed 
plan  have  been  carefully  studied,  anf' 
it  appears  not  to  be  open  to  sound 
objection.  The  proposed  plan  serves  at 
one  stroke  to  relieve  the  anxieties 
of  aging  judges  and  to  impro\e  the 
Judicial  service  of  the  commonwealth. 
Meiifnl  Diseases 
The  hrutal  disregard  for  the  wel- 
fare of  those  whose  plea  seldom  re- 
ceives attention  is  evidenced  in  the 
failure  to  equip  a  research  building 
completed  in  Ift.'tl  at  considerable  ex- 
penditure of  public  money,  and  which 
to  the  present  time  remains  un- 
used, due  to  the  failure  of  the  IjCgis- 
lature  to  provide  the  sum  of  $25, 000 
for  cqtiiimient.  The  appropriations 
authorized  in  in.l.'!,  which  the  public 
was  led  to  believe  would  provide  ad- 
ditional bed  space,  has  added  but  few 
beds  to  the  accommodations  of  the 
department  of  mental  diseases,  the 
entire  sum  being  l'<umd  necessary  for 
administration.  '  fire  protection  and 
other  important  essentials  neglected 
over  a  period  of  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. The  duplicity  practiced  in  11)3.'> 
through  the  authorization  for  the  es- 
t.abli.shmcnt  of  a'  hospital  for  the 
criminally  in.sane  at  a  cost  of  $1,- 
T.'JO.noo  without  making  provi.sion  for 
j  the  money,  .savors  of  a  low  order 
of  knavery  withyjit  precedent  in  the 
history   of    the    commonwealth. 

The   problem  of  the   proper  care  of 
mental     defectives      demands     serious 
I  consideration  ccjuplcd  with  encourage- 
I  oils    action    by    the     Legislattire,    and 
I  that  every  member  of  the  Legislature 
'  may    be    in    po.s.se.saion    of    the    f.acti;, 
I  am   including    in    my    annual    mes- 
sage   a    report    from    the    department 
of  mental  disea.ses,  which  is  not   only 
a  most   illuminating    document   l:i\it   a 
most   thorough    indictment   of   neglect 
not   only   of  a   sworn   duty    liut   of  an 
obligation    to    those    who,    because   of 
their   mental   condition,   are   not    in   a 
posit  inn    to     voice    a     imited    protest 
against   a    contintianco    of    conditions 
both    disgraceful    and    dangerou.s. 

,  Report  to   (ioveriior 

The   following   is    an   ahslraef    of   a 
report  to  the  governor  from   the  dep- 
I  uty   cnmmi.Hsioner  of   the   department 
j  of    mental    dIsoflseB:  — 
'      "I   am   fully   aware    that    your  ex- 
cellency    is     greatly     concerned     and 
anxious    that    the   cost   of    .state    gov- 
ernment  bo   not   increased,    and    that  , 
wherever     pos.tible    decrcfiso     in    thi,s 
cost     be    accomplished.    1    al.so     know 
from   the  many   things  I    have   heard 
you  .say  that  .sour  excellency  is  great- 
ly  concerncfi    about    the   typo  of  caro 
and    lieatment    accorded    the    unfor-  ! 
funates  of  this  cf)mmonwealth.  When 
you   consider  that  the  grejit  ma.iorlty  ■ 
of  the   citizeii.M    who   arir   in   the  state 
hospitals  are  there  againat  Iheir  vvilLs, 
and   that  tlio   commonwealth   has   a.s- 
suined  the  i'esponsil)llity  of  their  care 
and  treatmrnt.

The  writer  then  goes  on    to   prove 
thixt    due    economy    has    been    main- 
tained   in    this   department,    and    that 
its  institutions   have  been  maintained 
at   a    net    weekly    per   capita    cost    of 
only  '$,'1.96.    From    persons    in    the   in- 
sUtution.s    who    are   able    to    pay.    the 
<leparlnient    has   collected   an   averago 
of    JT.'ili.OOi)    per    year.    There     is     no 
good    reason    why    we    should    slump 
to  a    lower    level  of   treatment. 
Supervises    l(i   Institutions 
The  department   of  mental    diseases 
supervises  IG  slate  institutions,   1,3  for 
the  care  of  the  mentally  ill  and   three 
for    the   fcclilc-minded.    The    working 
capacity   of  the  state  hospitals  caring 
lor     the     former     was     17,671     as     of 
November    1,     W.'iS,     Into    this    space 
were    crowded     21,023    patients.     Thi.s 
figure    shows    3200     (or,    roughly,    17 
|ier    cent)     patients    more    than     the 
working     capacity     of     the     hospitals 
justifies,  thus  making  difficult  projjcr 
segregation,    retarding    recovery,    and 
making    very    uncomfortable    the    liv- 
ing condition.s   of  permanent  patients. 
The  department  believes  that  a  unit 
caring    for    not    moie    than    20(10    pa- 
tients   i.s   the    ma-vimum    for    efficient 
administration.   Before  adding  greater 
hou.sing  lacilitios  to    exi-stiug    institu- 
tions the  money  allowed   this  depart- 
ment   from    the    bond    issue    of     11133 
and  the  PW.V  has  been  largely  spent 
for    renewing    otitmoded     and    ineffi- 
cient service  accommodations,   and  in 
enlarging    those    possible    of    enlarge- 
ment. The   ii^stitulions    for   the   men- 
tally    ill    should    be    enlarged    to    ac- 
commodate    2<J00      patients      each    as 
speedily  as  possible.  This  would  moan 
the     enlargement    of    12    state    insti- 
tutions, providing  for  a  total  of  24,000 
mental  patients,   and    for  ait  average 
annual    increase   of    4EiO    patients    for 
several    years    to   come.    The    depart- 
ment is  pretiared  to  put  such  a  pro- 
gram  into   operation  at  short    notice. 
The    new    4S    hour    legislation     for 
state     hospital    employes     has     given 
greatly    improved   service,    but    there 
remain   1324  additional  employes   who 
have   no    facilities   for   living   in    the 
institution    buildings    as    the    depart- 
ment   believes    they    should    do.    Plus 
those  employes  whoso  living  quarters 
arc  undesirable,  there  should   bo  new 
living  quarters   provided   for  at    least 
l.'iOO. 
'i'he  throe  state   schools   under   this 
i  department   are    taking    care   of    50f»l 
I  patients,  where  the  rated   working  ca- 
]  pacity    is    3S!)3— an     overcrowding    of 
j  about     3ft     per    cent.    There    are    3200 
application.')    on    file   for    paticnls    for 
whom   there   are   no    possible   accom- 
modations. This  number  is  constantly 
I  Increasing:,    because    during    the    de- 
pression    tlie    relatives    of    these    pieo- ! 
pie    have    been    forced,   often    against 
their    will,    to    seek    relief    from     the 
commonwealth. 

If  these  scliools  were  brought  up 
to  a  2000  w<]rking  capacity  apiece, 
the  existing  crowding  would  bo  rem- 
edied .and  about  1000  could  be  taken 
off  the  waiting  list.  To  provide  for 
the  whole  wjiiting  list  would  need 
an  additional  .school  of  2000  capac- 
ity. Obviously  an  extra  school  is 
greatly    needed. 

In  the  l.?ridgewater  slate  hospital 
for  the  criminally  in.sane  there  are 
at  present  Sit7  patients.  Kixty-five 
per  cent  of  them  are  ordinary  mental 
ca.ses  who  are  at  Bridgewater  bc- 
cau.se  of  a  previous  conflict  with 
the  law.  Only  35  per  cent  need  more 
secure  care  than  the  civil  .state  hos- 
pital usually  provides.  The  present 
stnlG  hospital  for  the  criininally  in- 
sane is  under  the  department  of  cor- 
I'cctiott,  whereas  1  believe  that  the 
greater  number  of  patients  (hero  do 
not  need  correctional  treatment  so 
tnuch  as  mental  care  and  tre.ilment 
by  the  department  of  mental  dis- 
eases.

To 
build  this  institution  will  reiiuiio  about 
one  and  three-quarters  million  ilollars. 
This  apriroiiriation  la  urgently  needed. 

At  UridRowatrr,  also,  are  aOO  de- 
fective deliiKiuenls  on  indeterminate 
aonlenco.  They  aie  not  natural  crimi- 
nals but  g^et  into  tnniblo  because  of 
their  feelile-mindednesK.  There  are 
not  sufficient  accommodations  for 
them  at  i)rcBent.  A  new  liospital  for 
the  criminally  Insane  would  release 
proper  facilities  for  them  at  Bridge- 
water. 

In  spite  of  constant  care  there  is 
considerable  fne  hazard  at  the  vari- 
ous institution.'!.  A  disastrous  fire  is 
always  a  possibility.  There  Is  need 
of  Kieater  iiroii'Ction,  such  as  sprink- 
ler systems.  We  have  bu(iv;eted  for 
this  protection,  if  the  money  is  made 
available.  Many  buildings  at  the  Bos- 
ton state  hospital  are  probably  be- 
yond iirotection  by  sprinkler  sys- 
tems, and  in  the  long  lun  moileni 
fireproof  buildings  would  bo  more 
economii-al. 

'J'he  department  has  collected  fig- 
ures on  the  cost  ot  replacing  obso- 
lete electric  wiring,  and  is  removing 
this  fii*o  hazard  as  last  as  money 
is     ni,'(cle    a\ailable. 

Trobably  the  most  indefensible  Item 
In  the  report  is  that  which  has  to 
do  with  the  new  research  building 
at  the  Wrentliani  stato  school  which 
was  to  be  usiil  especially  for  research 
into  the  prolilem  of  mental  defect. 
.Massacliu.setts  Is  the  first  state  in  the 
L'nion  to  legally  establish  a  division 
of  mental  li.\giene.  'I'his  division  is 
a  jiart  of  the  deparlmenl  ot  mental 
diseases  and  handles  prolilenis  relat- 
ing to  the  cause  of  and  prevention  of 
mental  disease.^,  feeble-mindedness. 
epilepsy  and  other  conditions  of  ab- 
normal   nu'Utality. 

A  building  has  been  cretted  at 
Wrenlliain  for  this  necessary  pre- 
ventive purpose,  but  no  money  h.ts 
been  supplied  for  equipping  it.  Jt 
stands  empty.  It  could  he  equipped 
for  as  little  as  $12. 000,  and  the  de- 
partment urges  such  prtiv  i.sion  as  soon 
as  iHisBiiile.  Hut  bricks  and  mortar, 
this  report  concludes,  do  not  alone 
make  hospitals.  There  must  be  also 
a  sufficient  number  of  adequatel.v 
trained  personnel  to  jierform  the  du- 
ties for  which  these  buildings  arc 
cstHbllshed.

The  1035  session  of  the  (Jeneral 
Court  enacted  a  bll  lauthorizing  the 
establishment  of  the  Norfolk  state 
hospital  tor  the  crlminaUy  insane, 
the  satne  to  be  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  deiiartment  of  mental 
diseases.  It  is  rather  fortunate  that 
the  authorization  was  made  without 
provision  tor  the  necessary  funds  to 
cover  the  cost  of  construction,  esti- 
mated at  Jl. 750,000.  since  there  is 
no  way  in  which  to  justify  the  plac- 
ing ot  the  care  of  mental  defectives 
under  the  control  and  supervision 
of  the   department  of   cotuectlon. 

The  existing  structures  at  the 
Bridgpwater  state  hospital  for  the 
care  of  the  crimi.ially  in.sane  are  not 
only  Inadequate  hut  totally  unsulfed 
for  the  purpose  intended.  I  accord- 
ingy  recommend  an  apiu-opriation  in 
the  sum  of  J1.750,nnn  for  the  erec- 
tinn  at  Norfolk  of  a  ho.spltal  for  the 
'  criminally  insane,  to  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  department  of  men- 
tal  diseases. 

I'uMlo  Health 
Due  to  a  recently  enacted  law  In 
a  neighboring  state,  providing  for  the 
annual  registration  of  physicians 
practicing  in  that  state,  it  is  esti- 
mated by  the  board  ot  registration 
in  medicine  that  there  are  at  the 
present  time  more  than  lOOn  persons  i 
who  are  not  qualified  in  either  med- 
icine or  surgery  conducting  business 
in  Ma.ssachusetts  as  physicians  or 
surgeons.

dov  Curlcy  has  been  much  criti- 
cised   in   some   quarters   tor   failure 
To    brin.    about    ntore   ^^^f^^ 
performance      of    his     "work      and 
wages"   program.    As  the  time  ap- 
proached for  his  accounting   to     the 
voters  wUh  the  opening  of  another 
session   of  the  Legislature,  it     be- 
came  necessary  to  explain  the   dis^ 
appointments  of  the  situation    And 
it  may  have  been  imagined  by  the 
governor's  critics  that  he  would  find 
the   explanation     somewhat   embar- 
rassing in  view  of  the  fact  that   in 

the  early  months  of  his  admirystia- 
tion,  he  had  persisted  so  long  in  h.s 
optimism.  He  repeatedly  forecast 
liberal  federal  aid  and  legislative 
cooperation  for  ambitious  work  re- 
lief projects,  such  as  extensive  val- 
lev  waterway  development  ana 
measures  to  do  away  with  river  pol- 
lution, which  failed  to  materialize. 

The   governor's     lengthy     annual 
message,  however,  shows  no  sign  of 
embarrassment.   He  admits    he    has 
been  disappointed.  He  had  hoped  to 
see  his  "work  and  wages"  program 
well  under  way  at  the  beginning  of 
this   new  year  but  he  throws     the 
blame  on  last  year's  state  Legisla- 
ture for  preventing  fulfilment  of  his 
program  by  limited  appropriations. 
He  also  criticises  the  federal     gov- 
ernment  for  tardiness     In  adoption 
of  a  program   for   the   same      pur- 
pose.  In  thus   admitting   his  disap- 
pointment   and    stating   his   opinion 
a,  to  where   the     blame  lies,  how- 
ever,  he  by  no  means  abandons  h.s 
spirit  of  optimism.  He  simply  shifts 
his  emphasis  from  his  "work     and

wages"  slogan  to  a  broader  appeal 
for  "social  justice"  and  hails  the 
trend  toward  employment  insurance 
and  old-age  security  as  signs  of  the 
dawn  of  a  new  day. 

Gov  Curlcy  boldly  points  out  that 
many  of  the  measures  he  allocates 
for  stale  action  and  others  which  he 
indorses  for  the  nation  would  once 
hare   been   feared   as   "the   puintes- 
sence  of  socialism."  But  he  does  not 
fear  them.      He    puts   an   idealistic 
zeal  into  his  appeal  for  action,  cit- 
ing scripture  to  support  his  predic- 
tion that  "out  of  evil  cometh  good, 
thus  the  governor  launches  the  new 
year's  work   with     an  address  that 
has  national  as     well   as  state  s.g- 
ficance,   from   which    it   may   be   in- 
ferred that  his  message  to  the  Leg- 
islature is  not  merely  an  outline  of 
the   program   he   would   like   t_o   see 
accomplished   at   the      State    ttouse

'Te^Uile,    the    presenution       ofj

the  Legislature,  indicates  that    Gov  | 
Curlev    does    not    propose    to    relax  ; 
S  work  as  a  state  executive  even  , 
though  he  has  announced  his      in- 
tention to  seek  the  senatorial  nomi- 
nation.   He    has    outlined    proposals 
that  would  make  the  present  session 
even  more  lengthy  than  last  year's 
session  if  an  attempt  were  made  to 
act  upon  them  all.    He  makes  con- 
structive     suggestions     notably    for 
new  forms  of  revenue  to  replace  the 
burden.some    "state   tax,"   also      for 
progressive    development   and       ad- 
ministration   of     ..state   in.stitutions. 
His  proposals   for  heavily  increased 
expenditure  to  carry  out  those  lat- 
ter plans   will   give   cause   for    cap- 
tious procedure,     but  the   governor 
counterbalances  his  appeal  for    larger 
appropriations  in  some  measure  by 
pointing    with    satisfaction    to      the 
state's  largest  free  cash  balance  in 
five  years.  This  same  practice      of 
balancing  one  proposal  against   an- 
>iijpr  is  seen  in  the  governor's    ap- 
proval   of    biennial    legislative     ses- 
sions while  at  the   same  time  advo- 
cating     substitution     of     a     single 
chamber  for  the  present  House  and 
Senate. 

Presentation  of  such  an  extensive 
program  proves  clearly  enough  that 
Gov  Gurley  is  giving  a  large  meas- 
ure of  attention  to  state  affairs;

Gov   Curley  has  been   much  criti- 
cised  in   some   quarters   for  failure 
to    bring    about    more    salfffactory 
performance      of    his     "work     ai\<J 
wages"  program.    As   the  time  ap- 
proacheti  for  his  accounting  to    the 
voters   with   the  opcninfi;  of  another 
session   of   the  Legislature,   it      be- 
came  necessary  to  explain  the   dis- 
appointments of  the  .situation.  And 
it  may  have  been  imagined  by  the 
governor's  critics  that  he  would  find 
the   explanation     .somewhat   embar- 
rassing in  view  of  the  fact  that,  in 
the  early  months  of  his  admiryistra- 
tion,  he  had  persisted  so  long  in  his 
optimism.      He   repeatedly    forecast 
liberal    federal    aid    and    legislative 
cooperation  for  ambitious'  work    re- 
lief projects,  such  as  extensive  val- 
ley    waterway     development      and 
measures  to  do  away  with  river  pol- 
lution, which  failed  to  materialize. 

The   governor's     lengthy     annual 
message,  however,  shows  no  sign  of 
embarrassment.

Shifting  his  em- 
phasis    to     this     broadly     Kenerallzed 
sloRan,   he  declared  that  the  program 
called   fo]-   in   his  original   "work   and 
wages"  battle  cry  had   failed  to  come 
up    to    his    expectations    because    the 
appropriations  sranted   by   last   year'8

Small  Crowd  on  Hand

Thp  tiihiimnn  practice  of  compplllns 
an  institutional  employe  to  lat'ir

'the  cost  of  conducting  the  institu- 
tions of  the  state,  should  shortly  be 
reflected  in  an  improvement  both 
physically  and  mentally  f^^^^J'Z 
beneficiaries,— the  wards  of  the  state. 

Employment  of  Minors 

With  the  excess  unemployed  adults 
seekins  work  and  wascs  tor  the  main- 
tenance of  themselves  and  their  fam- 
ilies 1  renew  the  i-ecommendotions 
I  of  last  year,  since  no  excuse  seems 
to  exist  for  a  continuance  of  the 
employment  of  boys  and  giris  under 
the  age  of  16.  . 

While  sympathy  and  praise  are  ae- 
served  for  children  who  seek  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  their  tain- 
ilies,  the  net  effect  of  their  competi- 
tion is  to  deprive  some  worthy  adults 
of  work  or  to  drive  down  the  cnm- 
pensation  for  such  work.  These  chil- 
dren, during  their  most  receptive 
years,  are  deprived  of  the  training  so 
nece^.-^ary  to  equip  them  properly  for 
the  present-day  arduous  activities  in 
trade  or  industry. 

If  the  years  of  employment  are  to 
he  shortened,  it  is  much  wiser  to 
keep  thp.se  children  in  .school,  at  least 
until  thev  are  16,  so  that  they  may 
more  aptly  earn  their  way  when  they 
do  start.  Good  citizenship  as  W'ell  a.s 
personal  oiiportunity  necessitates  the 
raising  of  the  .school-leaving  age  from 
14  to  16. 

Compalsory  Insurance 
For  the  first  time  since  the  law  has 
been  in  effect,  a  definite  halt  has  been 
made   in  the  steadily   increasing  cost 
of  placing  a  car  on  the  ro.ad.  The  cost 
of     compul.sory     insurance     is     based 
upon   claim    payment,   and   all  of  our  j 
efforts   in   the    field   of   accident    pre 
vention    will    be    nullified    unless    «e 
can  keep  down  the  cost  of  claim  pay- 
ments. 

Accidents  are  Important,  but  claims  ^ 
are  nearly  equally  important.  Twcnt:  ^ 
accidents    at    a    hundred     dollars    pn^ 
claim   may    produce    a   cost   of   $2000,  j 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  one  accident  ( 
may   produce  a   cost   of    $50no.    Acci- 
dents are  a  fair  index  to  claims,  but 
statistics   show   that   claim   payments 
cannot  he  measured  by  the  number  of 
accidents. 

A    definite    forward   step   has    been 
taken  in  this  matter  in    the  elimina-  , 
■  nation  of  the  guest   from   compulsory  • 
I  Insurance.     The     full    effect    of     this 
'  amendment    will    not    be    e.xperienced  | 
until   next    year,    but   It   Is   ta    effect 
partial   repeal.  The   presence  of  guest 
coverage  in  the  law  offered  the  lea.st 
protection   to   the    individual   and   the 
greatest   temptation   to    collusion  and 
exaggerated    claims.     By    eliminating 
the    guest    from    the    compulsory    in- 
surance coverage  the  cost  of  placing 
a   car   on   the   road    was   reduced    by 
8.4   per   cent. 

Now  that  the  guest  has  been  elimi- 
nated from   this   law  %ve  should   turn 
pui)lio  attention  to  another  weak  spot,

I   believe   that   this   can 
be  effected  by  adequate   provision  for 
sufficient    personnel     in    the    registry 
division    and   immediate    investigation 
of  accidents  and  more  stringent   iiro- 
visions  tor  immediate  report.

In  the 
statute  enacted  last  year  no  provision 
was  made  for  contribtitions  by  the 
city  or  town  in  which  a  housing 
authority  was  located,  exec  pi  the 
relatively  small  amount  required  for 
organization  expenses.  Three  housing 
authorities  have  been  organized  under 
the  act,  but  no  grants  of  federal 
funds  have  been  made  as  anticipated, 
for  the  federal  officers  have  now 
tal?en  the  position  that  no  grants  will 
be  made  to  local  housing  authorities 
unless  the  stale  or  the  munivipality 
in  which  the  project  is  located  makes 
a  substantial  contribution  to  the  cost 
of  the   project, 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the 
housing  authority  act  enacted  last 
year  (.St.  1935.  c,  449)  be  amended  so

character,  would  be  w.ithout  the 
funds  nece.s.sjiry  not  only  for  the 
m.iinienance  of  their  families,  but 
w(i\M  be  tmable  to  aid  private  In- 
dustry, thn)ugh  the  absence  of  pur- 
cha.sing  iMiwer.

able  that  the  exceptional  record  esnb- 
lislied  in  193,i  be  maintained  durinj; 
i;i3(i.  and  I  am  quite  certain  th/it  this 
IS  possible,  provided  that  we  rniog- 
nl;re  nt  all  times  the  fact  that  we  are 
simply  the  .servants  of  the  people, 
elected  to  carry  out  their  will  and  to 
do  so  In  conformity  with  our  oath  ,ind 
with  our  desire  to  serve  and  to  lie 
of  service. 

I.nw   'Enforrpnirnt 

The  advantages  enjoyed  by  organ- 
ized crime  through  speedy  mmnr  ve- 
hicles, fhp  radio,  able  attorneys  and 
other  agencies  cannot  be  successful- 
ly combated  until  such  time  ns  a 
portion  of  the  fetters  with  which  le- 
gal restrictions  bind  law-enforcing 
agencies  have  Vieen  removed.  T'lf^' 
7.^d     Congres.s    enaete/t     nn     interstate/ 


compact  permitting  cooperatTve  ef- 1 
forts,  through  agreements  between ! 
two  or  more  states,  through  which  1 
the  haven  of  refuge  ever  in  the  past] 
open  to  the  criminal  world,  known  as  I 
the  border  line  between  slates,  may! 
be  eliminated,  and  the  law-enforcing  j 
ofilcials  of  one  stale  jiermitted  to  pur- i 
!  sue    law   violator.s   into   another   state.  | 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  I 
enactment  of  .siu-h  legislation,  as  will 
permit  of  the  immediate  adoption  of 
the  provision  now  permi.^'sible  in  con- 
sequence of  federal  legislation  re- 
cently  enacted. 

Xarrofir    Drue    .Vet 

The  narcotic  drug  act  .Tdopted  hy 
the  Legislature.  conforming  as  it 
does  with  the  federal  legislation,  has 
already  proven  of  inestimable  bene- 
fli  both  to  the  drug  addicts  and  to 
the  victims  of  the  drug  addicts, — the 
public    .a.s   a    whole. 

rnlranieral  Legislature 

In  my  inaugural  message  I  recom- 
mend that  the  size  of  the  Legisla- 
ture he  reduced  by  diminishing  the 
number  of  members  of  the  two 
branches,  and  with  sessions  held  bl-  I 
ennialy.  ' 

The  chief  advantage  of  these 
changes  would  be  an  obvious  econo- 
my, a  saving  for  our  hard-pressed 
taxpayers.  I  not  only  adhere  to  this 
belief  at  the  present  time,  but  I  am 
convinced  that  still  further  econo- 
mies might  be  achieved  through  the 
adoption  of  the  unic;i moral  Legisla- 
ture similar  to  the  system  now  in 
operation    in    Ncl.)raska. 

There  is  no  need  for  two  chambers 
today.  Historically,  the  Senate,  or 
"upper"  house,  w.as  to  act  as  an 
aristocratic  check  oe  ;J;f  mnro  df'>^- 
Tn'rAtiv  lower'  house,  similar  to  the 
F^nglish  Ijords-Commons  relationship. 
Yet  the  progress  of  polilical  democ- 
racy has  emasculated  the  House  of 
Ijords.  and  in  our  own  state  has 
fortunately  made  lx)th  our  ■'Senate 
and  our  Hou.se  of  Uepresentativcjs 
truly  democratic  bodies.  Nor  is  there 
the  basis  for  two  chambers  that 
we  find  in  Washington,  where  one 
house  is  made  up  of  repVesentatives 
of  governmental  units  and  the  other 
consists  of  men  chosen  by  population 
groups  of  equal  size.  In  our  common- 
wealth the  members  of  b<ith  houses 
are  representative  of  population 
groOps  of  equal  size,  and  so  duplicate 
constituencies. 

One  great  advantage  in  the  uni- 
ca..mer3l  Legislature  is  that  It  does 
away  with  the  conference  committee 
that  exists  to  reconcile  the  differ-  ', 
enccs  in  a  measure  passed  by  both 
hou.ses,  and  that  often  ends  by  pro- 
ducing a  bill  that  is  satisfactory  to 
ntfthidy.  Those  secret  meetings  of 
conference  committees  are  undemo- 
cratic, ui\econ.)mic,  undesirable — yet 
absolutely  neces.sary  under  our  pres- 
ent two-house  sy.stem.  The  mem- 
l>ers  of  these  committees  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  speaker  of  the  House 
and  the  president  of  the  Senate, 
and  considering  the  inordinate  power 
resting  In  the  hands  of  the  commit- 
tees, one  can  appreciate  the  concen- 
tration of  authority  in  the  hands  of 
the  two  appointing  powers.  This 
situatirfii  p.Trtly  explains  the  some- 
what bitter  struggle  over  the  elec- 
tion of  the  Senate  president  one  year 
.  ago. 

i  Furthermore,  the  unicameral  sys- 
tem enables  us  to  place  responsi- 
bility, and  to  conduct  the  business 
of  government  efficiently  and  eco- 
nomically. All  vdtes  would  lie  takin 
In  the  open  and  subject  to  rollcall, 
.ml  each  act  would  tie  trans.'icted 
under  the  spotlight  of  publicity.  It 
would  enable  the  representative  to 
act  so  that  the  voter  could  follow 
his  reccrrd,— without  confusion,  with- 
out evasion,  without  subterfuge,  hut 
In  clearly  defined  votes  and  state- 
ments 
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I  therefore  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  a  constitutional  amendment 
to  make  the  unicaraoral  Legislature 
possiljie.  a  reduction  In  raembership, 
and    biennial   sessions. 

Ketlrement  of  Jinlffcs 
Our  system  of  jitdiciril  selection 
and  ^tejiure  has  preserved  the  Indo- 
pendeiice,  and  consequently  the  im- 
partiality, of  our  judiciary,  and  has 
j  attracted  to  the  service  of  the  com- 
monwealth judpres  who  have  ranked  | 
{ among  the  best  In  this  country  or 
abroad.  The  detect  in  our  system 
baa  been  the  absence  of  a  worltal.Ie 
;  provision  for  the  retirement  of  judges 
who,  because  of  age,  can  no  longer 
meet  completely  the  requirements  of 
the  office.  A  pension  sy.stem  former- 
ly helped  to  tli.at  end.  but  it  was 
abolished  in  1920.  except  tor  a  few 
vestiges.  It  Is  possible  to  cure  that 
defect  and  at  the  .same  time  maVie 
the  judicial  office  more  secure  ami 
more  attractive  to  men  with  the  high 
qualities  required.  A  provision  for 
voluntary  retirement  from  full  active 
service  at  70.  without  re.";ort  to  the 
processes  of  removal  under  part  2. 
chapter  3,  article  1  of  the  constitu- 
tion, or  compulsory  retirement,  under 
amendment  LVIIT,  would,  if  coupled 
with  a  sufficiently  favorable  retire- 
ment allowance  instead  of  the  in- 
adequate one  given  by  existing 
statutes  to  judges  retired  -under 
amendment  I^XIII,  relieve  aging 
judges  from  the  necessity  of  trying 
with  failing  strength  to  perform  the 
f\iU  duties  of  an  arducnis  office.  Prac- 
tically all  of  them  would  gladly  avail 
themselves  of  such  a  provision.  The 
commonwealth  would  be  assured  of  a 
full  quota  of  judges  intellectually  in 
:  the  prime  of  life,  without  need  ofl 
drastic  action  against  men  who  have 
given  long  and  honorable  service,  and! 
whose  only  fault  is  the  natural  one  ofj 
failing  to  recognize  the  gradual  wan-' 
ing  of   their   powers. 

Accordingly  1  recommend  the  enact- 
ment of  legislation  permitting  a  judge 
of  any  of  the  three  courts  of  state- 
wide jurisdiction,  upon  reaching  the 
age  of  70,  to  retire  voluntarily  at 
full  .salary  from  full  active  service, 
just  as  federal  judges  now  may  do. 
Present  judges  of  greater  age  should 
be  given  a  reasonable  time  in  which 
to  elect  to  retire  on  the  same  term.s. 
.Tudges  so  retired  should  remain 
hound,  as  they  are  not  bound  under 
the  federal  system,  to  perform  such 
service  as  their  health  and  strength 
may  permit,  upon  request  of  the 
chief  Justice  of  the  court.  There  Is 
always  need  of  such  additional  serv- 
ice. The  supreme  judicial  court  has 
long  been  overworked,  and  the  su- 
perior court  has  long  been  xmalile 
to  keep  up  with  its  business.  It  has 
been  necessary  to  draft  district  court 
judges  tor  service  In  the  superior 
court  In  criminal  cases,  and  to  refer 
many  civil  cases  to  masters  and  audi- 
tors, at  great  public  expense.  Re- 
tired iudges  could  be  very  useful. 
A  study  of  the  vital  statistics  of 
the  judiciary  leads  to  a  belief  that 
the  cost  of  the  proposed  plan,  not 
compen.sated  by  service,  would  lie 
small.  The  details  of  the  proposed 
plan  have  been  carefully  studied,  and 
it  appears  not  to  be  open  to  sound 
objection.  The  proposed  plan  serves  at 
ono  stroke  to  relieve  the  anxieties 
of  agflng  Judges  and  to  improve  the 
judicial  service  of  the  commonwealth. 
Mental  Diseases 
The  brut.al  disregard  for  the  wel- 
fare of  those  whose  plea  seldom  re- 
ceives attention  is  evidenced  in  the 
failure  to  equip  a  research  building 
completed  In  19.11  at  considerable  ex- 
penditure of  public  money,  and  which 
to  the  present  time  remains  un- 
[  used,  duo  to  the  failure  of  the  I^pgis- 
lature  to  provide  tiie  sum  of  ?25,000 
■  for  equipment.  The  apprortrlations 
;  authorized  in  IflSH,  which  the  public 
was  led  to  believe  would  pixivlde  ad- 
ditional bed  space,  has  added  but  tew 
beds    to    the   accommodations   of    the 


department  of  mental  di.sea.ses,  the 
entire  sum  being  found  necessary  for 
administration,^  fire  protection  and 
other  imporlaift  es.sentials  neglected 
over  a  period  of  a  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury. The  duplicity  practiced  in  1935 
through  the  authorization  for  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  hospital  for  the 
criminally  insane  at  a  cost  of  $1,- 
7.iO,000  without  making  provision  for 
the  money,  savors  of  a  low  order 
of  knavery  witliout  precedent  in  the 
hLstory  of    tlie    commonwealth. 

The  problem  of  the  proper  care  of 
mental  defectives  demands  serious 
consideration  coupled  with  encourage- 
ous  action  by  the  Legi.slature,  and 
that  every  piember  of  the  Legislature 
may  be  in  possession  of  the  facts, 
I  am  including  in  my  annual*  mes- 
.sage  a  report  from  the  department 
of  mental  diseases,  which  is  not  only 
a  most  illuminating  document  but  a 
most  thorough  indictment  of  neglect 
not  only  of  a  sworn  duty  b\it  of  an 
obligation  to  those  who,  because  of 
their  mental  condition,  are  not  in  a 
position  to  voice  a  united  protest 
against  a  continuance  of  condiuons 
both  disgraceful  and  dangerous. 
Keport  to  Governor 
The  following  is  a.n  abstract  of  a 
report  to  the  governor  from  the  dep- 
uty commissioner  of  the  department 
of    mental    diseases:  — 

"I  am  fully  aware  that  your  ex- 
cellency is  greatly  concerned  and 
anxious  that  the  cost  of  st.-ite  gov- 
ernment be  not  increased,  and  that 
wherever  po.ssible  decrease  in  this 
cost  be  accomplished.  1  al.so  know 
from  the  many  things  I  have  heard 
you  say  that  your  excellency  is  great- 
ly concerned  about  the  tv.ne  of  rari' 
and  treatment  accorded  the  unfor-  [ 
tunates  of  this  commonwealth.  When  j 
you  consider  that  the  great  majority  j 
of  the  citizens  who  are  in  the  state 
hospitals  are  there  against  their  wills,  > 
and  that  the  commonwealth  has  as- 
sumed the  responsibility  of  their  care 
and  treatment,  I  feel  that  I  can  say 
without  successful  contradiction  that 
they  are  entitled  to  the  best  care 
and  treatment  the  commonwealth  can 
possibly  give  them,  and  that  the 
commonwealth  is  not  only  duty  bound 
but  obligated  to  see  that  they  get 
it." 

The  writer  then  goes  on   to  prove 
that   duo    economy    has    been    main- 
tained   in   this   department,    and    that 
'its  institutions   have  been   maintained 
at   a   not   weekly   per   capita   cost    of 
only   $5.9G.   From    persons    in   the  in- 
stitutions   who   are  able    to   pay,    the 
department   has  collected   an  average 
of    J7,'iO,000    per    year.    There     is     no 
good    reason    why    we   should    slump 
to   a    lower    level   of   treatment. 
Supervises    IB   lns(i(ii(lons 
The  department   of  mental    diseases 
supervises  1(5  state  institutions,  13  tor 
the  care  of  the  mentjilly  ill  and   three 
for    the    foeble-mindrd.    The    working 
'iracity  of  the  stale  hospitals  caring 
for    the    former     was    IV, 671    a.^    ot 
November    1,     1935.     Into    this    space 
were    crowded     21,023     patients.     Thi.'3 
figure    shows    3200     (or,    roughly,     17 
'per    cent)     patients    more    than     the 
Working    capacity     of     the     hospitals 
Justifies,  thus  making  difficult  proper 
'segregation,    retarding    recovery,    and 
making    very    uncomfortable    the    liv. 
ing  conditions   of  permanent   patients. 
The  department  believes  that  a  unit 
caring    (or    not    more    than    2000    pa- 
tients   is   the   maximum    for   efficient 
administration.   Before  adding  greater 
liousing   facilities  to   existing    institu- 
tions the  money  allowed   this  depart- 
ment   from    the    bond    Issue    of     iy;)3 
^and  the  PWA  ha.s  been  largely  spent 
for    renewing    outmoded     and    ineffi-  , 
cient  service  accommodations,   and  in 
enlarging    those    po.ssible    of    enlarge- 
imont.  The   institutions    for    the   men-  | 
tally    ill    should    be    enlarged    to    ac-   ' 
commodate    2000      patients     each    as 
speedily  as  po-ssible.  This  would  mean  i 
the    enlargement    of    12    state    insti- 
tutions, providing  for  a  total  of  24,000 


mental  patients,  and  for  an  average 
annual  increase  of  450  patients  for 
several  years  to  come.  The  depart- 
ment Is  prepared  to  put  such  a  pro- 
gram into  operation  at  short  notice. 
The  new  48  hour  legislation  for 
.stiite  hospital  employes  has  given 
greatly  improved  service,  but  there 
remain  1321  additional  employes  who 
have  no  facilities  tor  living  in  the 
institution  buildings  as  the  depart- 
ment believes  they  should  do.  Plus 
1  those  employes  whose  living  quarters 
are  undesirable,  there  shotiJd  be  new 
living  quarters  provided  for  at  least 
1500, 

The  three  state  schools  under  thl« 
department  are  taking  care  ot  50bl 
patients,  wliere  the  rated  working  ca- 
pacity is  3893 — an  overcrowding  of 
about  30  per  cent.  There  are  3200 
applications  on  tile  for  patients  for 
whom  there  are  no  possible  accom- 
modation.s.  This  number  is  constantly 
Increasing,  because  during  the  de- 
pression the  relatives  of  these  peo- 
ple have  been  forced,  often  against 
their  will,  to  seek  relief  from  the 
commonwealth. 

If  these  schools  wore  brought  up 
to  a  2000  working  capacity  apiece, 
the  existing  crowding  wotdd  be  rem- 
edied and  alwut  1000  could  be  taken 
(U'f  the  waiting  list.  To  provide  for 
tlie  whole  waiting  list  would  nefiJ 
an  additional  school  of  2000  caiJac- 
ity.  Obviotisly  an  extra  school  is 
greatly    needed. 

In    the    Uridgewater   state   hospital 
for   the   criminally    in.sane   there    are 
at    present     S97     patients.    Sixty-five 
per  cent  of  them  are  ordinary  mental 
cases    who    are    at     Bridgewater    be- 
t-uuisij"    oi'  a    previous    conflict     with 
the  law.  Only  35   per  cent  need  more 
.secure  care  than   the  civil  state  hos- 
pital   usually    provides.    The    present 
state    hospital   for  the  criminally    in- 
sane is  unfler  the  department  of  cor- 
i  rection,    whereas    1    believe    that    the 
greater  number   of   patients  there  do 
not    need    correctional    treatment    so 
much  as   mental   care  and   treatment 
by    the    department    of     mental    dis- 
eases, 

Xo  Funds  for  Itiiibllnji' 
Because  this  is  generally  believed  to 
be  advisable  the  Legislatuie  of  1935 
(chapter  421  ot  the  acts  of  1935) 
passed  an  act  enabling  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  state  hospital  for  the 
mentally  III  at  Norfolk,  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  depaitiuent  of  men- 
tal diseases.  But  the  Legislature  pro. 
vided  no  funds  tor  its  building.  To 
budd  this  institution  will  require  at)out 
one  and  three-quarters  million  dolln.r.s. 
This  ajijiropriation  is  urgently  needed. 
At  Bridgewater,  also,  are  BOO  de- 
fective delinquents  on  imiotermlnate 
.sentence.  They  are  not  n.atural  crimi- 
nals but  get  into  trouble  because  of 
their  feeble-raindedne.s's.  There  are 
not  sufficient  accommodations  for 
them  at  present.  A  new  hospital  for 
the  criminally  insane  would  release 
proper  facilities  for  them  at  Bridge- 
water. 

Jn  spite  of  constant  care  there  Is 
considerable  fire  hazard  at  the  vari- 
ous institutions.  A  disastrous  fire  is 
always  a  pos.sibiiity.  There  ia  need 
of  greater  protection,  such  as  sprink- 
ier  systtrms.  We  have  budgeted  for 
this  protection,  if  the  money  is  made 
available.  Many  buildings  at  the  Bos- 
ton state  ho.spital  are  proliably  be- 
yond protection  by  sprinkler  sys- 
tom.9,  and  in  the  long  run  modern 
fireproof  buildings  would  be  more 
economical. 

The  department  has  collected  fig- 
ures on  the  cost  of  replacing  obso- 
lete electric  wiring,  and  is  removingr 
this  fire  hazard  as  fast  as  money, 
ia    m.ade    available. 

Probably  the  most  indefensible  Item 
in  the  report  is  that  which  has  to 
do  with  the  new  research  building 
at  the  Wrenlhara  state  school  whicli 
was  to  be  used  especially  for  rese-arcb 
into    the    problem    of    mental    defect. 
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ftlassactiusctts  is  tno  nrst  state  m  iha 
Union  to  legally  establish  a  division 
of  mental  hygiene.  This  division  ta 
a  part  of  the  department  of  mental 
diseases  and  handles  problema  relat- 
ing to  the  cause  o£  and  prevention  o£ 
mental  diseases,  feeble-mindedness, 
epilepsy  and  other  conditions  of  ab- 
normal   mentality. 

A     bnilding    has    been     erected     at 
Wrenlham    for    this    necessary     pre- 
ventive  purpose,    but    no    money    has 
been    supplied    for    equipping    it.     It 
stands    empty.    It   could    be    equipped 
for  as  little  as   ?12,000.   and    the    de- 
1  partment  urges  such  provision  as  soon 
'  as   possible.    But    brides   and    inortAr, 
■  thi.s    report    concludes,    do    not   alone 
nmke    hospitals.   There    must    be   also 
a    sufficient     number    of    adequately 
trained  por.sonncl   to   perform  the  du- 
ties   for    which    these    buildings    are 
esUiblished.  . 

In  11135  the  question  of  provid- 
ing proper  accommodations  for  the 
mental  defectives  of  the  common- 
wealth was  considered  solely  from 
the  standpoint  of  politics,  and  the 
needs  of  the  untortuuato  charges 
were  disregarded.  Neither  the  plea  of 
political  expediency  nor  the  demand 
tor  economy  at  the  expense  of  those 
whose  pica  for  consideialion  has  so 
lung  been  denied  will  Justify  failnre 
to  report  the  required  financial  leg- 
islation so  essential  to  the  well-be- 
ing of  the  mental  defectives  and  so 
necessary  to  the  honor  of  the  com- 
,  monwealth. 

The  neglect  of  state  wards,  and 
more  particularly  the  mental  defec- 
tives, represents  the  most  Jrab  and 
sordid  chapter  possible  of  recording  in 
the  annals  of  the  commonwe^ilth.  A 
iOrward  step  was  undertuKen  in  1935 
in  the  e.stabli.shment  of  the  48-hour 
week  as  against  the  70  and  80-hour 
week  heretofore  iu  vogue,  but  the 
failure  to  provide  the  necessary 
money  on  the  plea  of  economy  for 
the  housing  of  the  additional  em- 
ployes rcpresonta  but  an  additional 
chapter  in  the  program  of  chicanery 
so  long  practiced  iu  the  case  of  mtn- 
UU  defectives.  It  is  on  a  par  with 
the  failure  to  provide  funds  for  pr<j- 
tection  from  conflagration  at  any 
time  during  the  existence  of  the  de- 
partment of  mentul  diseases.  The  raen- 
t.al  defectives  are  human  beings,  and 
It  la  clearly  the  duty  of  the  state 
to  safeguard  their  live.s.  and  this  i» 
not  done  so  long  nn  tlirv  nre  herded 
In  buildings  of  inflammnblc  construc- 
tion, with  steel  Uuurs  and  steel  mesh 
on  the  windows,  and  devoid  of  either 
sprinklers  or  fire  alarm  systems  iu 
a     majority    of    the    buildings. 

A  wailing  li.-ft  of  SSOii  for  admis- 
sion to  the  schcjolS  for  feeble-mind«Hl 
children,  and  the  declaration  by  the 
officials  in  charge  that  no  admissions 
had  been  made  during  a  period  of 
tour  years,  and  that  none  can  be 
guaranteed  for  a  period  of  four  more 
years  unless  construction  is  under- 
taken at  once,  iiresents  a  situation 
for  which  my  predecessors  in  uflue 
have  been  resiionsible,  and  the  re- 
sponsibility for  which  mu.st  bo  shared 
now  by  the  members  of  the  L.egis- 
lature    and   myself. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  institu- 
tions for  mental  defectives  today  Is 
17  per  cent  in  excess  of  the  bed  ca- 
pacity, or  some  421)0  more  patients 
than  crrn  iiropoily  bo  Rcconiinodatcd 
in  the  institutions  of  this  department. 
Atlcmi>ls  to  gloss  over  this  situation 
upon  the  plea  of  overburdening  the 
taxpayer  should  no  longer  be  tol- 
erated, and  we  should  meet  a  con- 
dition and  a  situation,  the  further 
disregarding  of  which  should  stamp 
the  law-making  bodies  of  Massachu- 
setts as  both  unwog(liy  and  untiu 
I'liMlo  IHilltles 
The  reduction  in  the  rates  for 
electric  power  in  the  homes,  which 
was  put  in  operation  in  April  of  1935, 
will  represent  during  the  12-montli 
period  a  saving  in  excess  of  $2,000,- 
000    to    users    of    elect licity,    and    the 


commission    designated    to    pertect   a 
sliding    scale    arrangement     is     confi- 
dent    that    the     adoption    of    a    plan 
upon  which  they   have  been    working 
with   industry   and  fidelity   during  the 
past   year  should   ultimately    result   in 
a    further   substantial    saving    iu<the 
charges   for   electricity,    which,    trans- 
1  lated    into    simpler    language,    means 
1  a    further    reduction    in    the    cost    of 
1  living  with   benefit  to   the  people,  and 
I  through   increased  consumption    with- 
out    injury    to    the    jiroducer.

by   the  public   service  companies.  The 
gixid     of    the    community,      and      the 
giT.Htest      opjiortunity     for      continued 
successful  operation  nt  the  companies, 
can     liesi     l>e     realized     thiough    the 
est.'iblishtnent    of   a   scheilule   of    rates 
which    encotirago    incicased   consump- 
tion.    It    is    my    belief    that    the    only 
way    to   encourage   increa.scd   sales,   to 
insure  profitable  returns   to  the   com- 
panies,  and    to  provide  the  most   eco- 
nomical  service   to    the    public,    is    by 
means   of    a    system    of    rate   charges 
which    consistently   decrease   as  a    re- 
sult   of    increased    consutuption.

Norfolk  .State  llosiilfal 
The  11K15  sessioi\  of  the  General 
Court  enacted  a  bil  lautluni/ing  the 
establishment  of  the  .Norfolk  state 
hospital  for  the  criminally  insane, 
the  same  to  be  under  the  juri.sdic- 
tion  ot  the  department  of  mental 
disea.sos.  It  is  rather  fortunate  that 
the  authorization  was  made  without 
provision  for  the  necessary  funds  to 
eovcr  the  cost  of  construction,  esti- 
mated at  $1,750,000,  since  there  is 
no  way  in  which  to  justify  the  plac- 
ing of  the  care  of  mental  defectives 
under  the  control  and  supervision 
ot   the    department   of   cofrection. 

The  existing  structures  at  the 
nridgewater  state  hospital  for  the 
care  of  the  crimiiuilly  insane  are  not 
only  inadequate  but  totally  unsuitcd 
for  the  iiurpose  intended.  1  nccord- 
ingy  recommend  an  nripropriation  in 
the  sum  of  $1,750,000  for  the  erec- 
tion at  Norfolk  ot  a  hospital  for  the 
criinlnallv  insane,  to  bo  under  the

Due    to   a   recently   enacted   law   In 
a  neighboring  state',  providing  for  the

The  profession  of  humanitarian 
principles  with  reference  to  law  vio- 
lateis  constitutes  a  mockery  ju.st  so 
long  as  the  State  prison  at  Charles- 
town,  unsanitary,  overcrowded,  and  a 
relic  of  barbarism,  is  utilized  as  a 
lilace  for  the  incarceration  of  persona 
convicted  of  law  violations.  The  rec- 
ords of  persons  participating  in  the 
recent  jai'.  break  at  the  State  prison 
at  Charlcstown  constitutes  an  indict- 
ment of  our  Institutional  system  in 
that  the  chief  offenders  in  each  case 
served  terms  at  the  Lyman  School, 
Concord  reformatory,  and  ultimately 
at  State  prison.  The  mingling  of 
casual  and  juvenile  offcnder.s  with 
habitual  criminals  makes.  In  Institu- 
tions where  juvenile  offenders  arc 
now  committed,  simply  a  training 
school  for  superior  knowledge  of  how 
crimes  are   committed. 

An  amendment  to  the  existing  law, 
making  provision  for  the  lmprl.«ion- 
ment  of  first  offenders  only  at  Con- 
cord reformatory,  should  prove  a  ma- 
terial contributing  factor  in  the  cor- 
rection of  e.xisting  abuses,  and  in  the 
c'inPjVu't'  in  our  prison  institutions  of 
what  has  been  justly  termed  a  "col- 
lege   of   crime." 

The  necessity  for  a  change  In  the 
placing  out  ot  state  wards  and  the 
.segregation  of  prisoners,  both  male 
and  female,  also  the  establi.sht7ient  of 
an  institution  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment ot  persons  afflicted  with  social 
diseases,  and  radical  changes  in  the 
parole  system,  represent  in  my  opinion 
impnrlant  stej>s  that  should  be  un- 
dertaken as  speeflily  as  pfissible.  Thi* 
picHcnt  system  with  reference  to 
lhe.se  vaifoua  cla.s.ses  of  rases  has 
been  subject  to  but  slight  change  ffir 
a  long  period  of  years,  with  the  result 
that  Important  reforms  po.s,sible  of 
aecomp.isliment  have  been  retarded. 
The  subject,  however,  is  of  such 
prime  Importance  and  covers  such  a 
vast  field  that  it  would  appear  ad- 
visalilc  to  appoint  a  committee,  con- 
sisting not  only  of  members  of  the 
legislative  a.ssembly  but  Ieader.s  In 
religious  and  civic  walks  of  life,  to 
make  a  comprehen.'^lvc  study,  with  a 
report  upon  the  entire  subject  matter 
,  with  recommendations  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Legi,.;latiire  In  19.17. 
Revenue  and  Ketrenrliment 
The  special  commission,  established 
under  authority  of  chapter  63  of  the

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Work  Begins  i 
at  the  Bourne 
Guards  Camp 


Work  on  the  \V.  P.  .\.  projects 
provkllnK  for  construction  of  roads 
on  the  site  selected  for  the  new  Na- 
tional Guard  camp  in  Itourne  Is 
Kettlng:  rapidly  underway,  accord- 
inp:  to  Oapt.  Oscar  C.  Kohlln  of  the 
Governor's  staff,  who  U  supcrvls- 
Ing  Vnf  work. 

Capt.  Bohlin  said  last  night  ap- 
proximately 375  men  will  be  al 
work  this  morning  and  several  hun- 
dred more  by  next  week.  The  work 
is  sponsored  by  the  Commonwealth 
and  the  W.  P.  A.  has  supplied  $77.- 
000  to  pay  the  wases  of  workers 
and  purchase  materials  and  equip- 
ment. 

Work  is  started  near  Falmouth, 
about  two  mile-s  from  Coonamcssett 
ranch.  One  project  calls  for  con- 
struction of  12.fiOO  feet  of  two-lane 
roadway  on  the  site  ot  the  present 
unimproved  sinple  lane  roadway, 
from  the  camp  site  to  route  U.S.  a 
part  of  Howard  and  Turpcntjno 
roads  from  Ward-Swift  road  to  the 
Pocftsset-Korestdale  roads,  W.  P.  A. 
officials  said. 

The  Federal  allotment  for  this  Is 
$4l',000,  of  which  »3J,19G  is  for  the 
labor  of  an  average  of  20  7  men  sev- 
en  month.s.  The  state  has  contribut- 
ed an  additional  $2598  for  this 
work. 

The  other  project  undenvay  calls 
for  construction  of  7000  feet  of 
three-lane  class  A  road  around  the 
military  camp  area.  The  Federal  al- 
lotment for  this  particular  project 
is  $35,000  of  which  $28,847  is  for 
the  wages  o£  243  men  for  seven 
months.

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CURLEY  MAKES  FIFTH 
CHANGE  IN  HIS  STAFF

Although  stressing  the  necessity  for  economy 
and  with  a  proposal  to  liave  a  commission  make 
a  study  of  taxes  and  expenditures  that  the  bud- 
get of  the  state  may  be  put  on  a  real  debit 
and  credit  standard  as  one  of  the  salient  features 
of  his  annual  message  to  the  legislature,  Gover- 
nor Curley  makes  several  recommendations 
which  will  entail  large  expenditures.  To  make 
possible  the  abolition  ot  the  state  tax  —  the 
difference  between  the  stale's  revenue  and  ex- 
penditures —  a  number  of  taxes  are  proposed. 
The  relief  of  real  estate  from  part  of  the  bur- 
den it  has  been  carrying  is  the  purported  ob- 
ject of  the  new  taxes. 

Some  of  his  proposals  are  likely  to  meet  willi 
little  favor  from  a  legislature  supposed  to  rep- 
resent the  people.  Some  of  them  would  be  un- 
just and  burdensome,  placing  a  higher  tax  on 
commodities  which  already  are  overtaxed.  To 
others  little  legitimate  objection  can  l)e  raised. 
The  eight  principal  recommendations  for  new- 
revenues  to  the  state  are  a  continuation  of  the 
ten  per  cent  surtax  on  the  intomes  ol  individ- 
uals, estates  and  corporations;  an  increase  in 
the  gasoline  tax  for  a  five  years  period ;  doubling 
of  the  fees  for  motor  trucks  operating  in  the 
state;  transfer  to  the  general  fund  of  receipts 
1  from  the  tax  on  intoxixating  beverages  not  used 
'for  old  age  assistance;  forty  cents  a  gallon  tax 
on  each  proof  gallon  of  alcohol;  twe  cents  a 
package  tax  on  cigarettes  and  a  corresponding 
on  slot  vending  machines;  and  an  increase  of 
from  three  and  a  half  to  five  per  cent  in  the 
states  share  of  the  money  handled  at  the  dog 
racing  tracks. 

How  many  of  these  suggestions  will  he  re- 
ceived by  the  public  can  be  imagined.  The  legis- 
lature has  80  far  resisted  the  temptation  to 
add  drastically  to  the  gasoline  tax,  though  the 
"gentleman's  agreement"  made  when  tlae  tax 
was  first  imposed  has  been  broken.  Cigarettes, 
also,  are  now  overtaxed;  and  we  imagine  that 
the  truckmen  will  not  agree  to  have  their  ex- 
penses doubled,  in  addition  to  an  extra  gasohne 
cost,  without  a  protest  that  is  likely  to  be 
effective. 

Probably  the  most  radical  recommendation 
made  is  in  relation  to  the  legislature  itself.  The 
governor  would  have  biennial  sessions  and  a 
smaller  legislature,  as  he  recommended  in  his 
inaugural  address.  This  time  he  goes  farther 
and  advises  a  single  chamber. 

"There  is  no  need  for  two  chambers  today," 
the  governor  says,  .  .  .  "In  our  Commonwealth 
the  members  of  both  houses  are  representative 
of  population  groups  of  equal  size,  and  so  dupli- 
cate constituencies. 


"One  great  advantage  of  the  unicameral  legis- 
lature is  that  it  does  away  with  the  conference 
committee  that  exists  to  recpncile  the  differences 
in  a  measure  passed  by  houses,  and  that  often 
ends  by  producing  a  bill  that  is  satisfactory 
to  nobody.  These  secret  meetings  of  conference 
committees  are  undemocratic,  undesirable  —  yet 
absolutely  necessary  under  our  present  two- 
house  system.  .  .  .  Furthermore,  the  unicameral 
system  enables  us  to  place  responsibihty,  and  to 
conduct  the  business  of  government  efficiently 
and  economically.  All  votes  would  be  taken  in 
the  open  and  subject  to  roll  call,  and  each  act 
would  be  transacted  under  the  spot  light  of 
publicity.  It  would  enable  the  representative  to 
act  so  that  the  voter  could  follow  his  record,  — 
without  confusion,  without  evasion,  without  sub- 
terfuge, but  in  clearly  defmed  votes  and  state- 
ments." 

We  beheve  that  in  the  not-distant  future  the 
unicameral  system  will  be  adopted  generally. 
But  until  the  plan  has  had  a  chance  to  justify 
Itself  in  Nebraska,  or  to  demonstrate  its  im- 
practicabUity,  the  states  —  Massachusetts 
among  them  —  would  do  well  to  move  slowly. 
While  a  constitutional  amendment  providing  for 
biennial  sessions  would  undoubtedly  be  accepted 
by  the  people,  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  aboU- 
tion  of  the  senate  or  the  reduction  in  the  num- 
ber of  members  of  the  legislature  would  be  ap- 
proved. Massachusetts  voters  are,  on  the  whole, 
incUned  to  be  conservative.  At  any  rale  they 
want  to  be  shown  that  a  change  is  advantageous. 
A  premature  movement  for  a  legislature  of  a 
single  chamber  might  delay  its  adoption  instead 
of  hastening  it.  • 

The  governor  renews  his  recommendation  — 
originally  made  by  Governor  Ely  —  that  the 
district  courts  be  established  on  a  circuit  basis, 
with  justices  giving  their  full  lime  to  the  work 
and  eventually  doing  away  with  the  necessity  for 
special  justices.    He  also  asks  the  legislature  to 
go  fartlier  than   the  Supreme  Court  did  in  its 
ruling  that  special  justices  should  not  try  crim- 
inal cases  as  counsel  in  any  court  of  the  Com- 
monwealth,   and    prohibit    practice    by    district 
court  judges  in  civil  cases  in  their  own  courts. 
The    recommendations    made    by    the    governor 
with   relation  to   the  courts,  including   that  for 
the  voluntary  retirement  of  judges  of  the  three 
courts  with  stat«  wide  jurisdiction  st  the  age 
of  seventy  and   with  a   pension  equal  to  their 
full  salary,  are  in  line  with  progress  and  must 
eventually  be  adopted.    The  judiciary  of  Mass- 
j  achusetts  is  far  supez-ior  to  that  in  most  states 
I  of  the  Union,  even  down  to  the  district  courts, 
'  the  caliber  of  whose  judges  has  improved  in  the 
past  twenty  years.   The  governor's  recommenda- 
,  tions  for  improvement  in  the  system  will,  if  car- 
;  ried  out,  be  a  benefit  both  to  the  judges  them- 
j  selves  and  to  the  public. 

The  recommendations  of  the  governor  regard- 
ing the  prison  system  are  somewhat  disappoint- 
ing, in  that  they  do  not  go  far  enough.  He  ad- 
vises  the  abandonment  of  the  State   Prison   at 
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Charlestown,  ulUizing  the  site  as  a  receiving 
station,  and  the  use  of  the  so-called  reforma- 
tory at  Concord  for  first  offenders.  With  thi'S^ 
recommendations  nearly  all  will  be  in  accora. 
He  does  not  recommend  the  isolation  of  habitual 
criminals,  as  advised  by  former  Senator  Lewis 
Parkhurst,  but  would  enlarge  the  Norfolk  pri- 
son to  receive  "persons  convicted  of  felonies." 
''This  does  not  provide  for  the  proper  classifica- 
tion of  offenders.  The  Norfolk  colony  is  no  place 
for  the  type  of  criminal  that  is  becoming  too 
prevalent  —  the  gangster,  the  armed  bandit  and 
the  racketeer.  These  desperadoes,  with  the 
habitual  criminal,  should  be  removed  from  con- 
tact with  the  occasional  or  accidental  offender, 
placed  under  the  strictest  discipUne  and  confined 
in  a  place  where  their  chances  of  escape  can  be 
reduced  to  a  minimum.  With  what  the  governor 
hiis  to  say  about  the  prison  system  as  it  is  now, 
we  can  agree  heartily. 

"The  profession  of  humanitarian  principals 
with  reference  to  law  violators  constitutes  a 
mockery  just  so  long  as  the  State  Prison  at 
Charlestown,  unsanitary,  overcrowded,  and  a 
relic  of  barbarism,  is  utilized  as  a  place  for  the 
incarceration  of  persons  convicted  of  law  vio- 
lations. The  records  of  persons  participating 
in  the  recent  jail  breaks  at  the  State  Prison  at 
Charlestown  constitutes  an  indictment  of  our 
institutional  system  in  that  the  chief  offenders 
in  each  case  served  terms  at  the  Lyman  School, 
Concord  Pvcformatory,  and  ultimately  at  State 
Prison.  The  mingling  of  casual  and  juvenile  of- 
fenders with  habitual  criminals  makes,  in  insti- 
tutions where  juvenile  offenders  are  now  com- 
mitted, simply  a  training  school  for  superior 
knowledge  of  how  crimes  are  committed.  An 
amendment  to  the  existing  law,  making  pro- 
vision for  the  imprisonment  of  first  offenders 
only  at  Concord  Reformatory,  should  prove  a 
material  contributing  factor  in  the  correction 
of  existing  abuses,  and  in  the  conduct  in  our 
prison  institutions  of  what  has  been  justly  term- 
ed a  'college  of  crime.'  " 

The  governor  suggests  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  of  legislators  and  leaders  in  religious 
and  civic  life  to  make  a  study  of  the  whole  ques- 
tion and  report  to  the  legislature  of  1937.

assistance  be  turned  into  the  gen- 
eral  fund. 

Alcohol  Ta.v 
The  Governor  recommended  a 
40-cent  tax  on  each  proof  gallon  of 
alcohol,  which,  freed  from  taxa- 
tion, had  deprived  (he  state  of  nec- 
essary revenue.  He  favored  an  in- 
crease of  S'/i  to  5  per  cent  of  the 
stale's  take  on  dog  racing.  It  would 
provide  additional  revenue  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
the  Governor  eetimated.  He  fa- 
vored its  inclusion  in  the  general 
fund  to  aid  in  reducing  the  state 
tax. 

The  Governor  recommended  a 
two  cent  tax  on  each  package  of 
cigarettes  and  a  corresponding  tax 
on  other  tobaccos  a.^  another  state 
tax  reduction  measure.  No  change 
in  the  take  on  horse  racing  was 
recommended,  the  Governor  say- 
ing he  had  held  last  year  the  ar- 
rangement then  Ilxed  should  pre- 
vail for  two  years. 

A  $5  lax  on  slot  machine,'?  was 
favored,  with  the  revenue  to  be 
applied  to  the  ifeneial  fund  and 
through  that  lo  lediice  the  state 
tax.

Governor  S  dress  to  the  Legislature  yester- 
Address  day  was  an  ably  prepared  paper. 

It  reads  ■well,  and  it  contains  a  number  of  sound 
observations  and  recommendations  about  the 
government  of  the  commonwealth.  But  on  the 
one  issue  in  which  more  than  any  other  the 
people  are  interested — the  issue  of  economy — 
the  address  is  a  disappointment.  For  it  is  at 
variance  with  the  Governor's  own  record,  an^i 
at  the  same  time  it  gives  little  pmmise  of  a 
real  change  in  the  Governor's  fr^e-spending  poli- 
cies. 

The  Governor  is  inclined  to  blame  others 
for  the  failure  or  partial  failure  of  his  "work 
and  ■wages''  program.  He  refers  to  "tardy" 
action  by  the  federal  government  and  to  the 
"limited  amount"  which  the  Legislature  ap- 
propriated for  expansion  of  public  works  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  employment. 

He  is  fully  justified  in  his  remarks  regard- 
ing the  "intricate  and  ponderous  character"  of 
federal  agencies.  Indeed  the  federal  work-relief 
effort,  from  the  beginning  in  1P33,  has  been  so 
bound  up  in  red  tape  and  so  muddled  by  con- 
troversies and  disappointments  concerning  the 
amounts  of  money  apportioned  to  the  various 
states,  that  the  Governor  had  good  reason  lo 
advocate  "an  independent  course  for  the  ab- 
sorption of  the  tinemployed"  in  Massachusetts. 

But  a  big-.«pending  policy  for  state  employ- 
ment of  the  jobless  would  have  been  sound  only 
if  accompanied  by  vigorous  retrenchment  in 
other  matters.  Here  is  where  the  Governor  erred. 
In  urging  his  "work  and  wages"  program  he 
failed  to  give  (hie  consideration  to  the  ta.\paycr. 
By  the  4S-hour  law  for  cmployus  of  state  insti- 
tutions, and  by  other  extravagant  measures,  the 
burden  on  the  taxpayer  was  increased — and  the 
money  for  public  employment  of  the  jobless 
must  in  the  end  come  from  the  taxpayers,  from 
the  people  ■who  can  pay  taxes  because  they  are 
making  profits  or  earning  wages  in  private  in- 
dustry. The  jobless  cannot  be  genuinely  helped, 
in  the  long  run,  by  imposing  excessive  burdens 
on  the  non-jobless.  There  cannot  be  helpful  state 
spending  in  one  direction,  unless  there  is  care- 
ful  state    saving   in    other   directions. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  Governor's  recom- 
mendation for  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
study  taxation,  and  with  his  reference  to  the 
need  of  a '"program  for  the  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  g(5\'ernment,"  and  with  his  proposals  for 
"relieving  real  estate  of  the  inequitable  burden 
that  it  is  now  required  to  bear."  This  is  excel- 
lent, but  i(  is  largely  a  gesture  and  will  be  large- 
ly a  gesture--until  the  state  proceeds  actually 
to  reduce  the  cost  of  its  government.

"A  welter  of  vague  (fenrralities, ' 
was  tlie  comment  of  State  Senator 
Henry  Parkman. 

"The  governor's  addre.vs  sounded 
well,"  Sallonstall  said,  "but  even  a 
luu-ried  analysis  of  his  recommen- 
dations reveals  several  inconsisten- 
cies. 

"In  one  statement  he  accuses  the 
Legislature  of  being  underhanded 
in  pa.s.sing  a  bill  and  in  another  de- 
clares tlifft  it  is  fortunate  the  Legis- 
lature acted  as  it  did  on  the  same 
bill. 

"The  governor  makes  several  rec- 
ommendations for  the  con.s:niction 
of  public  buildings,  but  omits  to 
stat^  how  the  money  Is  to  be  ruiscd. 
"He  talks  freely  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  governmenl,  but  in  this  re- 
.spect  merely  suggests  tJiat  a  study 
be  made— tlip  findings  of  cour-se  to 
be  made  to  the  legislature  after  the 
governors  term   has  expired." 

The  governor  has  announced  him- 
self a  candidate  lor  the  Democrat- , 

ic  nomination  for  U.  S.  senator. 
I  "It  is  significant,"  Saltonstall  said, 
'"that  the  governor's  attack  has 
shifted  from  the  executive  council 
to  the  LegLslature.  Last  year  he 
wanted  the  executive  council  abol- 
ished. Now  he  controls  It,  he  makes 
no  reference  to  it  whatever." 

Senator  Parkman,  referriiig  to 
that  part  of  Governor  Curley's  mes- 
sage pertaining  to  the  housing  of 
mental  defectives,  said: 

"The  governor  showed  ,some  heat 
on  the  failure  to  provide  additional 
facilities  for  housing  mental  de- 
fectives *  •  *  and  would  like  to  have 
the  public  believe  his  predecessors 
In  ofTice  and  the  Legislattire  were 
responsible.  He  forgets  that  he  was 
presented  at  the  last  .session  with 
an  adequate  program  of  building  but 
preferred  to  insl.st  on  an  appropria- 
tion for  highways  and  sidewalks." 

Charles  L.  Cabot,  .secretary  of  the 
Boston  Bar  Association,  described 
the  retirement  plan  for  judges  _as 
■awful  under  the  circumstances. 


"I  am  in  favor  of  some  plan  to 
provide  for  the  retirement  of 
Judges,"  Cabot  asserted,  "but  I 
should  certainly  be  concerned  at  the 
pro.'ipect  of  giving  anyone  the  power 
to  forcibly  retire  ail  judges  at  the 
age  of  70.  •  •  •  It  would  mean  giv- 
ing the  governor  the  opportunity  to 
obtain  absolute  control  over  the 
courts  of  the  State.  •  *  •  It  would 
be  far  better  to  take  the  chance  of 
having  to  get  along  with  one  or  two 
Judges  from  time  to  time  who  might 
be  approaching  senility  than  it 
would  be  to  throw  overboard  a  large 
section  of  the  best,  members  of  the 
bench." 

The  governor's  tax  recommenda- 
tion was  criticized  by  Norman  Mc- 
Donald, of  the  Massachusetts  Fed- 
eration of  Taxpayers'  A.ssocialions. 
He  declared  "He  seems  to  want  eco- 
nomical reforms  in  the  interests  of 
the  taxpayers,  but  only  after  he  him- 
self Is  out  of  the  State  Hou.se.  "What 
the  people  want  and  what  they  are 
going  to  insist  upon  is  economy  right 
now  and  relief  from  the  depressing 
burden  of  taxation  that  is  burden- 
ing the  life  of  everytxxly  who  owns 
property   in   the    State."

Opposes  Commission 

The  new  revenue  proposals  of 
the  governor  are  a  severe  blow  to 
the  recommendations  of  the  special 
legislative  commission  which  sat 
during  the  recess  of  the  Legisla- 
ture.

The  three  state 
schools  in  this  department,  he  stat- 
ed, are  overcrowded  also  and  a  new 
school  capable  of  taking  care  of 
2000    Is    needed. 

Because  of  the  limitations  of  the  , 
state  and  federal  governments,  the  ' 
governor    added,    private    industry 
must  be  looked  to  for  the   perma- 
nent transfer  of  the  unemployed  to 
pavroils. 

He  recommended  retirement  for 
judges  of  the  three  courts  having 
state-wide  jurisdiction,  at  the  age 
of  70  with  full  salary. 

Barely  mentioned  was  a  recom- 
mendation for  drastic  changes  in 
the  parole  board  system.  Because 
of  the  move  to  oust  the  present 
board,  this  suggestion  attracted 
considerable  attention. 

In  embracing  the  Federal  secur- 
ity act,  the  Governor  took  a  fling 
at  the  Townsend  plan,  when  he  de- 
clared: 

"Although  many  wcll-lnten- 
tloned  AmericanH  believe  that  the 
Moclal  security  program  does  not 
go  far  enough,  In  the  Judgment  of 
competent  authorities  It  Is  the 
one  plan  vchlch  the  public  l« 
prepared  to  accept.  Its  accept- 
ance, however,  m»,y  be  jeopard- 
l7.ed  by  other  plans,  which  while 
representing  good  Intentions  and 
a  desire  to  nolvc  a  tremendous 
problem,  may  destroy  the  real 
objexjtive  sought,  namely,  the  wel- 
fare of  the  entire  people."

To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives: 

The  year  1936  should  prove  memo- 
rable in  the  annals  of  our  country, 
marking  as  it  will  the  end  of  the 
greatest  depression  ever  visited  upon 
the  American  people.  In  common 
with  every  American  citizen,  it  was 
my  belief,  at  the  time  of  the  as- 
semblage of  the  Legislature  in  1935, 
that  a  program  of  work  and  wages, 
both  in  the  nation,  the  states,  and 
subdivisions  of  the  states,  would  be 
in  full  operation. 

I  believed  that  New  Vear's  Da^  in 
19.SS  would  find  the  people  of  Amer- 
ica transferred  from  welfare  rolls 
to  payrolls,  and  pro.sperity  so  general 
in  the  nation  that  no  worthy  indi- 
vidual seeking  opportunity  to  employ 
thD  talents  of  brain  and  hand  with 
which  God  had  endowed  him  would 
be  denied  the  opportunity. 

In  Massachusetts  I  advocated  an 
Independent  course  for  the  absorp- 
tion of  the  unemployed,  realizing  the 
Intricate  and  ponderous  character  of 
Federal  Qrvernmcnt  agencies  and 
their  inability  to  provide  work  and 
■wages  within  a  reasonable  time. 

In  the  Commonwealth  this  admin- 
istration has  discharged  its  portion 
of  the  obligation  imposed  by  the  Leg- 
islature, which  provided  funds  not 
only  grudgingly  but  in  such  limited 
amount  as  to  make  impossible  the 
complete  fulfillment  of  the  pledge  of 
work  and  wages.

The  adoption  by  the  1935  Legisla- 
ture of  a  state  unemployment  com- 
pensation law  as  the  state's  contribu- 
tion  to   the   social    welfare   program 
represents  the  most  forward  step  un- 
dertaken for  the  welfare  of  human- 
ity in  the  history  of  the  ration.    The  [ 
adoption   of  the  program   in   its  en- 1 
tircty  is  today  taxing  the  thought  and  , 
ingenuity  of  the  ablest  minds  in  the 
land. 

They  are  endeavoring  to  devise  a 
method  whereby  the  individual  citi- ' 
zen  and  his  family  may  be  safeguarded

•with   its   toll    of   misery   and    unem-' 
ploymcnt.    They  are  seeking  compen- ' 
satory  protection  for  women  and  men 
of  advanced  years,   as   well   a.s   pro- 
tection for  the  maimed  and  the  blind. 

THe  operation  of  the  program  for 
social  justice  should  represent  the 
dawn  of  a  new  day  and  a  new  era  in 
the  11*0  of  the  nation.

1.   Mental  Diseases. 

The  brutal  disregard  for  the  wel- 
fare of  those  whose  plea  seldom  re. 
j  ceivcs  attention  is  evidenced  i"  thi

i  expenditure  of  public  money,  an^ 
i  which  to  the  present  time  remain 
i  unused,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  Leg 
i  islature  to  provide  the  sum  of  $25,00 
ifor   equipment.

Enlarge  12  Hospitals

The  department   is  prepared   to  put 

■  such    a    program    into    operation    at 
short  notice. 

The  new  48-hour  legislation  lor' 
state  hospital  employes  has  given 
greatly  improved  service,  but  there 
remain  1324  additional  employe;:  who 
have  no  facilities  for  living  in  the  in- 
stitution buildings  as  the  department 
believes  they  should  do.  Plus  thoye 
employes  whoso  living  quarters  are 
undesirable,  there  should  be  new  liv- 
ing quarters  provided  for  at  least 
1500. 

The  three  state  schools  under  this 
department  are  taking  care  of  S051 
patients,  whore  the  rated  working  ca- 
pacity is  3893— an  overcrowding  of 
about  30  percent.  There  are  3200  ap- 
i  plications    on    file    for    patients    for 

!  whom  there  are  no  possible  accom- 
modations. This  number  is  constant, 
ly  increasing,  because  during  the  de. 
pression  the  relatives  of  these  people 
have  been  forced,  often  against  theil 
will,  to  seek  relief  from  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

If  these  schools  were  brought  up 
to  a  2000  working  capacity  apiece,  the 
existing  crowding  would  be  remedied 
and  about  1000  could  be  taken  off  the 
waiting  list.  To  provide  for  the  whole 
waiting  list  would  need  an  additional 
school  of  2000  capacity.  Obviously  an 
extra  school  is  greatly  needed. 


Bridgcivater  Cases 

In  the  Bridgcwater  State  HospitaJ 
lor  the  criminally  insane  there  are 
at  present  897  patients.  Sixty-flve 
percent  of  them  are  ordinary  mental 
cases  who  are  at  Bridgewater  be- 
cause of  a  previous  conflict  with  tl.e 
law.  Only  35  percent  need  more  se- 
cure care'than  the  civil  state  hospital 
usually  provides.  The  present  state 
hospital  lor  the  criminally  insane  is 
under  the  Department  of  Correction, 
whereas  I  believe  that  the  greater 
number  of  patients  there  do  not  need 
correctional  treatment  so  much  as 
mental  care  and  treatment  by  the  De- 
partment of  Mental  Diseases. 

Because  this  is  generally  believed 
to  be  advisable,  the  Legislature  of 
1935  (Chapter  421  of  the  Acts  of 
1935)  passed  an  act  enabling  the  es- 
tablishment of  a  state  hospital  for  the 
mentally  ill  at  Norfolk,  to  be  under 
the  control  of  the  Department  of 
Mental  Diseases.  But  the  Legisla- 
ture provided  no  funds  for  its  build- 
ing. To  build  this  institution  will 
require  about  one  and  three  quarters 
million  dollars.  This  appropriation  is 
urgently  needed. 

At  Bridgewater,  also,  are  500  de- 
fective delinquents  on  indeterminate 
sentence.  They  are  not  natural 
criminals,  but  get  into  trouble  be- 
cause of  their  feeble-mi  ndednesfc 
There  are  not  sufficient  accnmmofia* 
tions  for  them  at  present.  A  new  nwp- 
pital  for  the  criminally  insane  would 
release  proper  facilities  lor  them  at 
Bridgewater. 

Fire  Hazards 

In   spitr   of   constant  care   there   Is 
considerable    fire   hazard    at    the   va- 
rious   institutions.     A   disastrous   fire 
is  always  a  possibility.    There  is  ncec 
of  greater  protection,  sudi  as  sprink- 
'  ler  systems.     We  have  budgeted  fo! 
this  protection,  if  the  money  is  mad. 
available.    Many  buildings  at  the  Bos 
ton  State  Hospital  are  probably  be 
yond  protection  by  sprinkler  system; 


Probably     the     most     indefensible 
item  in  the  report  is  that  which  has 
to  do  with  the  new  research  build- 
ing  at  the  "Wrentham    State   School, 
which  was  to  be  used  especially  lor 
research    into   the   problem    of   men- 
tal defect.    Massachusetts  is  the  first 
state  in  the  Union  to  legally  estab- 
lish a  Division  of  Mental     Hygiene. 
This  division  is  a  part  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Diseases  and  handles 
problems    relating    to    the    cause    of 
and    prevention    of    mental      disease, 
leeblc-mindedness,       epilepsy        and 
other   conditions    of   abnormal    men- 
tality. 

A    building    has    been    erected    at 
Wrentham  for  this  necessary  preven- 
tive purpose,  but  no  money  has  been 
supplied  fcr  equipping  it.     It  stands 
empty.     It  could  be  equipped  for  as 
little  as  $12,000.  and  the  Department 
urges  such  provision  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible.    But   bricks   and   mortar,     this 
report  concludes,  do  not  alone  make 
hospitals.      There    must    be    also    a 
lufflcient      number      of      adequately 
trained    personnel    to    perform      the 
duties  lor  which  these  buildings  are 
established. 

-Neglect  at  State  Wards" 

In   1935  the  question   of  providing 
proper  accommodations  for  the  men- 
tal defectives  of  the  Commonwealth 
was  considered  solely  from  the  stand- 
point  of   politics,   and    the   needs    of 
the  unfortunate  charges  were  disre- 
garded.   Neither  the  plea  of  political 
expediency     nor     the     demand     for 
economy    at    the    expense    of    those 
whose  plea  for  consideration  has  so 
long  been  denied  will  justify  failure 
to  report  the  required  financial  legis- 
lation so  essential  to  the  well-being 
of  the  mental  defectives  and  so  neces- 
sary to  the   honor   of   the   Common- 
wealth. ,       ♦    , 
The   neglect   of   State    wards,    and 
more    particularly    the    mental    de- 
fectives, represents  the  most  drab  and 
sordid  chapter  possible  of  recording 
in  the  annals  of  the  Commonwealth. 
A   forward   step   was   undertaken   in 
1935  in  the  establishment  of  the  48- 
hour  week  as  against  the  70  and  80- 
hour  week  heretofore  in  vogue,  but 
the  failure  to  provide  the  necessary 
money  on  the  plea  of  economy  for  tne 
housing   of   the   additional   employes 
represents  but  an  additional  chapter 


ine    ov.rcrov.'Uing   o£    the    institu- 
tions lor  mental  defectives  today  is 
17  percent  in  excess  ol  the  bed  ca- 
pacity,  or   some   4200  mere   patients 
than  can  properly  be  accommodated 
in    the    institutions    of    this    depart- 
ment.    Attempts   to    gloss   over -this 
situation   upon  the   pica  of  overbur- 
dening the  taxpayer  should  no  long- 
er be  tolerated,  and  we  should  meet- 
a  condition  and  a  situation,  the  fur- 
ther   disregarding    of    which    should 
stamp     the     law-making     bodies     of 
Massachusetts  as  both  unworthy  and 
unfit. 


Saving  to  Electricity  Users 

2.    Public  Utilities:

out injury  to  the  producer.  | 
Public     service     corporations     are 
granted    franchise   rights   and    privi- ' 
leges    that    obviously    are    of    great 
value.     The  community,  therefore,  is 
entitled  to  enjoy  the  greatest  possible 
service    at    the    least    possible    cost, 
commensurate    with    a    fair    return  \ 
upon  the  capital  prudently   invested 
by  the  public  service  companies.  The 
good    of   the   community,     and      the 
greatest    opportunity    for    continued 
successful  operation  of  the  compan- 
ies,   can    best    be    realized    through 
the    establishment   of   a   schedule    of 
rates     which    encourage     increased 
corLsumption. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  only  way 
to  encourage  increased  sales,  to  in- 
sure profitable  returns  to  the  com- 
panies, and  to  provide  thj  most  eco- 
nomical service  to  the  public,  is  by 
means  of  a  system  of  rate  charges 
which  consistently  decrease  as  a  re- 
sult of  increased  consumption.  The

The  mental  defectives  are  human 
beings,  and  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of 
the  State  to  safeguard  their  lives,  and 
this  is  not  done  so  long  as  they  arc 
herded  in  buildings  of  inflammable 
construction,  with  steel  doors  and 
steel  mesh  on  the  windows,  and  de- 
void ol  either  sprinklers  or  fire  alarm 
systems  in  a  majority  ol  the  build- 
ings. 


Institution  of  a  sliding  seals  system 
of  rate  determination  will  best  serve 
the  interests  of  the  companies  and 
the  people  ol  the  Commonwealth.  It 
Is  highly  important,  in  the  establish- 
ment ol  such  a  system  of  rate  regu- 
lation, that  we  determine,  first,  what 
is  a  fair  rate  of  return:  second,  what 
is  a  fair  and  equitable  rate  base;

"Master  State  Plan" 

6.  State  Planning  Board: 
The  creation  of  a  State  Plan- 
ning Board,  and  the  acceptance  ol 
membership  without  compensation  by 
the  outstanding  authorities  on  plan- 
ning in  the  Commonwealth,  is  a  most 
noteworthy  accomplishment.  The 
ferocity  of  the  struggle  for  supre- 
macy in  commerce  and  industry  can 
be  met  successfully  only  througn  t!ie 
instrumentality  of  a  group  whose 
efforts  shall  be  directed  primarily  to 
the  study  of  ways  and  means  of 
promoting  the  industrial  and  commer- 
cial stability  of  the  slato.  as  well  as 
to  its  physical  and  social  develop- 
ment. 

The  State  Planning  Board  has  been 
conducting  an  intensive  study,  since 
its  creation,  of  a  master  plan  co- 
ordinating the  many  projects  for  the 
development  of  the  natural  and  hu- 
man resources  of  the  Commonwealth. 
Included  among  these  are  the  im- 
provement of  marketing  facilities 
for  farm  and  dairy  products:  the  pro- 
motion of  navigation  and  sanitation 
upon  the  three  important  waterways 
—the  Connecticut,  the  Meirimac  and 
the  Blackstone  Rivers:  nnd  the  ar- 
rangement of  interstate  compacts  with 
our  neighboring  states  for  'he  better 
handling  of  this  work   and  of  other

in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  State 
Planning  Board  has  been  created, 
there  appears  to  be  no  valid  reason 
for  the  continuance  of  the  Metro- 
politan Planning  Division,  and  I  ac- 
cordingly recommend  its  abolition, 
since  its  continuance  would  repre- 
sent a  duplication  of  effort  and  ex- 
pense. 

7.    Finance: 

The  borrowing   of  money  both  by 
the  state   and   the   cities   and   towns 
renders  necessary  recourse  to  banks 
outside  Massachusetts.     A  change  in  ^ 
the    law    to    permit    larger    deposits  i 
of  state,  city  and  town  funds  in  banks 
outside  ot  the  Commonwealth  is  es- 
sential.   It  is  recommended  that  legis- 
lation be  passed  v/hich  will  encourage 
the  lending  of  money  by  our  finan- 
cial   institutions    for   business    enter- 
prises   and    home    construction    as    a 
means  of  developing  property  values 
in   Massachusetts. 


Cash  Balance  $2,486,043 

It  is  gratifying  to  me,  and  I  am 
quite  certain  most  pleasing  to  the 
citizenship,  to  know  that  the  fiscal 
year  ending  Nov  30,  1935,  found  the 
state  treasury  not  only  with  a  frje 
cash  balance  in  the  general  fund, 
but  also  the  largest  free  rash  bal- 
ance during  the  last  five  years,  in  the 
amount  of  $2,486,043.34.  In  addition 
to  this  balance  in  the  general  fund 
there  was  al.so  free  cash  in  the  high- 
way fund  in  the  amount  of  $371,- 
985.05. 

The  term  "free  cash"  i«  used  in 
the  accounting  system  of  the  Com- 
monwealth to  designate  the  total  sum 
available  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year, 
which  is  free  and  clear  of  all  obliga- 
tions. This  is  the  amount  remaining 
'  after  all  revenues,  including  the  state 
tax,  have  been  collected,  and  after 
all  bills  have  been  paid  and  all 
necessary  sums  reserved  to  meet  obli- 
gations which  are  due  but  which 
have,  for  any  reason,  not  yet  beco 
paid. 

These  figures  make  no  provision 
concerning  deposits  in  banks  closed 
in  1933,  as  such  provision  depends  on 
legislative  action.  The  amount  due 
from  such  banks,  which  is  being  de- 
creased by  dividends,  was  $1,528,- 
457.78. 

The  existence  of  these  free  cash 
balances  at  the  end  of  the  year  dem- 
onstrates that  the  budget  for  1035  was 
safely  balanced  in  both  the  general 
fund  and  the  highway  fund.  The

JUDICIARY 

1.  District  Court  Reform: 

In  my  inaugural  message  I  pointed 
out  the  necessity  of  making  sub- 
stantial changes  in  the  organization 
of  the  district  courts  so  as  to  enable 
them  to  bear  a  substantial  burden  of 
the  civil  litigation  which  is  now 
congesting  the  dockets  of  the 
Superior  Court,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  abolish  the  custom  now  pre- 
vailing in  those  courts  which  permits 
an  associate  or  special  justice  of  a 
district  court  to  appear  as  counsel  in 
district  courts   before  other  justices. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  more  people 
come  into  contact  with  the  district 
courts  than  a)iy  other  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  obtain  their 
views  of  the  administration  of  justice 
from  their  experience  in  these  courts, 
it  is  of  primary  importance  that  they 
should  function  efficiently  and  be  sj 
administered  as  to  avoid  the  glight

Cigarettes,  Slot  Machines 

A  majority  of  the  states  of  the 
Union  have  for  a  number  of  years 
made  a  tax  on  cigarettes  and  tobacco 
products  a  part  of  their  tax  structure.

Cooperation  upon  the  part  of  the 
New  England  states  in  directing  the 
attention  of  the  public  to  the  recrea- 
tional advantages  and  the  benefits 
to  be  derived  from  a  sojourn  in 
New  England  proved  so  beneficial 
both  financially  and  otherwise,  in 
1935  as  to  justify  a  continuance  of 
the  appropriation  for  1936.  Even 
more  important  than  the  increased 
revenue  received  was  the  recogni- 
tion upon  the  part  of  govern- 
ment oflTicials  of  the  New  England 
states  as  to  the  importance  of  joint 
action  upon  major  problems  alTcct- 
ing  the  industrial  and  commercial 
intcre.'^ts    of    the    six    states. 

Numerous  meetings  have  been  held 
during  1935  by  the  New  England 
states'  officials  at  which  problems  the 
equitable  solution  of  which  may 
[prove  of  enduring  value  to  entire 
j  1  New  England  have  been  considered. 
These  problems  include  not  only  rail- 
road transportation,  but  navigation, 
public   health   and   sanitation. 

The  chief  cxccutivos  of  the  New 
England  states  have  expressed  a  desire 
that  joint  action  continue  witli  ref- 
erence to  the  promotion  of  tourist 
and  vacation  business  which  last  year 
in  New  England  represented  some 
$700,000,000  as  against  $500,000,000  in 
1934,  and  I  accordingly  recommend 
to  your  Honorable  Bodies  the  au- 
thorization of  an  expenditure  in  an 
amount  similar  to  that  made  avail- 
able  in   19,35,   namely,   $100,000.

Gov  Curley's  official  message  to 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  yes- 
terday evoked  charges  of  "hypoc- 
risy" from  stanch  Republicans, 
while  loyal  Democrats  sang  praises 
of  the  Governor's  courage  in  rec- 
ommending new  taxes. 

Republicans  turned  thoir  eyes  to 
Speaker  Leverett  Saltonstall  for 
official  criticism  of  tlie  Governor's 
message,  and  Mr  Saltonstall  sat- 
isfied their  expectations.  He  lashed 
at  Gov  Curley,  charging  him  with 
failure  to  consider  the  cost  of  gov- 
ernment.

A  public  hearing  on  the  present 
parole  policy  in  this  state,  through 
which  the  Governor's  Council  will 
seek  the  removal  of  the  present 
Board  of  Parole,  will  be  held  be- 
fore the  Council  tomorrow. 

Climaxing  their  investigation 
into  prison  conditions  and  the 
cause  of  recent  breaks  at  Charlos- 
town  State  Prison  and  the  Concord 
Reformatory,  the  Councilors  an- 
nounced the  hearing  yesterday,  an 
ihey  roccs.sed  for  the  Governor'^ 
addres."!. 

During  their  inauirv  the  Coun- 
cilors have  visited  the  .iails  in 
Charlestown  and  Concord,  and  in- 
terviewed both  prisoners  and  jail 
offlcial.s.  A  majority  of  them  have 
blamed  the  present  unrest  in  penal 
institutions  on  the  Parole  Board. 

They  have  charged  that  the 
tightening  up  of  paroles,  and  the 
refusal  of  the  board  to  recommend 
prisoners  for  parole  when  they 
have  served  two-thirds  of  their 
minimum  .sentence  and,  if  their 
prison  records  are  good,  become 
eligible,  have  caused  unrest. 


Politics  Hinted 

The  present  members  of  the  Parole 
Board  are  Richard  Olncy,  chairman; 
Mathew  W.  Bullock  and  P.  Emmett 
Oavin.  Only  Gavin  has  replied  to 
any  of  the  Councilors'  charges,  and 
ne  has  stated  that  he  will  continue 
to  refuse  parole  to  hardened  crim- 
inals who,  in  his  opinion,  arc  unfit 
for  ,<:ocicty.

Economies  in  state  administration  can 
wait,  as  tliere  is  "ample  time"  for  the  work 
of  determining  just  wliat  form  tliey  should 
take.  But  we  sliould  not  delay  our  spcndinp; 
program.  We  need  immediately  a  million 
dollar  addition  to  the  State  House.  We  mu.st 
build  a  hospital  for  the  crirhinally  insane — 
the  total  cost  won't  exceed  a  million  and 
three-quarters.  We  should  proceed  at  once 
to  erect  a  mem.orial  (expense  not  estimated 
yet  I  "of  sufficient  size  to  provide  accommo- 
dations for  veterans  of  all  wars."  The 
birds  and  fishes  should  be  conserved  by  an 
outlay  of  $100,000. 

We  should  defer  economies  until  a  com- 
mittee of  sixteen  finishes  its  exploration  of 
possibilities,  but  meanwhile  we  should  have: 

(1) — A  continuation  of  the  10  per  cent, 
increase  in  the  taxes  on  incomes  of  indi- 
viduals, estates  and  corporations.  (This  is 
the  incasurc  which  the  Legislature  en- 
acted last  year  for  the  "temporary"  relief 
of  taxpayers.) 

(2) — A  higher  tax  for  five  years  on  the 
tisc  and  sale  of  gasoWie.  Other  states 
are  doing  it. 

13)— A  doubled  fee  for  the  operation  of 
motor  trucks. 

(4) — A  tax  of  forty  cents  a  gallon  on 
alcohol. 

(5)~A  tax  of  two  cents  on  a  package 
of  cigarettes.  iThe  Jederal  government 
noiv  collects  six)  and  a  corresponding  tax 
on  other  tobacco  products. 

(S) — A  $5.00  tax  on  slot  machines. 

That  is  the  Governor's  "revenue  and 
retrenchment"  philoMffriy  and  program  as 
he  presented  them  to  the  Legi.slature  yes- 
terday. He  placed  the  emphasis,  unfor- 
tunately, on  revenue,  not  retrenchment.  He 
spoke  of  the  "nece.ssity  for  Increased  econ- 
omy," but  the  message  as  a  whole  calls  for 
uneconomical  Incrca.ses.  He  generalized  for 
the  most  part  whe.n  he  discussed  economy. 
He  was  specific  when  he  considered  revenue 
and  spending. 

The  impression  of  the  average  person 
after  a  careful  examination  of  the  message 
will  be  that  the  Governor  felt  it  would  be 
rather  nice  to  make  some  reference  to  the 
problem  which  Is  engaging  the  thought  of 
the  taxpayers.  The  greatest  saving  which 
he  advocates  would  come  from  the  small, 
one-chamber,  biennial  Legislature.  But 
that  reform  would  require  a  constitutional 
amendment,  which  is  a  difficult,  protracted 
process,  and  the  Legl.slature  ha.s  managed 
to  evade  the  Issue  to  date. 

The  Governor'.s  remarks  on  the  tenure 
of  office  by  judges  of  the  Supreme,  Superior 
and  Land  courts  are  especially  Interesting 
at  this  time.  He  would  allow  new  appoint- 
ees to  retire  at  seventy,  apparently  without 
relation  to  the  number  of  years  they  had 
sat.  As  to  "present  judges"  he  says  that 
they  "should  be  given  a  reasonable  time  In 
which  to  elect  to  retire  on  the  same  terms." 
That  Is  not  so  clear  as  it  might  be,  but  .seems 
to  mean  that  a  Judge  of  seventy  would  have 
a  choice  between  election  and  ejection. 

As  applied  to  our  Supreme  Court,  such  a 
law  would  mean  the  withdrawal  of  Chief 
Justice  Rugg  and  Justices  Pierce  and  Crosby, 


or  three  out  of  the  seven.  A  federal  law  of 

:  this  kind  would  remove  Chief  Justice  Hughes 

and  Associate  Justices  Van  Deyantcr,  Mc-

Social  Justice 
Program  in  Nation 

The  operation  of  the  program  for 
social  .iustice  should  represent  the 
dawn  of  a  new  day  and  a  new  era 
in  the  life  of  the  nation. 

To  the  womanhood  and  manhood 
of  the  nation  it  will  serve  as  a  guar- 
antee of  protection  from  powerful 
agencies  beyond  the  ability  of  the 
Individual  to  control,  namely,  ir.- 
duslrial  depression  and  unemplo,c- 
ment.  To  the  children  and  you'-h 
of  the  nation  it  will  represent  a  ful- 
fillment of  the  pledge  of  equality  of 
opportunity  and  the  transformatiop 
from  theory  to  reality  of  this  consti- 
tutional guarantee.  It  is  the  most 
important  .sub.lect  that  has  con- 
fronted the  people  of  the  American 
nation  in  it.s  entire  histoo'.  Its 
adoption  is  inevitable.  It.s  operation 
Is  a  fuinilment  of  the  Biblical 
promise  that  "out  of  evil  cometh 
good." 

Against  its  adoption  ■wUl  be  found 
arrayed  the  .same  reactionary  ele- 
ments that  have  opposed  every  great 
reform  in  the  history  of  the  nation, 
actuated  in  large  measure  either  by 
per.wnal  selfishness  or  by  fear  of 
confiscation  of  property,  which  not 
Infrequently  has  been  accumulated 
through  the  sweating  of  the  wasted 
bodies  of  women  and  children  in 
Industry.  It  is  unfortunate  that 
this  element  of  American  society 
overlooks  the  all-important  fact 
that  we  leave  this  world  as  we 
enter  it:  that  the  only  thing  we 
leave  behind  when  we  depart  this 
life  is  the  record  of  service  and 
sacrifice  to  God  and  fellowman  that 
we  ourselves  write  while  here. 


Although  many  thousands  of 
well-intentioned  Americans  believe  , 
that  the  social  security  program  | 
does  not  go  far  enough,  in  the 
judgment  of  competent  authorities 
it  is  the  one  plan  which  the  public 
are  prepared  to  accept.  Its  accept- 
ance, however,  may  be  jeopardised 
by  other  plans,  which,  while  repre- 
■senting  good  intentions  and  a  de- 
sire to  solve  a  tremendous  problem, 
may  destroy  the  real  objective 
sought,  namely,  the  welfare  of  the 
entire  people. 

The  failure  of  the  Legislature  to 
act  promptly,  coupled  with  the 
tardy  adoption  of  a  program  by 
the  federal  government,  has 
wrought  great  hardship  to  countless 
thousands  of  the  citizens  who  have 
been  unable  to  comprehend  the 
delay,  and  in  many  cases  the  in- 
action of  both  federal  and  state 
agencies.  With  the  funds  that  have 
been  made  available  through  legis- 
lative action  in  the  commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  employment  has 
been  furnished,  and  men  and 
women  have  been  transferred  from 
welfare  rolls  to  pay  rolls  but  it 
is  accepted  by  every  forward-look- 
ing intelligent  individual  that  both 
the  federal  and  state  governments 
have  their  limitations  and  that  in 
the  last  analysis  it  is  to  private 
industry  that  we  must  look  for  the 
ultimate  transfer  of  the  unemployed 
to  employment. 

Session  Marked  by 
Humane  Legislation         j 

That  we  have  entered  upon  a  I 
new  era  in  the  social  and  economic 
life  of  the  nation  is  generally  ac- 
cepted. For  the  security  of  the 
nation  and  the  well-being  of  the 
people,  a  change  from  the  old  order 
IS  not  only  imperative  but  inevit- 
able. As  an  offset  to  incrca.sed  pro- 
duction, we  arc  reluctantly  giving 
consideration  to  the  acceptance  of 
a  .shorter  working  week  as  one 
method  of  making  a  reality  of  the 
theory  of  the  right  of  the  individual 
to  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  o( 
happine.«. 

The  legislative  .session  of  193.' 
was  notable  not  alone  for  the  fact 
that  U  w&a  the  longest,  se£stoa  It 

the  history  of  the  commonwealth, 
but  for  the  additional  fad  that  it 
marked  the  enactment  of  more  pro- 
gressive and  humane  legislation 
than  any  previous  session. 

.^mong  the  measures  of  prime 
importance  enacted  were  those  deal- 
ing with  workmen's  compensation, 
which  marked  the  end  of  the  atro- 
cious practice  of  discontinuing  pajf- 
ments  to  persons  permanently  in- 
capacitated at  the  end  of  five  years 
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and  the  making  oi  piovision  i'»r  : 
payment  during  the  lifetime  of  the  ; 
individual.  Equally  important  from  j 
the  standpoint  of  the  worker  was  j 
the  amendment  to  the  law  defin-  j 
ing  the  "average  weekly  wage."  '. 
thereby  ending  the  vicious  practire  i 
of  payment  to  a  worker  suffering  ■ 
injury  in  his  employment  insuf-  i 
ficient  to  provide  for  even  the  ; 
most  meager  of  his  needs.  i 

Dependents    of    the    workers    are  \ 
no  longer  subject  to  privation   bp-  ! 
cause  of   the  penalties   imposed   by  ' 
money  lenders  in  the  matter  of  the 
attachment  of  wages  to  an   extent 
which  rendered  the  borrower  help- 
less,   resulting   in   privation    to   his 
dependents. 

The  Workmen's  Compensation 
Aft  as  enacted  makes  provision  for 
the  protection  of  laborers,  workmen 
and  mechanics  and  certain  other 
classes  of  employees,  but  no  provi- 
sion has  been  made  for  the  protec- 
tion of  nurses  in  tlie  institutions. 
The  work  of  these  men  and  women 
is  equally  as  hazardous  as  persons 
in  the  law-enforcing  or  fire-protec- 
tion branches  of  the  public  service, 
since  they  are  constantly  exposed  to 
the  danger  of  disease  and  death,  and, 
in  my  opinion,  are  entitled  to  pro- 
tection. 

I  accordingly  recommeiid  such  ad- 
ditions to  existing  law  as  would  make 
possible  the  inclusion  of  this  very 
deserving  group  within  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion Act. 

The  basic  well-being  of  a  nation  is 
gauged  by  the  progress  of  its  work- 
ing people.  It  has  been  the  history 
of  modem  civilization  that  economic 
justice  must  displace  selfish  ex- 
ploitation if  the  political  and  social 
structure  of  the  community  Is  to  en- 
dure. 

Many  fundamental  change.s  must 
be  made  here  in  Massachusetts  to 
translate  the  principal  of  economic 
justice  Into  law.  We,  would  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  do  so  without  de- 
lay, but  Massachusetts  Is  but  a  pa^-t 
of  the  American  workshop  ana 
market  place.  Our  most  grievous 
difficulties  are,  unfortunately,  out- 
side the  realm  of  our  jurLsdictlon. 
Conscientious  employers  and  their 
employes  in  this  sovereign  Common- 
wealth are,  in  too  many  instances, 
fettered  by  the  practices  of  sweat- 
shop proprietors  a  hundred  or  a 
thousand  miles  away. 

Fortunately,  there  are  many  mat- 
ters on  which  we  can  proceed  with- 
out competitive  challenge.  During 
the  last  session  of  the  Great  and 
General  Court,  an  unprecedented 
progress  was  made  in  est,ablishinK 
or  amending  basic  labor  laws.  The 
E.xecutive  Department  has  taken 
steps  to  vitalize  the  whole  .scope  of 
new  and  old  legislation  by  a.s.s\iring 
an  alert  and  sympathetic  adminis- 
tration of  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  Industries. 

I  Labor,  Industries 
Changes  Urged 

Reorganization  of  the  Department 
of  Labor  and  Industries  is  essential 
if  the  interests  of     the     employer, 
employee  and  taxpayer  alike  are  to 
be  served.  This  Department  will  not 
fulfill  the  functions  neces.sary  under 
modern  conditions  until  It  combines 
an  adequate  and  reliable  reporting 
I  of  our  current  trade  and   industry 
with  the  competent  planning  of  a 
Statewide  program.

Industrial  Accident  Board.  My  opin- 
ion, supplemented  by  the  surveys 
of  competent  authorities,  is  that  the 
division  of  Jurisdiction  between  these 
two  agencies  causes  much  wasteful 
overlapping  of  effort,  and  defeats 
the  purpose  which  should  be  the 
primary  objective  of  both— the  pre- 
vention of  industrial  accidents  and 
diseases. 

Legislation  Is  nece.s.5ary  to  permit 
the  Department  of  Labor  and  Indus- 
tries to  take  over  the  Industrial  Ac- 
cident Board's  duties,  and  I  trust 
it  will  be  authorized  promptly. 

The  inhuman  practice  of  compel- 
ling an  institutional  employe  to  labor 
for  such  a  long  period  of  time  as  to 
impair  both  health  and  mentality, 
and  render  impossible  the  character 
of  kind  and  humane  treatment  that 
unfortunate  wards  of  the  state  are 
entitled  to  receive,  has  happily  end- 
ed through  the  adootlon  of  the 
Forty-eight  Hour  Law. 

Employment  of  Minors 
Frowned  on  Again 

The  adoption 


of  this  humane 
measure  of  legislation  has  made  nec- 
essary the  employment  of  some 
twenty-five  hundred  women  and  ,' 
men,  and  while  it  has  Increased  the  i 
co.st  of  conducting  the  Institutions  ; 
of  the  State,  should  shortly  be  re-  I 
fleeted  In  an  improvement  both 
physically  and  mentally  of  its  real 
beneficiaries,  —  the  wards  of  the 
State. 

With  the  excess  unemployed

by  occupants  of  automobiles  that

The  problem,  then,  of  lowering 
the  cost  of  placing  a  car  on  ilie  road 
is  the  reduction  of  such  claims  and 
the  elimination  of  the  false  and 
groundless  claims.'  I  believe  that 
this  can  be  effected  by  adequate 
provision  for  sufficient  personnel  in 
the  registry  division  and  immediate 
investigation  of  accident,s  and  more 
stringent  provision.s  for  immediate 
report.  If  this  is  not  done,  I  can 
see  no  alternative  oilier  than  a  re-- 
peal  of  the  compul.sory  Insurance 
law.  There  is  need  for  Immediate 
and  drastic  action.  Racketeering 
upon  spiu-ious  claims  by  venal  at- 
torneys in  collusion  with  doctors 
and  professional  clauuants  must  be 
stopped.  A  great  industry  which  is 
threatened  with  destruction  through 
criminal  exploitation  must  be  con- 
served. I  therefore  renew  my  recom- 
mendation of  a  year  ago  tliat  addi- 
tional Inspectors  be  authorized  in 
the  registry  of  motor  vehicles,  and 
that  the  law  relating  to  report  of 
accidents  be  strengthened.  In  addi- 
tion it  Is  worthy  of  your  considera- 
tion whether  violators  of  the  auto- 
mobile laws  may  not  be  required  to 
install  governors  on  their  cars  lim- 
iting operation  to  30  miles  per  hour 
gs  a  condition  of  continued  license.

In  many  instances  wliere  there  is 
need  of  slum  clearance  and  low -cost 
housing,  municipal  authorities  prove 
unwilling  to  take  the  initiative,  and 
in  each  case,  liowever  great  the  need, 
the  State  Board  of  Housing  under 
existing  legislation  is  without  auth- 
ority to  take  any  stops  to  relieve  the 
situation.  I  recommend,  therefore, 
that  in  cities  and  towns  in  which 
no  housing  autliority  exists,  or  in 
which  such  authority  as  exists  is  in- 
active, the  State  Board  of  Housing 
be  authorizrct  to  proceed  under  prop- 
er limitations  with  a  low-cost  hous- 
ing project,  whether  It  relates  to  new 
'  houses  or  the  rehabilitation  of  sound 
'  but  obsolete  existing  structures,  and 
that  State  funds  be  appropriated  to 
meet  the  cost  of  such  projects. 

Jobless  Insurance 
Changes  Stressed 

One  of  the  outstanding  achieve- 
ments of  the  year  1935  was  the  crea- 
tion of  the  Unemployment  Compen- 
sation Commission.  This  commission 
is  designed  to  safeguard  the  welfare 
of  the  people  of  the  nation  through 
Unemployment  Insurance,  and  real 
old  age  assi.stance,  and  adequate 
safeguards  and  care  for  the  maimed 
and  blind  children  of  the  state. 

The  Unemployment  Insurance  Act 
should  ultimately  prove  a  par.acea 
for  industrial  depressions  th/ough 
maintainmg  within  the  ranks  of  the 
consumers  the  unemployed  men  and 
women  of  the  nation  as  well  as  the 
aged,  who,  without  legislation  of 
this  character,  would  be  without  the  , 
funds  necos.sary  not  only  for  the  j 
maintenance  of  their  families,  but 
would  be  unable  to  aid  private  in- 
dustry, through  the  absence  of  pur- 
chasing power. 

The  law  was  enacted  prior  to  Its 
adoption  by  the  federal  government, 
and  that  maximum  compensation 
under  the  federal  program  may  not 
be  denied  the  commonwealth  I  re- 
spectfully urge  the  adoption  of  such 
amendments  to  the  existing  law  a.s 
may  be  neces.sary,  to  the  end  that 
it  conforms  to  the  provisions  ofj 
the  federal  act.  I

enforcing  agencies  liave  been  re- 
moved. The  73d  Congress  enacted 
an  interstate  compact  permitting 
co-operative  efforts,  through  agree- 
ments between  two  or  more  states, 
through  which  the  haven  of  refuge 
ever  in  the  past  open  to  the  crimi- 
nal world,  known  as  the  border  line 
between  stales,  may  bo  eliminated, 
and  the  law-enforcing  officials  of 
one  state  permitted  to  pursue  law 
violators  into  another  slate. 

X  accordingly  recommend  the  en- 
actment of  such  legislation  as  will 
permit  of  the  immediate  adoption 
of  the  provisions  now  permissible  in 
consequence  of  federal  legislation 
recently  enacted. 

The  narcotic  drug  act  adopted 
by  the  Legislature,  conforming  as 
it  does  to  the  federal  legislation,  has 
already  proven  of  inestimable  bene- 
fit both  to  the  drug  addicts  and  to 
the  victims  of  the  drug  addicts— 
the. public  as  a  whole. 

In  my  inaugural  message  I  recom- 
mended that  the  size  of  the  Legisla- 
ture be  reduced  bv  diminishing  the 
number  of  members  of  the  two 
branches,  and  with  sessions  held 
biennially. 

The     chief     advantage    of    these 
I  changes  would  be  an  obvious  econ- 
I  omy,  a  saving  for  our  hard-  pressed 
'  taxpayers.   I  not  onlv  adhere  to  this 
belief  at  the  present  time,  but  I  am 
convinced    that    still    further    eco- 
nomies might  be  achieved   through 
the  adoption  of  the  unicameral  Leg- 
islature  similar  to   the  system   now 
In  operation  in  Nebraska. 

One  Body  Legislature; 
Biennial  Sessions 

There  is  no  need  for  two  cham- 
bers today.  Historically,  the  Senate, 
or  "upper"  house,  was  lo  art  as  an 
aristocratic  check  on  the  more  rtemo- 
cratir  "lower"  house,  similar  to  the 
English  Lords-Commons  relation- 
ship. Yet  the  progress  of  political 
democracy  has  emasculated  the 
House  of  Lords,  and  in  our  own 
state  has  fortunately  made  both  our 
Senate  and  our  House  of  Represent- 
atives truly  democratic  bodies.  Nor 
Is  there  the  basis  for  two  chambers 
that  we  find  in  Washington,  where 
one  house  is  made  \m  of  representa- 
tives of  governmental  units  and  the 
other  consists  of  men  chosen  by 
popular  groups  of  eq\ial  size.  Tn  o\ir 
commonwealth  the  members  of  both 
hotl.sos  are  representative  of  popula- 
tion groups  of  equal  size,  and  so 
duplicate  constituencies. 

One  great  advanlajje  in  the  uni- 
camerlcfll  Legislature  is  that  It  does 
away  with  the  conference  rominittee 
that  exists  to  reconcile  the  differ- 
ences In  a  measure  passed  by  both 
hou.ses,  and  that  often  ends  by  pro- 
ducing a  bill  that  is  .satisfactory  to 
nobody.  These  .secret  meetings  of 
conference  committee."!  are  undemo- 
cratic, uneconomic,  undesirable — 
yet  absolutely  nece.ssary  imder  our 
present  two-house  sy.stem,  The 
members  of  the.se  committees  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  speaker  of  the  Hou.se 
and  the  president  of  the  Senate,  and 
considering  the  inordinate  power 
resting  In  the  hands  of  the  commit- 
tees, one  can  appreciate  the  concen- 
tration of  authority  in  the  hanri.s  of 
the  two  appointing  powers.  This 
.situation  partly  explains  the  some- 
what bitter  struggle  over  the  election 
of  the  Senate  president  one  year  ago. 

Furthermore,  the  unicameral  sys- 
tem enables  us  to  place  responsi- 
bility, and  to  conduct  the  business 
of  povrrnment  efflricntly  and  eco- 
nomirallv.  All  votes  would  be  taken 
i  in  the  open  and  subject  to  roU  call,

Should  Not  Slump 
To  Lower  Level 

j  The  writer  then  goes  on  to  prov« 
'  that  due  economy  has  been  main- 
tained in  this  department,  and  that 
its  In.stitutions  have  been  maintained 
at  a  net  n-eckly  per  capita  cost  of 
only  S5.9G.  From  ppr.sons  in  the  in- 
stitutions who  are  able  to  pay,  the 
department  has  collected  an  aver- 
age of  $750,000  per  year.  There  is 
j  no  good  reason  why  we  should  slump 
to  a  lower  level  of  treatment. 
1  The  department  of  mental  dis- 
eases supervises  16  state  institutions, 
!  13  for  the  rare  of  the  mentally  ill 
and  three  for  the  feeble-minded. 
The  working  capacity  of  the  state  - 
hospitals  caring  for  the  former  was 
17,671  as  of  Nov.  1.  1935.  Into  this 
space  were  crowded  21,023  patients. 
This  figure  shows  3200  (or,  roughly, 
17  per  cent.)  patients  more  than  the 
working  capacity  of  the  hospitals 
justifies,  thus  making  difficult  prop- 
er .segregation,  retarding  recoverv, 
and  making  very  uncomfortable  the 
Ining  conditions  of  permanent  pa- 
tients. 

The  Department  believes  that  a 
unit  caring  for  not  more  than  2,000 
patients  is  th.e  maximum  for  efficien* 
adminivStration,  Before  adding  great- 
er housing  facilities  to  existing  in- 
stitutions the  money  allowed  thli? 
department  from  the  bond  i.ssue  of 
1933  and  the  P.  W.  A.  has  been  laige- 
ly  spent  for  renewing  outmoded  and 
inefficient  ser\-ice  accommodations, 
and  in  enlarging  those  po.ssible  of 
enlargement.  The  institutions  for 
the  mentally  ill  should  be  enlarged 
to  accommodate  2.000  patients  each 
as  speedily  as  possible.  This  would 
mean  the  enlargement  of  twelve 
state  institutions,  providing  for  a 
total  of  24,000  mental  patients,  and 
for  an  average  annual  increase  of 
450  patients  for  several  years  to 
come.  The  department  is  prepared 
to  put  such  a  program  into  opera- 
lion  at  .short  notice. 

The  new  forty-eight  hour  legisla- 
tion for  state  hospital  employes  has 
given  greatly  lmpi-o\'cd  service,  but. 
I  there  remain    1,324  additional  cm- 
j  ployes   who   have   no   facilities    for 
j  living  in  the  institution  buildings  as 
I  the  department  believes  they  should 
!  do.  Plus  those  employes  whose  liv- 
j  ing  quarters  are  undesii-ablc,  there 
should  be  new  living  quarters  pro- 
vided for  at  least  1.500. 

The  three  state  schools  under  this 
aeoartment  are  taking;  care  of  5,051 


patients,  where  the  rated  working 
capacity  is  3,893.— an  overcrowding 
of  about  30  per  cent.  There  arc  3,- 
200  applications  on  file  for  patients 
for  whom  there  are  no  possible  ac- 
commodations. This  number  is  con- 
stantly increasing,  because  during 
the  depression  the  relatives  of  these 
people  have  been  forced,  often 
against  their  will,  to  seek  relief  from 
the  Commonwealth. 

If  these  schools  were  brought  up 
to  a  2.000  working  capacity  apiece, 
the  existing  crowding  would  be 
remedied  and  about  1.000  could  be 
taken  ofT  the  waiting  list.  To  pro- 
vide for  the  whole  waiting  list  would 
need  an  additional  school  of  2,000 
capacity.  Obviously  an  extra  school 
is  greatly  needed  . 

In  the  Bridgewafer  State  Hospi- 
tal for  the  criminally  insane  there 
are  at  present  879  patients.   Sixty- 
five  per  cent,  of  them  are  ordinary 
mental  cases  who  arc  at  Bridgewater 
because  of  a  previous  conflict  with 
t!"ie  law.  Onlv  35  per  cent  need  more 
secure  care  than  the  civil  state  hos- 
pital usually  provides.  The  present 
state  hospital  for  the  criminally  in- 
sane  is   under    the    Department    of 
Correction,   whereas   I    believe    that 
I  the  greater  number  of  patients  there 
j  do  not  need  correctional  treatment 
I  so  much  as  mental  care  and  treat- 
I  ment  by  the  Department  of  Mental 
!  Diseases. 

No  Funds  for  ^tate 
Hospital  at  Norfolk 

Because  this  is  generally  believed 
to  be  advisable  the  Legislature  of 
1935  (Chapter  421  of  the  acts  ot 
1935)  passed  an  act  enabling  the  r.i- 
tablishmcnt  of  a  state  hospital  for 
the  mentally  ill  at  Norfolk,  to  be  un- 
der control  of  the  department  of 
mental  diseases.  But  the  Legislature 
provided  no  funds  for  its  building. 
To  build  this  institution  will  require 
about  one  and  three-quarters  million 
dollars.  This  appropriation  Is  ur- 
gently needed. 

At  Bridgewater,  also,  are  500  de- 
fective delinquents  on  indetermi- 
nate sentence.  They  are  not  natu- 
ral criminals  but  get  into  trouble  be- 
caase  of  their  fecblc-mindedness. 
There  are  not  sufficient  accommo- 
dations for  them  at  present.  A  new 
hospital  for  the  criminally  insane 
I  would  release  proper  facilities  for 
them  at  Bridgewater. 

In  spite  of  constant  care  there  is 
considerable  fire  hazard  at  the  vari- 
ous institution.s.  A  disastrous  fire  is 
always  a  po.ssibility.  There  is  need  ot 
greater  protection  such  as  sprinkler 
s.ystems.  We  have  budgeted  for  this 
protection,  if  the  money  is  made 
available.  Many  buildings  at  the 
Bo.ston  State  Hospital  are  probably 
beyond  protection  by  sprinkler  .sys- 
tems, and  in  the  long  run  modern 
fireproof  buildings  would  be  mora 
economical. 

The  department  has  collected  flg- 
ures  on  the  co.st  of  replacing  obso- 
lete electric  wiring,  and  i.',  remov- 
ing this  fire  hazard  as  fast  as  money 
is  made  available. 

Probably  the  mo,st  indcfensibl* 
item  in  the  report  is  that  which  ha.s 
to  do  witli  the  new  research  building 
at  the  Wrcntham  state  school  which 
was  to  be  u.sod  especially  for  re- 
search into  the  problem  of  mental 
defect.  Ma.ssachu.sctt.s  is  the  flr.'^t 
.state  in  the  Union  to  legally  estab- 
li.sh  a  division  of  mental  hygiene 
This  division  is  a  part  of  the  depart- 


ment  of  mental  diseases  and  han- 
dles problems  relating  to  the  cause 
of  and  prevention  of  mental  dis- 
ease, feeble-mindedness,  epilepsy, 
and  other  ccondltions  of  abnormal 
mentality. 

A  building  has  been  erected  at 
Wrentham  for  htis  necessary  pre- 
ventive purpose,  but  no  money  has 
been  supplied  for  equipping  it.  It

In  1935  the  question  of  providing  j 
proper     accommodations     for     the  | 
mental  defectives  of  the  common- 1 
wealth   was  considered  solely   from! 
the  standpoint  of  politics,  and  the  | 
needs   of   the   unfortunate    charges  \ 
were  disregarded.    Neither  the  plea' 
of  political  expediency  nor  the  de-  ; 
mand  for  economy  at  the  expen.<;e  i 
of  those  whose  plea  for  con.sidera- 
tion  has  .so  long  been  denied  will 
Justify    failure    to    report    the    re- 
quired financial  legislation  .so  es.sen- 
tial  to  the  well-being  of  the  mental 
defectives  and  so  necessary  to  the 
honor  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  neglect  of  state  wards,  and 
more    particularly    the    mental    de- 
fectives,  represents   the   most   drab 
and     sordid     chapter     po.s.sible     of 
recording  in  the  annals  of  the  com- 
monwealth.     A    forward    step    was 
undertaken  in  193,5  in  the  establish-

The  creation  of  a  state  planning 
board,  and  the  acceptance  of  mem- 
bership without  compensation  bv 
the  outstanding  authorities  on  plan- 
i  ning  in  the  commonwealth,  is  a  most 
:  noteworthy  accomplishment.  The 
ferocity  of  the  struggle  for  su- 
premacy in  commerce  and  industry 
can  be  met  successfully  onlv  through 
the  instrumentality  of  a  group 
who.se  efforts  shall  be  directed  prl- I 
marily  to  the  study  of  wavs  and  | 
means  of  promoting  the  industrial 
and  commercial  stahilltv  of  the 
state,  as  well  as  to  its  phvsical  and 
.social  development. 

The  .state  planning  board  has  been 
conducting  an  intensive  study,  since 
its   creation,   of  a   master   plan   co- 
ordinating   the    nianv    prolects    for 
the  development  of  the  natural  and 
human    resources    of    the   common- 
wealtli.     Included  among  the.se  are 
the   improvement  of  marketing  fa- 
clli!,les  for  farm  and  dairv  products: 
^  the    promotion    of    navigation    and 
j  sanitation  upon  the  three  Important 
waterways— the      Connecticut       the 
:  Mcrrim.TP    and   the  Biack.^tone  riv- 
j  crs:  and  tl~e  arrangement  of  inter- 
I  state  compacts  with  our  neighboring 
states   for   the   better   handling   of 
this  work  and  of  other  matters  of 
mutual  interest. 

This  master  plan  includes  within 
its  framework  the  basic  problems 
affecting  Massachusetts  industry 
and  employment  opportimities. 
bringing  into  clear  relief  the  steps 
which  must  be  taken  t^  speed  the 
rehabilitation  of  industry  in  our 
commonwealth.  It  encomjjasses  the 
improvement  of  transportation  fa- 
cilities, the  safeguarding  of  the 
;  health  of  our  people,  and  the  con- 
servation and  development  of  our 
great  natural  re.sources.  which 
should  make  our  state  one  of  thf 
most  attractive  recreational  centres 
in  the  union. 

Through  the  Instrumentality  of 
the  state  planning  board,  confer- 
ences have  been  held  with  similar 
boards  In  the  other  New  England 
states,  snd  a  comprehensive  plan 
of  action  beneficial  to  the  people 
of  the  commonwealth  and  to  New 
England  should  shortly  represent 
the  fruits  of  their  efforts.  These 
represent  in  part  some  of  the  im- 
portant and  too  long  neglected 
measures,  the  successful  accomplish. 
ment  of  which  must  Inevitably 
prove  of  enduring  benefit  to  thb 
people  of  the  commonwealth.

Free  Cash  Balance 
In  State  Treasury 

The  borrowing  of  money  both  by  | 
the  state  and  the  j-itles  and  towns 
renders  neces.sary  recourse  to  banks 
ouf.side  Massachu.setts,  A  change 
in  the  lav  to  permit  larger  deposits 
of  state,  city  and  town  funds  in 
banks  out.side  of  the  commonwealth 
IS  essential.  It  is  recommended  that 
legislation  be  pa.s,sed  which  will  en- 
courage  the  lending  of  money  bv  our 
;  financial  in.stitutions  for  business 
enterprses  and  home  construction 
as  a  means  of  developing  property 
values  in  Ma.ssachu.setts. 
'  It  is  gratifying  to  me,  and  I  am 
qtute  rerlam  mo.st  pleasing  to  the 
cifl7,enship.  to  know  that  the  fiscal 
,vear  ending  Nov,  30,  1935.  found  the 
state  treasury  not  onlv  with  a  free 
cash  balance  in  the  general  fund, 
but  also  the  largest  free  cash  bal- 
ance during  the  last  five  vears.  In 
the  amount  of  $2,486,043,34,"  In  ad- 
dition to  this  balance  in  the  gen- 
eral fund  there  was  al.so  free  cash 
ill  the  hishway  fund  in  the  amount 
of    $371,085,05. 

The  term  -free  cash"  Is  u.sed  In 
the  accounting  syst<>m  of  the  com- 
monwealth to  designate  the  total 
sum  available  at  the  end  of  the 
fiscal  year,  which  is  free  and  clear 
of  all  obligations.  This  is  the 
amount  remaining  after  all  reve- 
nues, including  the  state  tax.  have 
been  collected,  and  after  all  bills 
have  been  paid,  and  all  necessary 
sums  reserved  to  meet  obligations 
which  are  due  but  which  have,  for 
any  reason,   not  yet   been   paid. 

These  figures  make  no  provision 
concerning  deposits  in  banks  r]o.sed 
in  1933.  as  such  provi.-ilon  depends 
on  legislative  action.  The  amount 
due  from  such  banks,  which  is  being 
decreased  by  dividends,  was  $1,526- 
4,57.78.

laters  constitutes  a  mockery  .lUst  so 
long  as  the  state  prison  at  Charles- 
town,  unsanitary,  overcrowded,  and 
a  relic  of  barbarism,  is  utilized  as  a 
place  for  the  incarceration  of  per- 
sons convicted  of  law  violations.  The 
records  of  persons  participating  in 
the  recent  jail   break  at  the  .state 
prison    at    Charlestown    constitutes 
an  Indictment  of   our   ln.stitutional 
system  In  that  the  chief  offenders  in 
each  ca.se  served  terms  at  the  Lyman 
school.  Concord  reformatory,  and  ul- 
timately at  state  prison.    The  ming- 
ling of  casual  and  juvenile  offend- 
ers with  habitual  criminals  makes, 
in  institutions  where  Juvenile  offend- 
ers  are   now   committed,   simply    a 
!  training  school  for  superior  knowl- 
I  edge  of  how  crimes  are  committed. 
An  amendment  to  the  existing  law, 
making  provision  for  the  imprison- 
ment of  first  offenders  only  at  Con- 
cord  Reformatory,   should   prove   a 
material  contributing  factor  in  the 
correction  of  existing  abuses,  and  in 
the  conduct  in  our  prison  institutions 
of  what  has  been  justly  termed  a 
"college  of  crime." 

The  necessity  for  a  change  In  the 
placing  out  of  state  wards  and  the 
segregation  of  prisoners,  both  male 
and  female,  also  the  establishment 
of  an  Institution  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  persons  afflicted  with 
social  diseases,  and  radical  changes 
in  the  parole  system,  represent  in 
my    opinion    Important    steps    tliat 
should  be  undertaken  as  speedily  a.-; 
possible.     The  present  system  witii 
reference  to  these  various  classes  of , 
cases  has  been  subject  to  but  slight 
change  for  a  long  period  of  years, 
with  the  result  that  important  re- 
forms   possible    of    accomplishment 
have  been   retarded.     The   subject, 
however.  Is  of  such  prime  importance 
and  covers  such  a  vast  field  that  it 
would  appear  advisable  to  appoint  a 
committee,   consisting   not   only    of 
members  of  the  legislative  a.ssembly 
but    leaders    in    religious    and    civic 
walks  of  life,  to  make  a  comprehen- 
sive study,  with  a  report  upon  the 
entire  subject  matter  with  recom- 
mendations to  be  submitted  to  the 
Legislature  in  1937.

Similar    commissions    have    been 
i  set  up  vear  after  year  with  corres- 
ponding limitations     I  believe  that 
the  time  has  come  to  make  a  thor- 
ough study  of  the  tax  problem  and 
the    expenditure    problem    of    our 
state  and  local  governments,  and  to 
nrenare   a   comprehensive    tax    and 
Expenditure    program.     The    en  ire 
thought  and  effort  of  public  officials 
has  been  directed  solely  to  ways  and 
means  of  increasing  revenue    with 
rarelv   any  attention   given   to     he 
more  important  subject,  namely,  the 
development  of   a  program   for  the 
reduction  in  the  cost  of  government 
which  has  been  constantly  increas- 
ing and  to  which  insufficient  atten- 
tion has  been  given. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  a  commission  of  rec- 
ognized authorities  on  taxation,  in- 
cluding members  of  the  Legislature, 
such  commi.s.sion  to  be  given  ample 
■  time  for  the  work,  and  supplied  with 
adequate  funds  for  the  employment 
of  all  needed  expert  a.ssistance. 

The  problem  of  commanding  re- 
liable revenue  sources  to  meet  ,the 
expenditure  requirements  in  main- 
taining tne  standard  of  government 
established  in  Ma.ssachu.setts  con- 
tinues to  demand  our  best  thought 
and  effort  in  securing  the  neces- 
sary funds  without  bearing  too 
heavily  upon  the  home  owners  in 
our  taxing  program. 

The  deficiency  bill   annually   en- 
acted  by   the   General   Court   under 
the  title  of  -state   tax."  represents 
an  assessment  upon  each  city  and 
town  which  is  reflected   as  a  por- 
tion of  the  local  property  tax  bill, 
which   with   the  county   tax   covers 
all  charges  other  than  tho.se  made 
for  purely  local  needs.    The  amount 
established  by  the  Legislature  as  a 
".state  tax"  upon  a  city  and  town  is 
in  practice  deducted  from  revenues 
collected  by  the  state  for  distribu- 
tion beforethe  balance  is  distributed 
for    municipal    purposes,    but    the 
amount  assessed  is  found  in  the  de- 
termination  of   the   local    tax   rate 
and  thus  is  made  to  appear   as  a 
direct  tax  for  state  purpo.ses  upon 
property  locally  situated.     Under  a 
budget  system  the  balancing  by  an 
as.sc.ssment  of  a  deficiency  seems  in- 
con.si.slent,  even  though  prior  to  the 
adoption    of    the    budget    law   .such 
a  course  was  unavoidable.    The  state 
budget  should  be  balanced  by  rev- 
enue   definitely     Identmed     in     an 
amount  sufficient  to  balance  the  ex- 
penditures propo.seri.

This 
group  of  taxpayers,  while  including 
many  who  are  also  the  possessors 
of  real  estate,  is  represented  by  a 
much  larger  proportion  who  do  not 
contribute  at  all  in  the  form  of  di- 
rect tax  on  property.     This  is  also 
true    of    corporations    and    certain 
other  taxpayers.     The   10  per  cent, 
a.ssessmeni  levied  under  existing  law 
for   193,'j   upon   the   tax   against   in- 
dividuals,   estates   and    corporations 
I  should  be  continued  by  a  re-enact -

.source  of  revenue  which  will  tend  to 
eliminate    the   state    tax    and    thus 
I  help  to  reduce  the  burden  on  the 
j  home  owner. 

I  In  recognition  of  the  principle 
I  that  a  tax  structure  should  in  some 
'  of  Its  aspects  have  a  broad  base,  ft 
continuation  for  a  penoa  or  nve 
years  is  recommended  for  the  im- 
position of  an  additional  tax  on  the 
sale  and  use  of  gasoline.  Massa- 
chusetts with  a  3-rent  tax  on  each 
gallon  of  gasoline  Is  one  of  the  few- 
states  with  a  rate  well  below  the 
average  for  the  states  of  the  Union, 
which  is  said  to  approximate  .^  1-3 
rents.  In  establishtng  a  comparable 
rate  on  each  gallon  of  gasoline  con- 
sumed, ft  larger  number  of  people 
are  permitted  without  any  depriva- 
tion to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
the  neces-sary  functions  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  caring  for  the  poor  and 
unfortunate  in  mind  and  body.  In 
I  comparing  the  fees  charged  for  the 
;  operation  of  trucks  over  the  high- 
ways of  the  commonwealth  with 
other  states  of  the  Union,  it  is  ap- 
parent that  tho.se  employed  in  Mas- 
PBchusetts  are  not  comparable  with 
the  requirement  for  road  construc- 
tion that  will  provide  sufRcient 
strength  to  carry  trucks.  With  the 
thought  of  increasing  revenue  where 
solely  needed  and  without  hardship, 
it  Is  recommended  that  the  fees  for 
the  operation  of  motor  trucks  in 
Ma.ssachu.setts  be  doubled  so  that 
they  will  be  more  nearly  like  the  ' 
rates  charged  by  adjoining  stjjtes  for 
such  common  carriers.  Admittedlv  ■ 
the  trvicks  do  much  to  divert  revenue 
which  has  in  the  past  flowed  to 
.support  the  railroads  of  the  state. 

The  social  security  program,  estab- 
lished to  bring  within  its  .scope  the 
many  humanitarian  activities  that 
Massachu.<;etts  has  long  practiced 
makes  nnnece.s.sary  the  earmarking 
of  revenue  from  the  tax  on  alco- 
holic beverages  for  the  purpo.ses 
which  now  are  included  in  the  social 
security  program. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  sum 
now  available  In  the  state  treasury 
over  and  above  that  which  was  re- 
quired to  reimburse  the  cities  and 
towns  for  old  age  as.slstance  and  sub- 
sequent revenue  from  these  sources

}  union  have  for  a  number  of  vears 
I  made  a  tax  on  cigarettes  and  to- 
bacco products  a  part  of  their  tax 
structure.  This  form  of  taxation 
lays  a  very  light  hand  upon  the 
shoulders  of  the  taxpayers,  and, 
being  controlled  by  the  extent  to 
which  the  use  of  tobacco  is  em- 
ployed, prevents  any  hea\T  burden 
from  falling  at  any  time  upon  anv 
Individual,  but  in  the  aggregate 
represents  a  very  substantial  source 
of  revenue  for  the  relief  of  the 
home  owner.  It  Is  recommended 
that  a  tax  of  two  cents  be  laid  upon 
each  package  of  cigarettes  and  a 
corresponding  rale  upon  other  to- 
bacco products,  for  the  purpo.se  of 
Increasing  the  general  fund  and 
thus  relieving  the  state  of  the  neces- 
sity of  a.ssessing  a  state  tax  upon 
the  cities  and  towns.    ' 

$5  Tax  Per  Year  on 
Each  Slot  Machine 

The  smaller  merchants  of  the 
state  have  long  .suffered  competition 
with  slot  machines  which  do  not 
contribute  materially  to  the  support 
of  government,  and  as  these  devices 
tend  to  care  more  and  more  for  the 
(  small  articles  of  trade,  it  is  recom- 
i  mended  that  in  order  not  to  lose  a 
j  .source  of  revenue  which  has  been 
'heretofore  po!>«lble  through  to^w 
I  the  .sm.Tll  merrhanf ,  a  fee  of  at  least 
$.5  per  yc.r  be  placed  on  everv  slot 
!  machine,  the  receipts  of  which'  shall 
}  be  credited  to  the  general  fund 
which  will  tend  to  make  it  possible 
to  abandon  the  state  tax  and  put  the 
state  under  its  budget  svstem  of  a 
real  debit  and  credit  standard 

There  are  now  in  existence  in  the 
treasurj'  of  the  commonwealth  three 
funds  in  which  substantial  .sums  are 
held.  Annual  payments  from  these 
funds  are  small.  It  would  be  better 
accounting  for  amounts  which  now 
go  into  these  funds  to  go  directly 
into  the  general  fund,  and  for  such 


payminus  as  are  now  made  from 
these  funds  to  be  paid  from  the  gen- 
eral fund.  These  three  funds  are 
the  military  and  naval  service  fund 
of  1919,  the  escheated  estates  fund 
and  the  unclaimed  dividends  fund 
I  recommend  that  legi-slation  be 
enacted  to  transfer  the  existing  bal- 
ances in  these  funds  to  the  general 
fund;  and  to  provide  that  anv  pay- 
ment which  may  become  due  from 
the  military  and  naval  .service  fund 
shall  be  made  from  the  general  fund; 
i  and  that  estates  which  escheat,  and 
'  dividends  which  are  not  claimed, 
shall  go  directly  Into  the  general 
fund,  and  shall,  if  claimed  within 
six  years,  be  paid  therefrom  to 
claimants  certified  as  entitled  there- 
to by  the  methods  at  present  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Promoting  Tourist, 
Vacation  Business 

j     Co-operation  upon  the  part  of  the 
i  New  England  states  in  directing  the 
'  attention  of  the  public  to  the  recrea- 
tional advantages  and  the  benefits  to 
be  derived  from  a  .sojourn  in  New 
England  proved  .so  beneficial,   both 
financially  and  otherwise,  in  1935  us 
I  to  justify  a  continuance  of  the  ap- 
I  propriation  for  1936.    Even  more  im- 
portant than  the  increased  revenue 
received   was   the   recognition    upon 
the  part  of  government  officials  of 
the  New  England  states  as  to  the 
importance    of    joint    action    upon 
major  problems  affecting  the  indus- 
trial and  commercial  interests  of  the 
six  slates. 

Numerous     meetings     have     been 
held  during  1935  by  the  New  Eng- 
land States  officials  at  which  prob- 
lems the  equitable  .solution  of  which 
may  prove  of  enduring  value  to  en- 
tire New  England  h.ave  been  con- 
sidered.  These  problems  include  not 
only     railroad     transportation     but 
navigation,  piibtic  health  and  san- 
j  itation.   The  chief  executives  of  the 
j  New  England  States  have' expressed 
a  desire  that  joint  action  continue 
I  with  reference  to  the  promotion  of 
I  tourist  and  vacation  business  which 
I  last   .vear   in   New   England   repre- 
1  sented  some  $700,000,000  as  against 
;  $50,000,000    in    1934,    and    I    accord- 
i  inglv  recommend  to  your  Honorable 
i  Bodies  the  authorization  of  an  ex- 
penditure in  an  amount  similar  to 
I  that  made  available  in  1935,  namely 
$100,000. 

The  conservation  of  bird  and  fish 
life,  not  only  for  the  stocKing  of 
I  streams  of  Ma.ssachusctts  but  for 
(the  increasing  of  insectivorous  birds 
I  so  e.sscntial  to  the  protection  of 
.crops  through  the  destruction  of

OMINOUS  SOUND" 

"In  dl.scu.ssing  his  proposal  for  a 
better  pen.sion  system  for  judges,  he 
used  the  phrase,  'without  the  need  of 
drastic  action  against  them.'

Very  likely 
as  the  case  against  Dolan,  the  Curley 
city  treasurer,  gets  hotter,  we  shall 
hear  more  of  tlie  dire  need  of  taking 
the  'drastic  action'  referred  to.  No 
doubt  it  will  be  placed  on  high  public 
grounds.  The  Governor  is  a  past 
master  of  that  act.  But  the  real 
reason  will  be  the  necessity  of  cover- 
ing up. 

"Out  of  a  welter  of  vague  quanti- 
ties and  the  usual  high  sounding 
phrases,  liberally  sprinkled  with  ad- 
jectives, I  detected  a  few  specific 
suggestion,'?  with  whicii  I  am  in 
hearty  accord.  Referring  to  auto- 
mobile accidents,  he  recommended 
a  tightening  up  of  provisions  of  the 
law  requiring  prompt  and  accurate 
reports  of  accidents.  What  his  refer- 
ence to  'governors  on  cars'  meant,  I 
did  not  quite  gather  but  I  prestime 
he  had  in  mind  the  accident  in  New- 
ton last  summer." 

SPEAKER'S  COMMENT 

Speaker  Saltonstall's  comment  fol- 
lows: 

"The  Governor's  address  sounded 
well  but  even  a  hurried  analysis  of 
his  recommendations  reveals  several 
inconsistencies.  In  one  statement  he 
accuses  the  Legislature  of  being 
underhanded  in  pa.ssing  a  bill  and 
In  another  declares  that  it  is  for- 
tunate that  the  Legislature  acted  as 
it  did  on  the  same  bill, 

"On  page  31  and  32  of  his  address. 
the  Governor  said,  'The  duplicity 
practiced  in  1935  through  the  author- 
ization for  the  establishment  of  a 
hospital  for  ihe  criminally  insane  at- 
a  cost  of  $1,750,000  without  making 
provision  for  the  money,  savors  of 
a  low  order  of  knavery  without  prec- 
edent in  the  history  of  the  com- 
monwealth.' 

"On  page  41,  referring  to  the  same 
legislation  he  said.  'It  is  rather  for- 
tunate that  the  authorization  was 
made  without  provision  for  the  nec- 
essary funds  to  cover  the  cost  of 
construction,  estimated  at  $1.750  000 
since  there  is  no  way  in  which  to 
Justify  the  placing  of  the  care  of 
mental  defectives  under  the  control 
and  supervision  of  the  department 
of  oorrection.' 

"Actually  the  bill  he  refers  to 
placed  the  mental  defectives  under 
the  supervision  of  the  department 
of  mental  diseases,  as  he  had  already 
stated  in  another  pa,ssage  of  his  ad- 
dress. Then  ho  proceeds  to  recom- 
mend what  has  already  been  done, 
namely,  that  the  hospital  be  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  de- 
partment of  mental  diseases. 

"The  truth  of  the  matter  is  that 
the  bill  in  question,  Senate  No.  484, 
was  filed  by  the  commissioner  of 
the  deoartment  of  mental  diseases 


and  provided  that  the  hospital  was 
to  be  built  only  if  federal  funds  be- 
came available. 

AMOUNT  NOT  STATED 

"The  Governor  makes  several 
recommendations  for  the  construc- 
tloti  of  public  buildings  but  omits 
to  state  how  the  money  Is  to  be 
raised.  Of  course  all  of  lus  who  have 
studied  the  conditions  the  Governor 
speaks  about  want  these  new  build- 
ings. But  let's  be  practical  and 
make  haste  slowly.  If  these  build- 
ings are  so  needed,  why  was  rii.^' 
excellency  ,so  adver.se  to  having  them 
included  in  the  bill  pa.s.sed  by  the 
Legislature  last  year  to  build"  new 
.'idewalk.'s  and  dredge  harbors.  Such 
an  amendment  was  offered,  but 
was  defeated  by  him  in  the  House, 

"He  talks  freely  of  reducing  the 
cost  of  government  but  in  this  re- 
spect merely  suggests  that  a  study  be 
made— the  findings,  of  course,  to  be 
made  to  the  Legislature  after  the 
Governor's    term    has    expired. 

"It  is  significant  that  the  Gov- 
ernor's attack  has  shifted  from  the 
executive  council  to  the  Legisla- 
ture. Last  year,  he  wanted  the  ex- 
ecutive council  abolished.  Now  that 
he  controls  it,  he  makes  no  refer- 
ence whatever  to  it, 

"Bluntly  the  message  shouts  ex- 
travagance and  whi.spers  economy."

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Curley  Presents  New  Tax  and  Building 
Program 


Urges  One-House  Legisla- 
ture in  Annual  Message 
to  Assembly 

Stresses  'Economy' 


A  new  tax  program  designed  to 
eliminate  the  present  deficit- 
meeting  State  tax  which  falls 
solely  uoon  real  estate,  a  vast  state 
building  program,  and  a  unicameral 
Legislature  constituted  Governor 
Curley's  major  recommendations  to 
the  Massachusetts  Legislature  in 
his  second  annual  message  yester- 
day. 

Delivering  his  message  before  the 
House  and  Senate  in  Joint  conven- 
tion and  a  spectator  audience 
strangely  quiet  and  undemonstra- 
tive in  contrast  to  last  year's  cheer- 
ing inaugural  throng,  the  Governor 
unfolded  a  program  consisting  of 
more  than  50  recommendations.  The 
proposals  ranged  from  speed  gov- 
ernors on  the  cars  of  automobile  law 
violators  to  raising  the  compulsory 
school  age  from  14  to  16  years. 
Message  of  Contrasts 

The  speech  comprised  12,000 
words.  The  Governor  stood  for  one 
hour  and  25  minutes  delivering  it. 
Only  twice  during  the  address  did 
the  audience  burst  Into  applause, 
and  then  only  lightly. 

The  message  was  one  of  contrasts. 
First  he  berated  the  Legislature  for 
Us  delayed  action  on  work  relief 
funds.  Then  he  praised  thj  mem- 
bers highly  for  their  1935  labor 
record. 

Legfislators  Assailed 

He  lashed  bitterly  at  the  members 
who  authorized  the  building  of  a 
Norfolk  State  Hospital  for  the  crim- 
inally insane,  yet  failed  to  provide 
.the  necessary  $1,750,000.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  declared  the  "adop- 
tion by  the  1935  Legislature  of  a  state 
unemployment  compensation  law  as 
the  .state's  contribution  to  the  social 
welfare  program  represents  the  most 
forward  step  taken  In  the  history  ol 
the  nation." 

The  Governor,  at  the  same  time, 
threw  into  legislative  laps  the  blame 
for  failure  of  his  "work  and  wages" 
program. 

Even  his  taxation  proposals  and 
his  building  program  conflicted  some- 
what with  his  hope  that  govern- 
mental economy  could  be  gained 
through  the  study  of  a  special  com- 
mission. 

New  Tax  Program 

His  taxation  program  Included 
continuation  of  the  3-cent  gas  tax 
for  five  years,  a  I'i  per  cent  increase 
In  the  stat-e's  share  of  dog  race  bet- 


ting receipts,  a  40-cent  tax  on  alco- 
hol, a  two-cent  tax  on  cigarettes  and 
a  corresponding  tax  on  other  tobacco 
products,  continuation  of  the  10  per 
cent  surtax  on  incomes,  and  a  $6 
fee  on  each  vending  machine. 

The  building  program  Includes  a 
$1,000,000  addition  to  the  State 
,  House,  a  $1,750,000  Norfolk  State 
Hospital,  a  new  prison  at  Norfolk  to 
house  felons,  new  living  quarters  for 
the  additional  institution  employees 
hired  after  the  48-hour  law  went 
'.  into  pfleci.  and  a  school  for  the 
feeble-minded. 

"Economy"  Profram 
While    advocating    increased    ex- 
pt-ndiiures    for    buildings    and    new 
taxation,  the  Governor  put  in  a  word 
for  economy  when  he  said; 

"The  entire  thought  and  effort  of 
pubhc  ofHcials  has  been  directed 
solely  to  ways  and  means  of  increas- 
ing revenue,  with  rarely  any  atten- 
tion given  to  the  more  Important 
subject,  namely,  the  developtnent  of 
a  program  for  the  reduction  In  the 
cost  of  government  which  has  been 
constantiy  increasing." 

Sees  Tax  Redurtion 
The    new    taxation   recommended 
Wiis  propoed  to  take  the  place  of 
the  state  tax,  which  in  recent  years 
'  lin.3  been  set  at  $10,000,000  a  year,  the 
s'am  needed  to  meet  the  deficit  in 
the    state    budget.    The    Governor 
;  argued  its  abolition  would  mean  a 
$2  tax  rate  reduction  for  every  city 
and  town  in  Massachusetts. 
The  Governor  renewed  several  of 
^  his    inaugural    projwsals,    included 
'  one  to  raise  the  compulsory  school 
age  from  14   to   16  years.  By  this 
proposal  Governor  Curley  retained 
his  last  year  policy  of  siding  with 
organized  labor  whenever  possible. 
Labor    also   favors   the    Governor's 
proposal  to  r«»rganize  the  State  De- 
partment  of   Labor   and   Industries 
and  to  transfer  to  the  department 
tiie  duti;'s  of   the  State  Industrial 
Accident  Board. 

"Humane  Legislation" 
Governor  Curley  made  several  ref- 
erences to  the  1935  progress  on  labor 
matters,  in  one  Instance  saying  the 
1935  Legislature  not  only  was  notable 
because  it  was  the  longest  in  history 
but  "for  the  additional  fact  that  it 
marked  the  enactment  of  more  pro- 
gi-esslve  and  humane  legislation  tlian 
any  pre\'lous  session," 

Regarding  the  18-year  school  at- 
tendance limit,  the  Governor  said 
"While  sympathy  and  praise  are  de- 
.verved  for  children  who  seek  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  their  fami- 
lies, the  net  effect  of  their  compe- 
tition is  to  deprive  some  worthy 
adults  of  work  or  to  drive  down  the 
compensation  for  such  work." 
Pensions  for  Judges 
Considerable  comment  followed 
Governor  Curley's  recommendation

that  judges  In  the  State  Supreme, 
Superior  and  district  courts  be  al- 
lowed to  retire  voluntarily  at  full 
salary  upon  reaching  the  age  of  70.

Governor    Curley    also    supported 
the   new    movement   for   interstate 
compacts  to  curb  the  interstate  ac- 
tivities   of    criminals.    He    recom- 
mended legislation  permitting  Massa- 
chusetts to  participate  in  the  move- 
I'ment   to  remove   legal   restrictions 
which      prevent      law-enforcement 
I  officials    to   pursue    criminals    over 
I  state  borders. 

Unicameral  Legislature 
The  Chief  Executive  was  vehement 
in  his  support  of  a  unicameral  Legis- 
lature, insisting  there  is  no  need  lor 
two  chambers  today. 
i     "The   unicameral   system   enables 
I  us,"  he  argued,  "to  place  responsi- 
bility and  to  conduct  the  business  of 
the  government  efficiently  and  eco- 
nomically. All  votes  would  be  taken  j 
in  tlie  open  and  subject  to  roll  call,  | 
and  each  act  would  be  tran.sactea 
under  the  spotlight  of  publicity.  It 
would  enable  the  representative  to 
act  so  that  the  voter  could  follow 
his  record— without  confusion,  with- 
out evasion,  without  .subterfuge,  but 
in  clearly  defined  votes  and  state- 
ments." 

Biennial  Sessions  i 

The  Governor's  plan  included  bi- 
ennial ses.sions,  and  a  greatly 
reduced  membership.  The  recom- 
mendation embraced  constitutional 
amendments,  which  would  requhe 
three  or  four  years  to  become  law. 

Discussing   the   state  department 
of  mental  diseases,  the  Governor  at- 
tacked with  smashing  force  the  leg- 
islators who  during  the  last  session 
blocked    the    building    bond    issue 
which  would  have  provided  lor  sev- 
eral buildings  greatly  needed  to  care 
for  the  needs  of  the  feeble-minded 
and  those  who  administer  to  them. 
State  Institutions 
The  chief  executive   devoted  one 
eighth  of  his  12,000-word  speech  to 
the  needs  of  the  mental  diseases  de- 
i  partment.  In  this  connection  he  said : 
1     "The  neglect  ot  -state  wards,  and 
more  particularly  the  mental  detec- 
tives, represents  the  most  drab  ana 


the  basis  of  participation  by  the 
public  and  companies  in  the  excess 
orofits.  This  plan  would  result  in 
establishment  of  the  sliding  scale 
rate-making  system. 

"Public  Should  Share"  \ 

The  Governor  contended  the  con- 
sumers "should  share  in  any  returns 
to  the  companies  in  excess  ot  a  fah 
rate   of  return  and  the  con.sumors  ^ 
share  in  excess  earnings  should  take  , 
the  form  of  reduced  rates." 

Abandonment  of  the  Charlestown 
State  Pri.son  was  once  more  recom- 
mended by  Governor  Curley,  This 
repeated  inaugural  recommendation 
was  accompanied  by  other  repeated 
proposals,  those  to  utilize  the  state 
prison  site  as  a  receiving  station,  to 
build  a  prison  for  felons  at  Norfolk, 
and  to  use  Concord  Reformatory  for 
first  offenders  only. 

Charlestown  Prison 
"The  profession  of  humanitarian 
principles  with  reference  to  law  vio- 
lators "  he  said,  "constitutes  a 
mockery  just  so  long  as  the  State 
Prison  at  Charlestown,  unsanitary, 
overcrowded,  and  a  relic  of  barbar- 
ism, is  utilized  as  a  place  for  the  in- 
carceration of  persons  convicted  of 
law  violations. 

"The  records  of  persons  partici- 
pating in  the  recent  jail  break  at 
the  State  Prison  at  Charlestown 
constitute  an  indictment  of  our 
constitutional  sy.stem  in  that  the 
chief  offenders  in  each  case  served 
terms  at  the  Lyman  School.  Con- 
cord Reformatoi7,  and  ultimately 
at  State  PrLson.  The  mingling  of 
casual  and  Juvenile  offenders  with 
habitual  criminals  makes,  in  insti- 
tutions where  Juvenile  offenders  are 
now  committed,  simply  a  training 
school  for  superior  knowledge  of 
how  crimes  are  committed." 

On  the  whole,  the  address  was  not 
nearly  as  powerful  as  the  inaugural 
address  the  Governor  delivered  a 
year  ago.  The  recommendations  for 
the  mcst  part  are  not  so  startling. 
But  his  indictment  of  the  Legis- 
lature on  several  matters  un- 
doubtedly sent  some  of  the  mem- 
bers home  smarting.

Governor  Curley  today  announced 
he  will  ask  for  an  $8,000,000  bond 
is.sue.  Funds  will  be  used  for  the  fol- 
lowinc  purpo.scs: 

$1,000,000  for  addition  to  the  State 
i        House. 
$1,000,000  for   the   Public    Health 

Department. 
$1,000,000  for  a  new  State  Prison 

building, 
$2,000,000  for  a  War  Memorial. 
:    $3,000,000  for  new  buildings  to  care 
for  the  mentally  incompetent. 
These  needs  were  stres,sed  in  the 
Governor's   me.s.sage   yesterday,   but 
the    exact    amounts     required     and 
\  their  source  was  not  .specified.  The 
I  Governor  said  the  bonds  might  be 
'  paid  off  in  2  years  from  extra  in- 
come raised  by  the  new  taxes  men- 
tioned in  hi.s  mes.sage. 

Political  news,  on  the  whole,  gave 
the  press  some  busy  moments  as  It 
considered  the  implications  of  Gov- 
ernor Curley's  annual  me.ssage.  This 
was  delivered  on  Beacon  Hill  yester- 
day while  most  Bo.stonians  were  en- 
joying ft  New  ■year  vacation,  but  to- 
day Its  50  legislative  recommenda- 
tions made  public  offices  buzz  with 
comment. 

Details  of  Governor  Curley's  ad- 
dres.s— its  high  liRhts  and  side  lights

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Ihe  Governor  froposes — 

Governor  Curley's  annual  message  contained  more  than  50 
legislative  recommendations.  Some  were  of  major  importance. 
Others  were  minor  clianges  in  the  existing  laws.  The  more  Im- 
portant proposals  were:

The  Governor'a  addrese  to  the  Legis- 
lature  was  as  followa: 

The  year  1936  should  prove  memorable 
In  the  annala  of  our  country,  marking 
as  it  will  the  end  of  the  greatest  de- 
pression ever  visited  upon  the  American 
people.  In  common  with  every  Ameri- 
can citizen  it  was  my  belief  at  the 
time  of  tlie  asssemhlage  of  the  Ijegis- 
lature  in  15.'>5,  that  a  programme  of  work 
and  wages,  both  in  the  nalioji,  the 
States,  and  eubdivlslonu  of  the  States, 
would   he   in   full   operation. 

I  believed  that  New  Year's  Day  In 
lOM  would  find  the  people  of  America 
tr»n»ferred  from  welfare  rolls  to  pay- 
roll*, and  pro.sperlty  so  Keneral  In  the 
nation  that  no  worthy  Individual  seeklnB 
opportunity  to  employ  the  talents  of 
brain  and  hand  with  which  Cod  had 
«ndowed  him  would  be  denied  the  op- 
portunity. 

In  MassachuBetts  I  advocated  an  In- 
dependent cour.se  for  the  absorption  of 
the  unemployed,  realizing  the  intricate 
Rnd  ponderou.i  character  of  federal  gov- 
ernment aRfncip.i  and  Ihcir  inability  tc 
provide  work  and  wages  within  a  rea- 
sonable time. 

In  the  Commonwealth  this  adminis- 
tration ha.t  discharged  its  portion  of 
the  obligation  imposed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, which  provided  funds  not  only 
Kradglngly  but  In  such  limited  amount 
as  to  make  Impossible  the  complete 
fulfillment  of  the  pledge  of  work  and 
wages. 

unemployment  Compensation 

We  are  embarking  upon  a  programme 
of  social  iistice  that  five  years  ago 
would  have  been  regarded  as  the  quln- 
tpp«ence  of  socialism.  AVe  are  begin-

»nd  hie  family  may  be  safeguarded 
from  recurring  periods  of  depression, 
■with  its  toll  of  mi.'jery  and  unemploy- 
ment. The.v  are  seeking  compensatory 
protection  for  women  and  Ti\t'n  of  ad- 
vanced years,  as  well  as  protection  for 
the   maimed   and   the   blind. 

The  operation  of  the  programme  for 
•ocial  justice  should  represent  the 
<Iawn  of  a  new  da^  and  a  new  era  In 
the  life  of  the  nation. 

To  the  womanhood  and  manhood  of 
the  nation  It  will  serve  as  a  guarantee 
of  protection  from  powerful  agencies 
beyond  the  ability  of  the  individual  to 
control,  namely,  industrial  depression 
and  unemployment.  To  the  children 
and  youth  of  the  nation  It  will  repre- 
sent a  fulfillment  of  the  pledge  of 
«fiuallty  of  opportunity  and  the  trans- 
formation from  theory  to  reality  of  this 
constitutional  guarantee.  It  Is  the  inost 
Important  subject  that  has  confronted 
the  people  of  the  American  nation  in 
Us  entire  history.  Its  adoption  Is  In- 
•vifable.  Its  operation  Is  a  fulftUment

Against  Its  adoption  will  be  found 
arrayed  the  same  reactionary  elements 
that  have  opposed  every  great  reform 
in  the  history  of  the  nation,  actuated  In 
large  measure  either  by  personal  self- 
ishness or  by  fear  of  confisrallon  of 
property,  which  not  Infreauently  has 
been  accumulated  through  the  sweat- 
ing of  the  wasted  bodies  of  women  and 
children  in  industry.

Although  many  thousands  of  well-in- 
tentioned Americans  believe  that  the 
Social  Security  programme  does  not  Ko 
far  enough,  in  the  judgment  of  com- 
petent authorities  It  is  the  one  plan 
which  the  public  are  prepared  to  accept. 
[Its  acceptance,  however,  may  be 
'  jeopaniized  by  other  plans,  which,  while 
representing  good  intentions  and  a  de- 
sire to  .solve  a  tremendous  problem, 
may  destroy  the  real  objective  sought, 
namely,  the  welfare  of  the  entire 
people. 

Private  Industry  Must  Aid 

The  failure  of  the  Legislature  to  act 
promptly,  coupled  with  the  tardy  adop- 
tion of  a  programme  by  the  federal 
gONernmeiit,  has  wrought  great  hard- 
ahip  to  countless  thousands  of  the  citi-  - 
reus  who  have  beei\  unable  to  compre- 
hend the  delay,  and  In  many  cases  the 
Inaction  of  both  federal  and  State 
agencies. 

With  the  funds  that  have  been  made 
available  through  legislative  action  in 
tlic  Comtnnnwealtb  of  Massachusetts, 
employment  has  been  furnished,  and 
men  and  women  have  been  transferred 
from  welfare  rolls  to  pay  roils,  but  it 
Is  accepted  by  every  forward-looking 
Intelligent  individual  that  both  the  fed- 
eral and  State  governments  have  their 
limitations  and  that  in  the  last  analy- 
«is  it  is  to  private  Industrj  that  we 
must  look  for  the  ultimate  transfer  of 
the   unetnployed    to   employtnent. 

That  we  have  entered  upon  a  new 
era  in  the  social  and  economic  life  of 
the  nation  is  generally  accepted.  For 
the  security  of  the  nation  and  the  well- 
being  of  the  people,  a  change  from  the 
olil  order  l.s  not  only  imperative  but  In- 
evitable. As  an  offset  to  increased  pro- 
duction, we  are  reluctantly  giving  con- 
«ideration  to  the  acceptance  of  a  short- 
er working  week  as  one  method  of 
making  a  reality  of  the  theory  of  the 
right  of  the  individual  to  life,  liberty 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

Tlie  Legislative  session  of  1935  was 
notable  not  alone  for  the  fact  that  It 
was  the  longest  session  in  the  hlstorv 
of  the  Commonwealtn,  but  tor  the  ad- 
ditional fact  that  It  marked  the  en- 
actment of  more  progressive  and  hu- 
mane legislation  than  any  previous 
session. 

Workmen's  Compensation  Act 

Among  the  meastires  of  prime  impor- 
tance enacted  where  those  dealing  with 
workmen's  comi)ensation,  which  marked 
the  end  of  the  atrocious  practice  of  dis- 
continuing payments  to  persons  perma- 
nently incapacitated  at  the  end  of  five 
yc-irs  and  the  making  of  provision  for 
jjayment  during  the  lifetime  of  the  In- 
dividual. 

Kqually  Important  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  worker  was  the  amend- 
ment to  the  law  defining  the  "average 
weekly  wage,"  thereby  ending  the 
vicious  practice  of  payment  to  a  work- 
er suffering  Injury  in  his  employment 
insufllclent  to  provide  for  even  the 
most  meager  of  his  needs. 

Dependents  of  the  workers  are  no 
longer  subject  to  privation  because  of 
the  peniilties  imiwsed  by  money  lend- 
ers in  the  matter  of  the  attachment  of 
wages  to  an  extent  which  rendered  the 
borrower  helpless,  resulting  In  priva- 
tion  to   his  dependents 

The  Workmen's  Compensation  Act  at . 
enacted  makes  provision  for  the  pro-  • 
tectlon  of  laborers,  workmen  and  mc-i 
chanics  and  certain  other  classes  of 
employees,  but  no  provision  has  been 
made  for  the  protection  of  nurses  In 
the  Institutions  The  work  of  these  raenf 
and  women  is  equally  as  hazardous  as! 
persons  in  the  law-enforcing  or  flre- 
protccting  branches  of  the  public  serv-' 
ice,  since  they  are  constantly  exposed 
to  the  danger  of  disease  and  death,  and. 
In  my  opinion,  are  entitled  to  protec- 
tion. 

I  accordingly  recommend  such  addi- 
tions to  existing  law  as  would  make 
possible  the  Inclusion  of  this  very  de- 
serving group  within  the  provisions  ot, 
the  Workmen's   Compensation   Act. 

Amending  Labor  Lawa 

The   basic   well-being    of   a    nation    1; 


gauged  by  the  progress  of  its  working 
people.  It  has  been  the  history  ot 
modern  civilization  that  economic  jus- 
tics  must  displace  selfish  exploitation 
if  the  political  and  socl.il  structure  of 
the  community    is   to   endure. 

Many  fundamental  changes  must  be 
made  here  In  Massachusetts  to  trans- 
late the  principle  of  economic  justice 
Into  law.  We  would  welcome  the 
opportunity  to  do  so  without  delay, 
hut  Massachusetts  Is  but  a  part  of 
the  American  workshop  and  market 
place.  Our  most  grievous  diflBcuUies 
are,  unfortimately,  outside  the  realm 
of  our  jurisdiction.  Conscientious  em- 
ployers and  their  employees  In  this 
Commonwealth  are,  in  too  many  In- 
stances, fettered  by  the  practices  of 
aweat-shop  proprietors  100  or  1000  mllee 
away. 

Fortunately,  there  are  many  matters 
on  which  we  can  proceed  without 
competitive  challenge.  During  the  last 
session  of  the  Great  and  Genera' 
Court,  an  unprecedented  progress  wa) 
made  In  establishing  or  amendini 
basic  labor  laws.  The  Executive  De- 
partment has  taken  steps  to  vltali«« 
the  whole  scoi>e  of  new  and  old 
1  legislation  by  a.ssiirlng  an  alert  and 
sympathetic  administration  of  the  D«. 
partment    of    Labor   and    Industries. 

Reorganization  of  the  Department 
of  Labor  and  Industries  Is  essential  If 
the  interests  of  employer,  employee 
and  taxpayer  alike  are  to  be  served. 
This  department  will  not  fulfill  the 
functions  necessary  under  modern  con- 
ditions until  It  combines  an  adequate 
and  reliable  reporting  of  our  current 
trade  and  indu.»try  with  the  competent 
planning  of  a   Stale-wide   programme. 

The  obvious  first  step  in  this  reorgan- 
Ixation,  however,  is  for  the  department 
j  to  assume  the  duties  of  the  Industrial 
'  Accident  Board.  My  opinion,  supple- 
mented by  the  surveys  of  compete!^ 
authorities,  is  that  the  division  of  juris- 
diction between  these  two  agencies 
causes  much  wasteful  overlapping  of 
effort,  and  defeats  the  purpose  which 
should  be  the  primary  objective  of 
both— the  prevention  of  Industrial  ac- 
cidents and   diseases. 

Legislation  is  necessary  to  permit  the 
Department  of  Labor  and  Industries  to 
take  over  the  Industrial  Accident 
Board's  duties,  and  I  trust  it  will  be 
authorized   promptly. 

48-iiour  Law 

The  Inhutnan  practice  of  compelllnlf 
an  institutional  employee  to  labor  for 
such  a  long  period  of  time  as  to  Im- 
pair both  health  and  mentality,  and 
render  Impossible  the  character  of  kind 
and  humane  treatment  that  unfortunate 
wards  of  the  State  are  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, has  happily  ended  through  the 
adoption  of  the  48-hour  law. 

The  adoption  of  this  humane  measure 
of  Ipgi.alatlon  has  made  necesrary  the 
employment  of  some  2500  women  and 
men,  and  while  it  has  increased  the 
cost  of  conducting  the  Institutions  of 
the  .''tate,  should  .shortly  he  reflected  in 
an  Improvement  both  phj-sically  and 
mentally  ot  Its  real  benericlaries— tUa 
wards  ot  the  State.  f 

Employment  of  Minors  f 

With  the  excess  unemployed  adults 
seeking  work  ami  wages  for  the  main- 
tenance of  themselves  and  their  fami- 
lies, 1  renew  the  recommendations  af 
last  year,  since  no  excuse  seems  to  exist 
for  a  continuance  of  the  employmeni 
of  boys  and   girls   under  the  age  of   16. 

While  sympathy  and  praise  are  de- 
served for  children  who  seek  to  con- 
tribute to  the  support  of  their  families, 
thet  net  effect  of  their  competition  Is 
to  deprive  some  worthy  adults  of  work 
or  to  drive  down  the  compensation  for 
such  work.  These  children,  during  their 
most  receptive  years,  are  deprived  of 
the  training  so  necessary  to  equip  them 
properly  for  the  present-day  arduous 
activities  In  trade  or  Industry. 

If  the  years  of  employment  are  to  be 
shortened,  it  is  much  wiser  to  keep 
these  children  In  school,  at  least  until 
they  are  16,  so  that  they  may  more 
aptly    earn    their    way    when    they    §to

For  Better  Housing 

The  return  of  prosperity,  which  has 
definitely  begun,  should  mark  an  end 
of  the  custom  that  has  obtained  during 
the  past  five  years  of  two  or  more 
tamiUee  sharing  a  home,  or  an  apart- 
ment, thereby  causing  a  demand  for 
homes,  and  makinf?  necessary  a  build- 
ing   construction    programme. 

Lack  of  employment  and  depleted  In- 
comes have  created  a  constant  demand 
for  low-priced  rental  property,  occu- 
pancy of  which  .should  not  ha  permitted 
,  In  the  interest  of  public  health,  and  the 
use  of  which  is  not  Infrequently  com- 
pulsory upon  the  part  of  the  occupant. 
Unwholesome,  unhealthful,  unslshtly 
tenement  property,  sometimes  termed 
"slum  area.s,"  is  .ipparently  destined  to 
remain  with  us  until  such  time  as  in 
the  Interests  of  public  health  and  pub- 
lic decency  we  po.'=se.>«  sufficient  deter- 
mination and  courage  to  terminate  the 
same.  1  am  hopeful  that  at  some  time 
we  will  possess  the  net:e*;sary  rpr]ui.s- 
Ites,  and  in  the  event  this  dors  occur, 
it  i«   imperativt   that   there   be  no   tm- 

I  pediments    to    favorable    and    essential 

j  action. 

La^t  year  the  Legislature.  In  accord- 
ance with  my  recommendation,  enacted 
legislation  providing  for  the  establish- 
ment of  bodies  politic  and  corporate 
wltliln  the  several  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Commonwealth,  to  be  known  as 
"housing  authorities,"  with  power  to 
enter  upon  shim  cle.irance  and  low-cost 
hou.'!lng  projects. 

When  Federal  Aid  Failed 

The  statute  then  enacted  provided  for 
the  rerelpt  by  housing  authorities  of 
Bid  from  the  federal  government  In  bc- 
I  cordanre  with  the  ,Tct  of  Congre.ss  and 
i  the  rnlefl  and  practice.^  of  the  federal 
officers  charged  with  the  duties  of  sub- 
sidizing housing  projects  through  pub- 
lic corpoi-ations  created  and  controlled 
by   the   .States. 

In  the  .statute  enacted  last  year  no 
provision  was  made  for  contributions  by 
the  city  or  town  In  which  a  housing 
authority  was  located,  except  tjie  rela- 
tively small  .imonnt  required  for  or- 
ganization expenses.  Three  housing 
authorities  have  been  organized  under 
the  act,  hut  no  grants  of  federal  funds 
have  been  made  as  anticipated,  for  the 
federal  officers  have  now  taken  the  po- 
sition that  no  grants  will  be  made  to 
local  housing  authorities  unless  the 
Btate  or  the  municipality  in  which  the 
project  Is  located  makes  a  substantial 
contribution  to  the  cost  of  the  project. 
I  therefore  recommend  that  the  hous- 
ing authority  act  enacted  last  year 
(,St.  1M5,  c.  W)  be  amended  so  as  to 
authorize  cltlca  and  towns  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  and  to  pay  it  over 
to  housing  authorities  within  their  re- 
!»peotive  limits  In  order  to  assist  in  the 
qrosecutlon  of  slum  clearance  and  low- 
«o»t  housing  projects. 

Providing  Local  Funds 

Such  appropriations  should  be  entire- 
ly optional  with  the  ^Itiee  and  towns, 
and  the  amount  to  be  authorized  should 
be  definitely  limited  to  the  capitalized 
value  of  the  annual  loss  sustained  by 
the  cities  In  the  maintenance  of  the 
sub-standard  area  to  he  cleared,  so 
that  the  contribution  will  constitute  no 
real  burden  upon  (he  taxpayers  of  the 
city  or  town,  but  will  at  the  same  time 
provide  healthier,  pleasanter  and  more 
sanitary  dwellings  for  a  large  group  in 
the  community,  and  einpioymcnt  for  a 
substintlal  amount  of  labor  in  the 
building  trades. 

In  many  Instances  where  there  t« 
need  of  slum  clearance  and  low-cost 
housing,  nie  municipal  authorities 
prove  unwilling  to  take  the  initiative, 
and  in  each  case,  however  great  the 
need,  the  State  Board  of  Housing  under 
BXidtlne  legislation  is  without  authorltv 


to  take  aiTy  steps  to  relieve  the  situa- 
tion. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  in  cities 
and  towns  In  which  no  housing  authori- 
ty exists,  or  In  which  such  authority 
a«  exists  ie  Inactive,  the  State  Board 
of  Housing  be  authorized  to  proceed  ' 
under  proper  limitations  with  a  low- 
cost  housing  project,  whether  it  relates 
to  new  houses  or  the  rehabilitation  of 
sound  but  obsolete  existing  structures, 
and  that  State  funds  be  appropriated 
to  meet  the  cost  of  such  projects. 

Unemployment  Insurance 

One  of  the  out*standing  achievements 
of  the  year  19,'i5  was  the  creation  of  the 
Unemployment  Compensation  Commis- 
sion. This  commission  is  designed  to 
safeguard  the  welfare  of  the  people  of 
the  nation  through  unemp!o>-mf-iit  in- 
suratifo,  and  real  <,!d  ape  a^sist;inrp, 
and   adequate   taleguardc  and   care   tor 

I  tn»  malmea  and  blind   children  of  the 

State. 

The  Unemployment  Insurance  Act 
should  ultimately  prove  a  panacea  for 
Industrial  depressions  through  main- 
taining within  the  ranks  of  the  con- 
sumers the  unemployed  men  and  wom- 
en of  the  nation  as  well  as  the  aged, 
who,  without  legislation  of  this  char- 
acter, would  be  without  the  funds  nec- 
essary not  only  for  the  maintenance 
of  their  families,  but  would  be  unable 
to  aid  private  Industry,  through  the  ab- 
.sence   of   purchasing   power. 

The  law  was  enacted  prior  to  Its 
adoption  by  the  federal  government, 
and  that  maximum  compensation  un- 
der the  federal  programme  may  not  be 
denied  the  Commonwealth  I  respectful- 
ly urge  the  adoption  of  such  amend- 
ments to  the  existing  law  as  may  be 
neces.sary,  to  the  end  that  it  conforms 
to   the   provisions  of   the   federal  act. 

The  prevailing  opinion  as  ex|ires!>ed 
bj-  the  head  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor  relative  to  the  enactment  of 
legislation  by  the  General  Court  In  1?35 
is  be.*^l  summed  up  in  his  own  language 
In  which  he  states  tliat  "Massachu- 
selto  has  become  the  laboratory  for 
liberal  progressive  legislation,  since  I 
more  laws  in  the  Interest  of  the  worker 
were  enacted  in  1935  in  Massachusetts 
than  In  any  10-year  period  In  the  hls- 
tor>'  of  the  Commonwealth." 

It  is  highly  desirable  that  the  ex- 
ceptional record  established  in  1936  be 
maintained  during  1986,  and  I  am  quite 
certain  that  this  is  possible,  provided 
that  we  recognize  at  all  times  the  fact 
that  we  are  simply  the  servants  of  the 
people,  elected  to  carry  out  their  will 
and  to  do  .-io  in  conformity  with  our 
o,tth  and  with  our  desire  to  serve  and 
to   bo  of  service. 

Coping  With  Crime 

The  advantages  enjoyed  by  organized 
crime  through  speedy  motor  vehicles, 
the  radio,  able  attornej-s  and  other 
agencies  cannot  be  miccesstuU.v  com- 
bated Until  such  time  as  a  portion  of 
the  fetters  with  which  legal  restrictions 
bind  law-enforclnif  agencies  have  been 
removed.  The  73rd  Congress  enacted  an 
interstate  compact  permitting  co- 
operative efforts,  through  agreements 
between  two  or  more  States,  through 
which  the  haven  of  refuge  ever  In  the 
past  open  to  the  criminal  world, 
known  as  the  border  line  between 
States,  may  be  eliminated,  and  the 
law-enforcing  officials  of  one  State 
permitted  to  pursue  law  violators  Into 
another  .Slate. 

I  accordingly  recommend  the  enact- 
ment of  such  legislation  as  will  permit 
of  the  Immediate  adoption  of  the  pro- 
visions now  permissible  In  consequence 
of   federal   legislation   recently   enacted. 

The  Narcotic  Drug  Act  adopted  by  j 
the  Legislature,  conforming  as  it  does  1 
to  the  federal  legislation,  has  already 
proven  of  inestimable  benefit  both  to 
the  drug  addicts  and  to  the  victims  of 
the  drug  addicts,— the  public  as  a 
whole. 

For  Simple  Legislative  Body 

In  my  inaugural  -neesage  I  recom- 
mended   that    the    .siie    of   the   liegisla- 


ture    be    reduced     hy    dimlnisnmg    tne 
number      of      members      of      the      two 
branches,      and      with      sessions      held  1 
biennially. 

ITie  chief  advantage  of  these  changes 
would  be  an  obvious  economy,  a  sav- 
ing for  our  hard-pressed  taxpayers.  I 
not  only  adhere  to  this  belief  at  the 
present  time,  but  I  am  convinced  that 
still  further  economies  might  be 
achieved  through  the  adoption  of  the 
unicameral  Legislature  similar  to  the 
system    now    in    operation    in    Nebraska. 

There  is  no  need  for  two  chambers 
today.  Historically,  the  .Senate,  or 
"upper"  house,  was  to  act  as  an  artlso- 
cratic  check  on  the  more  democratic 
"lower"  house,  similar  to  the  English 
Lords-Commons  relationship.  Tet  the 
progress  of  political  democracy  haa 
ema.wulated  the  House  of  Lords,  and 
in  our  own  State  has  fortunately  made 
both  our  Senate  and  our  House  of  Rep- 
re.-entatives  truly  democratic  bodies. 

Xor  is  there  the  basis  for  two  cham- 
bers that  we  find  in  Washington,  where 
one  hou.se  is  made  up  of  representatives 
of  Kovernment.il  units  and  the  other 
consists  of  men  chosen  by  population 
groups  of  equal  size.  In  our  Com- 
monwealth the  members  of  both  houses 
are  representative  of  population  groups 
of  equal  size,  and  so  duplicate  con- 
stituencies. 

One  great  advantage  In  the  unicam- 
eral Legislature  is  that  it  does  away 
with  the  conference  committee  that 
exist*  to  reconcile  the  differences  In  a 
measure  passed  by  both  houses,  and 
that  often  ends  by  producing  a  blU 
that  Is  satisfactory  to  nobody.  These 
secret  meetings  of  conference  commit- 
tees are  undemocratic,  unecomonic,  un- 
desirable—yet absolutely  necessary  un- 
under    our    present    two-house    system. 

For  Constitutional  Convention 

The  memt>ers  of  the.xe  commlttes  are 
appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
and  the  president  of  the  Senate,  and 
can.'»idering  the  Inordinate  power  rest- 
ing in  the  hands  of  the  committees, 
one  can  appreciate  the  concentration 
of  authority  in  the  hands  of  the  two 
appointing  powers.  This  situation 
partly  explains  the  somewhat  bitter 
struggle  over  the  election  of  the 
Senate   president    one   year   ago. 

Furthermore,  the  unicameral  system 
enables  us  to  plaoe  responsibility,  and 
to  conduct  the  business  of  govern- 
ment efficiently  and  economically.  All 
votes  would  be  taken  in  the  open  and 
stibject  to  roll  call,  and  each  act 
would  be  transacted  under  the  .spot 
light  of  publicity.  It  would  enable 
the  Representative  to  act  so  that  the 
voter  could  follow  his  record— without 
confusion,  without  evasion,  without 
subterfuge,  but  in  clearly  defined 
votes   and   statements. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  adoption 
of  a  constitutional  amendment  to 
make  the  unicameral  Legislatur*  pos- 
sible, a  reduction  In  membership,  and 
biennial    sessions. 

Retirement  of  Judges 

Our  system  of  Judicial  selection  and 
tenure  has  preserved  the  independence, 
and  consequently  the  impartiality,  of 
our  Judlci.iry,  and  has  attracted  to  the 
service  of  the  Commonwealth  Judges 
who  have  ranked  among  the  best  in  this 
country  or  abroad. 

The  defect  in  our  system  has  been 
the  absence  of  a  workable  provision  tor 
the  retirement  of  Judges  who,  because 
of  age,  can  no  longer  meet  completely 
the  requirements  of  the  office.  A  pen- 
sion system  formerly  helped  to  that 
end,  but  it  was  abolished  in  1920,  except 
for  a  few  vestiges.  It  is  possible  to  cure 
that  defect  and  at  the  same  time  make 
the  Judicial  office  more  secure  and  more 
attractive  to  men  with  the  high  quali- 
ties required.  A  provision  for  volun- 
tary retirement  from  full  active  service 
at   70,    without    resort    to   the   proces-ses

A  waiting  list  of  38iX)  for  admlaslo* 
to  the  schools  for  feeble-minded  chil- 
dren and  the  declaration  by  the  of.

my  predecessors  In  office  have  been 
responsible,  and  the  responsibility  for 
winch  must  be  shared  now  bv  the  mem- 
bers  of  the  Legislature   and   mvself. 

The  overcrowding  of  the  institution* 
for  mental  defectives  today  Is  17  per 
cent  in  excess  of  the  bed  capacity,  or 
some  4200  more  patients  than  can  prop- 
erly be  accommodated  !n  the  institu- 
tions of  this  department.  Attempts  to 
gloss  over  this  situation  upon  the  ple» 
of  overburdening  the  taxpayer  should 
no  longer  be  tolerated,  and  we  should 
meet  a  condition  and  a  situation,  th« 
further  disregarding  of  whicli  should 
stamp  the  law-mal<lng  bodies  of  Massa- 
chusetts as  both  imworthy  and  unfit. 

Public  Utilities  Rates 

The  reduction  in  the  rates  for  elec- 
tric power  in  the  homes,  which  was  put 
in  operation  in  April  of  1935,  will  repre- 
sent during  the  12-month  period  &  sav- 
ing  in  excefs  of  $2,000,000  to  users  of 
electricity,  and  the  commission  desig- 
nated to  perfect  a  sliding  scale  arrange- 
ment is  confident  that  the  adoption  ot 
a  plan  upon  which  thev  have  been 
'  working  with  Industry  and  fidelity  dur- 
ing the  past  year  should  ultimately  re- 
suit  in  a  further  substantial  saving  In 
the  charges  for  elcrtricily,  which, 
translated  into  simpler  language,  means 
a  further  reduction  in  the  cost  of  livinn 
with  hcnefit  to  the  people,  and  through 
Increased  consumption  without  Injury 
to  the  producer. 

Public  service  corporations  ars 
granted  franchise  rights  and  privileges 
that  obviously  are  of  great  value.  Ths 
community,  therefore.  Is  entitled  to 
enjoy  the  greatest  possible  service  at 
the  least  possible  cost,  commensurate 
nith  a  fair  return  upon  the  capital 
prudently  Invested  by  the  public  ser. 
vice  companies.  The  good  of  the  com- 
munity,   and    the    greatest    oppoptunltr 

'  for  continued  euocessful  operation  of 
the  companies,  can  best  bo  realized 
through  the  establishment  of  a  schedule 
ot  rates  which  encourage  Increased  con- 
sumption. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  only  way  to 
tncourage  Increased  sales,  to  insure 
profitable  returns  to  the  companies, 
and  to  provide  the  most  economical  ser- 
vice to  the  public.  Is  by  means  ot  a 
system  of  rate  charges  which  consis- 
tently decrease  as  a  result  of  increased 
consumption.  The  consumers  of  the 
Commonwealth  should  share  in  any  re- 
turn, and  the  consumers'  share  iii  ex- 
cess earnings  should  take  the  form  of 
reduced   rates. 

Sliding  Scales  for  Rates 

To  best  accomplish  the.^e  ends.  It  Is 
my  opinion  that  the  institution  ot  a 
sliding  scale  system  ot  rate  determina- 
tion will  best  serve  the  interests  ot  the 
companies  and  the  people  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. It  is  highly  important.  In 
the  establi.=hment  ot  such  a  system  of 
rate  regulation,  that  we  determine,  first, 
what  is  a  fair  rate  ot  return;  second, 
what  is  a  fair  and  equitable  rale  base; 
third,  what  Is  the  proper  basis  of  par- 
ticipation by  the  consumers  and  the 
companies  in  any  excess  earnings  which 
Blight  arise,  above  a  determined  fair 
raie  of  return;  and  fourth,  that  the 
Stale  regulatory  commission  vigilantly 
supervise  the  proper  operation  of  this 
srrangement. 

Therefore  I  recommend  the  following; 

That  the  riepartment  of  Public  Utili- 
ties be  authorized  to  determine  by 
agreement  with  the  companies,  or 
otherwise,  first,  a  fair  rate  of  return; 
second,  a  fair  rate  base;  and  third,  the 
basis  of  participation  hy  the  public  and 
companies  In  excess  earninss  of  public 
utilities  engaged  in  the  distribution  of 
tas  and  electricity  in  the  Common- 
wealth.

Norfoll<  State  Hospital 

The  »35  session  ot  the  General  Court 
•nacted  a  bill  authorizing  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Norfolk  State  Hospital  for 
the  criminally  Insane,  the  same  to  be 
Under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Menial  Diseases.  It  is  rather 
fortunate  that  the  anthori2alion  was 
made  without  provision  for  the  neces- 
sary funds  to  cover  the  cost  ot  con- 
struction, estimated  at  51, 7.50, 000,  since 
there  la  no  nay  In  which  to  justify  the 
placing  ot  the  care  of  mental  defectives 
under  the  control  and  supervision  of 
the   Department  of   Correction. 

The  existing  structures  at  the  Bridge- 
water  .State  Hospital  tor  the  care  ot 
the  criminally  insane  are  not  only 
Inadenuaie  but  totally  unsuited  for  the 
purpose  Intended.  I  accordingly  recom- 
mend an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of 
|1,T50.0(«  for  the  erection  at  Norfolk  of 
a  hospital  tor  the  criminally  insane,  to 
be  under  the  supervision  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Mental  Diseases. 

Public    Health   Safeguards 

Due  to  a  recently  enacted  law  in  a 
neighboring  State,  providing  for  the  an- 
nual registration  ot  physicians  practis- 
ing in  that  State,  it  is  estimated  by  the 
Board  of  Registration  in  .Medicine  that 
there  are  at  the  present  time  more  than 
1000  persons  who  are  not  qualified  in 
either  medicine  or  surgery  conducting 
business  in  Massachusetts  as  physicians 
or   surgeons. 

The  existence  of  so  large  a  number 
of  untrained,  unqualified  and  incom- 
petent men  constitutes  a  menace  to  the 
health  and  well-being  of  ihe  entire  puh- 
lii',  and  that  essential  safeguards  may 
be  provided  I  respectfully  recommend 
the  enactment  of  legislation  making  it 
a  .riminal  offence,  punishable  by  a  fine 
and  Imprisonment,  tor  any  Individual 
to  practise  as  a  physician  or  surgeon 
without  the  required  annual  registra- 
tion issued  In  conformity  with  such 
provisions  as  niay  be  deemed  necefsarv 
by  the  Board  of  Registration  la  Medi- 
cine. 

In  this  connection  !  beg  to  direct  your 
attention  to  the  fact  that  persons  en- 
gaged in  occupations  less  dangerous  to 
th«  public  welfare  are  required  to  pass 
certain  tests  and  to  register  annually, 
namely,  barbers,  dentists,  embalmers, 
optometrists  and  hairdressers  and  cer- 
tainly there  can  be  no  valid  argument 
pressed  to  exclude  physicians  and 
surgeons  from  the  passing  of  a  test, 
and  the  annual  registration  plus  the 
payment  of  a  proper  fee. 

Rutland  Sanatorium 

The  nutlan.t  State  i-anatorlum,  which 
was  the  first  institution  of  its  kind  to 
he  established  In  the  country,  and 
which  is  nationally  famous  for  the  suc- 
cessful treatment  of  tuberculosis,  has 
long  outlived  its  usefulness.  The  struc- 
tures at  present  in  use  were  erected 
nearly  a  half  centurv  aso.  when  the 
ward  rather  than  a  single  room  method 
of  housing  patients  was  in  operation 
This  method  is  today  regarded  as 
neither  desirable  nor  bcnoflcial  for  the 
modern  treatment  of  tuberculosis-  and 
further,  the  buildings  .ire  lire  hazards 
being  constructed  almost  wholly  of 
wood,  and  should  he  raxed  and  replaced 
with  modern  construction.  SulTlcieni 
land  Is  avalhibie  to  provide  for  the 
erection  of  new  structures  without  In 
any  way  impairing  the  operation  ot  the 
present    hospitalization    facilities 

Additional  accommodations  for  em- 
ployees added  to  the  department  force 
here  and  at  the  Pondville  Cancer  Hos- 
^H.nr,  Y!  "^■'■^-'•■'ary,  and  provision 
should  be  made  for  the  same  during 
the  present  year.  ""'"is. 

Addition  to  State  House 


upon  wliich  to  erect  a  structure  where 
departments  of  the  State  could  be 
housed  that  are  now  so  located  as  to 
prove  expensive  and  retard  efficiency 
In  the  conduct  ot  the  business  of  the 
State. 

I  accordingly  recommend  that  an  ap- 
propriation   in    the   sum   of   $1,000,000   b^ 
made   available    for    the   erection   of   an 
addition   to  the  State  Capitol. 

The  creation  of  a  State  Planning 
Board,  and  the  acceptance  of  member- 
ship without  compensation  by  the  out- 
standing authorities  on  planning  in  the 
Common«'eiilth,  Is  a  most  noteworthy 
accomplishment.  The  ferocity  of  the 
struggle  for  supremacy  in  commerce 
and  industry  can  he  met  successfully 
only  through  the  instrumentality  ot  a 
group  whose  efforts  shall  be  directed 
primarily  to  the  study  of  ways  and 
means  of  promoting  the  industrial  and 
commercial  stability  ot  the  State,  as 
well  as  to  its  physical  and  social  de- 
velopment. 

Co-ordinating  State  Projects 

The    State    Planning    Board    has   been 
conducting  an  intensive  study,  since  its 
creation,  of  a  master  plan  co-ordinating 
the  many   projects   for   the  development 
j  of   the  natural  and   human   resources  of 
I  the     Cotnmonwealth.     Included     among 
j  these   are   the   improvement    of   market- 
I  ing  facilities  for  farm   and   dairy   prod- 
ucts;   the    promotion    of    navigation    and 
sanitation     upon     the     three     Important 
4  waterways— the   Connecticut,    the   -Merri- 
j  m.ac    and    the    Blackstone    Rivers,    and 
i  the  arrangement  of  interstate  compacts 
;!  with    our    neighboring    States    for    the 
j'  better    handling    of    this    work    and    of 
I' other  matters  of  mutual  Interest. 

This  master  plan  includes  within  Us 
framework  the  basic  problems  affecting 
,  Massachusetts  Industry  and  employ- 
ment opportunities,  bringing  into  clear 
relief  the  steps  which  must  be  taken  to 
speed  the  rehabilitation  of  industry  in 
our  Commonwealth. 

It  encompasses  the  improvement  of 
transportation  facilities,  the  safeguard- 
ing of  the  health  of  our  people  and  the 
conservation  and  development  ot  our 
great  natunil  resources,  which  should 
make  our  State  one  of  the  most  attrac- 
tive recreational  centres  in  the  I'nion, 
Through  the  Instrumentality  ot  the 
State  Planning  Board,  conferences  have 
been  held  with  similar  boards  in  the 
other  Xew  England  States,  and  a  com- 
prehensive plan  of  action  beneficial  to 
the  people  of  the  C-ommonwealth  and 
to  Xew  England  should  shortly  repre- 
sent the  fruits  of  their  eflorts.  Thess 
represent  In  part  some  of  the  Im- 
portant and  too  long  neglected  meas- 
ures, the  successful  accomplishment  of 
which  must  Inevitably  prove  ot  enrtur- 1 
Ing  benefit  to  ths  people  of  the  Com-  j 
monwealth.  i 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  Slate  Plan- 
ning Board  has  been  created,  there  ap- j 
pears  lo  he  no  \alid  rea.-:on  for  the  con-  ' 
tinuancc  of  the  Metropolitan  Planning 
Division,  and  i  accordingly  recommend 
ite  abolition,  since  its  continuance  would 
represent  a  duplication  of  effort  and  ex- 
pense.

The  borrowing  of  money  both  by  the 
State  and  the  cities  and  towns  renders 
necessary  recourse  to  banks  outslds

town  fund*  in  banks  out«lde  of  the 
Commonwealth  is  essential.  It  is  recom- 
mended that  legislation  be  passed  which 
will  encourage  Ihe  lending  of  money  by 
our  financial  Institution-"!  for  husinesj 
enterprises  and  home  Construction  ss  » 
means  of  developing  property  values  in

District  Court  Reform 

In  my  inauKural  message  I  pointed 
oiit  the  necc^sit}'  of  making  substantial 
changes  in  the  organiialion  ot  the  dis- 
trict courts  so  as  to  enable  them  to 
bear  a  substantial  burden  ot  the  civil 
litigation  which  is  now  congesting  the 
dockets  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  at 
the  same  time  to  abolish  the  custom 
now  prevailing  in  those  courts  which 
perimlts  an  associate  or  special  justice 
of  a  di-strict  court  to  appear  as  counsel 
in   district  courts   before  other  justices. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  more  people 
come  into  contact  with  the  district 
courts  than  any  other  courts  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  obtain  their  views 
of  the  administration  of  justice  from 
their  experience  In  these  courts,  it  is 
of  primary  Importance  that  they  should 
function  etflciently  and  he  so  admin'is- 
tered  as  to  avoid  the  slightest  suspii.ipn 
that  a  litigant  must  employ  a  Justice 
of  the  court  as  his  attorney  to  assure 
the  winning  of  his  case.  As  the  juris- 
diction of  these  courts  has  been  In- 
r'rea.sod,  .so  that  In  civil  case.-  they  now 
have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
.Superior  Court,  it  becomes  increasingly 
important  that  they  be  so  organized 
a.s  to  handle  this  increa.sed  business 
with  efficiency  and  free  from  the  abuse 
described. 

The  Supreme  Judicial  Court  has  re- 
cently adopted  a  rule  prohibiting  dis- 
trict court  Justices  and  clerks  from  ap- 
pearing as  counsel  In  criminal  cases  In 
■■(ny  of  the  couris  of  the  Common- 
wctlth.  This  action  Justifies  the  rcc- 
nnnnendatlon  which  I  made  repeatedly 
during  the  last  session  of  the  l..cgls- 
lalure. 

For   Circuit    District   Courts 

1  now  urge  you  to  carry  the  restric- 
tion a  step  farther  and  prohibit  prac- 
tice by  the  district  court  judges  in  civil 
cases  in  their  own  couris.  I  also  renew 
my  recommendation  that  the  district 
rourta  he  established  on  a  circ\ilt  basis. 
Presiding  Justices  should  be  given  the 
option  of  sitling  full  time  with  ader|uatc 
compensation,  and  appointments  of  pre- 
siding justices  in  the  future  should  be 
made   only    on    that    basi.-i. 

I  further  recommend  'that  the  present 
system  of  remuneration  of  special  jus- 
tices be  abolished,  ;.nd  (hat  special  Jus- 
tices be  paid  on  a  per  hour  basis,  as 
are  auditors  and  masters.  It  the  cir- 
cuit system  is  established  there  will 
progressively  be  less  need  for  so  largo 
a  nuinber  of  special  Justices,  as  the 
presiding  justices  become  more  and 
more  full-time  Judges. 

Pursuant  to  the  suggestion  ot  my  In- 
augural   message    a    recess    commission 
.  was     appointed     by     authority     of     the 
i  Ijeglslalure   to  study   the  district   court 
(system   and   other   matters   relating   to 
the    Judicial    system    of    the    Common- 
wealth.

be  seriously  considered  in  conjunction 
with    these    suggostinns. 

Penal  Institutions 

I  renew  my  rccomnuMidalions  of  la.'it 
year  with  reference  to  the  abandon- 
ment ot  the  State  prison  at  Charles- 
town  and  the  utilization  of  the  site  as 
a  receiving  station,  and  the  adoption  of 
legislation  making  provi.5ion  In  a  sufll- 
cient  amount  tor  suitable  prison  nuar- 
ters  at  .Norfolk  for  persons  convicted 
of  felonies. 

The  profession  of  humanitarian  prin- 
ciples with  reference  to  law  violators 
constitutes  a  mockery  just  so  long  as 
the  State  prl«on  at  Charlestown,  un- 
sanitary, overcrowded,  and  a  relic  of 
barbarism.  Is  utilized  as  a  place  for  the 
Incarceration  of  persons  convicted  of 
law    violations. 

The  records  of  persons  participating 
in  the  recent  Jail  break  at  the  State 
prison  at  Charlestown  constitutes  an 
indictment  of  our  institutional  system 
in  that  the  chief  offenders  in  each  case 
served  terms  at  the  Lyman  School, 
Concord  reformatory  and  ultimately  at 
Stale  prison.  The  mingling  of  casual 
and  Juvenile  offenders  with  habitual 
criminals  makes,  in  Institutions  whore 
Juvenile  offenders  are  now  committed, 
simply  a  training  school  for  superloi 
knowledge  of  how  crimes  are  com- 
mitted. 

.\n  amendment  to  the  existing  law, 
making  provision  for  the  Imprisoninenl 
of  first  offenders  only  at  C'oncord  re- 
formatory, shotild  prove  a  material 
contributing  faclnr  In  the  correction  ol 
existing  abuses,  and  In  the  conduct  in 
our  prison  Institutions  of  what  has 
been  Justly  termed  a  "college  of  crime." 

Treatment  of  State  Wards 

The  necessity  for  a  change  In  the 
placing  out  of  State  wards  and  the  seg- 
regation ot  prisoners,  both  male  and 
female,  also  the  establishment  of  an 
Institution  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  persons  afflicted  with  social  diseases, 
and  radical  changes  in  the  parole  sys- 
tem, represent.  In  my  opinion,  impor- 
tant slop.K  that  should  be  undertaken 
as  speedily  as  possible.  The  present 
system  with  reference  to  these  various 
cla.=srs  of  cases  has  been  subject  to 
hut  slight  change  for  a  long  period  ot 
years,  with  the  result  that  important 
reforms  possible  of  accomplishment 
have   been    retarded, 

The  subject,  however,  Is  of  such 
prime  Importance  and  covers  such  a 
vast  field  that  it  would  appear  advis- 
abl-:  to  appoint  a  committee,  consisting 
not  only  of  members  of  the  legislative 
as.sembly  but  leaders  in  religious  and 
civic  walks  of  life,  to  make  a  compre- 
hensive *tudy,  with  a  report  upon  the 
entire  subject  m.Tlter  with  recomniond- 
atlons  to  he  submitted  to  the  r-eclsla- 
turc  in  mi. 

Revenue  and  Retrenchment 

The  special  oomml*slon,  established 
under  authority  of  Chapter  fill  of  the 
Resolves  of  in;),-)  to  inve.iiigate  and  study 
the  taxation  ot  tangible  and  Intangible 
property  and  related  tna Iters,  laboreil 
conscientiou.sly  and  brought  forth  a  re- 
port a-s  complete  a»  (he  limited  time 
and  llmiled  resource*  ot  the  commission 
permitted. 

The  m'mbem  of  the  commission  them- 
sei-cs  di  not  appear  to  be  In  agree- 
nv  nt   ,i';;h  all  of  the  recommendations  I 


proposed,  however,  and  this  difference 
ot  opinion  is  apparently  reflected  and 
emphasized  In  the  public  mind.  The  one 
and  only  point  U[>on  which  there  Is 
unanimity  of  opinion  Is  that  relict  Is 
needed.  How  best  to  bring  about  that 
relief  Is  controversial  in   the  extreme. 

I  believe  that  much  can  be  said  for 
many  of  the  proposals  of  the  recess 
commission.  On  the  other  hand,  .some 
of  (hem  would  bear  oppressively  upon 
certain  classes  of  our  citizen.",  and  oth- 
ers have  even  given  rise  to  ijuestlon  as 
to   their  constitutionality. 

No  student  ui  g"vei'nment  today  can 
fail  to  be  Impre.ssed  with  the  great  cnm- 
plexity  of  the'  tax  problem  and  the  im- 
possibility ot  properly  approaching  it 
without  simultaneously  considering  the 
volume  of  expenditures.  Exyicnditures, 
however,  did  not  come  within  the  scope 
ot  the  resolve  creating  the  present  com- 
m;s«ion, 

Similar  commissions  have  been  set  up 
year  after  .\"ear  with  corresponding 
limitation.s.  I  believe  that  the  time  has 
come  to  make  a  thorough  study  ot  the 
tax  problem  and  the  expenditure  prob- 
lem of  our  State  and  local  governments, 
and  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  tax  and 
expenditure   programme. 

Commission  on  Taxation 

The  entile  tlmugli:  and  elTort  of  pub- 
lic officials  hits  been  directed  solely  to 
ways  and  means  ot  increasing  revenue, 
wilh  rarely  any  attention  given  to  the 
more  Important  subject,  namely,  the  de- 
velopment of  a  programme  for  the  re- 
duction in  the  cost  ot  government  whlcrh 
has  been  cons'tantly  Increasing  and  to 
which  Insufficient  attention  has  been 
given. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  appoint- 
ment oC  a  commission  of  recognized  au- 
thorities on  taxation,  including  members 
of  tiie  Legislature,  such  commission  to 
be  given  ample  time  for  the  work,  and 
supplied  with  adequate  funds  for  the 
employment  ot  all  needed  expert  assist- 
ance. 

The  problem  of  commanding  reliablf 
revenue  sources  to  meet  the  expendlturi 
retiulremenls  in  maintaining  the  stand 
ard  of  government  established  in  Mas 
sachii'etta  continues  to  demand  our  be» 
thouglit  and  effort  In  securing  the  neces 
-sary  fund.e  without  bearing  too  heavll\ 
upon  the  home  owners  In  our  taxlnj 
programme. 

The  deficiency  bill  annually  cnaotei" 
by  the  General  Court  under  the  title  ol 
"State  Tax"  repre.sent.si  an  assessment 
upim  each  cily  and  town  which  Is  re- 
flected as  a  portion  of  the  local  prop- 
erly tax  bill,  which  with  the  county 
tax  covers  all  charges  other  than  those 
made  fnr  purely  local  needs.  The 
amount  established  by  the  Legi.wlature 
as  a  "State  Tax"  upon  a  city  and  town 
l.s  In  practice  deducted  from  revenues 
collected  by  the  State  for  distribution 
before  the  bahince  is  distributed  for 
municipal  purimse.",  but  the  amount 
assessed  is  found  in  the  determination 
of  the  local  tax  rate  and  thus  Is  made 
to  appear  as  a  direct  tax  for  State  pur- 
poses upon  property  locally  situated. 

Relieving  Cities  and  Towns 

i;ndcr  a  budget  sv.Mem  (he  balancing 
by  an  assessment  of  a  deficiency  seems 
Inconsi.stent,  even  though  prior  to  tho 
adoption  of  the  budget  law  «iich  a 
course  was  unavoidable.  The  State 
budget  should  be  b.ilanced  by  revenue 
definitely  identified  In  an  amount  suffi- 
cient to  brTlance  the  expenditures  pro- 
posed, Present  conditions  prevent  any 
appreciable  addition  to  the  revenue 
flowing  from  certain  established  tax 
.source.*,  hut  those  sources  that  can  con- 
tribute without  injury  should  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  the  additional  rev- 
enue to  balance  the  budget  In  raring 
for  the  essential  expenditures  of  the 
State. 

I  recommend  that  legislation  be 
passed  having  for  Its  objective  the  se- 
curing of  revenue  sufficient  In  amount 
to  ohi'iate  the  necessity  of  laying  any 
"Slate  Tax"  upon  the  clt.-'S  and  towns, 
as  a  means  of  relieving  real  estate  ot 
the  ineunltable  burden  that  It  Is  now 
reriuireil    to    hear.    The    taxnavers   ohil-

This  group  of  taxpayers,  while  In- 
cluding many  who  are  also  the  posses- 
sors of  real  estate.  Is  represented  by  a 
much  larger  proportion  who  do  not 
contribute  at  all  in  the  form  of  direct 
tax  on  property.  This  is  also  true  of 
corporations  and  certain  other  taxpay- 
ers. The  10  per  cent  assessment  levied 
under  existing  hiw  for  l'.)3o  upon  the 
tax  against  individual.'^,  estates  and  cor- 
porations should  be  continued  hy  a  f- 
enartment  for  the  current  year  as  one 
source  of  revenue  which  will  tend  to 
eliminate  the  Stale  tax  and  thus  help 
to  reduce  the  burden  on  the  home 
owner.

Extending  Gasolene  Tax 

In   reroftnitioii   of   the   principle   that  a 
tax  structure  should  in  some  of  its  as- 
pects have  a  broad  base,  a  continuation 
for    a    period    of    live    years    is    recom- 
mended   for    the    imposition    of   an   addi- 
tional tax  on    the  sale  and   use  of  gaso- 
lene.    Massachusetts   with    a   3-cent    tax 
on    each    gallon    of    gasolene    Is    one    of 
the    few    States    with   a   rate    well    below 
the  average  for  the  States  of  the  Tnion. 
which    is  said   to  approximate  5',^,  cents. 
In   establishing   a   comparable    rale    on 
each    gallon    of    gasolene    consumed,    a 
larger   number   of    people   are    permitted 
without    any    deprivation    to    contribute 
to   the   support   of   the   necessary   func- 
tions   of    the    government    in    caring    for 
the   poor   and    unfortunate   in    mind    and 
body.      In    comparing    the    fees    charged 
for    the    operation    of    truci<s    over    the 
highways    of    the    Commonwealth    with 
other   .Slates   of    the   Union,    It    is  appar- 
ent   that    those    employed    in    .Massachu- 
setts   are    not    comparahie    with    the    re- 
nuirement     for    road     construction     that 
win  provide  sufficient  strength   to  carry 
trucks.     With   the  thought  of  Increasing 
revenue   where  sorely   needed   «"''  "'i'"- 
out    hardship,    It    is    recommended    that 
the    fees    tor    the    operation    of    motor 
trucks   in    Massachusetts   be  doubled   so 
that  ihev   will   be  more  nearly   like   the 
rates    charged    by    adjoining    States    for 
such   common  carriers.     Admittedly  the 
trucks  do  much  to  divest  revenue  which 
has   in    the   past   flowed   to   support   the 
railroads  of  the  Stale.

This 
form  of  taxation  lays  a  very  light  hand 
upon  the  shoulders  of  the  taxpayers, 
and  heing  controlled  by  the  extent  to 
which  the  use  of  tobacco  is  employed, 
prevents  any  heavy  burden  from  fall- 
ing at  any  "time  upon  any  individual, 
but  in  the  aggregate  represents  a  very 
substantial  source  of  revenue  for  the 
relief   of   the    home   owner.

clined to  comment  until  he  had  been 
able  to  study  it  at  length.

Hill,  criticized  parts  of  the  Govern- 
or's message  but  paused  to  pi-aise 
the  suggestion  for  a  comprehensive 
study  of  taxation  problems  and  waj's 
to  reduce  taxation.  Hollls  feels  that 
it  lias  not  been  of  benefit  to  have  a 
scries  of  taxation  investigation  com- 
missions which  have  had  facilities 
only  to  sicim  the  surface  of  the  im- 
portant problem. 

Strong  partisan  Republican  con- 
demnation of  the  message  came 
from  such  legislators  as  Senator 
Henry  Parkman,  Jr.,  of  Boston  and 
Representative  Philip  G.  Bowlcer  of 
Brookline. 

Parkman  termed  the  message  dull 
and  said  that  the  Governor  "as  an 
ardent  champion  of  economy,  thrift 
and  capable  administration  of  the 
affairs  of  government  will  be  a 
sight  for  the  Gods." 

Bowkcr  said  the  message  was  one 
01  generalities  and  the  suggestions; 
for  economy  are  not  con.sistent  with 
the  Governor's  practices.  He  said 
the  suggestion  for  a  unicameral 
Legislature  is  a  move  toward  a  dic- 
tatorship, as  one  legislative  branch 
is  easier  for  a  Governor  to  .sway 
than  two.  He  predicted  the  Gov- 
ernor will  have  a  harder  row  to  hoe 
with  the  Legislature  this  year  than 
last. 

James  T.  Morlarty.  Curley  ap- 
pointee state  commissioner  of  labor 
and  industries,  found  In  the  message 
"a  lot  of  good  thought." 

The  convening  of  the  Legislature 
in  the  State  House  yesterday  for  its 
annual  .session  was  marked  with 
quiet  and  orderly  routine.  A  crowd 
of  almost  record-breaking  small  si2»,' 
was  in  attendance. 

New  members  of  the  Legislature 
took  their  seats,  a  few  committee 
changes  were  announced,  and  the 
usual  speeches  of  the  presiding  of- 
ficers were  made.  The  high  point  of 
the.se  was  Speaker  Saltonstall's  at- 
tack on  the  dilatory  tactics  of  the 
last  session  when  many  needless  roli- 
cails  were  held. 

In  the  Senate  there  was  a  brief 
flare-up  when  Senator  Nicholson, 
Republican  floor  leader,  became  an- 
noyed at  the  action  of  Senator  Will- 
lam  S.  Conroy  of  Fall  River,  Demo- 
crat, in  taking  a  leave  of  absence 
from  the  industrial  accident  board, 
to  which  Gov.  Curley  appointed 
him,  in  order  to  discharge  his  sen- 
atorial duties.  Nicholson  offered  a 
plan  to  reduce  the  size  of  the  in- 
dustrial accident  board  saying  if 
they  could  spare  Conroy  they  don't 
need  a.s  many  members. 

The  Governor's  nie,s.sage  was  long; 
taking  an  hour  and  a  half  for  him 
oread. 

In  the  me.ssage  the  Governor  hac 
three  main  themes.  He  suggested  a 
lot  of  new  taxes,  including  a  2-cent 
tax  on  a  package  of  cigarettes  and 
a  40  cents  a  gallon  tax  on  alcohol 
which  approach  suggestions  for  a 
sales  tax.  He  advocated  a  program 
of  greatly  enlarged  state  institutions, 
especially  in  the  departments  of 
mental  diseases  and  correction.  He 
talked  at  length  on  ".social  security" 
—his  campaign  slogan  for  the  sena- 
torshlp. 

In  all,  the  Governor  made  about 
three-score  specific  recommenda- 
tions for  legislation,  but  most  of 
them  were  reiterations  of  his  recom- 
mendations of  a  year  ago. 

He  advocated  the  retirement  of 
judges  at  the  age  of  70  with  full 
pay. 


He  chided  the  Legislature  for  hav- 
ing  been  stingy  in  its  co-operalion 
with  his  "work  and  wages"  program 
of  last  year.  He  pointed  with  pride 
to  the  large  amount  of  free  cash  m 
the  state  treasury.

Governor  Curley  quoted  Arthur  T. 
Lyman,  .State  , commissioner  of  correo- 
Ubn,  as  reporting  to  him  today  that  Mas-

f.£  the  State  hoard  of  parole  toward  too 
release  of   prisoners. 

The  governor  reiterated  his  belief  that 
unless  aome  Inducement  of  reward  was 
held  nut  to  the  pri.soners  for  good  be- 
havior "you  are  going  to  have  constant 
trouble  and  an  explosion." 

Ueferring  to  the  public  hearing,  wh  c)i 
will  be  conducted  before  the  executive 
council  tomorrow  .ifternoon  In  its  Inves- 
tigation of  the  parole  board,  the  gover- 
nor remarked  "CondillonB  certainly  Juh- 
(ify  an  investigation.  As  to  what  action 
may  be  necessnrv,  we  will  have  to  wait 
and  find  out.  ^Vhatever  action  the  coun- 
cil takes,  I  will  have  to  pass  on. ' 

Thtt  governor  said  he  had  received

long  period  of  years  and  is  something  for 
which  I  am  not  re.sp.nslble,"  the  gov- 
ernor declared.  "It  is  the  responsibility 
of  officials  who  have  charge  of  the  .ad- 
ministration of  the  State." 

"During  tho  greater  period  ut  the  time 
overcrowding  has  existed  Air.  Sai;on.'<tall 
has  Hcrved  as  a  member  ot  the  Legisla- 
ture ',r  as  Speaker  of  the  Houkc.  If  they 
had  provided  for  their  duties  and  ohilga- 
tion.s  to  tho  ward.s  of  tho  State  there 
would  be  no  occasion  for  a  major  expen- 
diture ;it  this  time.  .Such  an  expenditure 
is  necessary  if  we  .ire  to  preserve  the 
honor  and  g^od  name  of  the  Common- 
wealth and  discharge  our  obligation,'".

SPEAKER'S  COMMENT 
Speaker  Saltonstall's  comment  fol- 
lows :  ; 
"The  Governor's  address  sovmded , 
well  but  even  a  hurried  analy.sis  of 
his  recommendations  reveals  several  j 
inconsistencies.  In  one  statement  he ; 
accuses    the    Legislature    of    being 
underhanded  in  passing  a  bill  and 
m  another  declares  that  it  i.s  for- 
tunate that  the  Legislature  acted  as 
it  did  on  the  same  bill. 

"On  page  31  and  32  of  his  address, 
the  Governor  said.  'The  duplicity 
practiced  in  1935  through  the  author- 
ization for  the  establi.shment  of  a 
hospital  for  the  criminally  insane  at 
a  cast  of  $1,750,000  without  making 
provision  for  the  money,  savors  of 
a  low  order  of  knavery  without  prec- 
edent in  the  history  of  the  com- 
monwealth.' 

"On  page  41,  referring  to  the  same 
legislation  he  said,  'It  is  rather  for- 
tunate that  the  authorization  wa.s 
made  without  provision  for  the  nec- 
essary funds  to  cover  the  cost  of 
construction,  estimated  at  $1,750,000, 
since  there  is  no  way  in  which  to 
justify  the  placing  of  the  care  of 
mental  defectives  under  the  control 
and  supervision  of  the  department 
of  correction.' 

"Actually  the  bill  he  refers  to 
placed  the  mental  defectives  under 
the  supervision  of  the  department 
of  mental  diseases,  as  he  had  already 
stated  in  another  passage  of  his  ad- 
dre.ss.  Then  he  proceeds  to  recom- 
mend what  has  already  been  done, 
namely,  that  the  hospital  be  placed 
under  the  supervision  of  the  de- 
partment, of  mental  diseases. 

"The  truth  ot  the  matter  is  that 
the  bill  in  question.  Senate  No,  484, 
was  filed  by  the  commissioner  of 
the  department  of  mental  diseases 
and  provided  that  the  ho,spital  was 
to  be  built  only  if  federal  funds  be- 
came available. 

AMOUNT  NOT  STATED 

"The  Governor  makes  several 
recommendations  for  the  construc- 
tion of  public  buildings  but  omits 
to  state  how  the  money  is  to  be 
raised.  Of  course  all  of  us  who  have 
studied  the  conditions  the  Governor  , 
speaks  about  want  these  new  build- 
ings. But  let's  be  practical  and 
make  ha.ste  .slowly.  If  these  build-  [ 
Ings  are  so  needed,  why  was  his  ! 
excellency  so  adverse  to  having  them 
included  In  the  bill  passed  by  the 
Legislature  last  year  to  build  new 
sidewalks  and  dredge  harbors.

Summe/l  up,  Gov.  Curley's  message  to 
the  Legislature  was  W^ce  to  take  les.s 
out  of  the  taxpayer's  right  pocket  and 
more  from  hi.s  left  yocket— the  net  result 
being  a  further  rooking  for  the  taxpayer. 
Millions,  millions,  millions  for  build- 
ings, buildings,  buildings  were  the  theme 
song  of  the  annual  message.

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Curley  Proposes  I 

New  Tax  Sources 


Seven  new  methods  of  derivinii 
tax  revenue  for  the  slate  wen- 
conspicuous  among  the  recom- 
mendations of  Governor  James 
M.  Curley  in  his  annual  message 
to  the  Great  and  General  court, 
delivered   yesterday.

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Goodwin  Assails  Watt 
For  Haverhill  Protest 

SAYS  MOST  OF 


A.  F.  L  UNIONS 
RUN  BY  FAKERS 


States    Shoe    Workers 

Will    Pick    Own 

Organization. 


BOSTON,  Jan.  3.— (UP) 
Most  of  the  affiliates  of  the 
American  Federation  of  La- 
bor "arc  controlled  by  labor 
fakers  'nho  play  •with  the 
bosses  and  sell  out  the  work- 
ers," Frank  A.  Goodwin, 
State  registrar  of  motor  ve- 
hicles, charged  in  a  statement 
to-day, 

Goodwin's  attack  on  the 
A.  F.  of  L.  in  general  and 
on  Robert  J.  Watt,  secretary 
of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Federation  of  Labor  in  par- 
ticular, was  made  in  reply  to 
criticism  leveled  at  him  by 
Watt  Thursday. 


Assailing:  Goodwin's  activities  as 
adviser  to  a  Brockton  slioe  labor 
union,  Watt  had  said  that  responsi- 
bility for  any  labor  trouble  in 
Haverhill,  where  attempts  have 
been  made  to  launch  a  strike  among 
5000  shoe  workers,  would  rest  with 
the  registrar. 


"I  don't  blame  'Bobby'  Watt  for 
fighting  to  get  tlie  shoe  workers 
of  Haverhill  into  his  union," 
Goodwin  said.  "There  are  about 
6000  workers  in  Haverhill  and  the 
manufacturers  are  forcing  them 
to  join  a  union  they  do  not  want 
and  pay  25  cents  per  week  of  $13 
per  year,  an  aggregate  of  $78,000 
per  .-'ea'.  That  is  pretty  good 
pickings  for  'Bobby'  and  his  fed- 
eration. 


"I  agree  with  Fr.  Coughlin  when 
he  said  that  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor  is  a  racket  as  it  is  now 
run.  Most  of  its  affiliates  are  con  • 
trolled  by  labor  fakers  who  play  with 
the  bo.sses  and  sell  out  the  workers. 

The  greatest  thing  that  can  happen 
for  labor  would  be  for  John  Lewis  to 
clean  up  the  dirty  mess. 

"Unions   are     suppo.sed     to   be 
voluntary    as.sociations    of    work- 
ers  organized   to   bargain   collec- 
tively  with  their   employers.     In 
Haverhill    right   now    the    manu- 
facturers have   made   a   contract 
with   officers   of   'Bobby's'   union 
before  the  union  had  any  mem- 
■    bers  and  then  workers  were  told      , 
that,   if     they     wanted  to   work,     j 
thev   would   have    to     join     this     ' 
uniofi  but  they  did  not  want. 
"Mr.   "Watt  and   his  gang    are    not 
going  to  get  away  with  it  because  the 
Haverhill  workers  without  help,  legal, 
moral  and  financial  aid  are  going  to 
pick   their  own   union;    handle   their 
own  affairs     and    spend    their    own 
moncv. 

•This  great  defender  of  the  work- 
ingman  and  expounder  of  union  prin- 
ciples Mr.  Watt,  is  now  getting  $6000 
a  year  working  for  the  State  and  is 
still  active  as  secretary  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts branch  of  the  federation 
with  another  big  salai'y. 

"In  these  days,  wltli  so  many  work- 
ers on  welfare  or  working  for  stav- 
ivation  wage-s  or  not  working  at  all. 
'Bobby'  should  have  enough  decency 
[to  quit  one  job  or  the  other, 

"It  l-s  against  union  principles  to 
hold  two  jobs  and  gather  in  two 
salaries. 

Proud  of  Conditions  Here. 

"So  far  as  conditions  in  Brock- 
ton are  concerned  I  am  proud  of 
them,  and  what  is  more  impor- 
tant, so  are  the  14,000  members  of 
our  union.  We  have  no  'labor 
chi.seler.s  in  Brockton,' " 

liaRt  week  Gov.  Curley  i.sstied  an 
ultimatum,  warning  Goodwin  he 
would  cither  have  to  quit  as  adviser 
to  the  Brockton  shoe  group  or  retire 
from  hi.s  $6000  a  year  State  job  as 
registrar. 

In  a  characteristic  reply,  the  fiery 
Goodwin  refused  to  do  cither.  Early 
this  week  Goodwm  was  summoned  to

plLshments  in  the  interests  of  labor

■  labor  centres  throughout  the  State.

BOSTON,  Jan.  3  (>P)— Charles  L. 
Cabot,  secretary  of  the  Boston  Bar 
association,  described  Gov.

He  refers  to  ■•l;,r<ly'',.,«t.lion  by  ibe  federal 
Tovennneiit  and  to  llie  "liniilcd  amounf  whieh  the 
Legisl.ilnre  appi  opriale.l  for  expan.sion  of  i)iiblie  wortcs 
for   the    piiriiose   of   providing  employment. 

He    is    fully    justified    in   liis    remarks    reiiurdniy 
the    "intricate   and    ponderous    character"    of      federal 
agencies.    Indeed   the   federal  work-relief   effort,    trom 
the  beginning  in  1933,  has  been  so  bound  up  m  red  tape 
and  so  muddled  by  controversies  and  di.sappointmeiits 
concerning  the  amounts  of  money  apportioned  to  the 
various  states,  that  the  Governor  had  good  .reason  ^o^ 
advocate  "an  independent  course  for  the  absorpiion  6i  j 
the  unemployed"  in  Massachusetts. 

But   a   big-spending  policy    for    state    employment 
of  the  jobless   would   have  been   sound   only     if     ac- 
companied by  vigorous  retrenchment  in  other  matters. 
Here   is   wtiere  the   Governor   erred.     In     urging     his 
"work  and  wages"  program   lie   failed     to     give     due 
consideration  to  the  taxpayer.  By  the  48-hour  law  for 
employes  of  state   institutions,  and   by   other   extrava- 
gant  measures,  the  burden  on  the  taxpayer  'was     in- 
creased—and the  money  for  pulilic  employment  of  the, 
jobless  must   in  the  end   come   from     the     taxpayers, 
from  the  people  who  can  pay  taxes  because  they  are 
making  profits  or  earning  wages   in  private   industry. 
The  jobless  cannot  be  genuinely  helped,  in  the  long  run, 
by  imposing  excessive    burdens     on     the     lum-jobles. 
There   cannot  be  helpful   state  spending    in   one   direc- 
tion, unless  tliere   is  careful    stale   'saving     in     "I'ler 
directions. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  Governor's  reconimeiida- 
tion  for  appointment  of  a  commission  to  study  taxa- 
tion, and  Willi  bis  reference  to  Hie  need  of  a  "program 
lor  the  reduction  in  the  cost  of  government,"  and  with 
Ids  proposals  for  "relieving  real  estate  of  the  inequi-- 
t;ible  burden  that  it  is  now  required  lo  bear."  1  bis  is 
excellent,  but  it  is  largely  a  gesture  and  will  be 
lar.uely  a  gesture— until  Hie  stale  proceeds  actually  to 
reduce  tlic  cost  of   its  goveriimem.

#        The  Governor  Flops 

Governor  Curley's  flop  in  position  on 
■Registrar  Goodwin's  activitilics  as  adviser  of 
the  Brockton  Brolhcrliood  and  as  an  or- 
ganizer for  that  outfit  in  Haverhill  was  one 
of  the  oddest  of  political  acrobatics. 

When  Goodwin  butted  into  the  Haverhill 
(situation,  certain  Haverhill  persons  protested 
to  the  governor  and  demanded  Goodwin's  re- 
moval on  tlie  ground  that  he,  a  well-paid 
state  oflicial,  Avas  causing  trouble  in  one  of 
the  communities  that  was  paying  his  salary 
and,_  therefore,  was  guilty  of 'conduct  unbe- 
coming a  servant  of  the  people. 

Previously  Goodwin's  interference  in  the 
Haverhill  situation  had  been  intcrpreled  as 
partly  political  in  character,  and  of  import- 
ance pohtically  to  both  Goodwin  and  Curley. 
Goodwin,  as  adviser  of  the  lirotherliood,  is 
strong  politically  in  l?rockton  and  his 
s^trenglh  there  is  useful  to  both  himself  and 
Curley.  If  he  could  develop  comparable 
strength  in  Haverhill  through  the  organiza- 
tion of  a  Haverhill  Brotherhood,  political 
strength  for  him  and  Curley  among  shoe 
■workers  obviously  would  be  increased. 

The  interest  of  the  Brotherhood  itself  in 
Haverhill,  of  course,  was  readily  explained. 
If  the  Boot  and  Shoe  Workers  union  organ- 
ized the  workers  of  Haverhill,  the  Brother- 
hood would  be  doomed  because  Brockton 
would  be  the  next  objective  of  the  Boot  and 
Shoe.  Trying  to  get  into  Haverhill,  therefore, 
for  the  Brotherhood  was  an  act  of  self-de- 
fense. 

Curley's  first  reaction  to  the  demand  for 
Goodwm's  removal,  in  the  light  of  the  pol- 
itical interpretation  of  Goodwin's  Haverhill 
performance,  was  surprising.  'Hie  governor 
called  Goodwin  before  him  and  "told  him 
that  he  would  have  to  make  this  choice  and 
either  get  out  as  registrar  or  discontinue  his 
other  activities". 

This  reaction  suggested  that  the  gov- 
ernor was  keeping  in  mind  the  fact  that  the 
Boot  and  Shoe  is  a  part  of  the  American 
federation  of  Labor  and  that  members  of 
Federation  unions  are  much  more  numerous 
in  Massachusetts,  and  consequently  have 
more  votes,  than  the  members  of  the  Broth- 
erhood or  of  other  independent  unions  of 
shoe  workers.  The  governor,  preparing  to 
campaign  for  the  United  States  Senate,  ap- 
parently did  not  ciioose  to  arouse  the  hos- 
tility of  Federation  unionists.  On  the  con- 
trary, apparently  he  preferred  to  compel 
Goodwin  to  resign  even  at  the  risk  of  losing 
the  political  support  that  Goodwin  can  com- 
mand. 

When  the  showdown  finally  came,  how- 
ever, the  governor  did  a  complete  flop 
Goodwin  refused  to  resign  and  refused  to 
i^ive  up  his  union  work.  In  brief,  he  defied 
the  governor.     And  the  governor  tonlf  it 


took  it  with  a  flop  so  vigorous  thai  he  looked 
as  though  his  acrobatic  act  was  done  at  the 
crack  of  Goodwin's  whip. 

It  was  a  flop  that  wrenched  him  right  out 
of  Avhalever  garb  of  personal  and  political 
dignity  he  possessed.     If  the  governor  had 
said  that,  after  thinking  the  matter  oyer,  he 
had  concluded  that   Goodwins   outside  ac- 
tivities were   not   of   sufTicient    importance 
to  iustifv   his    removal   from    public  oflice 
■and  had  contended  that  Goodwin's  value  as 
registrar  was  so  great  that  the  state  could 
not  afford  to  be  deprived  of  his  services,  we 
might  have  thought  that  the  governor  was 
merely  doing  what  he  has  often  had  to  do- 
correct  a  statement  that,  on  second  thougtit, 
seemed  ill-considered.  But  the  governor  did 
more  than  laud  Goodwin's  service  as  regis- 
trar and  more  than  discount  the  ethics  in  his 
performance  of  public  and  private  work. 

He  delivered  an  eloquent  eulogy  of  Good- 
win as  a  labor  leader.  Indeed,  he  depicted 
Goo<'«in  as  a  savior  of  shoe  workers,  and 
virtually  said  that  if  other  shoe  manufactur- 
ing centers  would  let  Goodwin  do  to  them 
what  he  has  done  to  Brockton  a  series  of  in- 
dustrial heavens  would  be  established  in 
Massachusetts.  He  gave  his  blessing  to 
Goodwin's  performance  in  Haverhill  in 
terms  so  strong  that  from  now  on  we  mijbt 
look  upon  the  governor  himself  as  a  sort  of 
assistant  organizer  for  the  Brotherhood. 

'llie  governor  made,  in  fact,  the  sort  of 
statement  in  behalf  of  Goodwin  that  one 
makes  under  compulsion.  He  said  so  much 
more  than  was  necessary  and  flopped  about 
so  violently  that  we  must  conclude  he  was 
putting  on  a  command  performance.  As  a 
conse(]uence,  he  makes  today  a  miserable  ap- 
pearance and  tioodwin  looks  like  his  boss. 

For  once  history  failed  to  repeat  itself. 
Alvan  T.  Fuller  fired  Goodwin  when  Good- 
ivin's  non-otlicial  activities  became  repug- 
nant. Joseph  B.  Ely  demoted  him  under 
comparable  circumstances.  Presented  with 
a  similar  situation,  however,  James  M.  Cur- 
ley flopped.  The  reason,  if  political,  is  mys- 
terious; and  if  personal  must  be  found  in  the 
governor's  lack  of  the  stamina  that  enabled 
his  predecessors  to  stand  firmly  against  the 
defiant  demagogery  of  Goodwin.

BOSTON  W With  the  Massachusetts  House  and   Senate  recessed  until 

Monday   legislators  busied  themselves  today  with  petitions  of  their  constituents 
and  the 'public  hearings  of  the  executive  council  on  parole  matters. 


The  repartee  between  Gov.  James  M. 
Curley  (D)  and  Leverett  Saltonstall, 
RepubHcan  speaker  of  the  House, 
wlilch  began  after  the  chief  executive 
delivered  his  opening  message  to  the 
Legislature  Wednesday,  simmered 
down. 

The  most  recent  retorts  were  m  the  , 
form  of  a  challenge  by  the  Governor  | 
to  advance  some  constructive  ideas  for  | 
the  conduct  of  state  government,  and  ] 
the   counter   suggestion  of   Saltonstall 
that  "less  dictation  to  and  less  political 
Interference  with     state     departments 
will  produce  more     efficient     govern- 
ment." 

The  executive  council's  hearing  on 
parole  conditions  in  the  state  was  due 
apparently  to  get  away  to  a  flying 
start.  Governor  Curley  announced  he 
would  preside,  and  would  take  with 
him  to  today's  opening  hearing  sheafs 
of  letters  received  from  prisoners  and 
their  attorneys,  who  claim  the  parole 
board  has  been  too  hard  on  them  and 
their  clients. 

The  number  of  petitions  filed  to  date 
this  session  was  about  350,  approxi- 
mately 100  fewer  than  the  number 
'.led  by  this  time  last  year. 

The  proposals  for  legislation  ranged 
from  simple  schemes  to  license  baga- 
i^elle  machines  to  complicated  legisla- 
tion to  further  regulation  of  the 
telephone  company. 

Insurance  Commissioner  Francis  De- 
Celles  was  having  his  troubles  with 
persons  who  have  been  refused  com- 
pulsory automobile  Insurance  for 
various  reasons. 

More  than  100  have  appealed  to  him 
within  the  past  few  days,  his  office  re- 
ported. 

One  of  those  who  asked  the  com- 
missioner's aid,  his  office  said,  was  a 
physician,  who  said  he  had  figured  In 
several  trivial  accidents  in  which  no 
personal  Injuries  were  Involved.  He 
said  he  was  treating  five  patients  for 
pneumonia  and  two  expectant  mothers 
needed  his  treatment.  Commissioner 
DeCelles  Intervened,  his  office  said, 
and  the  physician  received  insurance. 
Several  who  appealed  to  the  com- 
missioner claimed  they  would  be  un- 
employed without  the  use  of  their  cars. 
And  Chief  Clerk  Charles  R.  Gilley 
of  the  registry  of  motor  vehicles,  an- 
nounced approximately  180,000  regis- 
tration plates  had  been  Issued,  about 
22,000  more  than  at  this  time  last 
year. 


House  passed  a  bill  to  legalize  lotteries 
last  year,  but  the  scheme  died  In  the 
Senate  after  Cardinal  O'Connell  at- 
tacked it. 

The  Massachusetts  Federation  of 
Taxpayers  Associatioas  through  Pres- 
ident R.  W.  Bird  attacked  Governor 
Curley's  annual  message  to  the  Legis- 
lature asserting  that  It  said  in  sub 
stance  that  he  favored  reduction  in 
government  cost  only  after  he  was 
out  of  office.  Bird  demanded  cur- 
tailment of  ex|:)enclltures,  said  the 
new  tax  levies  would  not  meet  the 
Governor's  building  program  or  elim- 
inate the  state  tax  and  attacked  the 
proposed  $1,000,000  addltion,.to  the 
state  house. 

Giving  its  opinion  that  the  general 
court's  power  to  authorize  the  making 
of  contracts  by  public  agencies  "is  un- 
doubted," the  Supreme  Judicial  court 
yesterday  told  the  Legislature  that  the 
General  court  is  competent  under  the 
Constitution  to  authorize  the  Boston 
Metropolitan  district  to  buy  the  Bos- 
ton Elevated  railway.  The  court  holds 
that  the  legislation  would  be  constitu- 
tional If  the  sale  of  El  property  is 
authorized  by  the  holders  of  not  less 
than  63  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock.

Would  Ask  Certificates 
For  Food  Handlers 

(Special  to  The  Gazette) 

STATE  HOUSE— Every  person  In 
Massachusetts  engaged  in  the  hand- 
ling of  food  for  public  consumption 
would  be  required  to  produce  certifi- 
cates from  registered  physicians  twice 
a  year  that  he  is  free  from  disease, 
under  the  provisions  of  a  bill  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  the  Senate  by  Sen- 
ator Francis  E.  McKeown  of  Spring- 
field. 

The  bill  would  apply  to  those  en- 
gaged wholly  or  In  pait  in  the  busi- 
ness of  producing,  manufacturing, 
processing,  storing  or  offering  or  ex- 
posing for  sale  if  the  duties  Involve 
the  direct  handling  of  food.

Education  In  Economics  ^ 

Gov  Cmigy  stands  by  his  plea  foi 
.he  introduction  of  economic  edu- 
iction  m  our  public  school  sy.itsm. 
Its  a  good  idea.  In  the  old  New 
England  homes  youngsters  growing 
up  were  taught  the  essentials  of 
sound  economics.  They  were  that 
men  must  be  kept  at  work,  and  that 
the  individual  should  spend  a  lit- 
tle less  than  he  earns  and  set  the 
rest  at  work  in  investment  for  the 
common  good.  It  was  very  simple. 
It  brought  us  along  a  gooJ  ways 
and  was  utterly  different  than  the 
kind  of  economics  that  were  Lauffht 
m  other  parts  of  the  country.  From 
the  beginning  Massachusetts  and 
Virginia  for  example  were  brought 
up  on  different  schools  of  economic--. 
That  difference  still  exists  in  a  de- 
gree. Anyway  there  is  much  sound- 
ness in  Gov.  Curley's  recom.Tienda- 
tion  as  follows: 

"In  the  inaugural  address.  I  dwell 
at  length  on  the  need  for  the  devel- 
opment of  economic  education  to 
the  end  that  our  people  mav  be  bet- 
ter equipped  to  understand  the 
workings  of  our  machine  civiliza- 
tion, and  to  make  such  changes  in 
the  orderini;  of  our  econon-ic  life 
as  will  assure  more  liberty,  mo.-e 
security  and  more  shared  prasper- 
ity  for  all.  Fundamentailv,  the  ills 
that  we  have  sufTeied  for  s'-'veral 
years  past  trace  back  to  our  in- 
ability to  run  our  very  complicated 
business  machine.  There  is  no  guar- 
antee that  the  prosperity  will  be  en- 
during unless  the  electorate,  econ- 
omically enlightened,  brings  econ- 
omic intelligence  constantly  to  the 
polls.  An  electorate  that  is  econ- 
omically bewildered  will  be  easily 
led  astray,  in  campaigning  days,  by 
the  specious  reasoning  of  those  who 
cppxse  all  change,  because  they 
profit  by  thincs  as  they  are;  and 
no  less  by  the  impractical  proposals 
of  those  who  .seem  to  belie\-e  that 
we  can  attain  Utopia  overnight.  An 
electorate  well-grounded  in  ihe 
principle  of  economic  democracy 
and  committed  to  its  objectives  will 
not  be  easily  deceived.  The  need 
for  economic  education,  I  submit,  is 
imperative. 

"I  renew,  accordingly,  m/  recom- 
mendation of  last  year,  ih.it  steps 
be  taken  to  promote  economic  edu- 
cation, not  only  in  the  secondary 
.".chools,  but  among  the  adult  pop- 
ulation.

/The  Ruling  on  Special  Justices. 

The  supreme  court's  ruling  that 
special  justices  of  district  courts  in 
Massachusetts  shall  not  practice  in 
the  criminal  side  of  their  own  courts, 
has  raised  a  question  as  to  the  atti- 
tude which  will  be  taken  by  present 
appointees  in  Southern  Berkshire 
and  by  those  who  are  "in  line  for 
appointments  to  fill  vacancies. 

The  situation  is  further  compli- 
cated by  the  statement  of  Governor 
Curley  in  his  message  to  the  leglSTa- 
turryesterday  that  there  "will  pro- 
gressively be  less  need  for  so  large  a 
number  of  special  justices,  as  the 
presiding  justices  become  more  and 
more  full-time  judges." 

In  the  district  court  of  Southern 
Berkshire  at  Great  Barrington  there 
is  but  one  special  justice.  Attorney 
Frank  J  Brothers,  who  was  appoint- 
ed to  succeed  the  late  H.  C.  Joyner. 
There  is  a  vacancy  in  the  other  spec- 
ial justice  position  through  the  death 
of  Orlando  C.  Bidwell.  Attorney 
Thomas  F.  Conneally  has  been  prom- 
inently mentioned  as  a  possible  ap- 
pointee of  the  governor  to  this  po- 
sition, and  a  news  report  last  week 
intimated  that  his  appointment  was 
assured.  Attorney  Conneally  told 
the  Courier  that  he  had  no  know- 
ledge that  such  an  appointment  was 
to  be  made. 

In  Lee  there  are  two  special  jus- 
tices, Attorney  Albert  Clark  and 
George  A.  Mole,  the  former  of  Lee 
and  the  latter  of  Lenox.  Both  have 
been  presiding  over  the  court  re- 
cently during  the  illness  of  Judge 
Bart   Bossidy. 

Compensation  of  the  special  jus- 
tices under  the  present  law  is  based 
upon  the  salary  of  the  judges  of  the 
court,  and  in  both  Lee  and  Great 
Barrington  courts  the  special  jus- 
tices are  paid  approximately  six  dol- 
lars per  day,  regardless  of  the 
length  of  the  daily  session.  Each 
justice  is  entitled  to  a  month's  va- 
cation each  year  and  during  that 
time  the  associate  justices  are  call- 
ed upon  when  there  are  cases  de- 
manding attention.  In  neither  of 
the  courts  is  it  the  practice  to  have 
special  justices  on  the  bench  except 
when  the  presiding  justice  is  ill  or  on 
vacation. 

Governor  Curley  now  proposes 
that  circuit  courts  be  established 
calling  for  the  full-time  work  of  the 
presiding  justices  and  that  specla 
justices  be  prohibited  from  practic 
ing  in  either  criminal  or  civil  casei 
in  their  own  courts. 

In  both  Lee  and  Great  Barmgtoi 
courts  the  annual  reports  show  tha 
t  Is  seldom,  if  ever,  that  the  toto 
sum  paid  to  both  special  justice 
amounts  to  $150  per  year.

Isotliing  naving 
since  been,  done  in  Uial  direcuon,  Jiis  bxceiiency  w  ednes- 
day  nol  oniy  declared  in  favor  of  the  biennial  sessions  and 
reduced  membership  again,  on  the  ground  that  the  result 
of  these  changes  would  ije  economy  and  saving  to  hard- 
pressed  taxi)aycrs,  but  went  farther  and  expressed  the 
conviction  that  still  more  economies  might  be  achieved  by 
the  adoj'tion  of  the  unicameral — or  one-chamber — legisla- 
ture similar  to  that  now  in  use  in  Nebraska. 

Explaining  that  the  original  idea  was  that  the  Senate, 
or  so-called  upper  hou.se,  was  supposed  to  act  as  an  aris- 
tocratic check  on  the  more  democratic  lower  house,  the 
(iovernor  voiced  the  opinion  that  there  is  not  now  any 
need  of  two  chambers,  because  the  passage  of  time  has 
made  both,  of  them  truly  democratic  bodies.  The  situation 
is  entirely  ditferent  in  Washington,  he  contended,  because 
there  the  Senate  is  made  up  of  representatives  of  govern- 
mental units  and  the  House  of  Representatives  consists  of 
members  chosen  by  groups  of  e<iual  size.  In  Massachu- 
setts, Governor  Curley  pointed  out,  the  members  of  both 
legislative  branches  duplicate  constituencies,  because  they' 
are  representatives  of  population  groups  of  equal  sfize. 

His  Excellency  believes  that  a  one-chamber  legislature 
would  eliminate  much  of    the    un.'«atisfactory  legislation 
resulting  from  compromises  growing  out  of    the    adjust- 
ment of  differences  of  opinion  between  the  two  branches 
under  the  present  system.   In  addition  to  making  possible 
the  conduct  of  government  business  efficiently    and    eco- 
nomically, the  chief  executive  is  of  the  opinion    that   the' 
new  plan  would  place  responsibility  to    a    greater  extent, 
than  now,  because  all  votes  would  be  taken  in  the  open  J 
and  there  would  be  full  publicity    for    all    tran.sactions. ' 
Accordingly,  he  advocated  in  his  address  the  adoption  of  & 
constitutional  amendment  covering  the  creation  of  the  one-| 
body     legislature,     reduced     membership     and     biennial 
se.ssions. 

The  idea  i.<i  decidedly  interesting  and  sounds  so  prac- 
ticable that  it  is  likely  to  be  as  popular  with  the  general 
public  as  it  will  be  unpopular  with  the  members  of  the 
legislature.  However,  it  is  such  an  ambitious  plan  that 
only  an  extreme  optimi.st  would  expect  it.s  earlv  and  full 
accomplishment,  in  the  face  of  the  stubborn  opposition  it 
would  be  mo.st  certain  to  get  from  the  great  maioritv  of  the 
]egi.slator.s.  The  best  sort  of  campaign  seemingly  would  be 
to  accomplish  one  pha.se  of  the  plan  at  a  time,  and  the 
biennial  se.ssion.s  .should  be  the  fir.st  objective.  Enough 
preliminary  work  has  been  done  and  .sufficient  progre.ss  ha.

A  two-cent  tax  on  cigarettes,  abo-

to  the  state  legislature  Wednesday 
noon. 

The  message,  about  average  in 
length,  was  delivered  shortly  after 
noon  yesterday  to  both  branches.  It 
began  with  an  explanation  of  the 
failure  of  the  "work  and  wages" 
promise  of  the  first  annual  message 
and  the  campaign  of  1934  and 
concluded  with  a  hope  that  the 
"fruit  of  our  efforts  reflect  not  only 
the  wisdo;ii  but  service  of  an  enob- 
ling  order  for  the  people  of  the  en- 
tire commonwealth." 

To  the  legislature,  the  governor 
attributes  the  failure  of  his  work 
and  wages  pledge.  He  told  both 
branches  that  they  had  provided' 
funds  "not  only  griidgingly  bv\t  in 
such  limited  amount  as  to  make  im- 
possible the  complete  fumilment  o 
the  pledge  of  "work  and  wages." 

Approving  the  Federal  social  se- 
curity program,  stating  its  applica- 
tion In  Massachusetts  and  comment- 
ing on  the  labor  legislation  passed  at 
'  Governor     Curley 


A  considerable  portion  of  the  mes- ; 
sage  was  devoted  to  a  discussion  of  ■ 
the  administration  of  the  department 
of  mental  diseases,  the  lack  of  ac- 
commodations in  state  institutions 
and  the  need  for  further  construc- 
tion. There  are  3200  applications 
for  admission  to  the  three  state 
schools  for  feeble-minded  and  over- 
crowding of  thirty  per  cent. 

Recommending  that  there  be  an 
annual  registration  of  physicians  as 
there  is  for  bari)ers,  hairdressers, 
etc.,  the  governor  estimates  that 
there  are  1000  persons  practicing 
medicine  and  surgery  in  Massachu- 
setts who  are  not  qualified. 

For  an  addition  to  the  State 
House  building  to  house  departments 
for  which  the  state  is  spending  $80.- 
000  annually  in  rent,  the  governor 
advocates  the  expenditure  of  a  mil- 
lion dollars.  He  reports  two  and  one- 
half  million  dollars  in  free  cash  in 
the  treasury  and  of  $371,000  in  the 
highway  fund. 

The  governor  commented  upon  the 
report  of  the  special  commission  in- 
vestigating the  judicial  system  of 
the  state  and  urged  the  passage  of 
laws  which  would  prohibit  the  pi-ac- 
tice  of  special  justices  in  both  the 
criminal  and  civil  sides  of  their  own 
courts.  He  renews  his  recommen- 
dation of  last  year  that  a  circuit 
court  system  be  established  with 
presiding  justices  of  these  district 
courts  sitting  full  time  and  with  ad- 
equate compensation. 

The  message  advocates  the  em- 
ployment of  special  justices  on  an 
hourly  basis  with  the  added  sugges- 
tion that  "if  the  circuit  system  is  es- 
tablished there  will  be  progressively 
less  need  for  so  large  a  number  of 
special  justices."

He    Asserts    Affiliates 

Are  Controlled  By 

Labor  Fakers. 


BOSTON,  Jan.  3  (U.E)— Most  o) 
the  affiliates  of  the  American  Fed- 
eiation  of  Labor  "are  controlled  by 
labor  fakers  who  play  with  the 
bosses  and  sell  out  the  workers," 
Frank  A.  Goodwin,  state  regiatrai 
of  motor  vehicles,  charged  In  a 
statement  today. 

Goodwin's  attack  on  the  A.  F 
of  L.  in  general  and  on  Robert  Watt 
secretary  of  the  Massachusett! 
State  Federation  of  Labor  in  par- 
ticular, was  made  in  reply  to  criti- 
cism levelled  at  him  by  Watt  yes- 
terday. 

Assailing  Goodwin's  activities  as 
adviser  to  a  Brockton  shoe  labor 
union.  Watt  had  said  that  respon- 
sibility for  any  labor  trouble  in 
Haverhill,  where  attempts  have  been 
made  to  laimch  a  strike  among  5000 
shoe  workers,  would  rest  with  the 
registrar. 

"I  don't  blame  Bobby  Watt  for 
fighting  to  get  the  shoe  workers  of 
Haverhill  into  his  union."  Goodwin 
laid.  "There  are  about  6000  work- 
's In  Haverhill  and  the  minufac- 
turers  are  forcing  them  to  join  a 
union.  They  do  not  want  to  pay  25 
cents  per  week  or  $13  per  year,  an 
aggregate  of  $78,000  per  year. 

"That  is  pretty  good  pickings  tor 
Bobby  and  his  federation. 

"I  agree  with  Rev.  Fr.  Coughlln 
when  he  said  that  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  is  a  racket  as 
it  is  now  run.  Most  of  its  affiliates 
are  controlled  by  labor  fakers  who 
play  with  the  bosses  and  sell  out  the 
workers.  The  greatest  thing  that 
can  happen  for  labor  would  be  for 
John  Lewis  to  clean  up  the  dirty 
mess. 

"Unions  are  supposed  to  be  vol- 
untary a.saociatioiis  of  workers  or- 
ganized to  bargain  collectively  with 
their  employers.  In  Haverhill  right 
now  the  manufacturers  made 
a  contract  with  officers  of  Bobby's 
union  before  the  union  had  any 
members  and  then  workers  were 
told  that  if  they  wanted  to  work 
they  would  have  to  join  this  union 
but  thev  did  not  want. 

"Mr.  Watt  and  his  gang  are  not 
going  to  get  away  with  it  because 
the  Haverhill  workers  without  help, 
legal  moral  and  financial  aid  are 
going  to  pick  their  own  union;  han 
die  their  own  affairs  and  spend  theli 
own  money. 

"This  great  defender  of  the  v;orJc- 
ine'man  and  expounder  of  union 
principles,  Mr.  Watt,  Is  now  getting

$6000  a  year  working  for  the  state 
and  Is  still  active  as  secretary  ot 
the  Massachusetts  branch  of  the 
I  federation  with  another  big  salary. 

"In  these  days  with  so  many 
workers  on  welfare  or  working  for 
starvation  wages  or  not  working  at 
all,  Bobby  ought  to  have  enough 
decency  to  quit  one  job  or  the  other. 

"It  IS  again.st  union  principles  to 
ho  d  two  jobs  and  gather  In  two 
salaries. 

"So  far  as  conditions  In  Brockton 
are  concerned  I  am  proud  of  them, 
and  what  is  more  important,  so 
^''n,,,  1*000  members  of  our  union. 
\\e  have  no  labor  chisellera  in 
Brockton." 

Last  week  Governor  Curley  issued 
an  ulUmatum,  wamilgi  Wuuawin  he 
would  either  have  to  quit  as  adviser 
to  the  Brockton  shoe  group  or  re- 
tire from  his  $6000-a-year  state  job 
as  registrar. 

In  a  characteristic  reply,  the  fiery 
Goodwm  refused  to  do  either. 

Eariy  this  week  Goodwin  was 
summoned  to  the  State  House,  pre- 
si-mably  to  be  put  "on  the  carpet," 
but  when  his  conference  with  Cur- 
cy  was  over,  the  governor  issued  a 
long,  laudatory  statement  in  which 
he  said  It  would  be  unthinkable  to 
oust  Goodvrin  from  either  post.  The 
governor  emphasized  Goodwin's  ex-

Survey  Show*  Trend  of  Horse  Racing 

With  the  announcement  by  Gov.  Ciirley  that  an  increase 
in  the  "take"  by  the  state  is  one  of'  fTle  plans  to  increase  rev-  j 
snue  to  relieve  the  real  estate  lax  buraen,  many  of  tlie  horse 
players  started  a  wide  open  discussion  on  the  effect  it  wiU  ^ 
lave  on  racing  here. 

Already  10  percent  of  the  tote  in  each  race  is  sliced 
from  the  player,  three  and  one-half  percent  going  to  the  state 
and  the  remainder  to  the  promoters.  But  in  addition  to  this 
the  stale  also  shares  in  the  breakage. 

To  increase  the  amount  uill  leave  the  player  practically 
notliing. 

Increases  in  the  "lake"  will  do  more  to  stop  racing  m 
this  state  than  the  Puritan  Wgue.  If  the  players  are  going 
to  lose  all  the  time,  just  where  are  they  going  to  get  more 
money  to  lose? 

However,  it  is  interesting  to  note  in  16  states  where 
pari-mutuel  machines  are  used,  the  states  received  more 
than  $7,000,000.  Little  Rhode  Island  received  $1,046,081, 
ranking  second  to  California  which  received  $1,089,383. 

The  Rhode  Island  figures  are  interesting  in  lliat  they 
are  nearly  $300,000  more  than  in  1934,  despite  the  fact  tliat 
racing  was  legalized  in  Massachusetts  for  the  first  time,  and 
this  state  receiving  for  a  short  season  $905,185. 

New  Hampshire,  however,  fell  down  because  of  horse 
racing  in  this  state.  In  1934  New  Hampshire  received 
,$675,341,  while  in  1935  New  Hampsliire  received  $401,000, 
a  drop  of  nearly  $200,000. 

The  amount  wagered  in  pari-mutuel  machines  also  took 
a  decided  jump  upward,  totalling  $223,869,700,  compared 
wdtb  $174,()00,000  in  1934. 

From  this  survey  I  Bather  that  while  Rhode  Island  will 
not  be  affected  by  horse  racing  in  this  state.  New  Hamp- 
shire will,  although  it  is  expected  that  the  Rockingham  Park 
track  will  do  much  better  in  1936. 

Despite  the  drop  in  the  mutuel  handle  at  Rockingham 
Lou  Smith  made  a  great  deal  more  money  than  either  Suf- 
folk Downs  or  Narragansett.  The  expenses  are  much 
smaller  to  operate  Rockingham. 

With  the  trend  upward  in  horse  racing  and  business 
conditions  showing  great  advancement  and  progress,  horse 
racing  will  perhaps  reach  its  peak  in  this  stale  in  1936. 

With  the  opening  of  the  Hialeah  Track  Jan.  16,  it  means 
that  tile  season  is  not  far  distant  for  this  state.

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/    Taxation,  But  J\o  Ketrenchment 

One  of  the  sub-headings  in  Governor  Curley's 
long  message  to  the  legislature  is  "Revenue  and 
Retrenchment";  and  to  readers  of  the  document 
these  words  must  liave  conveyed  a  hope  that  at 
last  the  chief  executive  wa.s  to  offer  something  in 
the  way  of  a  reduction  of  govoniment  costs  which 
alone  can  ease  the  tax  burden  now  resting  heavily 
on  the  people  of  the  state. 

Further  encouragement  came  with  a  reading  of 
the  Governor's  statement  that  the  tax  problem 
cannot  be  properly  approached  without  simultan- 
eously considering  the  volume  of  expenditures,  and 
that  the  time  has  arrived  for  a  study  of  the  cost 
of  state  and  municipal  governments. 

But  with  the  recommendation  that  another 
commi.'jsion  be  set  up  to  make  such  a  study  and 
that  It  b*  given  -ample  time"  for  the  work,  the 
Governor  appears  to  have  dismissed  the  matter 
from  his  mind.  The  taxpayer  will  search  the 
message  in  vain  for  any  recommendation  which, 
if  adopted,  would  tend  to  reduce  expenditures. 
Moreover,  his  declaration  that  taxation  and 
expenditure  mu.st  be  considered  together  as  parts 
of  a  single  problem,  is  impaired  by  the  fact  that 
while  he  makes  no  suggestion  for  retrenchment, 
he  makes  several  for  new  taxes. 

In  accordance  with  his  previous  announcement, 
he  seeks  to  do  away  with  the  state  tax  which  has 
run  from  $8,000,000  to  .$10,000,000  in  recent  years, 
and  last  year  reached  the  latter  figure.  This  tax, 
levied  on  the  cities  and  towns,  has  to  be  collected 
by  them  from  taxes  on  local  property,  chiefly  real 
estate  and  machinery  in  industry.  Its  elimination 
would  undoubtedly  ease  the  flnancial  strain  on  the 
municipalities.  But  as  we  have  pointed  out,  the 
saving  to  New  Bedford  would  be  only  .$1.70  or 
thereabouts  on  the  tax  rate,  and  the  relief  thereby 
afforded  to  distressed  real  estate  would  be 
negligible. 

To  make  up  the  $10,000,000  of  state  revenue  lo.st 
in  this  way,  the  Governor  recommends  new  taxes 
or  the  perpetuation  of  old  ones.  He  would  con- 
tinue the  additional  ten  percent  levied  on  Income 
and  corporation  taxes  due  last  year.  He  would  con- 
tinue the  gasoline  tax  for  five  years  more,  and  in- 
crease it.  He  would  double  the  tax  on  motor  trucKS. 
He  would  tax  slot  machines  .$5  a  yeai-,  cigarettes  at 
two  cents  a  package,  with  a  comparable  tax  on 
tobacco,  and  alcohol  at  40  cent.s  a  proof  gallon. 
He  would  Increase  the  tax  on  the  "handle"  of  dog 
racing  from  3VJ   percent  to  five. 

It  is  assumed  that  revenues  from  these  sources 
will  balance  the  state  budget  without  Imposing  the 
usual  state  tax  on  the  cities  and  towns,  but 
obviously  there  is  merely  a  suhatitutinn  of  certain 
kinds  of  taxes  for  another  kind,  and  all  of  them 
paid,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  the  people.  There 
can  be  no  valid  objection  to  an  increase  in  the  dog 
racing  tax,  or  the  alcohol  tax,  as  such,  but  the 
doubling  of  the  motor  truck  tax  must  increase 
the  cost  of  all  business  dependent  upon  truck 
transportation.  The  same  Is  true  of  an  increase  In 
the  gasoline  tax. 

What  is  more,  the  assumption  that  taxpayers 
in    the   cities    and    town.-,   will   find   their    tax    bills

reduced  by  the  amount  of  the  present  state  tax, 
Is  questionable.  Experience  points  in  a  contrary 
direction.  The  burden  on  real  estate  was  to  be 
relieved  when  the  income  tax  was  adopted,  but  it 
wasn't.  The  additional  ten  percent  on  income  taxes 
voted  last  year  was  put  forward  as  an  emergency 
measure,  for  one  year  only,  but  here  the  Governor 
wants  it  continued.  The  last  raise  in  the  gasoline 
tax  was  for  a  specified  period,  but  now  that  it  is 
up  the  Governor  wants  it  extended  Ave  years,  with 
an  additional  tax  on  top  of  it,  thus  adding  to  the 
burden  of  owners  of  motor  cars  who  have  just 
incurred  increased  costs  of  insurance. 

In  short,  what  the  Governor  has  to  say  under 
the  heading  of  "Revenue  and  Retrenchment",  is 
mostly  about  revenue,  and  very  little  of  a  tangible 
nature  about  retrenchment;  and  the  heading  would 
have  been  mora  accurately  descriptive  of  what 
follows  under  it  had  the  last  two  words  been 
omitted.

Sneaker  Blasts  FiscalU  —

BOSTON,  Jan.  2  (AP)— A  mutual 
exchange  of  disparaging  and  criti- 
cal statements  continued  tonight 
between  Governor  James  M.  Curley 
and  Leverett  Saltonstall,  who  wants 
to  be  governor,  about  Curley's  an- 
nual message  to  the  legislature. 

After  hearing  it  delivered  yester- 
day, Saltonstall,  speaker  of  the 
House,  characterized  it  with  the 
remark:  "Bluntly,  the  message 
shouts  extravagance  and  whispers 
economy." 

i  Curley,  who  had  proposed  expen- 
'  ditures  for  eliminating  serious 
overcrowding  of  patients  and  in- 
,  mates  in  state  institutions,  accused 
the  speaker  of  indirectly  being  a 
party  to  continuance  of  the  condi- 
tions of  overcrowding  which  re- 
sulted  in   his   recommendations. 

"The  overcrowding  and  lack  of 
accommodation  in  the  institutions 
of  the  state,"  retorted  the  gover- 
nor, "has  resulted  over  a  long 
period  of  years  and  is  something 
for  which  I  am  not  responsible." 
"Surely,  after  the  length  of  time 
Mr.  Saltonstall  has  served  as  a 
member  of  the  legislature,  ho  might 
at  least  have  been  in  a  position 
to  offer  one  constructive,  helpful 
suggestion,  and  since  he  has  failed 
to  do  so,  It  would  appear  that  his 
years  of  service  here  have  been 
wasted." 

Within  an  hour,  the  .'speaker,  who 
seeks    the    Republican    nominatic 
for  governor,  issued  another  statt 
ment  in  reply: 

"The  governor  apparently  does 
not  consider  any  work  constructive 
unless  it  involves  the  expenditure 
of  millions  of  dollars  of  the  tax- 
payers' money. 

"Perhaps  he  does  not  realize  that 
were  it  not  for  the  successful  ad- 
ministrations of  Republican  gov- 
ernors since  the  war,  in,  which  I 
modestly  claim  to  have  played  a 
somewhat  important  part  since 
1923,  the  Commonwealth  would  not 
have  the  excellent  credit  which  he 
now  proposes  to  abuse  through 
further  bond  issues. 

"If  he  wants  another  construc- 
tive idea,  I'll  give  it  to  him:  Less 
dictation  to'  and  less  political  in- 
terference with  the  state  depart- 
ments will  produce  more  efficient 
and  less  expensive  government  for 
our  taxpayers." 

Meanwhile  other  phases  of  the 
governor's  recommendations  to  the 
legislature  were  also  attacked.

BOSTON,  Jan.  3  (AP)— With  the 
Massachusetts  House  and  Senate 
recessed  until  Monday,  Legislators 
busied  themselves  today  with  peti- 
tions of  their  constituents  and  the 
public  hearings  of  the  Executive 
Council   on   parole   matters. 

The  repartee  between  Governor 
Curley  and  Leverett  Saltonstall, 
Republican  Speaker  of  the  House, 
which  began  after  the  Chief  Ex- 
ecutive delivered  hi.s  opening  mes- 
sage to  the  Legislature  Wednes- 
day simmered  down. 

The  most  recent  letorts  were  in 
the  form  of  a  challenge  by  the 
Governor  to  advance  some  con- 
structive ideas  for  the  conduct  of 
state  government,  and  the  counter

Bird  Hits  Message 
Reginald  W.  Bird,  president  of 
the  Massachusetts  Federation  of 
Taxpayers'  Associations,  protested

crete recommendation  for  reducing 
the   cost   of  government. 

Meanwhile,  Charles  L.  Cabot, 
secretary  of  the  Boston  Bar  Asso- 
ciation, protested  against  the  Gov- 
ernor's proposal  for  the  retirement 
of  high  court  judges  on  full  salary 
when  they  roach  70  years  of  age. 
This  plan  he  characterized  as  "aw- 
ful under  present  circumstances."

"The  manufacturei-s  have  made  a 
contract  with  officers  before  the 
union  had  any  members  and  then^ 
workers  were  told  that  if  they  want-'

Goodwin's  statement  was  another 
pha^se  of  the  controversy  that  de- 
veloped from  his  association  with 
the  Brockton  Brotherhood  of  Shoe 
St  Allied  Craftsmen.

"Incite,  counsel,  promote  or  ad- 
vocate hatred,  violence  or  ho.itiUty 
agaiiLst  any  group  or  groups  of  per- 
sons residing  or  being  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, by  reason  of  race,  co'or 
religion  or  manner  of  worship  ' 
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/  LEGISLATIVE  EEFORM 
'  Perhaps  the  item  in  Governor 
Curh;y's  annual  message  fS "The 
Massachusetts  Legislature  that  will 
attract  the  most  attention  outside 
the  Bay  State  is  that  recommend- 
ing a  Constitutional  amendment  by 
which  the  large  two-branch  Legis- 
lature would  be  replaced  by  a 
small  one-branch  body,  modelled 
upon  that  adopted  last  year  in 
Nebraska.  He  would  also  have  the 
new  Legislature  meet  biennially, 
instead  of  annually. 

A  year  ago,  in  his  inaugural  ad- 
dress, the  Governor  declared  that 
the  present  Legislature,  which  con- 
sists  of  40  Senators  and  228  Rcpre- 
sentatives-a  total  of  26S  members 


—was  too  large,  too  cumbersome 
and  too  costly.  He  urged  that  the 
size  of  each  branch  be  sub-stantial- 
ly  reduced. 

Tliis  year,  however,  he  goes  be- 
yond  that  and  proposes  that  the 
bicameral  system  be  junked  and 
the  single-branch  Legislature  be 
substituted. 

His  argument  for  the  change  is 
not  without  logic.  It  would,  he  says, 
"be  an  obvious  economy."  Historic- 
ally, the  two-chamber  Legislature 
as  it  exists  in  the  United  States 
came  down  from  the  English  sys- 
tem, where  it  was  originally  insti- 
tuted so  that  the  Commons  could 
act  as  a  check  upon  the  Lords,  and 
vice  versa.  In  this  country,  the 
Governor  points  out,  both  Senate 
and  Hoifse  in  the  several  States  are 
democratic  bodies:  hence  tiie  nec- 
essity for  the  check  does  not  exist. 

"Nor  is  there,"  he  continues,  "the 
basis  for  two  chambers  (in  the 
States!  that  we  find  in  Washington, 
where  one  house  is  made  up  of  rep- 
resentatives of  governmental  units 
and  the  other  consists  of  men  chos- 
en by  population  groups  of  equal 
si?e." 

In  addition  to  the  economies  that 
a  unicameral  Legislature  would 
make  possible.  Mr.  Curley  cites  as 
a  further  advantage  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  present  conference  sys- 
tem, whereby  the  House  passes  a 
bill  in  one  form  and  the  Senate  in 
another,  and  the  two  are  compro- 
mi.'sed  in  conference  "which  often 
ends  by  producing  a  bill  that  is  sat- 
isfactory to  nobody. ' 

Passage    of    legislation    now.  he 
sa\s.  is  the  work  of  268  members, 
sealed    in    two    different    bodies. 
Under    a    unicameral    system,    it 
would  be  the  work  of  perhaps  hO 
members,  seated  in  one  bodj'.  It

would   be  better  able  to  acquaint 
him.self  with  the  activities  of  his 
own  representative  in  the  Legisla- 
ture, 

Nebraska  is  the  first  State  to  try 
the  unicameral  Legislature.  Tlie 
experiment  there  has  not  yet  had 
an  opportunity  to  demonstrate  it- 
.self.  On  paper  the  plan  scorns  sim- 
ple, sound  and  sensible;  in  prac- 
tice, however,  it  may  turn  out  dif- 
ferently. Until  it  has  had  a  chance 
to  prove  it.self  in  Nebraska  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  system  will  receive 
more  than  passing  consideration  in 
Massachusetts  or  elsewhere.

Judge 
Doherty,  the  district  attorney  said, 
readily  consented  to  appear  today 
when  he  was  asked  last  night. 

Before  ho  was  appointed  judge 
hy  Qj»»«-Ciuiey,  Mr.  Doherty  gained 
considerable  distinction  by  his  de- 
fense of  John  Daly  of  Quincy,  twice 
tried  for  the  murder  of  Harry  Rid- 
dell of  Atlantic  on  Hallowe'en  four 
years  ago.  The  first  trial  ended 
with  a  hung  jury  while  the  second 
trial  ended  with  Daly  getting  a 
light  sentence  of  two  years.  John 
Bowen,  his  companion,  got  life  for 
the  ruthless  slaying.

\  C.ovcrnor  Ciirlcy  in  his  message 
to  the  Genera'rCoun  on  Wednes- 
day seems  to  have  an  idea  that  he 
will  be  able  to  change  over  com- 
pletely our  State  government  and 
adai)t  it  more  generally  to  his  wish- 
es and  interests.  It  is  without 
doubt  the  most  radical  message 
ever  delivered  by  a  Clovernor  of 
this  Commonwealth. 

Changes  and  taxes  arc  the  most 
striking  features  of  the   message. 

The  changes  recommended  pro- 
vide for  a  unicameral  legislature, 
that  is  the  abolition  of  one.  of  the 
branches  of  the  Genera!  Court, 
cotubined  with  a  reduction  in  mem- 
bership of  the  remaining  branch, 
and  biennial  sessions. 

This  tendency  to  concentrate  the 
law  making  powers  in  the  hands  of 
a  few  should  be  viewed  with  sus- 
picion in  the  light  of  events  in  the 
last  session  of  the  General  Court 
and  especially  since  it  is  contrary 
to  the  ideas  of  the  framers  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth 
wherein  they  sought  to  have  the 
legislators  selected  by  a  few  in  or- 
der that  they  might  act  as  spokes- 
men for  their  constituency,  and 
this  at  a  time  when  flie  voters  of 
the  Commonwealth  were  fewer 
than  today. 

All  of  these  measures  are  stated 
to  be  in  the  interests  of  economy, 
which   might   ensue   if   the   number 
of    legislators    are    reduced,   but    in 
the   discussion    in    the   last    legisla- 
ture of  biennial  sessions  there  was 
considcrabU-    doubt    shown    as    to 
whether    there    would    lie    any    ap- 
preciable   saving    by    holding    the 
sessions  every  other  year  than  each 
year  as  is  done  at  present. 

Overshadowing  these  suggested 
changes,  because  it  seems  very 
doubtful  if  they  can  be  adopted, 
is  the  ever-recurring  question  of 
taxes.  If  legislators  were  as  zeal- 
ous in  finding  methods  of  reducing 
expenditures  as  they  are  in  seek- 
ing iijcw  means  of  taxation,  some 
of  our  ta\  burden  niight  be  re- 
moved. 

Taxes  proposed  fur  continuation 
and  addition  include  the  further 
enforcement  of  the  10  per  cent  sur- 
tax on  the  income  tax,  an  exten- 
sion for  five  years  of  the  additional 
gas  tax,  double  license  fees  for 
trucks  using  the  highways,  an  ad- 
ditional tax  on  dog  racing,  transfer 
of  the  alcohol  tax  from  a  special 
fund  for  old  age  assistance  to  the 
general  fund,  a  40  cents  per  gallon 


tax  on  alcohol,  a  2  cent  cigarette 
tax,  and  a  five  dollar  license  fee 
for  slot  machines. 

The  failure  of  the  "work  and 
wage"  program  is  laid  cold  at  the 
feet  of  tl-.e  General  Court,  but  the 
building  program  is  far  from  de- 
funct, with  recommendations  for 
enlarging  >if  State  institutions,  ad- 
ditional equipment  and  personnel, 
and  housing  for  the  workers. 

Another  outstanding  recommen- 
dation is  the  retirement  of  all  jur- 
ists with  full  pay  at  70,  thus  clear- 
ing tile  Supreme  Court  of  its  elder 
jurists  and  making  the  appoint- 
ment of  new  judges   possible. 

It  appears  from  a  hasty  perusal 
of  the  Governor's  message  that  if 
the  General  Court  supinely  passes 
alll  recommeiulations,  which  God 
forbid,  no  one  will  be  able  to  recog- 
nize the  old  State  of  Massachu- 
setts.

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I  A  BUSY  SESSION 

(The  Boston  Globe) 

Some  annual  messages  fiom  Executives  to 
legislators  are  short  and  some  are  long.  That  of 
('iOVjCnJ,lgy  beglnnina;  Ihe  second  year  of  his  lern. 
Is  very  Ions  indeed.  It  has  the  advantaSe  presum- 
ably, of  bein?  complete,  bin  so  many  subjects  are 
taken  up  and  treated  that  it  Is  quite  out  of  the 
question  for  anyone  to  tarry  much  of  it  in  his 
head.  As  Ihe  session  of  the  General  Court  unfolds, 
the  interested  citizens  frequently  will  have  ttcca- 
sion  to  examine  the  text  of  what  the  Governor  said 
on  the  first  day  of  llie  year. 

And  It  is  difficult  to  pick  out  t  few  para- 
graphs as  more  important  than  others.  However, 
there  is  one  constitutional  change  which  Mr.  Cur- 
ley asks  that  should  produce  an  enormous  amount 
of  di.^ciission.  He  would  have  Massachusetts 
change  its  present  General  Court  to  a  small  single- 
chambered  Legislative  body,  following  the  example 
of  Nebraska  which  has  de<lded  to  do  business  un- 
der such  a  system,  a  recent  product  of  the  fertile 
brain  of  Senator  Norris. 

The  underlying  idea  Is  that  a  system  of  two 
Houses  at  a  Slate  capital  has  not  the  same  argu- 
ment behind  it  as  the  two  chambeis  at  Washing- 
Ion  and  that  a  Stale  can  manage  more  satisfactor- 
ily If  there  is  no  temptation  lo  lose  proposals  in 
coufeience  committee. 

The  proposal  to  raise  the  school-leaving  age 
from  14  to  16  is  by  no  means  new.  In  fact  it  ha" 
had  so  much  seasoning  that  it  may  be  expected  to 
show  an  increase  of  strength  this  year.  The  Gov- 
ernor again  has  brought  up  t!ie  expense  of  compul- 
sory auto  insurance  and  at  a  time  when  a  great 
,!«any  are  asking  how  much  11  will  cost  lo  keep 
their  cars  on  the  road. 

The  1934  season  on  Beacon  Hill  broke  a  record 
for  length.  After  surveying  the  plans  of  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  current  year  there  seems  no  reason 
for  expecting  the  law  makers  to  finish  up  in  jig 
time.

SEVERALS  BILLS 
IN  THE  SENATE 


Boston,  Jan.  3 — ^Several  bills  were 
filed  in  tlie  Senate  this  afternoon  by 
Senator  Francis  JI.  McKeown  of 
Springfield. 

One  is  aimed  to  protect  public 
health.  It  would  compel  examination 
of  all  food  handlers  every  six 
months  by  local  hoalt'i  boards,  as  a 
pi-otection  against  disease,  and  is  in- 
spired by  spread  of  a  malignant  dis- 
ea.se  in  a  sectiuii  of  Springfield  some 
time  ago.  which  was  traced  direct- 
ly to  a  store  where  food  was  bought. 
Rhode  Lsland  has  such  a  law  at 
present.  The  present  state  laws  per- 
mit the  state  health  department  to 
order  such  examinations,  but  this  is 
seldom  done.  McKeown's  bill  would 
make  the  examination  mandatory.

Another  of  .his  measures  would 
compel  the  registrar  of  motor  vehi- 
cles to  suspend  the  license  for  not 
more  than  4,5  days  of  any  person 
speeding  through  a  city  or  town  at 
45    miles   an    hour   or   more.

Jan.  2 — Oov  Curlpy's  mo.s- 
sage  failed  to  instil  in  thr  hearts 
ot  the  laxpaypis'  a.s.sociations  of  Mas- 
sachusetts any  hope  for  relief  of 
hunlens  now  borne  by  the  taxpayers 
generally,  aa  is  shown  by  a  statement 
issued  tonight  by  President  Fteginalil 
\V.  Bird  of  the  Massaehusetts  Fed- 
eration of  Taxpayers'  a.s.sociations. 
Ilird  finds  small  comfort  in  the  gov- 
ernors proposal  for  increased  build- 
ing, increased  taxc-t  an<l  proposed 
elimination  of  the  state  tax.  in  view 
of  the  governors  now  established 
practice  of  ad<ling  to  expense  of  gov- 
ernment in  spite  of  all  objections. 
President  Bird's  statement  follows:  — 
"11  is  easier  now  to  understand 
why  Gov  Curley  spent  a  great  ileal 
of  someone's  money  to  have  his  holi- 
day greetings  cast  in  electric  lights 
and  nailed  to  tlje  front  of  the  State 
House.

.'Similarly  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  of 
an  inquiry  Vorthy  of  the  name  that 
would  not  concern  itself  with  the 
pmblem  of  the  institutional  care  of 
unfortunates.  The  taxpayer  is  just  as 
.lympathetic  a.«  is  the  governor  in  this 
direction,  and  his  sympathy  probably 
antedates  that  of  the  chief  executive, 
since  the  taxpayer  has  seen  the  sys- 
tem born  and  has  paid  tor  its  develop- 
ment to  a  degree  he  never  anticipated 
in  its  earlier  stages.  It  is  a  common 
family  practice,  when  a  memlier  of 
the  family  falls  into  need,  to  make  the 
heat  of  what  is  availsble  in  the  emer- 
gency. It  has  never  seemed  practical 
under  such  circumstances  to  build  an- 
other story  on  the  house  and  another 
stall  on  the  garage.  The  governor 
will  find  little  enthusiasm  outside  a 
certain  element  in  the  Legislature  for 
'  expansion  until  people  can  meet  their 
present    chaijtes    for    government. 

"The  governor  practically  dissolves 
into  tears  as  he  paints  the  picture  of 
state  wards  m  crowded  institutions.  It 
i  is  noteworthy  that  the  chief  executive 
has  admirable  self-control  when  he 
conies  to  consider  the  taxpayer.  He 
can  «queezc  out  not  even  the  small- 
est sob  when  he  consiclers  the  thov- 
.sanda  who  have  lost  their  homes  and 
those  other  thousands  ot  homeowners 
who  are  engaged  in  the  discouraging 
liattle  to  save  their  property.  The  tax- 
payer is  dismissed  thus:  ".Vttempts  to 
gkisB  over  this  situation  upon  the  plea 
of  overburdening  the  taxpayer  should 
no   longer    be    tolerated.' 

Political  Stafementtt  Soouted 
"In  this  connection.  It  is  interest- 
ing to  note  that  the  claim  of  the 
;  Ma.ssachusetts  Federation  of  Tax- 
{  pavers"  associations  when  the  48- 
hour  bill  was  under  consideration. 
that  It  would'  mean  the  addition  of 
■:,'>00  employes  to  the  public  payroll, 
:tii  a.ssertion  vehemently  contradicted 
at  that  time  by  head*  of  departments. 
is  now  publicly  acknowledged  by  the 
governor  to  be  the  fact.  Thus  the 
federation's  forecast  of  millions  ot 
civit  is  borne  out  by  the  highest  au- 
thority, and  the  plain  conclusion  is 
that  without  ascertaining  the  facts 
for  themselves  a  majorif.v  of  tho 
l,e:;islature  chose  to  accept  the  as- 
surances of  officeholders  n  ho  ap- 
parently were  not  anxious  to  face 
the  ultimate  consequences  of  their 
recommendations. 

"Thus,  over  and  over  asain,  the 
taxpayer  is  being  led  to  the  inevitable 
conclusion  that  he  must  place  no 
faith  in  statements  made  for  po- 
litical purpose.'.  More  and  more  he 
must  find  out  the  fact^  for  him- 
self, and  more  an<l  more  as  he  does 
find  them  out.  he  will  d'emand  changes 
in  governmental  practices  now  de- 
signed to  serve  least  of  all  those 
who  pay  the  b.Jls.  Officeholders  one 
lay  will  discover  that  unless  tho  in- 
dustries and  consequently,  the  peo- 
ple, ot  Massachusetts  are  permitted 
to  prosper  .someone  else  will  be  fill-

The  governor  said  he  believed  | 
that  imless  some  inducement  was 
held  out  to  pi-isoners  to  assure  good  I 
behavior,  "you  are  going  to  liave 
constant  trouble  and  an  explosion."

These 
letters  will  be  used  a-s  the  basis  of 
que.stiontng  by  councilors  at  the 
hearing. 

Although  Lj-man  protested  public 
hearings,  the  council  voted  unan- 
imously foi-  open  investigation 
Which  they  were  prompi'Cd  to  make 
by  the  recent  slaying  of  a  prison 
guard  escorting  two  prisoners,  and 
a  prior  attempt  of  a  number  of 
prtscnors  to  escape  the  Oharles- 
town  prison. 

The  governor  described  Com- 
missioner Lyman  as  "greatly  heart- 
ened'" at  Curley "s  recommendation 
to  his  annuai  message  to  the  legis- 
lattu'e  yesterday  that  the  Oharles- 
town  prison,  outmoded  for  yea.rs,  be 
abandoned.

Governor's     Council     Airs 
j      Cliarges  of  Unrest  in 
I  i     Penal  Institutions

BOSTON,  Jan.  3,— The  long 
smouldering  battle  between  some 
members  of  the  Governor's  Council 
and  members  of  the  State  Board  of 
Parole  was  brought  into  the  open 
this  afternoon  as  the  council  be- 
gan a  public  hearing  in  connection 
with  its  inquiry  into  the  states  cor- 
lection   system. 

Governor  Curley  presided  as  the 
hearing  opened,  with  the  under- 
I  standing  that  the  Parole  Board 
penal  institution  heads  and  others 
would  be  heard.  The  Governor 
said  he  relied  on  the  judgment  of 
Uie  council  in  having  a  hearing 
following  its  visit  to  penal  institu- 
tions. 

A  main  issue  involved  in  the  row 
is  the  contention  of  some  Council 
members  that  the  Parole  Board  re- 
fuses arbitrarily  to  release  prison- 
ers who  have  served  two-thirds  of 
their  sentence.  The  Parole  Board 
indicated  it  will  consider  the  com- 
munity first  and  the  prisoner  next. 
"The  Council  has  been  greatly 
concerned,  as  has  been  the  gener- 
al public,  relative  to  the  adminis- 
tration of  correctional  institutions 
of  the  State."  the  Governor  said, 
"and  as  to  ways  and  means  of  con- 
ducting these  institutions.'' 

Commiseioner  of  Correction  Ar- 
thur T.  Lyman,  testifying  to  unrest 
in  penal  inEtitutions,  was  ques- 
tioned by  Councillor  Daniel  H. 
Coakley  of  Boston.  After  some  in- 
terrogation as  to  whp.t  he  based  the 
assertion  on.  the  commissioner  said 
hi.s  information  came  from  heads 
of  penal  institutions  and  his  etaff.

When    thel    alter    died    the    number 
was  turned  over  to  His  sister.  NeH  e 
O'Malley,  who,  having  no  automobile, 
1    sought  the  aid  of  Mathey.

porter, he  went  to  the   office  of  the 
registrar    of   motor   vehicles   in   Bos- 
ton   and    the    No.    518   was    given    to 
Miss  O-Malley  or  N.  W.  Mathey,  and 
for  six  years  Massachusetts  registra- 
tion 518  was  on  Mathey's  automobile.

Emergency  boards  set  up  in  every 
community,  just  like  boards  set  up 
for  emergency  drives  to  get  funds 
for  charity,  was  and  is  my  idea.  This 
would  eliminate  politics  and  would 
bring  back  the  one  word  the  people 
of  this  Commonwealth  are  looking 
for,  and  that  is,  Confidence. 

"I  do  know  that  it  is  the  opinion 
of  distinguished  editorial  writers 
that  it  is  an  idea  well  worth  giving 
a  chance.

"Unions  are  supposed  to  be  volun- 
tary associations  of  workers  organ- 
ized to  bargain  collectively  with  their 
employers.

1  hill,"  Mr  Watt  warned,  "the  responsi- 
I  bility    must    rest    largely    upon    the 
:  shoulder.^  of  Registrar  Goodwin  and 
.  his  Allied  Brotherhood. 

Curley  Explanation  Hit 

"It  the  Governor  chooses  first  to 
deliver  an  ultimatum  to  Frank  Good- 
win  and  next  to  back  dovm  before 
the  registrar,  that  is  a  mess  of  his 
own  making  on  which  no  comment  is 
necessary,  even  from  employers  and 
employes  in  Haverhill  whose  affairs 
have  been  so  seriously  menaced  by 
Goodwin's  meddling."  said  Mr  Watt. 

"When  the  Governor  goes  out  of 
his  way  to  issue  a  lengthy  alibi  for 
his  decision,  however,  and  discovers 
suddenly  the  extraordinary  capacity 
and  services  of  'labor  organizer 
Goodwin,'  it  is  time  for  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Federation  of  Labor  to 
give  the  public  the  other  side  of  the 
story. 

"Of  course,  the  Governor  claims  to 
have  made  a  thorough  investigation 
of  Goodwin's  activities  in  interfering 
in  such  matters.  The  fact  that  the 
Governor  has  been  so  busy  preparing 
his  able  and  far-reaching  annual  ad- 
dress must  have  interfered  with  his 
customary  accuracy.

Mayor's  Kin  Admits  Bond  Commission, 
Denies  He  Promised  Cifv  Contracts 


In  a  voluntary  statement  before 
the  Boston  Riumce  commission  yes- 
terday f.ftemoon,  Louis  A.  Roe,  Bos- 
ton Insurance  broker  and  brother- 
in-law  of  Mayor  Manslield,  admitted 
he  Kolicited  the  business  of  writing 
a  $75,000  bond  for  Mnrtino  DeMatteo, 
a  Roslindale  contractor,  and  that  he 
acce))ted  a  10  oer  cent,  commission 

on  the  transaction,  although  the  risk 
was  written  by  a  competing:  broker. 
Roe    declared,    however, ,  that    lie  ■ 
.elicited  (he  biisine.ss  in  good  faith 
and  was  ready  to  drop  out  when  he  i 
found  DeMatteo  had  already  given  < 
the  bu.sincss   to  Sydney   S.   Sharpe, 
Roslindale    Insurance    broker,    but 


that  DeMatteo  suggested  Sharpe  and 
Roe  get  togeLher  ana  agree  on  a  splii 
in  the  commi.sslon. 

DeMatteo,  at  the  time  of  making 
the  suggestion,  Koe  said,  expressed 
the  opinion  that  Roe  might  help 
him  get  the  ash  contract  in  the 
Hyde  Park  district  and  to  get  snow 
plow  work  from  the  city.  Roe  added 
that  he  made  no  promise  to  De- 
Matteo other  than  that  he  would 
speak  to  Christopher  j,  Carven,  pub- 
lic works  commissioner,  regarding  the 
removal  of  snow.  He  .said  he  frankly 
told  the  contractor  he  could  not  help 
nlm  on  the  ash  contract. 

PROMISE  ALLEGED 

Earlier  in  the  day  both  Sharpe  and 
DeMatteo.  a.s  weU  as  the  latters 
son,  John,  had  testified  that  Roe 
brought  to  the  DeMatteo  home  by 
^^muTcUmaivJames  F.  Finiey  of  West 


Ro.xbury,  Insisted  on  being  given 
the  writing  of  the  bond  and  prom- 
ised aid  in  obtaining  more  city  work 
for  DeMatteo. 

A  new  phase  to  the  hearing,  the 
first  public  one  in  the  finance  com- 
mis.sion's  current  investigation  of 
the  placing  of  contractor's  bonds, 
developed  during  testimony  given 
by  Alvin  J.  Pieczkowski.  who  lost 
the  contract  for  ash  and  garbage 
collection  in  the  West  Roxbury  dis- 
trict for  1936,  although  he  was  the 
lowest  bidder. 

Under  questiraiing  by  E,  Mark 
Sullivan,  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion, and  Robert  Robinson,  the  new- 
est member,  Pieczkowski  reluctantly 
told  of  being  called  to  the  home  of  a 
tnan  active  in  politics  and  of  being 
asked  to  contribute  $1000  to  a  cam- 
paign fund.  The  amovmt  requested, 
he  .said,  was  later  dropped  to  $500. 
He  declared  he  did  not  pay. 

This  solicitation,  lie  .said,  came 
after  the  campaign.  He  admitted 
telling  the  story  to  a  member  of  the 
council,  but  declined  to  say  in  whose 
behalf  the  contribution  was  solicited. 

Asked  by  Robin.son  if  he  did  not 
mention  the  name  of  Jack  McCarthy 
as  the  man  who  solicited  him,  he 
replied:

men not  afnilated  with  organized 
labor. 

Watt  said  it  "is  a  mess  of  the 
Governor's  own  making"  if  ),(. 
chooses  to  surrender  to  Goodwin 
after  delivering  an  ultimatum  to 
him. 


INSPECTS  STATEMENT 

When  the  Governor's  attention 
■KRS  called  to  the  quarrel,  he  said: 
"This  is  a  controversy  between  Watt 
and  Goodwin  and  I  know  of  no  one 
who  can  contribute  more  to  the  fes- 
tivitie.s  of  the  New  Year  than  the 
two  of  them.  It  looks  to  me  as  if 
Goodwin  and  State  Federation  of 
Labor  will  have  a  party."

I  FEDERAL  .lUDGES 

The  reference  in  His  E^^jjcUencv's  pro- 
tracted message  to  the  tomire  of  federal 
judges  is  not  quite  accurate.  They  are  not 
compelled  to  step  down  at  70.  They  may 
withdraw  at  that  age  after  a  stipulated 
period  of  .service,  and  then  do  nothing  or 
carry  out  a.ssignmcnts  given  by  the  court. 
If,  while  on  the  bench,  they  are  unable  to 
do  their  work  because  of  infirmity,  they 
may  be  replaced.  Merc  age,  unrelated  to 
capacity  for  functioning  properly,  is  not  a 
rea.son  for  removal'. 

The  Govejagr's  proposal  is  to  compel 
retirement  at  ^0  of  all  new  .judges.  The  three 
gentlemen  now  sitting  who  have  passed  70 
would  be  forced  out  if  they  .shottld  decline  to 
take  advantage  of  the  proposed  law.  There 
is  thus  a  vital  difference  between  the  federal 
procedure  and  that  which  the  Governor 
advocates  for  the  commonwealth.

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Saltonstall  Answers  Curley,  Asks 
{     Less  Interference  in  State  Work 


Challenged  by  Gov,  Curley  to  ad- 
vance some  constructive  ideas  lor 
the  conduct  of  the  state  government. 
Speaker  Leverett  Saltonstall  last 
night  countered  with  the  suggestion 
that  "less  dictation  to  and  less 
political  interference  with  the  state 
departments  will  produce  more  et- 
flcient  and  less  axpenslve  govern- 
ment for  our  taxpayers." 

Re.senting  the  speaker's  sharp 
criticism  of  many  of  the  recommen- 
dations contained  In  his  annual 
message  to  the  Legislature,  the  Gov- 
ernor blamed  the  speoker  among , 
others  for  "overcrowding  and  lack 
of  accommodations  in  the  instltu- : 
tions  of  the  state."  i 

He  indicated  that  he  would  seek 
an  $8,000,000  bond  issue  for  a  public 
buildings  construction  program, 
amorlixing  it  over  a  period  of  20 
years  at  an  annual  estimated  cost  of 
$400,000. 

Speaker  Sflltonstall's  statement  in 
reply  follows; 

"The  Governor  apparently  does 
not  consider  any  work  constructive 

unless  it  involves  the  expenditure  of 
millions  of  dollars  of  the  taxpayers' 
money. 

"Perhaps  he  does  not  realize  that 
were  it  not  for  the  successful  ad- 
ministrations of  Republican  Gov- 
ernors since  the  war,  in  which  I 
modestly  claim  to  have  played  a 
somewhat  important  part  since  1923. 
the  commonwealth  would  not  have 
the  excellent  credit  which  he  now 
proposes  to  abuse  through  furtherl 
bond  Issues. 

"He  talks  considerably  about  so- 
cial security  legislation  in  Massa- 
chusetts, forgeiting  that  the  greater 
part  of  it  wa.s  placed  on  the  statiU,e 
boo'-s  under  my  leadership  as  speak- 
er of  the  House  before  he  became 
Governor. 

"If  he  wants  another  constructive 
idea,  I'll  give  it  to  him:  Less  dicta- 
tion to  and  less  political  interference 
with  the  state  departments  will 
produce  more  efficient  and  less  ex- 
pensive government  ror  our  taxpay- 
1  ers." 
I     Reginald  'W.  Bird,  president  of  the 

Mas.sachusetts  Federation  of  Tax- 
payers' Associations,  protested 
against  the  Governor's  fainire  to  In- 
clude in  his  message  any  concrete 
recommendation  for  reducing  the 
cost  of  government 
Birds  statement  .said  in  part: 
"It  is  easier  now  to  understand 
why  Gov.  Curley  spent  a  great  deal 
of  some  one's  money  to  have  his 
holiday  greetings  cast  in  electric 
lights  and  nailed  to  the  front  of  the 
State  Hou.se.  It  was  because  he  was 
writing  his  annual  message  to  the 
General  Court,  and  he  knew  it  would 
contain  .small  comfort  for  the  tax- 
payer. 

"The  Governor,  who  uses  such  ter- 
minology as  'duplicity,'  'knavery' 
and  'Chicanery'  in  characterizing  the 


Legislature,  adopts  as  his  own  some 
of  the  major  objectives  of  the  or- 
ganized taxpayers  of  the  state,  and 
then,  with  regal  aplomb,  savs  in  ef- 
fect, 'Economy  in  the  state  govern- 
ment is  most  ncce.s.sary  but  not  until 
I  have  finished  my  term  of  ofTice.' 

"What  the  Governor  fails  to  un- 
rier.stand  is  that  taxpavers  are  de- 
manding today,  and  not  next  vear. 
economy  in  state  expenses,  begin- 
ning in  the  executive  office  itself, 
and  they  will  not  be  diverted  from 
the  objective  by  fine  promises  for 
some  one  else  to  carry  out. 

"It  Is  naturally  gratifying  that  in 
that  portion  of  his  mes.s3ge  dealing 
witli  expenditures  and  revenues,  the 
Governor  has  seen  fit  to  restate  as 
his  own  the  policies'  and  recom- 
mendations for  which  taxpayers'  as- 
sociations all  over  Ma.ssachusetts 
have  been  fighting  for  three  years. 
i  "Our  only  hope  now  is  that  his  ex- 
cellency will  not  see  f^t  to  abandon 
the  constructive  part  of  his  legis- 
lative program  as  he  did  last  year 
when  he  failed  to  give  any  discern- 
ible support  to  his  own  recommenda- 
•  ions  when  they  came  before  the 
Legislature. 

"A  notable  example  was  one  of  the 
greatest      possible      economics— and 
j  one  of  the  easiest  of  achievement — 
I  the   reform   of   county    government. 
j  which    he    proposed    last    year,   and 
which  he  left  to  be  supported  by  tax- 
I  payer.';  alone  without  so  much  as  a 
i  word  from  the  executive  ofTice." 
I     Meanwhile,  Charles  L.  Cabot,  sec- 
retary of  the   Boston  Bar  Associa- 
tion, protested  against  the  Gover- 
j  nor's  proposal  for  the  retirement  of 
high  court  Judges  on  full   salary 
when  they  reach  70  years  of  age.  This 
plan  he  characterized  as  "awful  un- 
der present  circumstances."

Hetvry  A.  Higgins,  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  parole  board,  said  la.st 
niclu  that  the  ".so-called  investiga- 
tion" would  be  a  "comedy"  that  may 
have  dangerous  consequences  to  the 
public. 

Discussing  the  motives  for  the 
hearing,  he  said: 

"A  ha.sty  investigation  was  made> 
to  seek  the  cause  of  the  breaks  and 
the  amazing  discovery  was  made 
that  criminals  don't  like  being  locked 
up  and  that  when  they  are  refused 
Ub<>rty  by  the  parole  board  they 
sulk,  yammer  and  try  to  '.scram'  with 
a  ticket  of  leave.  That  certainly 
was  a  startling  piece  of  information . 
to  dig  up.  Perhaps  the  investigators  I 
naively  Imagined  that  criminals  I 
should  be  delighted  to  have  board! 
and  lodging  furnished  free  for  them  i 
until  the  depression  is  over."  i 

Meanwhile  Arthur  T.  Lyman,  com-  ! 
missioner  of  correction,  indicated  to' 
the  Governor  his  belief  that  much 
of  the  unrest  among  convicts  may 
be  traced  to  the  severity  with  which 
the  parole  board  has  been  acting. 

The  Governor  released  excerpts 
from  seven  difTerent  cases  called  to 
his  attention  by  unidentified  con- 
victs or  attornevs  for  convicts.  Sev- 
eral of  them  charged  that  they  had 
been  treated  insolently  bv  Gavin  and 
Bullock. 

One.  serving  time  for  armed  rob- 
bery, wrote  that  at  the  hearing  on 
his  parole  petition  "Mr.  Gavin  paced 
the  floor,  shook  his  finger,  accused 
and  ranted  and  behaved  In  all  re- 
spects in  the  manner  of  a  brow- 
beating, bull-dozing  prosecuting  at- 
torney. 'Whenever  he  ran  out  of 
material.  Mr.  Bullock  took  up  the 
interrogation  and  the  accu.sation." 
Another  inmate  complained  that 
the  parole  board  members  went  on 
vacation  last  summer  without  giving 
,  him  a  hearing,  while  another  .said 
'  the  judge  who  sentenced  him  had 
Indicated  he  would  be  released   in 


40    months,    whereas    he    now    has 
served  56  months. 

Another  attributed  a  recent  .shoot- 
ing affair  at  Concord  to  the  refusal 
of  the  board  to  release  an  inmate 
who  had  served  his  minimum 
sentence 

After  reading  the  letters  the  Gov- 
ernor concluded  that  the  penal  insti- 
tutions  are    "smouldering"   because 
of    the    parole    board's    hard-boiled  i 
attitude.

And 
today  Mr.  Olney.  with  Matthew  W, 
Bullock  und  P  .Emmctl  Gavin,  the 
other  two  memliers  of  his  board, 
were  under  fire  as  the  result  of  ac- 
tion taken  by  the  Council  at  its 
initial  l!i;!6  se.s.sion  on  Wednesday. 
BUmed  for   Cnrest 

Arbitrary   decisions  made  by  the 
Parole    Board,    charged    councilors 
Biter     a    recent    hasty    survey     of 
Charleslown  State   Prison  and   the 
Concord  Reformatory,  were  respon- 
sible for  imrest  among  inmates  and 
led  directly  to  violence  manifested  in  j 
outbreaks.    Since    Governor    Curley 
concurred  in  this  view,  little  could 
be  done  except  to  start  an  investiga-  j

2014  Prisoners  on  Paroie 

3.  On  Oct,  1.  1935.  there  were  2014 
prisoners  on  pstrole  in  Massachusetts, 
Most  of  them  have  been  released 
under  a  state  law  which  requires 
that  a  convict  having  good  be- 
havior records  be  paroled  at  the  ex- 
piration of  two-thirds  of  his  mini- 
mum term.  Last  year  a  law  became 
efTective  which  gives  the  Parole 
Board  greater  discretionary  power  in 
the  relea.se  of  prisoners. 

Political  sentiment  on  Beacon 
Hill  today  was  of  the  opinion  that 
all  three  members  of  the  board  will 
be  removed  following;  the  investiga- 
tion. To   support  this  view,  it  was 


pointed  out  that  the  Council  had 
been  unanimous  in  demanding  that 
a  public  hearing  be  held  to  settle 
the  whole  parole  matter.

Lyman  to  Attend 

Asked  to  appear  In  the  executive 
chamber  at  1  o'clock  today  ■«'ere  the 
three  board  members,  Commissioner 
of  Correction  Arthur  T.  Lyman,  and 
the  superintendents  of  all  state 
penal  in.-^titiitions. 

Their  examination  was  understood 
to  be  with  particular  reference  to  the 
conditions  responsible  for  prison  un- 
rtst.  During  their  visits  to  state  in- 
stitutions the  Councilors  were  said 
to  have  received  a  mass  of  evidence 
from  pri.son  officials  and  inmates 
■ivhich  made  them  appear  to  be  hot- 
houses of  violence,  fed  by  di-ssati-s- 
faction  over  parole  administration. 
Governor  Curlcy  also  has  received  a 
.sheaf  of  letters  bearing  upon  the 
.same  situation,  he  reported  the  other 
day. 

Board  Defends  Action 

In  defense  of  their  ixwition.  m.em- 
bers  of  the  parole  board  have  mado 
it  clear  that  they  place  the  public 
welfare  ahead  of  convenience  for 
prisoners.  For  example,  Matthew  W. 
Bullock,  veteran  in  point  of  service, 
told  the  Monitor  lod.Ty  that  convicts 
are  released  only  when  tne  Board  of 
Parole  is  convinced  that  they  are 
not  likely  to  become  a  public 
menace. 

Should  the  present  board  be  dis- 
missed, several  Councilors  have  in- 
dicated that  they  would  like  to  have 
Governor  Curley  appoint  Councilor 
Frank  A  Brooks  of  Watertown  to 
his  old  position  as  chairman.  Mr, 
Brooks  has  t>een  widely  known  in 
parole  administration  since  1916, 
and  at  one  time  made  three  recom- 
mendations for  the  development  of 
local  work,  which  may  indicate  his 
attitude  toward  the  system.  They 
were:

Parole  was  a  big  word  on  Beacon 
Hill  today  as  the  public  hearing  on 
the  issue  got  under  way  in  the  Ex- 
ecutive Chamber,  where  Governor 
Cui'ley  and  his  Council  began  an 
examination  of  charges  made 
against  the  Massachusetts  system. 
Political  seers  were  willing  to  pre- 
dict that  it  will  end  in  the  removal 
of  all  three  members  of  the  State 
Board  of  Parole. 

Arthur  T.  Lyman,  Commissioner 
of  Correction,  was  the  first  witness 
called.  Two  hundred  pei-spns  were 
attracted. 

"Low  comedy."  That  i.s  how  Henry 
A.  Higgins.  former  board  member, 
rates  the  hearing.  He  ridiculed  it 
last  night  in  a  public  statement 
which  charged  that  the  ".so-called 
Investigation"  may  have  .serious  con- 
sequences to  the  public.  "A  hasty  in- 
vestigation was  made  ,  .  .  and  the 
amazing  discovery  was  that  crimi- 
nals don't  like  being  locked  up,"  Mr. 
Higgias  declared. 

Concern  was  also  felt  by  political 
observers  that  parole  might  be 
manipulated  for  political  ends  by 
the  Cmley  machine.  Three  more 
.lobs  could  be  found  with  the  removal 
of  board  members,  but  more  than 
that — enormous  influence  could  be 
exerted  over  the  welfare  of  .several 
thousand  paroled  prisoners  as  well 
as  others  seeking  such  clemency.  It 
has  been  done  in  other  states.  "Is 
Massachusetts  exempt?"  they  asked.

"It  Is  naturally  Kratlfylns  that  in 
that  portion  of  his  nie.>-saso  dealing  with 
expenditures  and  revenues,  tlic  Gov- 
ernor has  seen  lit  to  restate  as  his  own 
the  policies  and  recommendations  for 
which  taxpayers'  np.^ociations  all  over 
Massachusetts  have  been  fighting  for 
three  years. 

"Our  only  hope  now  Is  that  His  Kx- 
cellency  will  not  see  fit  to  abandon  the 
ronstructive     part     of     his     legislative 


programme  as  he  did  last  year  wlion  he 
failed  to  give  any  discernible  support  to 
his  own  recommendations  when  they 
came  before  the  Legislature. 

Says  Qovernor  Backed  Down 

"A   notable   example    was   one   of   the 

greatest  possible  economies— and  one  of 
the  .easiest  of  achievement— the  reform 
of  county  government,  which  he  pro- 
posed last  year,  and  which  he  left  to  be 
supported  by  taxpayers  alone  without 
so  much  as  a  word  from  the  executive 
office. 

"The  Governor  has  commented  on 
the  fundamental  weakness  of  the  report 
of  the  .special  commission  on  taxation, 
and  he  has  reached  a  conclu.slon  with 
which  »o  heartily  concur.  Only  by  the 
appointment  of  an  expert  commission, 
amply  financed  and  with  sufliclcnt  time 
for  a  comprehensive  study  can  our  tax 
system  be  given  the  Intelligent  revision 
It  needs.  The  Massachusetts  Federation 
of  Taxpayers  Associations  proposed 
exactly  this  procedure  last  spring,  and 
Instead  of  gaining  offlcial  support  suc- 
ceeded only  in  winning  angry  comment 
from  members  of  the  commission  which 
has  jypt  reported. 

"Similarly,  the  Federation  has  pro- 
posed a  scientific  study  of  the  processes 
of  government  in  Ma-^sachusetts  to  de- 
termine how  the  elimination  of  waste 
and  extravagance  might  materially  re- 
duce the  tax  burden.  Here  again,  as 
the  Governor  In  effect  points  out  in  his 
message,  the  official  attitude  has  been 
one  of  obstruction.  It  has  been  oUr 
hope  that  such  a  study  could  be  made 
h.v  the  same  commission  named  for  a 
general  tax  study,  and  it  is  our  purpose 
to  suggest  once  more  such  procedure. 

Says  No  Economy  for  Curley 

"Meanwhile,  as  has  been  said,  it  is 
deeply  distressing:  to  note  th;u  the  Gov- 
ernor docs  not  propose  a  single  economy 
for   his  own   administration. 

"With  the  Governor's  hope  that  the 
State  tax  can  bo  eliminated,  we  have 
the  greatest  sympathy.  We  feel  with 
him  that  the  State  should  exist  uiKin 
IIS  own  revenues  without  levying  upon 
the  real  estate  In  town.^  and  cities.  Not 
onl.\-  is  this  better  budget  procedure  for 
the  .State,  but  it  will  eliminate  once  and 
for  all  the  frequent,  if  usually  errone- 
ous, statement  by  local  officials  that 
they  cannot  economize  while  the  State 
Ircreases  Its  demands  for  revenue  from 
loial    sources. 

■"We  suspect,  however,  that  the  prob- 
lem is  rather  more  difHcult  than  his 
Kxccllency",'^  mes.sago  would  make  it  ap- 
pear. Thire  is  every  reason  tc  assume 
that  the  deficit  next  year  will  be  In 
the  vicinity  of  $2r>.iX)o,000,  and  the  Gov- 
ernor's tax  programme  clearly  will  not 
bridge  any  such  gap  unless  accompa- 
nied by  obvious  economies  which  he 
does  not  propose  to  make.  In  other  ! 
words,  the  .State  lax  cannot  be  elimi- 
nated  on   any   such   basis. 

"It   is  also   true   that   the    Legislature 
cannot    much    longer   Ignore    the   claims 
of    mimicipalitles    for    a    share    of    the 
gasolene    tax     for    local    highway     pur- 
poses.   There  can   be  little  disagreenient 
with    the   theory    that    motor   cars   have    j 
made  nece«sarV  (he  construction  of  and    ' 
maintenance    of    city    and    town    streets    ' 
in    even    greater    proportion    than    they 
have  created  a  demand   for  trunk   high-    ' 
ways,    and    continued    diversion    of   this 
revenue    to    the    general    fund    ot    the 
Commonweallh    will    never   provide    the 
relief  for  real  estate  promised  when  the 
tax    was   originally    levied. 

Skeptical  of  Tax  Reduction 

"Governor    Curley    inter.ieeted    during 
the  reading  of  his  formal   message  the 
statement   that  the  adoption   of  his  tax    ; 
programme     would     mean    n.    reduction 
of  tz  In  local  tax  rates.  This  Is  greater  j 
than    the   amount    of   the   present   State  ' 
tax    by   a    very    consideralile    sum,    and 
on    the    other    hand    It    nuile    certainly 
doe»    not    take    Into    account    the    cost 
of    financing    the    huge    building    pro- 
grame   proposed   eLscwhcre   in   the   mes- 
sage. , 

"It  Is  our  measured  conolu»lon  that 
even  under  the  most  favorable  clreum- 


»  -1!-  ..  ...u  programme  proposed  will 
not  result  In  any  such  relief.  We  fear 
that  it  Is  Just  the  old  storv  of  new 
taxes,  not  to  replace  old  ones,  but  to 
provide  more  money  for  government 
to  spend. 

"It  is  the  expenditures  for  bulldlng.i 
proposed  by  Governor  Curley  which 
seem  to  us  utterly  to  negative  the  good 
proposals  in  this  unique  message,  'fax- 
payers  certainly  will  not  wish  to  spend 
*l,«Xi,(XiO  to  add  to  the  State  House, 
at  least  until  one  commission  or  an- 
other can  survey  administrative  prac- 
tices and  personnel  to  determine 
whether  the  present  building  may  not 
hou-<e  some  of  the  agencies  now  in 
rented   quarters. 

"It  IS  quite  possible  that  if  some  of 
the  unnecessary  functions  of  govern- 
ment were  abandoned,  less  ofTice  space 
would  he  required. 

Care  of  Unfortunates 

Similarly  it  is  difficult  to  conceive  ot 
an  inquiry  worthy  of  the  name  that 
would  not  concern  itself  with  the  prob- 
lem of  the  institutional  care  of  unfor- 
tunates. The  taxpayer  is  Just  as  sym- 
pathetic as  Is  the  Governor  in  this  di- 
rection, and  his  sympathy  probably  an- 
tedates that  of  the  Chief  Executive, 
since  the  taxpayer  has  seen  the  sys- 
tem born  and  has  paid  for  its  develop- 
ment to  a  degree  he  never  anticipated 
in   Its  earlier   stages. 

"It  is  a  common  family  practice, 
when  a  member  of  th,e  family  falls  Into 
need,  to  make  the  best  of  what  is 
available  in  the  emergency.  It  has 
never  seemed  practical  under  such  cir- 
cumstances to  build  another  story  on 
the  house  and  another  stall  on  the  ga- 
rage. The  Governor  will  find  little  en- 
thusiasm outside  a  certain  element  in 
the  Legislature  for  expansion  imtil 
people  can  meet  their  present  charges 
tor  government. 

"The  Governor  practically  dissolves 
Into  tears  as  he  paints  the  picture  of 
State  wards  In  crowded  institutions.  Tt 
is  noteworthy  that  the  Chief  Execu- 
tive has  admirable  self-control  when  he 
comes  to  consider  the  taxpayer.  He 
can  squeeze  out  not  even  the  smallest 
sob  when  he  considers  the  thousands 
who  have  lost  their  homes  and  those 
other  thousands  of  home  owners  who 
are  engaged  in  the  discouraging  batt  e 
to  save  their  property.  The  taxpayer 
Is  dismissed  thus:  '.\ttempts  to  gloss 
over  this  situation  upon  the  plea  of 
overburdening  the  taxpayer  should  no 
longer   be    tolerated.' 

Increase  in  State  Employees 

"In  this  connection  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  claim  ot  the  Massa- 
chusetts Federation  of  Taxpayers  Asso- 
ciations when  the  <S-hour  hill  was  un- 
der consideration  that  It  would  mean 
the  addition  of  2,VPi1  employees  to  the 
public  payroll,  an  assertion  vehemently 
contradicted  at  that  time  by  heads  ot 
departments,  is  now  public  acknowl- 
edged by  the  Governor  to  be  the  (act. 

"Thus  the  Federation's  forecast  of 
million.'!  of  cost  Is  borne  out  by  the 
highest  authority,  and  the  plain  conclu- 
sion is  that,  without  ascertaining  the 
facts  for  themselves,  a  majority  of  the 
Legislature  chose  to  accept  the  assur- 
ance of  oirice-holders  who  apparently 
were  anxious  to  face  the  ultimate  con- 
sequences   of    their    recommendations. 

"Thus,  over  and  over  again  the  tax- 
payer Is  being  led  to  the  Inevitable 
conclusion  that  he  must  place  no  faith 
in  statements  made  for  political  pur- 
poses. More  and  more  he  must  find 
out  the  facts  for  himself,  and  more  and 
more,  as  he  does  find  them  out,  he  will 
demand  changes  in  governmental  prac- 
tices now  designed  to  serve  least  ot  all 
those  who  pay  the  bllle.  Office-holders 
one  day  will  discover  that,  unless  the 
Industries  and,  consequently,  the  peo- 
ple of  Massachusetts  are  permitted  to 
prosper,  someone  else  will  be  filling 
the  offices," 

Governor  Curley's  statement  yester 
day   that   Speaker  Levtrett    Saltonatal 
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had  not  offered  any  "constructive  BUg- 
gcstion"  for  Improving  present-day  con- 
ditione  drew  a  retort  from  the  Speaker 
to  the  effect  that  the  Governor  should 
stop  dictating  to  State  liepartments  and 
political  interference  with  them  if  he 
wishes  to  Increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
governinent. 

The  Governor's  attack  on  Speaker 
Saltonstall  came  as  a  result  of  the 
Speaker's  criticism  of  the  message  to 
the  Legislature,  in  which  he  said  the 
Governor  had  "shouted  extravagance 
and    whispered    economy-" 

"The  Governor  apparently  does  not 
consider  any  work  constructive  unleaa 
It  Involves  the  expenditure  of  millions 
of  dollars  of  taxpayers'  money,"  said 
Mr.    Saltonstall. 

"Perhaps  he  does  not  realize  that 
were  it  not  for  the  successful  ad- 
ministrations of  Repul)llcan  governors 
since  the  war,  In  which  1  modestly 
claim  to  have  played  a  somewhat  im- 
portant part  since  1923,  the  Common- 
wealth would  not  have  the  excellent 
credit  which  he  now  propo*;es  to  abuse 
through    further    bond    issues. 

"He  talks  considerably  about  the 
social  security  legislation  in  Massa- 
chusetts, forgetting  that  the  greater 
part  of  it  was  placed  on  the  statute 
books  under  my  leadership  as  Speaker 
of  the  Houjse  before  he  became 
Governor.

Ex-Member  Calls  It  Low  Comedy- 
Flays  Rule  by  Convicts  —  Hear- 
ing Opens  Today 


On  tlie  eve  of  a  piil)lic  licariiig  be- 
!  fore  llie  Govei'nor  and  his  Council 
'  on  complaints  against  the  strictness 
;  of  the  Parole  Board  in  the  matter  of 
:  releasing  prisoners,  Henry  A.  Hig- 
]  gins,  former  member  of  the  board, 
[  last  night  labelled  the  investigatioi^as 
I  "low  comedy"  and  ridiculed  the  idea 
I  of  permitting  prison  inmates  to  dic- 
'  tate  the  terms  of  their  release. 

Mr.  Higgins'  statement  was  issued 
after  reports  in  political  circles  con- 
tinued to  indicate  that  the  hearmg 
might  result  in  the  ouster  of  tl)e  pres- 
ent Board  of  Parole.  y  i 

In  his  statement.  Mr.  Higgins  sairt: 
"The  comedy  Bbo'it  to  be  enacted  in 
the  .«o-caIled  investigation  of  the  parole 
board  ought,  on  accoiml  of  Its  possible 
dangerous  conseriiiences.  to  attract  the 
serious  attention  of  the  public  to  whom 
the  parole  hoard  has  a  right  to  look 
for  support.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
hearing  will  he  fair  and  that  the  parole 
board  will  have  a  chance  to  present  ils 
rase  In  the  public:  that  much  fair  plaj- 
ran  perhaps  he  e.xpccted  from  the  Gov- 
ernor, although  it  would  appear  from 
advance  stories  In  the  newspapers  that 
there  has  been  a  pre-deteritiined  atti- 
tude to  oust  the  hoard.  The  comedy 
lies  in  the  conclusions  for  an  ouster 
being  reached  in  advance  of  the  hear- 
ing. 

"It  the  Governor  Is  disinterested  In 
this  case  and  is  bent  on  acting  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  public  he  may 
find  that  Instead  of  removing  the  parole 
board  it  would  be  far  more  advisable 
to  make  other  removals.  The  present 
fuss  grew  out  of  the  recent  breaks  in 
State  prison  and  other  penal  institu- 
tions. .\  hasty  investigation  was  made 
to  seek  (he  cause  of  the  breaks,  and' 
the  amazins  discovery  was  made  that 
criminals  don't  like  being  locked  up, 
■  nd  that  when  tliev  are  refused  liberty 
by  llie  parole  board  thev  sulk,  vamnier 
»nd  try  to  "scram"   without  a   ticket   of 

leave. 

"That  certainly  was  a  slartlmg  piece 
rf  information  to  dig  up.  r'erhaps  the 
liivc-itiKators  naively  imagined  that 
niminals  should  be  delighted  to  have 
bnard  and  lodging  furnished  free  for 
them  imtil  the  depression  is  over. 

Leniency  Hit  Elsewhere 

"All    over    the    country    parole    boards 


have  been  under  .Hre  for  being  too  gen- 

•  !'Ous  in  opening  prison  doors  and  free- 
ing dangerous  criminals,  but  here, 
through  some  per%erse  twiet  of  the 
rnind,  there  are  #iome  people  who  seem 
to  think  that  a  parole  board  should  be 
ousted  hecauise  instead  of  being  soft- 
hearted and  soft-headed,  it  is  practical, 
discerning,  and  above  all,  considerate 
of  the  public  welfare.  Here  we  have 
members  of  a  parole  board  who  are  per- 
forming their  duties  conecientiously  and 
thoughtfully  under  oath  of  office;  they 
are  beyond  reproach  in  cleanliness  froir 
even  suspicion  of  graft,  and  they  have 
made  no  blunders  in  releasing  danger- 
one  criminals  into  the  community',  yet 
there  is  political  talk  of  removing  tlietn. 

"For  what'.*  Have  they  angered  the 
political  friends  of  imprisoned  crim- 
inals'.' Have'  they  placed  public  safety 
above  political  accomniodation?  If  they 
have  tliey  have  only  been  living  up  to 
the  traditions  of  that  board  since  it 
was  created  more  than  20  years  ago. 
The  Massachuse'tis  Board  of  Parole  has 

•  iways  been  above  reproach  because  It 
has  consistently  defied   political  control. 

Duty  of  Governor 

"But  the  prisoner.s  are  dissatisfied! 
Well,  isn't  ths.t  tragic?  The  wolves  are 
hungry  and  in  bad  temper,  so  we  must 
satisfy  liieip  by  throwing  the  shepherd 
to  them!  To  such  a  grim  sense  of 
humor  «e  hardly  expect  the  Governor 
to  siibsciihe.  He  himself  has  a  duty 
to  the  flock  upon  whoni  the  wolves 
^'ould    then    he    free    to   prey. 

"A  thorough  in\estigation  of  what  Is 
Wrong  in  the  penal  system  might  re- 
veal that  the  fault  lies  with  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Institutions.  The 
head  of  the  correctional  department 
and    his    subordinates    ought    not    to    'y* 

•  Honed  to  pass  the  buck  to  the  Parole 
Koard  every  tiine  there  Is  a  brerjlt. 
Their  .job  is  to  hold  the  criminals,  ,'n 
custody  \intil,  in  the  Judgment  of  th* 
Parole  Board,  they  are  fit  to  be  liberal- 
•d.  It  is  not  an  easy  Job,  but  if  it  is 
too  much  for  those  charged  with  the 
tare  and  custody  of  the  prisoners,  they 
ought   to  get  out. 

"When  prison  adTpini.strators  think 
that  the  best  way  to  reform  criminals 
Is  to  allow  them  to  dictate  both  the 
terms  of  their  iipprisonment  and  their 
release,  it  is  about  time  some  one 
would  ba\e  sense  enough  to  know  what 
U  wrong."

I  to  allow  the  release  of  prisoners,  as  the 
law  provides,  at  the  end  of  two-thirds 
of  their  minimum  sentences,  no  matter 
how  good  their  records  of  behaviour 
have  been,  unless  the  prisoners  can 
show  that  they  had  no  court  records 
prior  to  the  time  of  their  current  im- 
prisonment. 

Charge   "Bull-Dozing"  { 

Certain   of  the   letters   to  be  presented 
I  today     will     charge     that     P.     Emmett 
'  Gavin   and    .Matthew   W,   Bullock,   a   ma- 
jorily    of    the    parole    board,    have    used 
tactics    slmih^.i     lo    tho^e    nf    a     "brow- 
beating,     bulldozing'      prosecutor     when 
np|)licants  for  iiarole  were  before  them. 
and    that    Chairman    Richard    olney    has 
i^    sat   silently    by   while  all   kinds  of  accu- 
sations   were    hurled    at    the   prisoners. 

The.v  contend  that  after  hearings  of 
this  character,  the  men  have  been  "set 
back"  — told  that  they  could  not  be  re- 
leased until  at  least  their  minimum 
sentence  had  been  served.  .\s  a  result 
'  of  these  set-backs,  the  prisoners  and 
some  of  the  prison  officers  contend,  the 
I  men  go  back  among  their  fellow  prison- 
ers greatly  embittered,  with  the  result 
that   they    stir   up    trouble. 

One  inmate  who  has  written  to  the 
sxectitive  department  charged  that  the 
latest  shooting  affair  at  Concord  Re- 
formatory was  because  of  set-backs 
which    were    resented    by    prisoners. 

Governor   Interested 


Governor  Curley  indicated  yesterday, 
after  a  conference  with  Arthtir  T.  Ly- 
\  man,  commissionet*  of  correction,  that 
he  is  deeply  interested  in  the  situation. 
He  said,  however,  that  be  will  allow  the 
Councillors  to  present  the  case  against 
the  parole  board  at  today's  bearing  and 
will  then  make  bis  own  decision  as  to 
what  action  should   be   taken. 

"Mr.  I.yinan  has  talked  with  me  from 
time  to  time,"  said  the  Governor, 
"about  the  failure  of  the  parole  board 
to  discuss  possible  release  of  prisoners 
with  hiiii.  He  said  the  prisons  are 
smouldering  because  of  the  board's 
action." 

The  names  of  prisoners  who  have 
written  letters  of  complaint  or  their 
attorneys  were  not  disclosed  by  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor Htirley  last  night.  On 
seven  letters  made  public,  only  numbers 
were  u.sed.  E.xcerpts  from  the  letters 
were  as   follows: 

Case  No.  1— Watertown  youth  serv- 
ing five  years  for  robbery,  sentenced 
to  Concord  in  December  of  1934.  His 
counsel  wrote  the  Governor,  in  part,  as 
follows: 

"When  I  went  to  the  State  House  for 
an  informal  interview  with  the  board 
concerning  the  case  1  met ,  with  little 
consideration  and  was  told  by  Mr. 
Gavin  at  the  outset  that  he  would  not 
consider  letting  this  boy  out,  and  he 
was    promptly    echoed    by    Mr.    Bullock, 

"The  boy's  release  on  parole  was  fa- 
vored by  District  Attorney  Bishop,  by 
Assistant  District  Attorney  Folsy  who 
prosectited  the  case,  by  the  probation 
ofllcers  of  the  Superior  Court  at  Cam- 
bridge, by  the  chief  of  police  of  Water- 
town,  by  the  Senator  from  the  district 
and  by  the  two  Representatives  from 
Watertown.  Stiperintendent  Dee  spoke 
nicely  of  him  and  the  record  at  Con- 
cord showed  that  his  conduct  was  per- 
fect, that  he  had  received  the  grade 
stripes  and  diamonds  for  perfect  con- 
duct. 
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Board  Interview*  Boy 

"AH  Jour  iif  the  complainants  wrote 
letters      favoring;      the      boy's      release. 

"At  this  hearing  1  could  hardly  pre- 
sent my  case.  With  my  opening  sen- 
tence, Mr.  Gavin  engaRed  In  acrimoni- 
ous debate  with  me.  There  was  noth- 
ing judicial  about  the  proceedings.  Mr. 
Gavin  was  arrogant,  arbitrary,  unrea- 
sonable, argumentative  and  not  open 
in  any  argument  or  resoning  whatever. 
.Mr.  Bullock  supported  him  in  this  at- 
;itude.  The  chairman  was  silent  for 
I  lie  most  part,  and  1  was  of  the  im- 
pression that  he  did  not  know  much 
Mhout  it  and  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
,wo  associates. 

"The  board  later  vl!=iLed  the  Institu- 
tion at  Concord  and  brought  this  boy 
into  a  front  room  and  put  him  on  the 
grill  for  two  hours.  Mr.  Gavin  paced 
the  floor,  shook  his  finger  at  the  hoy, 
accused  and  ranted  and  behaved  him- 
self in  all  respecis  in  the  manner  of  a 
brow-beating,  bull-dozing,  prosecuting 
attorney.  Wlienever  he  ran  out  of  ma- 
terial, Mr.  Bullock  took  up  the  inter- 
rogation and   the  accusation. 

Leader  Given  Parole 

"I  ought  to  add  for  your  information 

that,    prior    to    my    hearing,    Mr.    , 

fhe  young  man  who  was  the  leader  of 
liiis  gang,  planned  all  their  crimes,  re- 
ceived the  loot  and  disposed  of  it  and 
divided  the  proceeds  according  lo  his 
own  judgment,  had  been  released  on 
parole.  1  under.'tand  that  no  one  ap- 
peared before  the  board  except  his 
father,  Wblle  the  ringleader  was  given 
his  release  on  parole,  the  .  .  .  boy  was 
denied   his  release. 

"Gavin    put    this    boy    in    tears,    broke 
his   spirit,   abused   him,   and   his   mother 
I  and    father   are    eating   their   hearts  out 
i  and    afraid    lo    take    any    further   action 
of    any    kind    for    fear    that    the    board 
I  will   punish   the  boy   further." 
I     Case  No.  2— Inmate  of  Norfolk  prison, 
sentence    and    crime    unknown.     Letter 
states  that  he  was   Informed  he  was  to 
have  a  pardon  hearing  Aug,  8  and  sub- 
sequently informed   that  the  board  was 
leaving    on    a    vacation       "Up    to    the 
l)resent  time  1  havji  't  received  a  single 
word    of    any    sort    of    information    with 
reference  to  the  promised  hearing,"   the 
prisoner   wrote. 

Case  No.  3— Inmate  of  Norfolk  serv- 
ing five  to  seven  years,  committed  to 
Stale  prison  in  IMl.  He  writes  that 
when  he  applied  for  parole  in  1934, 
aftyr  serving  two-thirds  of  his  sen- 
tence, "1  received  my  minimum  sen- 
tence and  I  think  J  was  handed  a  raw 
deal,"  the  inmate  declaied.  Mis  letter 
continued:  "The  judge  that  sentenced 
me,  told  me  that  I  would  be  paroled  in 
M)  months,  two-thirds  of  my  mlnlmu'-i 
if  my  record  in  prison  was  good.  I 
have  now  served  16  months  over  my 
parole  date." 

A  Fourth  Case 

Case  No.  4— Inmate  now  at  Norfolk, 
transferred  there  from  Concord,  serv- 
ing five  years  indefinite  sentence.  His 
letter  read  in  part:  "1  served  15  months 
In  Concord  and  was  transferred  here  In 
.Norfolk:  served  the  other  few  months 
^lakin^  It  '.'O  months  altogether,  then  I 
saw  the  Tarole  Hoard  and  they  gave 
me  ma.\lmum  last  .lune.  Not  a  single 
lock-up  and  a  perfect  conduct  record 
In  both  Concord  and  Norfolk.  The  case 
work  department  will  vouch  for  me  on 
this  ."■tatenient." 

Case  No.  o— Inmate  of  Norfolk,  crime 
and  sentence  unknown.  His  letter  read 
in  part:  "1  wish  to  add  more  outstand- 
ing facts  concerning  .Massachusetts 
criminal  making  plant  in  our  State 
House  labelled  I'arole  Board.  Do  not 
overlook  the  tact  that  the  latest  »hoot- 
Uig  attaii  a,t,  i]a»  Concor4  lalormatory 
Vas  because  of  set-backs,  In  other' 
words,  re-sentenced  by  three  men.  Such 
goings-on  as  the  present  Parole  Board 
is  putting  over  right  now;  three,  four 
and  five-year  set-backs  lor  first  offend- 
ers is  enough  to  drive  any  man  insane." 

Case    No.    fi— Inmate    of    .N'orfolk    serv- 
ing  seven    to    10  years,    a    first    offender. 


His  letter  read:  "It  may  be  of  some  in- 
terest to  you  to  know  I  am  a  first  of- 
fender. 1  have  a  perfect  record  and 
have  ob.-^erved  all  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  Ihis  institution-  in  a  faithful 
manner.  On  .^ug.  12  I  was  elislble  for 
parole  and  had  favorable  action  been 
decided  in  my  case  1  would  have  been 
released  on  Oct.  1  The  question  of 
why  1  wasn't  granted  a  parole  of  which 
1  had  tried  so  hard  to  be  worthy  is 
more  tlian  my  good  friends  or  I  can 
comprehend." 

Inmate  of  Norfolk 

Case  No.  7— Inmate  of  Norfolk,  sen- 
tenced In  IKil  to  serve  five  to  10  years. 
He  writes:  "No  more  parole  is  the  title 
of  the  song  sung  in  jail  now.  The 
board  desires  to  salvage  our  prison 
population,  but  first  must  be  given  the 
protection  of  the  public.  Yes,  I  agree 
with  them  there,  but  there  are  ;!00  men 
down  here  now  who  are  not  a  bit  of  a 
risk  out  on  parole,  btit  God  only  knows 
what  they  will  be  after  serving  the  sec- 
ond sentence  given  them  b.v  these  three 
men.  The  majority  are  pretty  well 
saturated  with  bitterness  right  now.  .\s 
to  good  conduct  while  in  prison,  the 
parole  rules  or  law  reads  that  if  a 
man's  conduct  is  good  while  in  prison 
he  shall  be  released  on  parole.  When 
a  Judge  sentences  you  he  figures  you 
shall  slay  in  jail  until  your  parole  time 
and  then  be  released  on  parole.  If  af- 
ter you  are  released  on  parole  you  are 
considered  a  bad  risk,  then  and  only 
.thMi  fhould  you  b«  raturatd.".

HOME  LOAN 
PAYMENTS 


20,000  Out  of  38,000 

in  This  State  Among 
Delinquents 


Of  the  38,000  loans  made  by  the 
Home  Owners'  Loan  Corporation  in 
the  New  England  region,  which  in- 
cludes all  New  England  States  except 
Connecticut,  there  are  delinquencies 
in  close  to  20,000  of  the  loans. 

This  was  revealed  last  night  by 
Thomas  S.  Curley,  assistant  regional 
manager  of  the  HOLC,  who  at  pres- 
ent is  directing  the  organization  of 
the  home  owners'  loan  servicing  de- 
partment. 


TO   INVESTIGATE 

It  Is  the  purpose  of  the  servicing  de- 
partment to  investigate  each  delinquent 
case  In  an  attempt  lo  discover  the  rea- 
son why  payments  have  not  been  kejit 
up  to  dale.  Last  -Saturday  16  girls  were 
transferred  from  various  other  divisions 
which  make  up  the  HOIX;  office  here  to 
the  servicing  department,  and  the  roll 
of  workers  In  this  department  will  be  ' 
Increased  to  60.  Only  employee*  who 
formerly  were  connected  with  tha  pro- 
gramme   will    he   employed. 

Field  representatives  will  he  empow- 
ered to  Investigate  cases  In  the  flva 
States  of  the  region,  and  these  persons 
will  visit  the  delinquent  borrowers  in  an 
effort  to  have  them  keep  their  payments 
up  to  date. 

The  20,000  delinquencies  cover  those 
from  one  month  to  those  of  several 
months,  ,\lr.  Curley  declare<l,  but  he 
pointed  out  tliat  only  delinquenolea  of 
three  months  or  more  are  considered 
serious.

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LETTING  THEM  OUT 

The  public  should  have  both  sides 
of  the  case  in  any  hearing  for  the 
removal  of  the  Board  of  Parole.  Ap- 
parently, the  whole  case  against  the 
Board  of  Parole  consists  of  state- 
ments by  prisoners  and  some  prison 
officials. 

The   public    is    pretty    sick   of    the 
easy  parole  business  of  the  past.     It 
is   even   sicker   at    the   wholesale    re- 
leases    of     murderers,     bandits     and 
holdup    men    by    the    Qajprnor    and 
Council,    despite    Governor    Curley's 
warm   attack   on   the   pardons  of   the 
Ely    administration    in    his    1935    in- 
augural  message.  j 
If   we   are   going  to  keep   up   this  i 
business  of  pardons   in  bunches  and  i 
also   repudiate    the    Board   of    Parole  I 
by  removals  and  the  appointment  of 
new   men    who    will    be    virtually    in- 
structed to  make  paroles  easier,  then 
the    public     can     expect    trouble     in 
plenty. 

All  over  the  country,  in  the  East 
especially,  there  has  been  widespread 
protests  against  an  easy  parole  sys- 
tem. The  number  of  men  on  parole 
who  have  committed  desperate 
crimes  is  appalling  in  New  York. 

Our  Board  of  Parole  has  refused 
to  parole  men  in  prison  who  have 
previous  bad  records.  The  fact  that 
they  may  be  "good  prisoners"  means 
nothing.  It  is  the  slick,  shrewd 
criminal  who  behaves  himself  in 
prison  and  who  has  friends  outside. 
The  cunning  criminal  is  the  danger- 
ous one.  He  gains  the  approval  of 
prison  officials  by  his  good  conduct 
and  his  willingness  to  act  as  a  "stool- 
j  pigeon." 

Whenever  there  is  an  outbreak  in 
a  prison,  the  officials  always  have  an 
alibi.  Too  long  sentences  by  judges, 
too  much  strictness  on  the  part  of 
the  Board  of  Parole,  too  few  par- 
dons, etc.,  arc  advanced  as  excuses. 
The  fact  that  prison  discipline  may 
be  at  fault  is  never  admitted,  yet  that 
is  the  reason  in  the  vast  majority  of 
cases. 

Even  when  a  guard  is  killed  by 
two  desperate  prisoners,  due  to  the 
folly  of  the  prison  officials,  there  is 
a  ready  alibi  which  will  not  admit  the 
mistake. 

\Vc  are  in  the  midst  of  the  most 
lawless  era  this  country  ever  saw. 
Right  here  in  Boston  we  have  hold- 
iups  nightly.  We  have  gangster  kill- 
ings, most  of  them  unsolved.  Our 
streets  at  night  can  no  longer  be  con- 
sidered safe. 


Yet  some  members  of  the  Council 
seem  more  concerned  about  the  com- 
plaints from  bandits,  thieves,  holdup 
men,  gangsters  and  other  desperate 
criminals  who  have,  by  great  good 
luck,  been  landed  behind  the  bars, 
than  for  the  protection  of  the  public. 

It  is  ni  easy  matter  in  these  days 
for  the  police  to  land  law  breakers 
in  jail.  Most  convictions  of  desperate 
criminals  come  hard.  But  once  the 
police  do  land  one  in  State  prison, 
the  movement  for  a  parole  or  a  par- 
don starts.  And  the  most  powerful 
factor  in  such  thintrs  h  nnlitir«.

The  strike  that  failed  had  if.s 
repercussions  in  Boston.  tho\igh,

Registrar  of  Motor  Vehicles  Frank

Watt,  who  Is  a  member  of  the  State 
Unemployment  Compensation  Commis- 
sion, replied  to  Goodwin's  onslaught  with ' 
a  statement  that  when  ht;  began  i-eceiv- 
ing  a  StJite  salary  he  stopped  receiving 
a  pay  check  from  the  Federation. 

Goodwin's  statement  was  in  reply  to 
WatfK  charge  that  the  registrar's  activi- 
ties  in  organizing  Brockton  shoe  work- 
ers in  an  Independent  union  had  resulted 
In  lower  wages,  increased  unemployment 
and  the  departure  ot  several  shoo 
factories  from  the  city. 

"I  don't  blame  Bobby  Watt  for  light- 
ing to  get  the  shoe  workers  of  Haverhill 
into  his  union,"  Goodwin  said.  "There 
are  about  6000  workers  in  Haverhill  and 
the  manufacturers  are  forcing  them  to 
.loin  a  union  they  do  not  want,  and  pay 
25  cents  per  week  or  $1,3  a  year,  an  ag- 
gregate of  S78,000  a  year.

'•It  seemed  to  accumulate  from  time  to 
time,  and  upon  returning  from  vacation 
in  England,  during  which  1  studied  the 
English  pa,role  system,  tho  unrest  was 
even  more  severe. 

"About  this  time  Frank  Howland  w.-is 
sent  to  my  office  and  I  assigned  him  to 
handle  the  parole  problem.  He  advised 
me  the  matter  was  the  most  important 
problem  we  were  struggling  with. 

'•The  break  at  Concord  came  at  about 
Get.  8.  I  have  never  said  publicly  and 
will  not  say  that  the  break  was  the  fault 
of  the  parole  board  or  of  a  breakdown  ot 
tho  parole  sjstem.  And  the  same  is  true 
of  tho  Charlestown  break.  The  resent- 
;  ment  was  growing  and  we  were  con- 
i  rerncd  with  properly  protecting  the  pub- 
lic.   

"I  think  tho  public  can  he  more  prop- 
erly protected  imder  a  parole  system  than 
without  one. 

"I  think  that  a  man  released  Into  socl- 
ety  under  tho  parole  system,  with  its  rft- 
quiremenls  for  gupervislon  is  much  safer 
than  a  man  released  after  serving  hla 
maximum,  in  which  there  is  no  caro  or 
■supervision. 

•■1  believe  the  problem  could  be  cleared 
up  largely  and  solved  under  a  system  ot 
Indellnite  set-back  rather  than  by  act- 
l.«ac,ks  to  niaxinuim,  when  tho  niaxlmura 
is  many  years  hence." 

Governor  Curley  several  days  ago  de- 
clared that  If  the  views  of  tho  council 
loncerning  the  present  makeup  of  the 
parole  board  coincided  with  his  own,  the 
public  iiearing  would  probably  turn  into 
ou.Hter  proceedings.

The  petition  charge.s  In  effect  that 
Callahan  has  created  a  monopoly  for 
a  new  firm,  '-Auto  List.  Inc.."  only 
recently  chartered.  This  firm  has 
been  given  the  exclusive  right  to 
copy  and  use  such  lists,  and  the 
charter  for  Auto  List.  Inc.  was 
mailed  to  Thomas  H.  Mahoney  wlio. 
incidentally,  is  counsel  for  Edmund 
I,.  Dolan,  former  city  Ireasitrer  for 
the   city    of    Boston,    according    to 
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charges  niarijp  simultaneously  by 
Rep.  Phillip  G.  Bowker  of  BrookUne. 
Bowker  immediately  after  the  suit 
was  filed  said  that  Go^Curley  was 
really  responsible  '"^!r*'caTlahan's 
action.  Bowker  ,saui.  "  Tis  the  voice 
of  Jacob,  but  the  mind  of  Esau."

Perhaps,  but  only  per- 
haps, these  facts  are  embarrassing  to  the  big-hearted  council 
which  so  tenderly  indorsed  the  Govemor's  recommendations. 
Both  GovXurley  and  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Ely,  have  been 
quite  lenient  m  the  exercise  of  executive  clemency.  It  is  well 
to  have  a  parole  board  with  the  spunk  to  speak  up  when  the 
Governor  and  council  are  in  an  extravagant  pardoning  mood.

WAGNER  RECALLED 

Recalled  before  the  grand  jury 
were  Joseph  F.  Wagner,  assistant 
director  of  music,  who  charges  that 
he  was  promised  promotion  for  $2000; 
John  P.  Devlin  of  Medford  and 
Uharlestown,  a  friend  of  Wagner, 
and  James  Hawkes  of  Jamaica  Plain 
vice-president  of  the  Boston  Musi- 
clans'  Union  and  brother  of  Miss 
Hawkes. 

Dist.-Atty.  William  J.  Foley,  In 
charge  of  the  sweeping  probe  of  al- 
leged corruption  in  and  about  the 
city's  schol  system,  declined  to  dis- 
cuss the  case  this  morning  and 
would  not  say  why  the  witnesses  had 
been  called. 

The  prosecutor,  however,  said  he 
believed  the  taking  of  testimony  in 
the  present  case  would  be  complete 
early    this    afternoon    and    that    it 
probably  would  not  be  necessary  to 
holod  a  night  session.

"I  believe  the  reason  I  have  been 
called  before  the  grand  jury  is  to 
state  whether  or  not  Prof.  Wagner 
visited  me  at  my  office.  He  did.  He 
came  to  see  me.  I  am  not  his  coun- 
sel. I  have  only  acted  as  an  attorney 
whom  he  consulted.

At    any    rate,    with    Goodwin's 
caustic   reply   to   Robert   J.    Watt, 
secretary-treasurer     of     the     State 
branch  of  the  American  Federation 
of  Labor,  following  closely  on  Cur- 
ley's  "change  of  mind"  relating  to 
the   registrar's   "outside   activities," 
makes  a  pretty  set  up  for  His  Ex-  ( 
cellency,    the    governor,    t-o    battle ; 
when  he  openly  gets  his  campaign  ■ 
for  United  States  Senator,  or  for 
re-election   (which  I  opine  he  will 
seek),  in  the  near  future.  , 

Curley   began   preaching  "social  » 
security"  on  one  side  when  he  de-  - 
Uvered  his  annual  address  to  the 
legislature  Wednesday  and  proposed  , 
a  ream  more  taxes  to  meet  it  on 
the  other.  Perhaps  l.e  was  so  con- 
fused   by    the    mess    into    which 
Goodwin  got  himself  In  Haverhill 
that   he   forgot,   for  the   moment, 
that  increased  taxation  is  not  good 
news  to  the  ears  of  those  he  will  \ 
ask  to  vote  for  him  in  the  coming 
f.-.H,    Goodwin,  who  evidently  has  a 
hold   on  Curley  "where   he   wants 
him,"  evidently  had   the  governor 
on  the  run.

mission. 

It  results  that  Watt  is  receiving 
only  one  salary,  having  stopped  re- 
ceiving his  pay  check  from  the  A. 
P.  of  L.  as  soon  as  his  State  pay 
was  started.  Goodwin's  connection 
with  the  Brotherhood  is  undefined, 
but  it  is  known  that  he  was  one  of 
the  principle  organizers  of  the 
Brockton  union,  which  now  boasts 
14,000  members. 

Following  the  demand  by  Boot 
and  Shoe  union  oiScials  of  Haver- 
Jilll  that  the  governor  call  on ; 
Goodwin  to  resign  as  registrar  and 
after  Curley  first  acted  <  in  that 
manner  and  then  turned  turtle  on 
his  decision  by  praising  his  politi- 
cal companion.  Watt  went  to  work 
on  Goodwin,  charging  that  the  lat- 
ter's  activities  in  organizing  the 
BroCkton  shoe  workers  in  an  inde- 
pendent   union    had    resulted    in 


lower  wages,  increased  unemploy- 
ment and  departure  of  several  shoe 
factories  from  the  city.  He  inti- 
mated that  Haverhill  would  be 
faced  with  a  similar  situation  if 
the  Brotherhood  got  a  foothold 
there,  where  there  Is  plenty  of 
trouble,  anyway,  with  three  other 
unions  keeping  the  shoe  industry  on 
edge  continually. 

This  Is  what  may  hurt  the  Cur- 
ley-Goodwln  setup  in  the  coming 
fall:  "I  agree  with  Father  Cough- 
lin  when  he  said  that  the  American 
Federation  of  Labor  is  a  racket  as 
it  is  now  run.  Most  of  its  affiliates 
are  controlled  by  labor  fakers  who 
play  with  the  bosses  and  sell  out 
the  workers.  The  greatest  thing 
that  can  happen  for  labor  would 
be  for  John  Lewis  to  clean  up  the 
dirty  mess." 

The  statement  is  by  the  registrar- 
union  leader;  and  it  will  take  a  lot 
of  that  persuasive  salve  for  which 
Governor  Curley  is  renowned  to 
smooth  over  that  blast  at  the  A.  F. 
of  L.  among  its  thousands  of  mem- 
bers. 

On  the  other  hand,  incidently, 
as  far  as  Haverhill  is  concerned, 
the  Mr.  Watt  and  the  A.  P.  of  L.

unfit,  whether  by  reason  of  advanced 
age.  or  otherwise." 

Further  commenting  upon  life  tenure

•Tliere  is  nothing  sacred  in  the  con- 
tinuation in  office  of  an  incompetent 
or  inefTicient  member  of  the  judlciar)'. 
In  no  other  department  of  our  Gov-  ■ 
eminent  is  such  an  individual  more 
undesirable  or  more  productive  of 
harmful  consequences."  This  state- 
ment came  from  Mr  Finnegan  without 
his  having  any  knowledge  concerning 
the  Identitv-  of  the  Justices  to  whom 
Mr  Bushnell   referred.

Mr  Pinnegan  came  swiftly  to  say  that 
if  no  better  evidence  of  the  same  could 
be  brought  to  light  the  present  admin- 
istration was  quite  within  its  scope.

Any  fair  minded  person  will  agree 
that  the  bill  giving  life  tenure  to  jus- 
tices would  not  be  safe  without  re- 
servations. The  bench  cannot  func- 
tion properly  unless  the  justice  is  of 
sterling  character  and  possessing  effi- 
ciency and  a  true  sense  of  justice.  The 
appearance  of  incompetent  judges  in 
our  courts  is  a  rare  occasion,  but  if, 
and  when,  that  occasion  should  arise, 
there  should  be  some  measure  written 
into  law  giving,  some  one  power  to 
remedy  the  condition.

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John  W.  Heselton 
Again  Pres.  of 
State  Selectmen 


BOSTON  —  Selectmen  of  Massa- 
chusetts in  their  annual  meeting  at 
the  stale  house  yesterday  voted  In 
favor  of  biennial  sessions  of  the 
legislature.  The  selectmen's  asso- 
ciation, by  a  vole  of  52-2.'5,  indorsed 
the  proposal,  backed  by  Gov.  James 
M.  Curley  for  Iho  second  time  on 
N«w-*Year's  day,  which  started  a 
bitter  fight  in  the  legislature  last 
year. 

Al  officers  of  the  association  were 
reelected  for  the  coming  year.  They 
are  John  W.  Hesselton  of  Deerfield, 
president;  Harry  S.  Torrey  of  Rock- 
land, vice-president:  Dr.  William  L. 
Shipman  of  Paxton.  secretary;  Axel 
E.  Zetterman  of  Ashland,  executive 
secretary;  and  J.  Clarence  Thorne 
of  MillJs,  treasurer. 

State  WPA  Administrator  Arhtur 
G.  Rotch,  sjjcaking  in  tlie  afternoon, 
said  he  preferred  the  old  FERA 
program  to  the  present  WPA.  He 
explained  the  slilft  in  the  program 
in  this  state,  saying  it  did  not  com- 
pare vvith  the  shift  in  other  states 
and  he  was  sorry  the  federal  gov- 
ernment made  as  much  of  a  shift 
as  it  did.  President  Roosevelt  has 
accomplished  what  he  set  out  to  do, 
Rotch  declared,  saying  he  has  taken 
3.,'j00,000  men  off  i-filief  rolls  and  put 
them  to  work.  He  explained  the 
failure  of  1790  persons  to  got  their 
pay  checks  before  Christmas  as  due 
to  the  breaking  down  of  two  check 
machines  the  night  before  the  holi- 
day. He  pointed  out  he  did  not  have 
the  same  payroll  trouble  in  the 
FERA  because  there  were  14  pay- 
roll stations  under  that  .system. 

Contending  that  there  can  be  no 
decrease  in  governmental  costs  for, 
a  long  time  to  come,  when,  no  one 
can  tell,  Gov.  Curley  renewed  his 
attack  on  the  state  tax  appeals 
board  and  blasted  Joseph  B.  Ely  of 
Westfield  for  his  refusal  to  remove 
Alexander  Lincoln  from  the  board 
wlien  he  was  governor.  There  was, 
he  said,  a  steady  reduction  of  val- 
ues of  downtown  property  in  Bos- 
ton while  he  was  mayor.  Curley 
said  Lincoln  was  much  to  blame  for 
this  reduction. 

The  governor  said  he  called  upon 
Ely,  while  governor,  to  remove  Lin- 
coln, but  that  Ely  answered  that  he 
couldn't  do  this  as  Alexander  White- 
side, whom  Curley  had  branded  as 
"public  enemy  No.  1,"  was  a  close 
friend  of  Lincoln,  who  was  one  of 
the  largest  contributors  to  his— 
Ely's — campaign. 

The  governor  pleaded  with  the 
selectmen  to  support  his  i-ccom- 
mendations  for  extensive  additional 
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taxation  and  a  building  program. 
He  said  the  only  means  left  to  gov- 
ernmental bodies  to  bring  about  a 
reduction  in  taxation  is  tlie  adoj)- 
tion  of  the  revenue-raising  program 
he  outlined  in  his  message.  By  that 
he  meant  elimination  of  the  state 
tax  and  boosting  of  income  to  lake 
its  place. 

If  hifi  financial  recommendations 
are  accepted,  the  governor  declared, 
it  will  be  possible  to  end  the  stale 
tax  and  reduce  <hc  municipal  tax 
rates  by  %2  on  the  $1000  nf  valua- 
tion. He  outlined  his  program  for 
additional  revenues,  including  the 
two-cent  cigarette  tax,  continuation 
of  the  extra-cent  gasohnc  tax,  the 
alcohol  tax,  and  others,  and  otu- 
trnded  the  recommendations  arc 
reasonable  and  would  bring  relief 
to  the  hon^c-owner,  but  arc  being 
opposed  by  organized  money  that 
brought  about  creation  of  the  stale 
tax  appp.Tls  board  and  has  pre\cnl- 
cd  legislation  for  homo-owner  re- 
lief. 

Declaring  securing  <>f  new  rc^•e- 
nue  IS  the  only  salvation  of  nui- 
niripalilies  until  prnsvwrity  has  re- 
turned. Curlcy  called  upon  select- 
men, taxpayers'  H,s.sociations  and 
lilie  b'xiies  to  unite  for  the  battle, 
otheisM.>ce  It  would  l>e  impossible 
for  him  to  succeed  in  his  endeavor. 

Director  Theodore  N.  Waddcll  of 
the  division  of  accounts,  said  the 
towns  need  a  more  comprehensive 
presentation  of  figures  showing 
how  the  taxjiaycrs'  money  is  t>eing 
spent.  U  was  recommended  that  a 
slate-wide  contest  ani'iog  towns  Ijc 
conducted  to  cultivate  interest  in 
making  town  reports  more  under- 
stundahle  and  intore^ti^g  to  the 
average  cili/rn.

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CRIME  AND  POLITICS 


The  Governor  and  hi.-^  council  have  begun, 
if  not  completed,  plans  for  the  ou.sting  of  the 
state  parole  board.  The  ground  for  thi.s  pro- 
posed action,  so  far  as  we  have  been  able  to 
see,  is  becau.sc  long  term  pri-soners  are  dissat- 
isfied. Not  enough  of  them  are  released  on 
parole  at  the  expiration  of  the  minimum  pe- 
riod of  their  sentences  less  time  off  for  good 
behavior  to  plea.se  them. 

The  veteran  of  evil  ways,  once  he  is  caught 
and  incarcerated,  knows  enough  to  be  a 
"good  prisoner."  He  i.'^  slick  enough  to  know 
that  it  pays  to  "be  good"  while  in  prison  in 
order  to  get  out  sooner  to  continue  his  nefari- 
ous ways. 

A  tremendously  large  percentage  of  the 
real  bad  men  of  the  country  are  men  who 
have  had  previous  records  and  who  have 
been  paroled  or  pardoned.  They  are  now  in- 
sisting that  more  of  them,  regardless  of  out- 
side records,  so  long  as  their  jail  records  are 
good,  be  turned  loose. 

Apparently  the  Governor  and  his  council 
are  in  full  sympathy  with  them.  At  least 
they  are  considering  ousting  the  present  pa- 
role board  "because  it  is  too  strict." 

The  parole  board,  apparently,  is  to  be  put 
into  politics.  And  this  is  because  the  men 
who  have  been  jailed  for  murder,  arson,  rac- 
keteering, blackmailing  and  kindred  crimes 
aro  dissatisfied. 

We  are  rapidly  approaching  the  point 
wiiere  the  criminal  clement  is  to  control  the 
state  whether  in  jail  or  out. 
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ANOTHER  OUSTED 


The  ne\y  state  commissioner  of  education, 
James  G.  Rearden,  late  superintendent  of  the 
Adams  school  system,  has  begun  the  expect- 
ed dropping  of  members  of  his  staff  by  oust- 
ing Jerome  Burtt,  state  supervisor  of  sec- 
ondary education,  because  of  "difference  in 
philosophies."  Mr.  Rearden  has  not  got 
around  to  the  point  of  making  the  dismissal 
f^'  a  capable  man  public  but  Mr,  Burtt  has 
done  .so  among  friends  in  his  former  home 
city  of  Springfield. 

Uneasy  lies  the  head  that  held  a  state  job 
before  the  beginning  of  the  present  regime. 
Every  post  has  now  been  placed  in  the  spoils 
class  and  few  of  those  who  held  office  previ- 
ous to  last  state  election  were  Curley  parti- 
sans.   — -

They  have  been  steadily  mounting  upwards 
in  spite  of  Republican  and  Democratic  prom- 
ises. 


In  a  communication  in  this  issue  concern- 
ing the  Townsend  plan  is  the  statement  that 
immediately  it  became  effective  all  crime 
would  cease.  The  saving  would  run  into  the 
billions  is  the  claim.  The  Townsend  plan,  it 
appears,  will  do  what  neither  God  nor  man 
has  been  able  to  do  since  the  Garden  of  Eden.

BOSTON,  Jan.  4 -What  part  will 
Governor  Jainea  Michael  Curley  of 
Massachusetts  play  in  the  Democrat- 
ic presidential  campaign  of  1936? 
That  may  mean  a  great  deal  to 
President  Roosevelt,  for  the  Bay 
State  is  needed  by  the  president. 

Governor  Curley  himself  has  eyes 
on  the  Democratic  presidential  nom- 
ination in  IWO.  He  plans  to  run  for 
U.  S,  Senator  in  1938.  (It  is  as- 
.sumed  that  Senator  Marcus  A.  Cool- 
idge,  Democrat,  will  not  run  again.) 
A  few  years  ago,  his  third  four- 
year  term  as  mayor  of  Boston  com- 
ing to  a  close,  Jim  Curley's  political 
balloon  seemed  crashing  earthward. 
^Thls  man,  who  might  have  been 
mayor  of  the  Hub  for  the  past  20 
consecutive  years  If  it  were  not  for 
a  statute  that  prevents  a  mayor 
from  succeeding  himsrjlf,  failed  in 
his  atterapt.s  to  obtain  a  more  im- 
portant post  than  delegate  to  the 
Democratic  national  convention  of 
1932. 

.'\n  Opportunist. 
Opportunist?  Four  years  previ- 
ously he  had  supported  Al  Smith's 
candidacy  for  the  presidency.  Now 
he  abruptly  switched  to  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt,  and  at  a  time  when  Mas- 
sachusetts was  steadfastly  wearing 
brown  derbies  and  whistling  "The 
Sidewalks  of  New  York."  Men 
whose  names  were  scarcely  known 
outside  their  own  neighborhoods 
were  elected  over  Curley  to  repre- 
sent the  state  at  the  Democratic 
national  convention. 

But  with  the  same  stubborn  con- 
fidence in  his  judgment  that  has  al- 
ways characterized  him,  Curley 
went  to  the  convention  on  his  own. 
He  maneuvered  so  as  to  become  an 
ofRcial   delegate  from  Puerto  Rico

in  behalf  of  the  former  New  York 
governor  that  was  generally  ac- 
claimed the  finest  bit  of  oratory  of 
the  entire  coalition. 

Curley's  worst  enemy,  and  he  hag 
thousands  of  them,  will  not  deny 
that  he  Is  a  good  orator. 

Unpopular  Wl^h  Home  Bosses. 
Even  after  Curley's  almost  single- 
handed  stand  for  Roosevelt  in  this 
state  had  been  vindicated  in  Chica- 
go and  the  Democratic  bigwigs  here 
had  fallen  in  line,  Curley  remained 
so  unpopular  with  party  leaders  in 
this  section  that  Farley  sent  htm 
clear  across  the  country  into  Cali- 
fornia to  campaign 


ing  between  Boston  and  Washing- 
ton, was  offered  a  number  of  politi- 
cal appointments,  including  at  least 
one  European  amba-ssadorshlp.  His 
third  four-year  term  as  mayor  of 
Boston  wa.s  coming  to  a  close.

Callalian  Sued,  Gurley

l>le  over  the  publication  of  the  list 
of  automobile  registration  was  to- 
day thrown  before  the  State  hu- 
Tireme  Court  and  tonijiiht  brought  a 
sharp  exchange  of  statements  con- 
cerning the  administration  of  Gov- 
ernor James  M.  Curley. 

For  ten  years  the  Direct  Mail 
Servire,  Inc.,  of  Boston  has  pub- 
lished lists  of  the  registrations,  for 
distribution  to  state  agencies  and 
police    departments. 

As.'^erting  it  had  been  refused  the 
1936  list,  the  company  filed  in  bu- 
preme  Court  petition  asking  a  writ 
of  mandamus  (compelling  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works  William  F. 
Callahan  to  furnish  it  the  list 
which  this  year  has  been  given  to 
the  Auto  List,  Inc, 

Promptly  State  Representative 
Philip  G.  Bowker,  <R)  of  Brook- 
line  issued  a  statement  charging 
the  Auto  List,  Inc.,  is  a  newly 
formed  company  and  lias  been 
granted  a  monopoly  at  the  diiec- 
tion  of  the  governor.

Curley  Defends  Progranv 

Defending  his  tax  program  and  urg- 
ing support  of  his  institutional  build- 
ing program,  Governor  Curley  said: 

"There  is  no  justification  to  assert 
that  the  building  program  I  have  rec- 
ommended is  in  the  interest  of  the 
contractors,"  Governor  Curley  contin- 
ued. "It  is  a  program  in  the  interest 
of  the  most  unfortunate  element  in 
the  Commonwealth,  the  in.sane.  It 
is  a  black  mark  on  the  white  escut- 
cheon of  the  Commonwealth  to  allow 
the  conditions  to  obtain. 

For  the  last  four  years  it  has  been 
impo.ssible  to  place  a  single  child  in 
a  state  institution  for  another  four 
years.  I  believe  the  conditions  shoul(a 
be  changed.  I  have  recommended  a 
change  which  will  be  at  least  a  start 
on  a  much  neglected  program. 

I  have  recommended  $1,000,000  for 
the  erection  of  a  building  to  house 
felons  .so  that  the  first  offenders  can 
be  segregated  from  the  habitual  of- 
fender, thus  preventing  them  from 
becoming  a  permanent  liability  on 
the  Commonwealth.  One  million  dol- 
lars to  con,strucl  a  new  building  at 
the  Rutland  State  Ho.spital  where 
there  are  wooden  buildings  which  are 
a  fire  hazard  and  which  should  have 
been  razed  20  years  ago,  I  found  the 
buildings  in  that  condition  and  I  con- 
sider it  my  duty  to  recommend  a 
change  and  the  dutv  of  every  citizen 
to  .support  the  program.  Three  million 
dollars  for  additional  buildings  to 
house  the  mental  defectives  of  the 
Commonwealth.  We  can't  consider 
ourselves  decent  citizens  if  we  allow 
the  conditions  to  continue. 

And  how  are  we  going  to  care  for 
this  program?  The  issue  can  be 
amortized  bv  the  annual  expediture 
of  between '$400,000  and  $500,000  a 
year  and  the  new  revenue  which  I 
have  recommended  will  not  only  be 
sufficient  to  provide  for  the  amortiza- 
tion but  will  make  it  possible  to  re- 
duce the  tax  rate  in  every  city  and 
town  in  the  Commonwealth  $2  on 
each  $1000  of  valuation. 

I  insist  that  the  rcvnue  program 
.should  go  through.  It  should  go 
through  becau.se  it  is  in  operation 
in  the  majority  of  the  states.  They 
are  getting  the  revenue.  Why 
shouldn't  we  too  relieve  the  burden 
on  the  home  owners. 

Some  have  said,  'If  you  didn't  use 
the  money  for  highways  and  side- 
walk construction  you  could  have  put 
up  these  buildings.'  Tlu^y  overlook 
the  fact  that  in  putting  lip  buildings 
there  is  a  long  time  between  drawing 
of  plans  and  laying  of  bricks.  It  is 
sometimes  six  to  nine  months  and  the 
peoi)le  would  be  out  of  work.  The 
WPA  provided  that  the  employees  on 
the  projects  should  Ix;  taken  from  the 
welfare  rolls  but  they  forget  about 
the  100,000  out  of  work  who  are  not 
on  the  welfare  rolls  and  so  we  used 
$3,500,000  for  the  construction  of 
chapter  90  and  chapter  81  work  by  the 


cities  and  towns  and  used  $4,000,000 
of  our  own  money  for  the  construc- 
tion of  sidewnlk.s.  There  are  now 
some  12,000  employed  on  that  side- 
walk program.  We  did  that  to  pre- 
.serve  the  .self  re.spect  and  honor  of 
the  Commonwealth  and  to  preserve 
the  self  respect  of  the  citizen.s.  I  re- 
spectfully .suggest  and  request  that 
you  johi  with  me  in  the  adoption  of 
the  tax  program  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  Commonwealtli  and  for  the 
best  Interest  of  every  one  of  its  citi- 
zens."

Governor  .Cwl«y,  in  urging  a  reorg.inlzation  of 
the  Department  of  I^abor  and  Industries,  told  the 
legislature  that  "the  obvious  first  step  in  this  re- 
organization ...  is  for  the  Department  to  a.'i.sume 
the  duties  of  the  Industrial  Accident  Board." 

Why  it  is  obvious  he  dop.s  not  explain;  and  the 
more  the  proposal  is  coiKsidered,  the  greafer  the 
objections  to  it  are  seen  to  be. 

The  Industrial  Accident  Board  Is  a  distinct  dv 
pariment  of  the  state  government.  Its  function  is 
to  decide  questions  arising  under  the  workmen's 
compensation  law.  It  i,s  a  fact-flnding  tribunal, 
*nd  at  the  same  time  a  judicial  or  semi-judicial 
one;  being  charged  in  any  disputed  case  with  de- 
termining the  facts  and  then  applying  the  law  to 
them.  Being  a  body  of  this  kind,  It  should  be  an 
Independent  and  an  impartial  one. 

To  place  it  under  the  control  of  the  Department 
of  Labor  and   Industries   would   be   to  subordinate 
it   to  an  agency  which   has   been   set   up   primarily 
in    the    interest   of    the    workers    of    the    common- 
wealth.     It   is   concerned   with   the   enforcement   of 
laws  relating  to  conditions  of  labor,  and   with   the 
protection  of  the  rights  and  the   promotion  of  the 
.welfare  of  persons  employed   in  industry.    To  give 
,lt  the  power  to  decide  issues  between  employes  and 
employers  arising  under  the  workmen's  compensa- 
tion law.  would  be  like  submitting  such   questions 
to  one  of  the  parties  to  the  dispute,  with  the  result 
that  the  cost  of  doing  business  in  this  state  would 
be    increased.       Industry    would    thus    be    handi- 
capped, and  the  job  of  the  worker  himself  event- 
ually jeopardized.

Cities  and  Banks  Find  Them- 
selves in  Real  Estate  Busi-

A  five-year  moratorium  on  all  e.x- 
ccsiH*  and  imnece.ssary  government 
speiidiiig  as  a  racaits  of  relieving  the 
overburdened  taxpayer  was  advocated 
by  Senator  William  H.  McSweeney 
at  a  meetuig  of  the  Witch  City  Re- 
'publican  cluta  held  last  evening  at 
the   Hotel   Hawthorne. 

"We  ought  to  have  a  cessation  of 
extra  expenditures  lor  five  years.  Let 
us  have  a  cessation  of  excessive  and 
unnecessary  expenditure'?.  Let  us 
have  a  cessation  on  tiulldlng  boule- 
vards and  parks  and  subsist  on  ^wiml 
we've  got.  Let  every  bark  yard  be  a 
park  for  general  contentment,  peace 
and  good  order. 

"CiUeii  and  banks  are  in  the  real 
estate  buslneiss  now,"  he  said,  "be- 
cau.se  of  the  inability  of  people  to 
keep  their  property  in  the  face  of 
high  taxes.  Many  real  estate  owners 
are  impoverished.  And  we  have  the 
strange,  extraordinary  situation  of 
cities  borowlnR  money  on  tax  titles. 
How  to  get  away  from  that  is  the 
problem. 

"Things  that  arc  co'illy  are  still 
with  us.  We  are  living  in  an  age  wo 
can't  afford  to  go  through  with,  and 
we  can't  get  by  making  people  pay 
more  in  taxation.  There  i.'5  notlimg  in 
sight  unlea.'i  we  .stand  up  and  fight.

He  spoke  of  the 
possibility  of  this  state  enacting  laws 
which     other     states    now    Ziave,      If 
somethiiig    i.s    not   done    here    to   re- 
lieve the  situation. 

He  talked  about  the  "extraordln-' 
ary"  situation  of  industry  not  want- 
Ing  a  man  over  45  years  of  age. 
"When  a  man  gets  to  be  more  than 
45  he  is  all  done,"  commented  the 
senator.  "What  are  we  going  to  do 
with  lilmv  ij«t  the  young  fellows  get 
Into  Industry.  Municipal  aud  state 
governments  cnu  well  afford  to  let 
them  take  care  of  roads  and  depart- 
ment matters.

We  were  quite  interested  in  the  tax 
reforms  being  suggested  by  Governor 
James  M.  Curley  of  Massachusetts  for 
the  cmntn^  legislative  session.  Among 
those  was  the  suggestion  that  the  tax  on 
realty  be  materially  reduced.  This  is  in 
line  with  the  suggestion  contained  in  a 
bill  already  before  the  Bay  State  Legis- 
lature which  would  set  a  maximum  rate 
of  $25  per  thousand  for  all  local  property 
taxes  in  cities  and  towns.  Connecticut 
had  the  same  thought  in  mind  a  year 
ago,  too. 

Unfortunately  for  every  such  reduction 
proposed  in  taxes,  some  other  legislator 
has  an  additional  tax  to  take  its  place,  so 
that,  of  course,  the  governrpent  does  not 
lose  an  actual  cent  in  revenue.  That,  to 
our  way  of  thinking,  is  not  actual  tax  re- 
duction. If  taxes  are  to  be  reduced,  it 
must  be  all  along  the  line,  so  that  the 
eventual  cost  to  the  taxpayer  is  lessened 
and  not  merely  shifted  from  one  shoulder 
to  another. 

In  Massachusetts  they  are  planning  to 
do  the  same  thing  as  they  tried  to  do 
here.  To  ease  off  on  the  realty  taxes 
Governor  Curley  would  remove  the  state 
tftx  on  cities  and  towns.  This  would  cut 
$2  from  the  tax  rate  of  every  city  and 
town,  he  maintained.  This  loss  of  rev- 
enue, though,  would  be  made  up  by  a 
aeries  of  new  taxes,  including  a  cigarette 
tax  and  several  others.  The  only  saving 
part  of  the  recommendation  was  the  sug- 
gestion that  a  committee  be  named  to 
study  the  possibility  of  making  economies 
in  state  administration. 

That's  what  we're  doing  in  Connecticut 
now  at  legislative  behest  and  in  this 
writer's  opinion,  it's  the  only  sure  way 
of  lowering  taxes.  As  long  as  government 
costs  are  as  high  as  they  are  now,  there 
must  be  some  forms  of  taxation  to  meet 
.them.  And  if  one  tax  is  eliminated  or 
lowered,  something  else  must  be  done  to 
make  up  the  loss  in  revenue.  Cut  the 
cost  of  government  and  automatically  the 
tax  rate  drops.

Thus  tersely  did  .soft-spoken  Maj_ 
Michael  J.  Dee.  .superintendent  of 
the  Concord  Reformatory,  sum  up 
several  Mas.^achusetts  penal  offi- 
cials' case  against  what  they  call 
the  severe  policy  of  the  .State  Par- 
ole Board  as  that  policy  was  given 
a  lengthv  public  hearins  before  the 
Governor's  Council  Ihi.s  afternoon. 
Apparentlv  at  .stake  are  the  joos 
of  the  parole  board  members  - 
Richard  Olney.  P.  Emmett  Gavin 
and  Matthew  W.  Bullock,  Gavin 
was  the  only  board  member  who 
gpoke  today.  -,  ,  ,  . 

The  crux  of  the  penal  officials 
complaint  was  the  ■•set-back"--the 
Dolicy  of  not  granting  a  parole  to 
prisoners  who  have  served  two- 
thirds  of  a  minimum.  Parole  at 
such  a  time  has  previously  been  a 
general  policy. 

Fears  Corroborated 
The  parole  boards  critics  have 
chai'^ed  I  hat  it  is  the  •'aet-back" 
which  is  breeding  unrest  in  prison.^*. 
.j>l^g  testimony  of  another  prison 
superintendent,  Supt.  Francis  J.  W. 
Lanagan  of  the  State  Prison,  was 
summed  up  in  a  pithy  answer  to  a 

question.  ^^      .   ,    tt 

Asked  by  Councilor  Daniel  H. 
Coakley  what  would  result  if  the 
parole  board's  policy  was  contin- 
ued,  Lanagan   replied: 

"I  don't  believe  we'd  have  guards 
enough  to  take  care  ot  the  place." 
He  later  .said  that  before  the  last 
prison  break  he  "sensed"  .something 
would  happen  because  of  the  no- 
parole  policy.  He  .said  prisone.s 
felt  good  behavior  was  futile. 


Seconded  B>-  Lyman 

They  were  seconded  in  their  test- 
timony  by  Arthur  T.  Lyman,  Com- 
missioner of  Correction,  who, 
however,  denied  that  the  attitude 
of  the  Parole  Board  was  solely  the 
cause  >f  recent  attempted  escapes 
at  the  State  prison  and  the  Con- 
cord reformatory. 

Major  Dee  said  that  in  the  past 
year  99  inmates  in  his  reform.i- 
tory  eligiole  for  parole  and  wi'li 
perfect  institution  records,  had 
been   denied   parole. 

At  the  same  time,  he  said,  oth- 
ers who  had  bad  institutional  rec- 
ords were  paroled.  He  charged 
the  board  once  relea.^ed  two  men 
who  had  started  a  gang  fight  in 
a  yard  where  there  were  900  mea. 
He  said  the  board  did  not  con- 
sult with  him_  to  learn  many 
things  he  could  tell  them  about  in- 
mates. 

"What  alarmed  me  a  great  deal." 
he  continued,  "was  that  the  hoaid 
told  me  the  running  of  the  institu- 
tion was  my  business,  but  that 
parole  was  theirs,  and  if  they 
saw  fit  to  set  men  back,  I  would 
ha\e    to    take    care    of   them. 

Of   the   937   inmates   at    Concord, 
he    said,    "they    are    unusually    on 
edge    for    any    attempt    to    escape; 
dirgruntied    and    sore;    they    show 
a  sullen  attitude  to  me." 
Curley  Sarcasm 
Two  other  insfitution  heads,  Supt.  ' 
Maurice    N.    Wini'low    ot    the  Nor- 
folk Prison  colony  and  Supt.  Miri- 
am   Van    Waters    of    the    Women's 
Reformatory    at    Sherhorn,    denied 
their    was    unrest    at    their    institu- 
tions. 

During  the  hearing,  which  was  ' 
continued  until  Monday  afternoon 
at  1  o'clock.  Governor  Curley  ad- 
monished Winslow  to  give  "straight 
answer?"  and  asked  Dr.  Van  Wa- 
ters -who  had  said  she  believed 
there  should  be  a  woman  on  the 
parole  board  -if  she  were  a  candi- 
date. She  did  not  answer. 

Dr.  Van  Waters  was  questioned 
sharply  by  Councilor  Daniel  H. 
Coakley.  Once  he  asked  her  if  she 
believed  in  social  workers  and  Dr. 
Van  Waters  said  that  she  was  one 
herself.  Although  there  had  been 
unrest  at  Sherhorn  -six  months  ago, 
she  said  there  wa.^  none  now.  In 
face  of  the  extended  questioning 
by  Coakley  .she  held  to  her  conlen- 
tion  that  Sherborn  parole  prob- 
lems are  distinct  from  those  at  oth- 
er institutions. 

Councilor  Coakley  questioned  her 
at  length  concerning  her  previous 
experience  and  at  times  made  it 
appear  he  did  not  hear  her  answers. 
.Supt.  James  K.  Warren  of  the 
Bridgewater  State  Farm  said  he 
couldn't  "complain  much"  about  the 
parole  hoard, 

During  the  heating  Governor 
Curley  asked  Warden  Lanagan  if 
he  knew  of  paroIe.<»  and  pardons 
being  purchased,  Lanagan  said  he 
did  not. 


Commis..=fioner  Lyman  said  adher- 
ence to  the  ".set-back"  would  re- 
quire a   new  stale  pii.son. 

He  said  he  belieied  a  parole 
boaid  was  neces.saiy,  but  felt  the 
set-backs  for  a  prisoner  at  parole 
eligibility  should  be  indefinite, 
rather  than  definite,  so  that  hope 
might  be  held  out  to  the  prisoner 
through   good   behavior. 

"The  heads  of  ini?titutions  are 
better  judges  of  when  a  man  is 
ready  foi-  release."  he  .said. 

To  a  question  by  Governor  Cur- 
ley. Commissioner  Lyman  z-eplied 
he  uiideistood  it  was  a  policy  of 
the  fedeial  governnipiit,  leligiously 
followed,  to  give  ciodil  in  time  off 
to  well   behaved  prisoners.

Curley  Urges  Selectmen 
Back  His  Tax  Program 


"The  payrolls  of  the  Works  Prog- 
ress Administration  are  in  horrible 
shape."  Arthur  G.  Rotch,  Federal  W. 
P.  A.  administrator,  yesterday  told 
the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Asso- 
ciation at  the  annual  meeting  o{  that 
body  at  the  State  House. 

Stating  that  ho  personally  pre- 
ferred the  E.  R.  A.  to  the  W.  P.  A., 
Rotch  explained  that  he  regretted  the 
Federal  Government  had  made  as 
much  of  a  change  in  the  program  as 
it  did  in  Massachusetts,  even  though 
that  change  was  less  here  than  else- 
where. 

He  pointed  out,  however,  that  3,- 
."iOO.OOO  men  have  been  taken  ofT  re- 
lief rolls  and  put  to  work  by  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's  relief  program. 

"We  put  on  a  big  drive  before 
Christmas  so  that  (he  workers  would 
receive  their  pay,"  said  Rotch.  "Only 
2790  did  not  get  their  money,  and  that 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  two  of  the 
check  machines  in  the  office  broke 
down  the  night  before  the  holiday." 

Asks  Support  of  Tax  Plan 

Asking  the  association's  support  of 
his  lax  and  building  program,  Gov 
Curley  in  his  address  before  the 
Beleclmcn  struck  particularly  at 
Alexander  Whiteside,  whom  he  char- 
nclerized  at  "public  enemy  No.  1" 
und  Alexander  Lincoln  of  the  Tax 
Appeal   Board. 

He  complained  of  the  lack  of  sup- 
port of  his  move  last  year  to  abolish 
the  Executive  Council  or  to  decrease 
the  size  of  the  Legislature  and  have 
biennials.  . 

Later  in  the  day,  the  association 
cast  a  vote  of  52  to  25  in  favor  of 
biennials  and  sent  a  copy  of  a  reso- 
lution to  that  effect  to  each  member 
cf  the  Legislature. 

Jjoshes  "Organized  Money" 

In  defending  his  own  tax  program, 
Curley  said  it  would  bring  in  be- 
tween eight  and  ten  million  dollars 
a  year  to  the  state  and  enable  the 
state  to  do  away  with  the  state  tax. 
The  program  calls  for  a  2  cent  cig- 
arette tax,  a  40  cent  tax  on  each  gal- 
lon of  alcohol,  the  indefinite  exten- 
sion of  the  gasoline  tax,  a  tax  on 
trucks,  and  on  slot  and  weighing 
machines. 

"None  of  these,"  the  Governor  .said, 
"will  hurt  any  group.  But  the  pro-

The  policy  of  compelling  the 
criminals  to  serve  their  ma.ximum 
sentences,  disregarding  their  exem- 
plary conduct  in  prison,  is  respon- 
sible, Lanagan,  Lyman  and  Dee 
agreed,  for  the  prevailing  unrest  in 
the  penal  institutions  because  of 
the  despair  It  engenders  in  the 
criminals. 

BEE  EVASIVE 

MaJ.  Dee  evaded  all  direct  ques- 
iions  tending  to  persuade  him  to, 
admit  that  the  policy  has  provoked 
resentment  among  his  inmates  to 
the  extent  that  there  is  apprehension 
lest,  serious  trouble  break  out,  but 
Warden  Lanagan  frankly  stated  he 
feared  such  an  outbreak  at  Charles- 
town. 

Warden  Lanagan,  under  examina- 
tion, blamed  the  attempted  escape 
at  Charlestown  on  Dec.  3,  in  which 
there  were  three  fatalities,  to  this 
feeling  of  despair  among  the  con- 
victs. A  letter  written  by  him  to 
Commissioner  Lyman  in  November 
was  produced  in  which  he  predicted 
trouble, 

Supt.  Dee  also  was  on  record  in 
correspondence  with  the  commis- 
sioner with  complaints  again.st  the 
alleged  arbitrary  attidude  of  the 
parole  board  toward  inmates  with 
good  reformatory  records  who  have 
been  denied  parole  at  the  expira- 
tion of  two-thirds  of  their  maximum 
sentences.

"I  found  that  the  situation  grew 
more  serious,"  Lyman  said,  "and 
Maj.  Dee  was  the  first  to  bring  it' 
forcefully  to  my  attention  and  after-  ' 
wards  .similar  complaints  came  from 
Mr.  Hogsett.  who  was  then  warden 
at  Charlestown.

Governor  James  M.  Curley's  long 
message  to  the  Massachusetts  legisla- 
ture this  week  touched  on  three  subjects 
of  interest  to  insurance  men — workmen's 
compensation,  compulsory  automobile 
insurance,  and  mortgage  interest  rates. 
He  made  no  mention  of  a  state  fund 
for  workmen's  compensation,  which  he 
recommended  in  his  inaugural  address  a 
year  ago,  despite  his  statement  in  a  re- 
cent radio  talk  that  he  would  again  urge 
state  fund  legislation  in  his  annual  mes- 
sage. 

Discussing    workmen's     compensation, 
he    termed    last   year's    liberalization    of 
the  act  for  the  benefit  of  workers  "pro- 
gressive     and      humane,"      urged      that 
nurses   in  institutions   be   made  to   come 
under  the  scope  of  the  act  and  that  the 
industrial  accident  board  be  absorbed  by 
the  department  of  labor  and   industries. 
Interest    Rates 
Speaking    of  .the    reduction    in    mort- 
gage    interest    rates    jn     Massachusetts

"For  the  first  time  since  the  law  has 
been  in  effect  a  definite  halt  has  been 
made  in  the  steadily  increasing  cost  of 
placing  a  car  on  the  road.  The  cost  of 
compulsory  insurance  is  based  upon  a 
claim  payment,  and  all  of  our  efforts  in 
the  field  of  accident  prevention  will  be 
nullified  unless  we  can  keep  down  the 
cost  of  claim  payments. 

"Accidents  are  important,  but  claims 
are  nearly  e(iually  important.  Twenty 
accidents  at  $100  per  claim  may  produce 
a  cost  of  $2,000,  and  on  the  other  hand, 
one  accident  may  produce  a  cost  of 
$5,000.  Accidents  are  a  fair  index  to 
claims,  but  statistics  show  that  claim 
payments  cannot  be  measured  by  the 
number  of  accidents. 


"Forward   Step"— "8.4%   Reduction" 

"A  definite  forward  step  has  been 
taken  in  this  matter  in  the  elimination 
of  the  guest  from  compulsory  insurance. 
The  full  effect  of  this  amendment  will 
not  be  experienced  until  next  year,  but  it 
is  in  effect  partial  repeal.  The  presence 
of  guest  coverage  in  the  law  offered  the 
least  protection  to  the  individual  and  the 
greatest  temptation  to  collusion  and  ex- 
aggerated claims. 

"By  elminating  the  guest  from  the 
compulsory  insurance  coverage  the  cost 
of  placing  a  car  on  the  road  was  reduced 
by  8.4'/;  . 

"Now  that  the  guest  has  been  elimi- 
nated from  this  law  we  should  turn  pub- 
lic attention  to  another  weak  spot — the 
occupant  of  the  non-negligent  car.  While 
we  have  the  greatest  of  sympathy  for 
anyone  who  is  riding  in  a  car  and  is  in- 
jured by  the  negligence  of  someone  else, 
we  must  nevertheless  realize  that  claims 
in  this  class  have  grown  from  11,000  in 
"127  to  ,19,000  in  1934. 

"The  remarkable  part  of  the  nictiiro 
is  that  ;!2,000  out  of  the  ;i!),000  in  1934 


represent  claims  for  less  than  $100.  Pre- 
limniary  figures  for  1935  indicate  that 
there  will  be  a  further  increase  in  the 
number  of  these  claims  for  this  year. 
Thus  does  the  small  claimant  nullify  the 
excellent  record  of  our  state. 

"In  the  same  period  of  time  there  has 
been  no  appreciable  increase  in  the 
claims  made  and  paid  for  death  and  in- 
jury of  pedestrians  on  the  highways  of 
the  commonwealth,  so  that  it  must  be 
apparent  to  evei-y  thoughtful  individual 
that  there  is  serious  question  as  to  the 
validity  of  the  large  number  of  the  39,- 
000  claims  by  occupants  of  automobiles 
that  were  made  in  1934  and  an  equally 
large,  if  not  larger,  number  for  the  vear 
1935. 

End    Racketeering    or    Repeal    Law 

"The  iiroblem,  then,  of  lowering  the 
cost  of  placing  a  car  on  the  road  is  the 
reduction  of  such  claims  and  the  elemi- 
nation  of  the  false  and  groundless 
claims.  I  believe  that  this  can  be  ef- 
fected by  adequate  provision  for  suffi- 
cient personnel  in  the  registry  division 
and  immediate  investigation  of  acci- 
dents and  nioi-e  stringent  provisions  for 
immediate  report. 

"If  this  is  not  done,  I  can  see  no  al- 
ternative other  than  a  repeal  of  the 
compulsory  insurance  law.  There  is  need 
for  immediate  and  drastic  action. 

"Rackete(!ring  upon  spurious  claims  i 
by  venal  attorneys  in  collusion  with  doc- 
tors and  professional  claimants  ntvist  be 
stopped.  A  great  industry  which  is 
threatened  with  destruction  through 
criminal  exploitation  must  be  conserved. 

"I  therefore  renew  my  recommenda- 
tion of  a  year  ago  that  additional  in- 
spectors be  authorized  in  the  registry  of 
motor  vehicles  and  that  the  law  relating 
to  report  of  accidents  he  strengthened. 
In  addition,  it  is  worthy  of  your  con- 
sideration whether  violators  of  the  auto- 
mobile laws  may  not  be  re(iuired  to  in- 
stal  governors  on  their  cars,  limiting 
operation  to  30  miles  per  hour  as  a  con- 
dition  of  continued  license." 

"Atrocious"  Comp.   Practices 

Descriliing  "progressive  and  humane 
legislation"  adopted  by  the  1935  legisla- 
ture the  governor  said:

Exactly  what  is  "the  capitalized  value 
o£  the  annual  loss"?  Governor  Curley 
iised  this  remarkable  phrase  in  his  an- 
nual message,  and  many  persons  have 
been  tinkering  with  interest-tables  ever 
since,  trying  to  discover  its  meaning.  It 
sounds  like  a  valuable  secret  to  know. 
If  loss  has  a  capital  value,  anyone  can 
become  a  millionaire— perhaps  not  over- 
night, but  by  devoting  a  year  or  more 
to  the  accumulation  of  some  good  rich 
losses.  In  recommending  that  cities  and 
towns  be  given  the  power  to  appropriate 
money  for  local  housing  projects,  the 
governor's  exact  words  were: 

Such  appropriations  should  be  en- 
tirely optional  with  the  cities  and 
towns,  and  the  amount  to  be  appro- 
priated should  be  definitely  limited 
to  the  capitalized  value  of  the  annual 
loss  sustained  by  the  cities  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  sub-standard 
area  to  be  cleared,  so  that  the  con- 
tribution will  constitute  no  real  bur- 
den upon  the  taxpayers  of  the  city 
or  town,  but  will  at  the  same  time 
provide  healthier,  pleasanter  and 
more  sanitary  dwellings  for  a  large 
group  in  the  community,  and  em- 
ployment for  a  substantial  amount  of 
labor  in  the  building  trades. 

Special  students  of  housing  built 
with  Government  subsidy  say  they  can 
readily  explain  what  the  governor  means 
when  he  depicts  this  alluring  prospect 
of  gaining  much  for  nothing.  They  cor- 
rectly point  out  that  competent  surveys 
conducted  in  Boston  and  elsewhere  .show- 
that  districts  with  poor  and  conge.sted 
housing  cost  the  city  more  for  public 
services  to  the  inhabitants— including 
schools,  hospitals,  fire  and  police  pro- 
tection—than the  amount  of  revenue 
yielded  by  taxes  on  all  the  real  estate  in 
Consequently,    public 


normal   taxes.  Is  promised,  but  Comp- 
troller General  McCarl  says  even  this  Is  ] 
at  present  illegal  and  a  new  national  | 
law  will  have  to  be  enacted  before  it  i 
can  be  paid.  ' 

The  task  of  capitalizing  the  annual 
loss,  therefore,  becomes  superhuman. 
Even  if  municipal  expenses  should  be 
somewhat  reduced  by  better  housing,  the 
income  from  taxation  would  be  wiped 
out,  and  the  fractional  "service-charge" 
could  not  possibly  balance  the  city's 
budget  for  a  model  housing  development. 
In  fact,  none  of  the  authorities  now  pro- 
moting these  projects  has  the  slightest 
idea  of  accomplishing  such  a  balance. 
They  frankly  admit  that  if  the  model 
houses  are  to  bear  the  local  tax  rates, 
this  destroy.%  all  chance  of  achieving  the  j  ^ 
object  for  which  they  are  built,  namely,  , 
to  provide  good  homes  at  low  rents.  i 

If    the    Federal    Government    cannot   . 
accomplish  a  fair  balance  of  income  and '. , 
expense  for  one  of  its  housing  projects,  I 
even  though  it  contributes  45  per  cent  of 
the  Initial  cost  as  a  gift  and  writes  otfi 
this  loss  at  the  outset,  what  chance  does  1 
a  Massachusetts  city   or  town  have  to 
spend  money  for  model  housing  to  ac- 
commodate a  few  of  its  citizens  and  stiil 
"constitute  no  real  burden"  for  all  the 
rest  of  its  taxpayers?    What  the  Federal 
Government,  with  all  the  financial  re- 
sources appropriated  by  the  New  Dealer.s, 
cannot  accomplish,  a  single  municipality 
cannot  accomplish.    The  same  holds  true 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
anent  Governor  Curley's  further  recom- 
mendation   that    in    cities    and    towns 
which  fail  to  spend  money  for  housing, 
"the  State  Board  of  Housing  be  author-  * 
ized  to  proceed  under  proper  limitations  \ 
with  a  low-cost  housing  project,  whether 
it  relates  to  new  houses  or  the  rehabili- 
tation   ol    sound   but    obsolete    existing 
structures."    The  Stat«  will  find  no  way 
to  take  profit  in  cash  from  "the  capital- 
ized value  of  the  annual  loss." 

No.  there  is  only  one  assured  form  of 
profit  which  Massachusetts  can  take 
from  the  Federal  housing  campaign  In 
its  present  stage  of  development.  The 
State  can  gain  much  knowledge  from 
the  Federal  experiments  now  under  way, 
if  the  State  will  go  slow  and  take  time 
to  watch  these  trials  through  to  a  con- 
chislon.  The  national  Government  is 
committed  to  these  costly  experiments.

BROKE   IN    FOUR   PLACES 

Guarnelli  lived  for  six  day  in  a 
,  vacant  apartment  owned  by  a 
former  Maiden  policeman.  He  broke 
into  four  other  apartments  in  that 
city,  one  of  them  the  home  of 
another  policeman.  He  dressed  him- 
self in  the  stolen  clothes  and  boldly 
pawnd  goods  in  a  Scolly  square  .shop. 

His  capture  establi.'^hed  the  truth 
of  the  prophecy  of  the  guard.  Dou- 
cette. before  he  was  .shot,  "Don't  be 
fools,  boys.  You  won't  get  away  with 
it." 

When  he  denied  firing  the  shot 
which  killed  Doucette  and  was  a.sked 
by  police  what  he  would  .^ay  if  told 
that  Repucci  accused  him  of  being 
the  actual  murderer,  Guarnelli  said: 

"He's  a  liar.' 


It  was  the  alertness  of  Mrs.  Johi^ 
Alden  Potter  and  Mrs.  Helm  Dick- 


man,  who  live  in  the  Granby  Apart 
ments  at  20  Chestnut  street.  Maiden, 
which  brought  about  Guarnelli's 
capture.  The  escaped  convict-killer 
had  lived  in  the  place  since  Sunday.

Patrolman  James  Tanish  captured 
Guarnelli  at  gunpoint  in  a  darkened 
hallway  of  the  apartment  house. 
Guarnelli  carried  an  automatic  pistol 
and  when  he  admitted  his  identity, 
after  insisting  his  name  was  "Johnny 
Wilson,"  he  said  to  Tanish: 

"If  you  hadn't  surprised  me,  you'd

To  Dock  World's  Greatest  Liners 


Commonwealth  Project 

Would  Avert  Confusion 

of  Commerce 

A  movement  is  undevway  In  port 
circles  to  bring  about  a  200-foot 
extension  of  Commonwealth  pier,  so 
that  the  world's  greatest  liners  can 
dock  without  disruption  of  regular 
coastwise  slupplng  commerce. 

The  proposed  plan  calls  for  use 
of  about  $100,000  each  by  the  WPA 
or  PWA,  and  the  stale.  The  pier, 
according  to  present  suggestions, 
would  not  be  covered. 

The  .veason  for  liaving  the  new 
200- foot  section  just  a  plain  un- 
covered platform,  is  U>  permit 
"multiple  docking"  at  the  pier.  Ship 
interests  have  reiaealedly  com- 
plained that  arrival  of  big  passenger 
liners,  always  welcome  from  a  to\u'- 
ist  bvi.slncss  an.H'le,  sometimes  work 
hardshiij  upon  co;istsvise  commerce. 

There  have  been  in.sumccs  of 
coastwise  ships  being  forced  either 

to  stand-by  in  the  harbor,  or  crowd 
too  far  forward  or  toward  shore. 
This  interferes  with  orderly  cargo 
handling. 

The  pier  is  about  1200  feet  long, 
and  the  propo.sed  addition  of  200 
feet  is  understood  'to  have  been 
'  approved  by  fdeeral  engineers  from 
the  angle  that  2.0  more  feel  would 
not  endanger  the  existing  "dividing 
line"  in  the  harbor.     It  is  cUilmed 

that  tlie  pier  could  be  pushed  out 
at  lea.st  300  feet  without  being  "tfi 
the  way." 

$708,000  FOR  REPAIRS 

Those  advocating  this  addition 
time  to  press  their  claims,  because 
of  the  $1,000,000  which  the  Governor 
and  the  .state  commissioner  oT  public 
works  obtained  from  the  President 
in  WPA  funds  for  harbor  dredging 
of  a  40-foot  channel.  The  state  is 
to  spend  another  quarter  million 
dollars  for  approach  channels,  in- 
cluding one  to  Commonwealth  pier. 

Another  reason  the  advocates  of 
an  extension  are  urging  prompt  ac- 
tion is  that  the  state  and  federal 
government  are  jointly  to  spend 
some  $708,000  for  pier  repairs.  It  is 
said  that  an  additional  WPA-state 
project  of  about  $200,000  more  would 
fit  in  effectively  with  this  pier  re- 
pair, part  of  which  is  for  new  under- 
pllings  which  could  be  used  in  the 
extension  plan. 


BIG    PORT    HE.\RING 

It  is  Ukely  that  some  shipping 
Interests  may  present  opinions  in 
favor  of  this  extension  at  a  public 
hearing  to  be  held  on  various  water- 
front matters  Jan.  18.  At  that  time, 
the  state  department  of  public 
works  will  hold  an  "open  house 
heaving  at  100  Nashua  street  to 
consider  proposals  dealing  with  har- 
bor dredging  and  pier  matters. 

Any  citizen  may  use  the  hearing 
as  a  forum.  Commr.  William  F.

WASHINGTON.  Jan.  4— When  Post- 
master General  James  A.  Farley  and 
his  chief  statistician.  EmU  HurJ;^, 
stake  out  their  advance  claims  for 
the  1936  electoral  votes,  they  will  re- 
ceive little  to  bolster  up  their  hopes 
for  a  Roosevelt  victory  In  Massa- 
chusetts in  reports  from  the  seven 
Democrats  from  the  Bay  State  In  the 
House. 

These  seven  men — William  J.  Qran- 
fleld,     Joseph    E.    Casey,     William   P. 
Connery,    Arthur   D.    Healey,    Richard 
M.  Russell,  John  P.  Hlgglns  and  John 
W.    McCormlck,      have      returned    to 
Washington   with   first   hand   data  on 
the   current   anti-New  Deal   trends  In 
Massachusetts.  Tills  trend   presages  a 
hard   re-election   flght  for  practically 
every  member  of  this  group. 
,      In  addition.  It  throws  doubt  on  the 
[  ability   of   the  Roosevelt  managers  to 
I  hold   Massachusetts     in     the     Demo- 
I  cratlc    electoral    column. 
i      In    view    of    the    drift    away    from 
'  Mr.   Roosevelt    and    the    New   Deal    in 
;  Massachusetts,      the      prediction    may 
safely   be   made   that   the   Bay   State 
Democrats,    in    the   congressional   ses- 
sion Just  started,  will  display  a  rather 
marked  independence  of  the  Roosevelt 
Administration.  As  one  of  the  Demo- 
cratic   members    from    Massachusetts 
pointed  out  today,  he  and  his  six  col- 
leagues, during  the  past  year  or  more. 
have  several  times  Jumped  the  traces. 
He    predicted   an   even   greater    inde- 
pendence throughout  the  present  ses- 
sion. 

Gone  Is  the  day  when  a  Democratic 
candidate  for  Congress  wa.s  virtually 
certain  of  election  merely  by  an- 
nouncing that  he  was  a  Roosevelt 
■PHrTWwS*.  and  promising  100  per- 
cent support  of  White  House  mea- 
sures. This  may  still  perhaps  be  true 
in  some  Isolated  areas,  but  it  Is  cer- 
tainly not  true  today  In  Massachu- 
setts. Hence,  In  1936,  emphasis  Is  like- 
ly to  be  laid  quite  as  often,  and  quite 
as  pointedly,  on  the  occasions  on 
which  individual  Massachusetts  Dem- 
ocrats have  broken  away  from  the 
Rqosevelt  policies,  as  tipon  the  oc- 
casions where  they  supported  the 
Exectitlve. 

So  far  as  national  Issues  project 
themselves  into  congressonal  cam- 
paigns, the  Massachusetts  Democrats 
are  believed  ready  to  cite  the  econo- 
mic gains  which  have  come  to  New 
England  since  the  Roosevelt  Admin- 
istration took  office.

How  long  is  this 
going  to  go  on"  The  best  news  of  193G 
is  that  the  governor  is  going  to  get 
rid  of  the  useless  posts  and  comnii.i 
sions  in  the  state  government.  Those 
would  help  the  state  ta:;payer  and 
the  home  owner  and  there  would  not 
be  any  further  need  of  taxing  the 
motorist  more.  The  motorist  has  borne 
the  burden  and  the  brunt  of  taxation 
since  somebody  discovered  that  he  was 
easy  picking. 


It  is  high  time  we  began  to  thinic 
of  some  other  means  of  taxation.  The 
cigarette  smoker  knows  that  he  al- 
ready pays  almost  three  hundred  per- 
cent in  taxes.  Now,  according  to  the 
new  plan  he  w  Id  pay  two  pennies  a 
package  more. 

The  high  cost  of  government  is  sink- 
ing the  ship.  We  have  come  to  the 
point  of  rebellion.  How  much  the  peo- 
j)le  will  stand  for  in  taxation  when  the 
great  awakening  comes,  is  something 
interesting  to  contemplate.  .All  of  the 
new  social  twists  in  government  call 
for  the  spending  of  more  and  more 
money. 

The  tax  to  take  care  of  social  se- 
curity which  went  onto  pays  this  week 
may  appear  to  be  Imt  one  percent,  but 
when  three  ytars  have  elapsed  the  pub- 
lic will  be  pretty  wise  lo  the  fact  that 
neither    the    state    nor    the    employers 

are   really    paying   : Ihing.   The    poor 

public  will  be  paying  all.  The  employer 
(viU  fag  the  extra  porcents  onto  h'.s 
gocds  and  the  pubic  will  pay  that  tux 
when  they  purchase  anything.  Thj 
state  will  pass  the  taxes  back  ve.v 
much  as  Coy.  Curley  i>  now  trying  to 
do.  The  worker  pays  a  third  anyway 
and  when  it  is  all  summed  up  he  is 
paying  three  thirds  and  probably  a 
little   more   for   good   measure. 

The  state  of  Massachusetts  collei'..>- 
now  more  than  a  million  dollars  a  di/ 
in  ta.\-es.  This  is  evidently  not  enoii.u'h 
for  the  rCiiuirements  of  the  state.  More 
expenses  h.Tve  been  added  so  the  state 
is  near  to  the  end  of  its  rope.  It  must 
either  find  now  sources  of  taxation  or 
reduce  expenses.  Xow  we  are  appear- 
ing to  get  somewhere. 

Perhaps  the  most  sensible  part  of 
the  governor's  message  is  the  thoUi'ht 
that  economy  is  the  best  source  of 
revenue  after  all.  The  Tjrley  plan  has 
its  good  features.  It  appears  that  th-.; 
pendulum  having  swung  its  full  length 
in  one  direction  is  now  about  to  douh'i> 
back  with  equal  speed  un  the  mo- 
mentum of  public  desire  and  necessity.

B\-eiry 
time  a  new  name  Is  added  to  the 
commonwealth  pa>Toll  the  standard 
of  living  of  the  whole  state  Is  de- 
creased. ^\"hen  any  c.on»tderable 
number  of  government  employes 
are  added  to  the  already  tremeu- 
douB  army  of  enxployes  of  state  and 
local  go-vernmemts,  the  load  upon 
the  productive  workers  becomes  op- 
pressive and  may  very  well  be  one 
of  the  ma.1or  obstacles  of  prosperity.

j  members  of  the  Board  of  Police 
I  since  the  death  of  Commissioner 
Henry  F.  Nickcraon,  present  indi- 
cations are  that  Governor  Curley 
will  not  be  in  a  hurry  to  name  a 
successor  to  Commi.ssioner  Nicltcr- 
son  whose  term  wo\ild  have  expired 
on  June  1  this  year.  A  number  of 
the  candidates  have  been  in  touch 
with  Oovrrnoi'  Curley's  office  at 
the  State  Hou.se,  but  it  i.s  said  they 
have  not  received  much  encourage- 
ment. It  was  believed  a  few  days 
ago  thnt  ttovcrndr  Curley  would 
act  without  delay,  but  there  are 
now  indication.s  tliat  he  will  prob- 
ably await  the  outcome  of  the  hill 
filed  by  Rppicient.itive  Frank  D. 
O'Brien  callinp:  tor  abolition  of  the 
commission  who.se  members  have 
been  appointed  by  the  vaiious  Gov- 
ernois  since   1894. 

Although  a  number  of  names 
h.'ive  been  s\i£;gested  in  local  politi- 
cal circles  .since  the  death  of  Com- 
missioner Nickerson,  only  two  can- 
didates have  come  out  in  the  open. 
They  are  William  Aylward  and 
William  A.  Dwyer.  Attorney  Fran- 
ces Carreiro.  a  nephew  of  Special 
Justice  Frank  M.  Silvia  of  the  Sec- 
ond District  Court,  whose  name 
was  prominently  mentioned,  until 
a  few  days  ago,  has  Informed  his 
fricnd.s  that  he  is  not  a  candidate 
for  the  po.sition.  If  is  said  that  the 
Portug'uesc-American  group,  which 
has  about  20.000  voters  in  this  city, 
would  be  ready  to  seek  a  rcpre- 
.sentation  among  the  members  of 
this  important  body.  Another 
name  of  a  member  of  that  faction 
may  be  later  suggested  to  Gover- 
nor Curley. 

Many  local  politicians^  who  are 
interested  in  the  question  have 
expie.s.scd  the  opinion  that  Lieuten- 
ant Governor  Hurley  may  have 
.something  to  -say  in  relation  to  the 
appointment,  but  supportcr.s  of  the 
former  Mayor  .seem  of  the  opinion 
that  due  to  the  fact  that  he  will  be 
a  candidate  for  the  Democratic 
nomination  for  Governoi'  at  the 
next  primaries,  he  will  not  be  desir- 
o\is  to  participate  in  the  contest 
among  the  candidates  of  various 
groups  tor  the  vacant  position'  on 
the  Board  of  Police. 
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'  Legislative  Changes 

In  1.935  Governor  C^ir)e-V  recommended  that  the 
membership  of  the  General  Court  be  reduced  one 
half,  leaving  120  members  in  the  House  and  20 
in  the  Senate,  and  that  the  sessions  be  held  bien- 
nially. This  year  the  recommendation  for  biennial 
sessions  is  renewed,  but  the  Governor  goes  much 
faither  than  he  did  a  year  ago  in  urging  legislative 
set-up  be  radically  changed  by  substituting  a  single 
body  of  limited  membership  for  the  existing  House 
and  Senate. 

The    shift   to   biennial   sessions   has   widespread 
popular  support,   and   the   Governor   is   to   be   com- 
mended  for  again   urging   it   upon   the   legislature. 
In    combining   this    recommendation    with    one    for 
a     unicameral    legislature,    however,     he     may    be 
jeopardizing  the  shift  to  biennials.     His  arguments 
in  favor  of  the  plan  that  has  been  voted,  but  not 
yet  put  in  operation,  in  Nebraska,   are   interesting 
and    ingenious,    but    not    convincing.    It    may    be 
true,    as    he    says,    that    the    historical    reason    for 
having    two    houses    of    the    legislature    no    longer 
applies.    In    Massachusetts,    Senators,    like    Repre- 
sentatives,   are    elected    by    popular    vote    by    dis- 
tricts, the  only  difference  being  that  the  senatorial 
districts    are    made    up    of    several    representative 
ones.  The   basis     of     representation     in     the     two 
branches  is  not  different,   as  it  is  in  the  national 
legislature,  where  each   state,  as   a  state,  has  two 
.  members    of    the    upper    branch    regardless    of    its 
population.      The      conference      committee     device, 
which    operates    where    the    two    branches    do    not 
agree   on   legislation,   may   in  practice   lead   to   the 
enactment  of  laws  by  a  committee  of  a  few  mem- 
bois;    and    a    further       abuse    existing    under    the 
present  system   is   revealed   when   one   Lunch,   for 
political  reasons,  passes  a  bad  law  in  the  expecta- 
tion that  the  other  branch  will  defeat  it. 

Even  so,  a  great  many  people  will  feel  that 
there  is  safety  in  numbers,  and  that  a  unicameral 
legislature  of  20  members  would  be  exposed  to  the 
control  of  the  executive  much  more  than  the  pre- 
sent body  of  two  chambers— a  feeling  strengthened 
hj-  the  change  that  was  effected  in  the  past  year  in 
the  Executive  Council.  With  Nebraska  set  to  try 
out  a  novel  idea  in  state  government,  Massachu- 
setts would  l^e  well  advised  to  await  a  test  of  a 
small,  unicameral  legislature  in  that  state,  to  defer 
consideration  of  any  such  change  here,  and  to 
press  for  a  change  that  Is  thoroughly  understood 
and  has  been  widely  discussed— namely,  biennial 
sessions.

GUABn  FINDS  CARTKIDOES 

This  was  one  of  the  sensational 
developments  h'  ited  at  the  conclu- 
sion of  FrldayX  opening  hearing

On  November  27,  the  Sunday  Ad- 
vertiser learned,  a  state  police  store 
clerk  took  three  old  desks  and  sev- 
eral chairs  from  Framingham  bar- 
racks to  the  Concord  Institution 
for  repair.

Investigation  ordered  by  Public 
Safety  Commissioner  Paul  G.  Kirk 
resulted  in  Colonel  Kirk  severely 
reprimanding  officers  of  the  »tat« 
police  supply  department  for  their 
carelessness. 

Lieutenant  John  A.  Carroll,  sup- 
ply officer,  reported  that  the 
blanks  were  exhibited  at  the 
Sesqui-Cenlennia!  Exposition  in 
Philadelphia  in  1926  and  that  they 
had  been  placed  in  the  old  desk 
"to  K«f  them  out  of  sight"  when 
quarters  were  cleaned  for  inspec- 
tion at  dedication  of  the  Fram- 
ingham barracks.  None  said  he 
could  recall  putting  the  cartridges 
in   the   desk, 

I  AUhough  examination  by  Captain 
Charles  A.  Van  Amburgh,  balllgtics 
expert,  showed  the  blanks  were 
made  In  1922  and  they  were  de- 
scribed as  harmless,  this  wa«  not 
i  considered  as  a  mitigating  circum- 
stance by  Cjlonel  Kirk  and  tha 
Concord  authorities,  who  said  they 
might  have  been  used  In  some 
fashion  by  the  prisoners.

prisoner's  brother,  Walter  Clark  of 
Somervillc.  and  a  sister,  Mary  Labric 
of  Mcdford. 

Clark  has  been  examined  by  two 
medical  experts  as  to  his  sanity  and 
on  their  report  to  Gov__Curlejv.  the 
date  of  the  condemned  man  rests.  In 
case  he  is  adjudged  mentally  irre- 
sponsible, the  law  provides  that  he 
shall  bo  committed  to  the  Bridge- 
water  Hospital  for  the  insane. 

Warden  Lanagan  talked  with  Clark 
at  his  cell  in  the  death  house  ycsler- 
'  day    after    he    had    been    given    his 
[street    clothes   in    place    of   a   prison 
jsuit  of  gray,  a  cotton  shirt,  stockings 
'and  slippers.     He  informed  the  con- 
demned   man    that    anything   within 
reason  in  the  way  of  food,  smoking 
material,  books  or  magazines  will  be 
provided  him  while  he  is  confined  at 
the    institution    awaiting    execution, 
Clark  forgot  his  glasses  when  he  was 
removed    from    the    Charles-st    Jail 
Friday      evening     and     they     were 
brought  to  him  yesterday. 

Chaplain  Farrcll  will  visit  Clark 
each  day  during  his  stay  at  the  death 
house  and.  being  a  Catholic,  will  care 
for  hi.s  spiritual  welfare. 

Clark  has  maintained  his  innocence 
of  the  crime.  He  will  join  in  prayer 
at  each  visit  of  the  chaplain.  'Yes- 
terday morning  he  received  Holy 
Communion  after  being  received  in 
confession  by  the  priest.

"Answer  in  Courts"

child  to  a  State  school  for  the  feeble- 
minded for  four  and   one-half  years. 

Included  in  Dr  Barrett's  letter  to 
the  Governor  is  the  statement.  "Al- 
though the  Commonwealth  of  Mass.T- 
chusetts  stands  out  among  it.'!  .;.-tcr 
states  in  regard  to  the  type  of  "arc 
and  treatment  accorded  the  mentally 
ill,  I  do  not  believe  this  is  any  good 
reason  for  beginning  to  slump  to  the 
level  below  us." 

Practically  the  entire  consents  of 
Dr  Barrett'.'^  letter  to  the  Governor 
as  regards  figures  and  conditions  was 
incorporated  in  the  Governor's  mes- 
sage of  New  Year's  Day, 


Ciirley  Statement

"It  is  equally  true  that  during  the 
past  four  years  it  has  been  impossible 
to  secure  the  admission  of  a  child  to 
a  state  school  for  the  feeble-minded 
because  of  lack  of  accommodations 
and  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  author- 
ities in  charge  of  these  institutions, 
there  is  no  po.ssibility  of  admission 
for  a  period  of  4',i  years  unless  a 
building  construction  program  is 
started  at  once.

The  Massachusetts  Legislature  of 
1936  began  its  session  without  fuss  of 
any  kind.  But  not  very  much  will 
be  accomplished  this  week,  and  the 
real  work  of  the  year  will  not  be 
fairly  under  way  until  after  Satur- 
day, the  last  day  on  which  petitions 
may  be  received  without  a  suspension 
of  the  rules.  The  number  of  bills 
filed  up  to  the  closing  hour  yesterday 
was  about  50  smaller  than  the  num- 
ber received  at  the  corresponding 
time  in  1935,  and  it  is  commonly  be- 
lieved that  the  total  volume  this  year 
will  be  somewhat  smaller  than  last 
year. 

No  attempt  was  made  in  the  Senate 
to  supersede  Pres  James  G.  Moran  of 
Mansfield,  and  unless  something 
wholly  unexpected  happens  he  will 
continue  to  wield  the  gavel  in  that 
branch.  With  one  exception,  the  Sen- 
ate Committee  on  Rules,  which  is  us- 
ually described  as  the  president's 
personal  committee  and  in  general 
has  a  guiding  hand  on  legislation, 
will  be  made  up  just  as  it  was  a  year 
ago.  That  committee  consists  of  the 
president,  Senators  Nicholso  i  of 
wareham,  Wragg  of  Needham,  and 
Plunkett  of  Adams.  Republican;,  and 
Senators  Scanlan  of  Somervills  and 
Madden  and  White  of  Boston,  13cmo- 
crats.  Senator  Plunkett  succeeds 
Senator  Cotton  of  I^xington,  who  did 
not  care  to  serve. 

During  the  exciting  hour.<:  of  the 
session  of  1935,  Senator  Nicholson, 
who  represented  the  president  on  the 
floor  of  the  chamber,  resigned  from 
the  committee,  and  some  of  the  other 
Republican  members  also  withdrew, 
but  the  resignations  were  never  form- 
ally accepted,  and,  althoueh  tho  mm. 


mittee  nardly  functioned  in  the  last ' 
few  weeks  of  the  LegislatTve  year,  it 
was  still  in  existence.    The  bad  feel- ; 
Ings  engendered  at  that  time  appar-  j 
ently  have  disappeared.

•  Generally  it's. hopeless  to  stack  up  against 
the  Governor  and  the  executive  council. 
The  members  of  the  state  board  of  parole 
will  make  a  stiff  nght  in  their  current  row 
but  the  outcome  seems  to  be  inevitable. 
Eugene  C.  Hultman  successfully  resisted  the 
attempt  to  remove  him,  but  he  would  lose 
out  if  they  went  after  him  now. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  even  he  compro- 
mised his  differences.  The  Governor  and 
council  now  have  the  right  to  supervise  the 
award  of  contracts  for  the  gigantic  metro- 
politan water  supply  district  project  and 
that  was  the  real  objective  in  the  flght 
last  spring. 

There'll  be  considerable  dirty  linen 
laundered  in  public  before  the  parole  board 
mess  is  ended  and  a  bad  split  in  the  Demo- 
cratic ranks  will  result,  whatever  the  out- 
come. Richard  Olney,  Matthew  W.  Bullock 
and  P.  Emmett  Gavin,  the  parole  board 
members  presently  to  be  made  victims,  ha^e 
two  resourceful  "backers  in  Senators  William 
F.  Madden  of  Roxbury  and  Edward  C. 
Carroll  of  South  Boston. 

On  the  .surface  this  quarrel  appears  to  be 
one  between  the  Governor  and  council  on 
one  side  and  the  parole  board  members  on 
the  other;  but  actually  it  is  a  struggle  for 
supremacy  between  Senators  Carroll  and 
Madden  on  one  side  and  Councillor  Daniel 
H.  Coakley  on  the  other.

Commissioner  Long  Explains  Need 

of  Bay  State— Gasolene  and 

Tobacco  Fertile  Fields

The  message  of  Governor  Curlc>^ 
was  startling,  in  so  far  as  it  referred 
to  taxes.  There  is  an  easy  non- 
ehalance  about  the  expenditures  of 
public  moneys  on  the  part  of  poli- 
ticians,  federal  and  Stale. 

However,  what  people  hereabouts 
»re  very  definitely  interested  in  is 
the  exact  condition  in  Massachii.tetts. 

There  is  no  one  better  able  to  de- 
scribe this  situation  than  Henry 
Long,  State  Cominussioncr  of  Corpo- 
ration.s  ami  'l"ax;i(ioii. 

.Throughout  the  country  Mr.  Long] 
is  rcco.q;nizcd  as  an  outstanding  ex- 
pert on  taxation.  He  has  made  a  life- 
study  of  public  revenue  and  public 
expenditures  and  because  of  his  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  the  situation 
here  in  the  Bay  State,  his  comments 
on  the  subject  are  particularly  pcrti-  i 
nent  at  the  present  time. 

In  the  foliowiug  interview  he  dis- 
cusses some  of  the  problems  which 
are  confronting  the  people  of  Massa- 
chusetts and  advances  some  thought- 
ful recommendations.     He  says: 

"The  tax  situallon  in  .Vlassachusecin 
Is  more  than  complaining  about  the  siie 
of  the  tax  bill  or  the  particular  source* 
ot  revenue  which  should  be  employed 
In  the  s.Ttlsfactlun  of  governmenta; 
needs.  It  has  two  aspects,  Umiue-stion 
*bly,  all  in  -Massachusetts  would  be  In 
»ccord  that  the  bill  for  governmcnl 
already  created  should  be  discharged 
«nd  that  the  normal  satisfaction  ol 
•what  '.ve  must  do  collectively  in  govern- 
jnent   should    be   cai-ed   for.  « 

"If  there  is  some  large  source  of 
revenue  which  is  totally  untapped  or 
which  could  be  taken  in  larger  quanti- 
ties without  exhausting  the  source,  it 
Jias  neither  been  disclo.'--cd  hv  revealing 
Itself  nor  unfolded  to  the  view  of  any 
who  have  given  the  suhiect  of  seeking 
new   revenue  any   thoughl. 

'The  problem  of  taxation  i>  of  ne- 
cessity tied  into  two  separate  and 
distinct  bundles. 

"The  first  btindle  relates  to  expendi- 
ture,  and    while  it  is   true  that   tlie  way 


to  make  for  less  as  a  lax  burden  is  the 
spending  of  le.s«  money,  it  has  not  been 
made  manifest  just  what  particular 
Itroup  of  beneficiaric-s  under  our  form 
of  government  is  willing  to  have  the 
jovernmentai   aids  abandoned. 

"Unquestionably,  money  can  be  saved 
here  and  there,  but  it  is  probably 
•qualiy  true  that  there  are  more  per- 
•ons  in  the  Commonwealth  who  know 
where  government  money  can  be  spent 
for  great  benefit  than  there  are  those 
who  can  point  definitely  at  an  expendi- 
ture of  money  which  can  be  abandoned 
without  effects  which  would  be  much 
more  coatl.v  than  the  expenditure  now  is- 

Major  Expenditures 

"It  ts  to  he  borne  in  mind  that  the 
major  expenditures  in  a  governmental 
way  are  for  debt  service,  for  the  care 
of  the  criminal,  the  unfortunate  in 
mind  and  body  and  the  poor,  with  sub- 
stantial sums  being  spent  on  roads  and 
bridges,  education,  fire  and  police  pro- 
tection and  the  like.  The  main  prob- 
lem is  an  individual  problem  and  will 
be  cured  in  large  part  when  persona 
begin  to  think  of  various  aids  that 
they  have  under  government  to  be 
abandoned  rather  than  as  now.  think- 
ing in  terms  of  aids  which  they  think 
should    be    expanded. 

"If  the  people  as  a  whole  want  econ- 
omy In  government,  there  Is  a  very 
easy  way  to  obtain  it,  but  persons 
cannot  e-xpect  to  have  all  governmental 
units  spending,  for  their  particular 
thought  without  Ihinking  in  terms  of 
the  accumulated  expenditures  for  all 
thoughts  of  people  mounting  large  as 
a  total   lax  bill. 

"The  experience  in  Ma««achu»ets  ( 
has  been  that  most  all  the  people  for 
a  Ion-  while  have  thought  in  terms 
ef  spending  money  a<  the  need  of 
translating  from  the  pubUc  bud,<{et  to 
the  private  budget  hai  forced  expen- 
diture. 

"Massachusetts  has  thought  always 
in  terms  of  confining  those  that^  were 
menlall.v  sick  or  criminally  Inclined,  to 
do  ever.\thing  that  they  could  to  aid 
the  unfortunate  ii\  tnind  or  body,  'i'his 
all  costs  money  and,  iilio  education, 
which  in  turn  represents  a  very  large 
expenditure  of  money,  is  only  reflected 
in  \'alue  through  expenditure  by  ways 
which  are  not  easily  translated  into 
revenue  flowing  Into  the  treasury  to  | 
co,ntlnue    them. 

Cannot  Abandon  Task 

"It   proliably   would   not   be  found   «c-  i 
ceptable   on    Ihe    part    of   any    to   aban- 
don  education   or   the   care  of   Ihe   poor  I 
and     unfortunate,    even     though     manv  i 
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would  be  of  opinion  that  results  could 
ba  accomplished  with  a  much  less  ex- 
peniiitiire  and  the  benertt  In  sociptiea 
as  a  whole  wnuld  be  just  as  good  as 
now,  where  education  of  the  whole  Is 
undertaken  In  ways  which  may  be  con- 
stantly    expanding     the     governmental 

COStP. 

■■It  Is  clear  that  Massachusetts  has 
created  a  tax  bill,  and  while  undoubt- 
edly there  would  be  possibilities  of 
readjustment,  it  mlBht  well  develop  that 
Ihe  final  cost,  it  there  is  thought  of 
more  than  temporary  advantage,  being 
as  great,  although  shown  by  a  different 
spread,  than  is  true  of  the  present  cost 
of    government. 

"The  neceaiity  of  paying  the  bill  of 
approximately  $1,600,000  a  day  '« 
before  Ma«»achufetts  today.  Thi»  ha» 
to  be  paid  and  mud  be  paid  out  of 
existing  »ource«  of  revenue. 

'■If  a  substantial  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  government  Is  going  to  be  ob- 
tained, then  one  must  loolc  to  how  far 
the  educational  cost  of  approxinjately 
J78,OO0,0OO,  the  debt  service  of  approxl- 
niatelv  V>S. 000,000,  public  welfare  or  so- 
cial security  cost  of  ».M. 000,000  and  the 
highway  cost  of  tlS,000,ooo  can  be  cut 
without  creating  a  future  burden 
which  Is  much  greater  than  the 
present    day    cost. 

"The  mere  closing  of  a  school  does 
not  solve  the  problem  of  the  growing 
youth.  The  "denying  of  a  certain  fee- 
ble-minded or  mentally  sick  access  to 
our  institutions  does  not  cure  the  prob- 
lem, because  the  persons  are  still  there 
and  unless  cared  for  in  one  way  are 
likely  to  cause  a  problem  in  another 
which,  while  It  may  be  Individually  ex- 
pressed, is  more  costly  than  collective- 
ly the  burden  can  be  cared  for  under 
government. 


the  corporation  ta.\.  l"H*'lr*efltance  tax 
and  the  forma  of  taxes  other  tha.>  those 
on  property,  such  as  real  estate,  which 
are  dependable  entirely  upon  prosperitv 
and  can  be  reflected  only  in  any  great 
yield  where  there  Is  a  general  enhanc- 
ing of  real  estate  and  the  tangible  per- 
sonal   property. 

"It    would    be    pleasant    if    all    that 
I  one   needed   to    do    was   to    divide    the 
'  burden  so  that  that  carried  by  any  in- 
dividual source  would  be  a  light  one, 
but    Massachusetts    faces   still   further 
!  requirements    in    tax    payments,    most 
of    which    are    not    the    growth    of    a 
day,    a    month    or    a   year,    but   an   ac- 
cumulation of  growth  when  all  voices 
were    raised    to    bringing     into    being 
these    costs,    which    now    unquestion- 
ably   bear    too    heavily    upon    existing 
sources. 

'■New    sources    of    revenue    have    been 
resisted,   and   as   the   system    in    Massa- 
chusetts    requires     the     eelzlng     of     the 
property    if    the    Income    from    It    is    in- 
sufficient    to     meet    the     tax     payment, 
propertv    In     large    amounts    are    being 
'   devoured     without     it     being     generally 
known   that   we  are  no  longer  living  on 
Income    sufficient    to    pay    the    tax    bur- 
dens.     It    U,    of   course,    axiomatic    that 
the   capital   cannot   be   eaten    more   than 
once,  and  while  the  many   who  may  not 
have   contributed  directly   to  the  cost  of 
government  may  feel   that   they  are  be- 
ing relieved,  the  net  result,  unless  some 
steps   are   taken,    is   likely   to   be   that   a 
sudden  «loppage   of  revenue   from   capi- 
tal   will    cause    the    collapse    of    certam 
activities   of   government,    with    bad    re- 
sults. 

Tax  Sources  Strained 


Situation  in  1936 

"The  situation  facing  1036  la  the  ac- 
cumulation of  these  burdens,  and  no 
real  proposal  has  been  made  which  at 
least  meets  with  general  acceptance 
that  even  begins  to  show  the  direc- 
tion in  which  government  can  go  to 
eliminate  (he  millions  of  dollars  neces- 
sary to  bring  the  cost  of  government 
soniewhere  near  proportional  to  ability 
u>   pay. 

"Taking  public  welfare,  debt  serv- 
ice and  education,  it  will  be  found  that 
approxin-ately  $180,000,000  is  need- 
ed in  any  way  that  it  may  be  spread 
for  these  three  directions  of  expendi- 
tures. 

"With   not  more   than    six  billion   dol- 
lars'   worth    of    taxable    real    estate    in 
Massachusetts,   it  is   readily   shown   that 
a  $110   lax   rate   would   he   required   to  ob- 
tain   the    J180,000,0«0    necessary    for    these 
three    things,    which    may    .suddenly    be 
reduced    or    may    be    suddenly    increased  i 
In     cost.        Assuming     that     real     estate  | 
could    bear    the    burden    for    these    three  ■ 
activities    of    government,    all    of    which 
have    been    embedded    in    our   costs,    re- 
',  course    must    be    had    to    other    sources 
I  In  order  to   pav   for  other  costs  of  gov- 
ernment like  roads  and  bridges,  care  of 
1  the     ment.illy    sick,     the    feeble-minded, 
'  the     prisons,     fire    and     police     and     the 
other    activities    well-known    to    all    in- 
dividuals. 

"It  is  clear  even  withotit  the  presenta- 
tion of  figures  to  all  that  the  Intangl.blo 
wealth    of    Massachusetts    has    shrunk 
enormously  as  is  indicated  by  the  value 
of    securities,    the    comparatively    small 
group   of   people   earning    large    incomes, 
whether    by     the    exercise    of    hand     or 
brain,     and     the     comparatively     small 
amount    of    corporations,    whether    pro- 
tected as  public  utilities  or  competitive, 
as   our   taxable    induatrlee    can    po.s3lbly 
show   by   way   of   tax    paying  ability. 
Taxing  Physical  Properties 


"Hellance  has  more  and  more  been 
had  during  the  last  tew  years  on  tax- 
ing physical  properties,  such  as  real 
eetate,  or  resorting  lo  borrowing.  Tbl.s 
has  tended  to  still  further  reduce  the 
amount  which  these  sources  can  con- 
tribute for  current  needs  and  lias  af- 
fected   such   sources   an   the   Income    tax. 


"His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  had  no 
choice  as  to  what  sources  of  revenue 
should  bear  the  burden,  because  speak- j 
Ing  generally  those  in  existence  have 
already  <luring  the  last  five  years  been 
thornughly  strained.  The  number  of 
people  contributing  under  our  Income 
tax  law  Is  constantly  diminishing  and 
the  number  of  corporations  that  con- 
tribute much  toward  the  support  of 
government  Is  equally  less  In  number 
than  was  true  a  few  yeais  ago.  The 
estates  of  deceased  persons  are  con- 
stantly diminishing  In  value  as  Is  true 
of  other  sources  of  revenue.  It  would 
gccni  that  a  new  source  of  revenue  | 
would  have   to   be  found. 

"Every  source  of  revenue  when 
spoken  about,  offers  the  opportunity 
,  of  intelligent  criticism,  but  there  is  no 
form  of  tax  upon  the  statute  books 
today  which  if  presented  for  the  first 
time  would  not  offer  opportunity  for 
violent  and  intelligent  objection. 

"In  fact,    there   Is  no   known    tax    that 
I  '  Is  not  In  and  of  Itself  a  detriment,  par- 
I    ticularly    if    It    Is    used     unwisely    and 
I    Blrctchcd   to   the  point   which   Is   true   of 
'    many   nf    our    existing    sources    of    rev- 
enue.    It   may    be    that    there   tire    other 
aources    of     revenue     than     the     people 
themselves,    but    no    one    has    yet    been 
I  able  to  discover  that   there  ai  e  any  de- 
pendable sources   except   those   obtalriec 
through    persons    whose    ability    permit- 
ted  the  accumulation   of   capital   or   in 
come, 

"'ITiere  may  be  a  division  of  opinion 
as  to  how  the  money  should  be  ob- 
tained from  Ihe  Individual,  whether  In 
the  form  of  direct  taxes  or  in  Ihe.  form 
of  indirect  taxes,  hut  come  from  the 
I  peopio  It  must  as  property  in  and  of  It- 
self has  no  value. 

The  Oasolene  Tax 

"A  tax  on  gasolene  represents  an  as- 
sessment on  a  broad  body  of  persons 
and  without  destroying,  as  is  true  in 
real  estate  taxes,  the  property  Itself. 
The  success  of  the  gasolene  tax  has 
Indicated  that  this  sort  of  a  source  la 
sound  financially  and  not  detrimental 
Ihe     Individual.       To     abandon     the 


real  estate,  would  by  the  mere  men- 
tion of  It  indicate  a  burden  which  real 
estate    could    not    bear. 

"That  the  gasolene  user  without 
any  detriment  to  himself  has  been 
able  to  carry  this  $18,000,000  load 
which  reiil  estate  would  otherwise 
have  to  carry  is  also  indicative  of 
what  the  users  of  cigarettes  and  to- 
bacco     products      could      undoubtedly 

carry. 

■■It  Is,  of  course,  true  that  all  or 
these  commodities  are  made  the  meas- 
ure of  tax  contribution  for  the  federal 
government,  hut  the  federal  govern- 
ment, too,  is  obligated  either  directly 
or  indirectly  to  get  Its  support  from 
the  individual.

"If  the  people  as  a  whole  are  of 
opinion  that  the  public  welfare  cost 
is  one  thai  all  should  assume,  prob- 
ably that,  as  it  represents  approxi- 
mately $55,000,000,  is  the  kind  of 
an  activity  of  government  which 
could  be  separately  financed  out  of 
the  people  as  a  whole  in  any  man- 
ner which  it  seemed  best  t4  reach 
this   sum    of  money.

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ClfiARETTE  TAX         I 

The  two-cent  t;ix  on  cigarettes 
wliicli  Governor  Ciitiey  proposed  in 
his  recent  message  is  in  line  with 
taxes  now  imposed  by  19  States  in 
addition  to  the  taxes  of  the  federal 
government. 

Tobacco  furni.^lies  tlie  federal  gov- 
ernment with  its  third  largest  revenue 
source. 

Income  and  processing  taxes  alor, ; 
exceed  it,  and  the  latter  cannot  be 
truly  called  a  ta.K  for  revenue  pur- 
poses. This  makes  tobacco  actually 
the  second  largest  source  for  revenue. 

The  fiscal  year  of  1934-1035  saw 
?;i85,459,571  paid.  In  addition  the 
States  took  varying  amounts  from  1 
cent  in  Washington  tn  h  cents  in 
Arkansas. 

Tobacco  furnished  ii  oer  cent  of 
all  federal  ta.xes.  It  has  climbed 
from  a  levy  of  $1.25  per  thousand 
pnor  to  tile  World  war  to  the  present 
$3  per  thousand. 

Despite  ta.xes,  the  consumption  of 
cigarettes  has  seen  a  tremendous  in- 
crease, mainly  because  of  the  popu- 
larity of  smoking  among  women.  It 
will  remain  to  be  seen  how  much 
more  can  be  added  to  this  fertile 
source  of  revenue  without  starting 
"le  cigarette  habit  on  the  down- 
grade.

-"Jwassachusetts'  latest  political  sPtisation, 
or  at  leafit  what  was  such  last  week  but 
which  probably  will  be  replaced  by  a  new 
one  today  or  tomorrow,  Is  an  exposure  of 
questionable  practice  in  connection  with  the 
prison  parole  system.  This  has  beqome  bo 
.^'lack,  as  in  many  other  states,  as  to  enforce 
a  drastic  tightening  up  of  the  prlvilegos.  As 
a  result  Oovernor  C'lirlev  has  been  warned 
the  prisons  are  in  .smouldering  revolt  and 
wardens  fear  los.s  ol  control. 

This  is  not  a  very  edifying  spectacle,  that 
convicts  should  be  threatening  dire  con- 
sequences unless  turned  loose,  mostly  to 
resume  preying  on  society.  Upon  what  meat 
doth  prisoners  feed  that  they  t)ecome  so 
powerful  politically?  Must  the  pri.=;on  bloc 
be  reckoned  among  the  many  now  manipu- 
lating the  votes? 

Not  only  in  Mas.sachusetls  but  all  over  the 
country    this   parole   sy.  trm    is   crjinp    for 
reform.

Experienced  criminals  become  model  prls-' 
oners  while  pulling  wires  to  bring  their  out- 
side influence  to  bear.    Parole  boards  are 
apathetic  since  paroles  save  their  st^ites  real 
money.   When  the  combination  is  properly 
adju.sted  and  working  the  prisoner  is  freed 
to  resiune  his  criminal  specialty  in  a  major- 
ity of  cases. 

Influences  that  can  secure  paroles  for 
prisoner-s  after  serving  a  fraction  of  their 
well  deserved  sentences  naturally  are  felt 
outside  prisons.  Their  whole  strenjilh,  in 
fact,  is  on  the  outside  and  so  dangerous  has 
this  become  for  .society  generally  better  con- 
trol is  imperative.  Paroled  men  are  being 
arrested  almost  every  day  for  crimes  more 
serious  than  those  for  which  they  were 
paroled,  showing  the  weakness  of  the  sys- 
tem as  a  reforming  force.  Influences  that 
make  this  fwssible  are  growing  .so  fast  as 
to  be  menacing.  Under  these  conditioixs  the 
whole  system  needs  a  complete  airing  and 
overhauling.

the  Board  of  Police 

It  was  former  Governor  lily  who  is  reputed  to  have  asked  why 
there  was  so  much  interest  in  the  appointment  ot  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Police  in  this  city  when  he  was  advised  that  the  annual 
salary  is  only  $600.  At  that  time,  he  was  considering  applicants  for 
a  vacancy  caused  by  the  retirement  of  John  T.  Swift  from  the 
State-controlled  Police  Commission. 

So  far  a.s  can  be  a.scertaine(i,  no  one  answered  the  then  execu- 
tive's que.stion  and  subsequently  he  named  Dr.  Joseph  A,  Barre  to 
the  position. 

Now  the  obligation  of  naming  a  Police  Commissioner  re«ts  upon 
Governor  Curley.  A  vacancy  has  been  caused  by  the  death  of  Henry 
F.  Nickerson. 

****** 

The  keen  interest  di-splayed  in  the  vacancj'  caused  by  the  retire- 
ment of  Mr.  Swift  is  nothing  like  that  evident  today  as  the  berth  of 
the  late  Mr.  Nickerson   remains  to  be  filled.  Applicants  are  legion. 

The  day  Mr.  Nickerson  died,  the  drive  for  the  position  was 
started.  Aspirants  to  the  S600-a-yeai'  berth  rushed  to  the  State  House 
In  such  large  numbers  that  autoists  who  regularly  traverse  the 
route  between  here  and  Boston  reported  traffic  "extremely  heavy" 
and  apparently  everyone  was  "in  a  hurry." 

The  office  of  Governor  Curley  has  been  visited  by  many  as- 
pirants, but  more  have  gone  directly  to  the  quarters  of  Lieutenant 
Governor  Hurley  in  the  belief  that  he  will  have  the  final  say  in  the 
appointment.  Quite  a  few  have  called  upon  Governor's  Councillor 
Russell. 

At  least  three  men  have  openly  declared  they  are  sure  to  be  ap- 
pointed. 

Only  one,  Francis  J.  Carreiro,  has  announced  that  he  doesn't 
want  the  job. 

And  one  only,  William  Dwyer,  has  formally  declared  he  is  an 
active  candidate. 

The  rest  of  the  army  of  candidates  would  like  people  to  believe 
that  they  have  been  "approached  by  someone  close  to  the  Governor" 
and  asked  to  "consider  the  appointment."

Newspapermen  at  the  State  House  claim  Mr.  Curley  has  been 
tcK)  busy  with  his  recent  message  to  the  Legislature  and  the  Parole 
Board  battle  to  give  a  great  deal  of  thought  to  the  local  position. 
They  know,  however,  he  has  had  callers  who  want  the  job 

But  they  have  been  unable  to  learn  whether  he  jjlans  to  make 
the  appointment  without  delay. 

The  Governor  has  been  rather  free  in  the  pa.st  few  months  in 
revealing  in  advance  of  Council  meetings  who  is  to  be  named  to 
some  positions.  It  is  easy  for  him  to  do  it  now  that  he  has  complete 
control  of  the  confirming  body.  In  the  days  before  it  became  the 
Curley  Council,  instead  of  the  Executive  Council,  it  was  not  advis- 
able for  him  to  make  known  his  appointments  in  advance,  for  It 
enabled  the  real'  Republican  Councillors  to  get  a  line  on  the  men 
and  determine  whether  they  wanted  to  apply  the  harpoon.

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BKGISTEBING  AUTOMOBILES 

Mr.  Editor:  .  > 

I  read  with  Interest  the  Governor's 
recent  message  to  the  LegtWHture, 
particularly  with  reference  to  rais- 
ing additional  revenue  by  imijosing 
lurther  taxes  on  gas,  motor  trucks 
and  other  things,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  automobile  owners  are 
gradually  being  as  severely  treated 
as  holders  of  real  estate,  and  in 
ihis  connection  I  offer  a  suggestion 
that  might  bring  additional  revenue 
to  the  Slate  without  further  taxing 
an  overburdened  class. 

Instead  of  following  the  time- 
worn  custom  of  registering  cans  on 
or  about  the  first  day  of  every  year, 
I  think  it  would  be  an  excellent  idea 
to  register  them  as  of  April  1.  This 
would  give  the  public  the  use  of 
their  cars  throughout  the  winter 
months  when  upwards  of  20  per 
cent  of  the  automobile  owners 
Jea^ve  them  in  their  garages  during 
the  first  four  months  of  the  year. 
I'Ot  because  they  have  no  use  for 
them,  but  primarily  for  the  reason 
that,  coming  so  close  to  the  holiday 
season,  it  works  a  hardship,  cer- 
tainly in  these  times,  to  take  out! 
additional  monies  to  pay  for  reg- 
istration. 

Not  only  would  money  be  ea.sier 
and  the  weather  more  agreeable, 
iut  many  other  factors  too  numet- 
ible  here  to  mention  would  seem 
o  indicate  that  this  plan  should  be 
2iven  a  trial.  With  more  cars  on 
the  road  for  legitmiate  purposes,  all 
the  year  round,  the  revenue  to  the 
State  would  increase  and  the  car 
owners  would  certainlv  benefit.

(The  Gardner  News) 
In  his  annual  message  to  the  Legislature,  Gov- 
ernor Jame.s  M. £urk'j^, .jyho  was  elected  last  year  on 
a  platform  of  worli  and  wages  he  promised  would 
put  men  to  work,  took  an  hour  and  twenty-five  min- 
utes to  recommend  over  the  radio  an  increase  in  state 
expenses.  He  wants  seven  additional  taxes  to  help 
balance  the  budget.  What  a  joke  this  "balance  the 
budget"  is  in  stale  and  federal  affairs  and  what  an 
increasing  problem  in  household  affairs. 

He  used  aiiproximutely  IS.OOO  words  to  tell 
those  who  elected  him  to  office— and  those  who  did- 
n't—that he  needs  more  money  with  which  to  con- 
tinue his  dictatorship. 

He  told  the  legislature  in  so  many  words  that 
the  failure  to  make  lii.s  promise  of  "work  and  wages" 
elTective  was  because  of  their  "grudging  yielding"  to 
most  of  his  demands.  The  rest  he  blamed  on  the 
dilatorine.ss  of  the  federal  government.  When  he 
wa.s  campaigning  he  was  the  individual  who  was  to 
produce— no  one  else. 

His  was  the  routine  message  of  an  executive 
seeking  to  cover  his  tracks  and  lay  the  groundwork 
for  what  he  has  advertised  as  his  next  job-the 
United  Slate.s  Seiiatorship  open  for  candidates  this 
year.  He  expended  a  lot  of  verbiage  on  social 
security. 

He  would  extend  the  compulsoi-y  school  .ipe 
from  14  to  16  but  he  did  not  mention  the  expense 
that  would  be  necessitated  to  provide  for  the  addi- 
tional attendance.  He  asks  a  million  dollar  addition 
to  tlic  state  hou.se.  Ho  wants,  as  everyone  else,  suit- 
able conditions  for  the  mentally  incompetents  and 
for  state  prisoners,  all  at  the  expen.se  of  a  few  more 
nulhons.  With  the.se  two  latter  recommendations 
The  News  has  considerable  sympathy.  It  has  advo- 
cated these.  He  wants  more  automobile  inspectors 
to  enforce  the  laws  governing  traffic  and,  if  he  doesn't 
get  Ihem,  he  indicates  that  tlie  compulsory  insurance 
law  .should  be  abandoned  and  iu-  suggests  regulations' 
lor  automobiles-.

of  economy  in  the  entire  13,000  words.  The  govern- 
ment of  this  .stale  and  country  has  developed  into 
the  appointment  of  commissions-they  are  always 
appomK.'d  -  to  lind  a  way  to  reduce  expense.?.  If  one 
has  heen  appointed  that  has  accomplislied  anything 
else  than  to  lun  up  a  sizable  bill  of  expenses  includ- 
tng  fabulous  accounts  for  ti-avel,  it  has  never  reached 
our  attention.

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The  Governor's  Message 


Governor  Curlcy's  message  at  the  open- 
ins  session  of  the  1930  legislative  session 
was  a  disorderly  di)cuinent,  devoid  of  the 
excellent  English  that  generally  chai-actcr- 
izes  Curley  utterances,  and  confusing  in 
terms  of  arrangement  and  in  terms  of  rec- 
ommendation. 

This  isn't  by  way  of  saying  that  the  mes- 
sage is  devoid  of  points  wortliy  of  favorable 
comment.  There  is  some  good  stuff  in  it, 
but  it  is  secondary  to  the  confusion  —  and 
the  confusion  is  most  notable  in  recom- 
mendations for  spending  and  for  saving 
money. 

Tile  governor  sang  an  old  refrain  when 
he  urged  ligldeniiig  the  l)urdcn  of  taxation 
on  real  estate.  The  job  was  unconvincing, 
however,  because  he  advocated  the  imposi- 
tion of  new  taxes  before  the  application  of 
plans  for  economy.  Unless  the  revenue  ob- 
tained from  new  "taxes  is  definitely  directed 
toward  tlie  redact. on  of  taxes  on  real  estate, 
the  prol)abilily  is  that  new  taxes  will  be  used 
to  tinance  new  expenditures  rather  than  to 
perform  the  necessary  function  pointed  out 
ny  tile  governor. 

The  governor's  plans  for  governmental 
economy  are  two  in  mmii)cr — study  by  a 
commission  of  means  for  reducing  govern- 
mental expenditures  and  the  adoption  by 
Massachusetts  of  a  unicameral  legislative 
system,  with  a  relutiwly  small  legislative' 
session  and  biemiial  sessions. 

The  nuicameral  system  is  that  which  has 
become  elVeclive  in  Nebraska  and  for  it  in- 
creased efVuiency  and  economy  are  claimed.

The  study  of  governmental  economy  oy 
a  competent"commission  is  wholly  wise  and 
should  be  undertaken. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  econ- 
omies iK)ssible  through  carrying  out  of  the 
governor's  recommendations,  could  not  be- 
comp  etri'ctive  during  his  administration  and 
that,  according  to  other  recommendations, 
he  hopes  to  continue  spending  a  lot  of 
money  and  to  impose  heavier  taxes  to  obtain

The  governor,  therefore,  in  his  message 
presented  the  confusing  spectacle  of  preach- 
ing economy  and  advocating  heavier  expen- 
ditures and  more  taxes.

not  imperative  necessities  —  and  it  is  appar- 
ent that  projects  on  which  he  would  make 
large  expenditures  are  not  in  the  imperative 
class.

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I         LIFTING  WILLIAMS  BAN 

Massachusetts,  after  three  centuries,  may 
lift  the  edict  of  banishment  against  Roger 
Williams.  Thereby  confession  may  be  made 
to  the  world  that  a  mistake  was  made  by  the 
Founding^Fathers  who  could  not  stomach  his 
ideas  regarding  religious  freedom.  This 
strikes  us  as  an  excellent  suggestion,  and  it 
is  pleasant  to  know  that  if  such  an  act  passes 
the  General  Court,  Go^^Xlucley  may  be  ex- 
pected to  sign  it.  The  matter  was  discussed 
informally  some  time  ago  between  the  Bay 
State  chief  executive  and  Gov.  Green.  The 
latter  told  his  neighbor  that  it  matters  little 
to  Rhode  Island  whether  the  edict  is  lifted 
or  not,  but  it  should  mean  a  great  deal  to 
Massachusetts. 

In  the  broader  sense  we  have  something 
for  which  to  thank  those  old  Bay  Staters 
who  drove  Williams  into  the  wilderness  and 
caused  him  to  found  the  settlement  in  Provi- 
dence, in  association  with  a  band  of  equally 
strong-minded  and  devoted  followers.  For 
had  the  tolerance  of  the  settlers  across  the 
line  been  even  a  little  broader  it  is  reason- 
able to  suppose  that  "this  most  flourishing 
State,"  devoted  to  "full  liberty  in  religious 
concernments"  might  not  have  been  founded, 
at  least,  on  the  solid  lines  of  liberality  laid 
out  by  Williams  and  his  men. 

Nevertheless,  it  would  be  the  graceful 
thing,  and  a  fine  contribution  toward  Rhode 
Island's  celebration  of  its  tercentennial,  if 
the  General  Court  of  our  neighboring  State 
would  lift  the  edict  and  restore  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  founder  of  religious  liberty  in  this 
country  full  rights  and  privileges  of  citizen- 
ship in  the  colony  from  which  he  fled  300 
yeans  ago.  The  record  still  stands,  whatever 
the  Massachusetts  solons  of  this  fourth  dec- 
ade of  the  twentieth  century  may  do.  They 
can  neither  add  to  nor  detract  from  the  fame 
(hat  is  justly  his.  Perhaps  Williams  would 
himself  prefer  to  let  the  case  stand  without 
amendment  at  this  late  date.

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AUTOMOBILE    INJURY    CLAIMS 

I  The  goverQM^  had  much  to  say  in  his  message  about  the  growing 

[    number  of  claims  for  automobile  injuries.    There  is  scarcely  any  subject 
that  calls  more  urgently  for  action  by  the  state  government.    The  claims 
that  arise   when  someone   is    Injiired   in   a   "non-negligent   car"   arose 
from  14,000  in  1927  to  39,000  in  1934,  and  it  is  expected  to  exceed  that 
number  in  1935.    Out  of  the  39,000,  some  32,000  were  for  less  than  $100 
:   With  all  the  reckless  driving  now  going  on,  many  persons  are  going  to  be 
'■  hurt  somewhat  badly     The   number  of  genuine  claims  is  going  to  be 
large.    It  is  probable  that  the  great  majority  of  pre.scnt  claims  are  based 
on  actual  Injuries.    Still  the  great  increase  in  these  claim.'?  indicates  that 
there  must  have  been  many  of  an  exaggerated  or  baseless  nature.    It  is 
said    to   be    a    common    thing,    when    some    slight    accident    occurs,    fori 
seemingly  uninjured  occupants  to  put  up  some  fanciful  claim.    If  .-someone 
says  he  had  a  nervous  shock,  or  strained  muscles,   and  want^  $50   to 
compensate  him.  it  will  probably  cost  more  to  fight  the  case  than  to 
settle  with  him.    Hence  there  is  cvei-y  encouragement,  when  a  certain  ' 
type  of  people  have  been  through  these  minor  accidejits,  to  put  up  some 
more  or  less  absurd  claim  which  never  ought  to  be  paid. 

More  traffic  officers  on  the  road  would  help  some  to  reduce  these 
baseless  claims.  Heavier  penalties  for  fraudulent  claims  might  also  do 
good.  But  it  is  doubtful  if  this  difficulty  is  ever  cured  under  our 
present  compulsory  in.stirance  law.  The  basic  trouble  is,  that  a  great 
number  of  reckless  drivers  are  obtaining  insurance,  and  all  the  careful

James  M.  Curley's  propo.sal  to 
retire  judges  in  hish  State  courts  at 
the  age  of  70  was  called  "not  a  wise 
plan.'  by  .\tty,  Nathan  V.  Avery  of 
Holyokc  last  night  and  was  descrilwd 
as  a  ver,\  good  plan  by  .\tly.  Harry 
.M.  Khrlich  of  iSpruiRfield.  Mr.  Avery 
is  head  of  the  .Masi>achusetts  Bar  As- 
.si.ciatlon  and  Mr.  Ehrlich  Is  iiresident 
of  the  Hampden  County  Bar  .Asso- 
ciation. 

Cites  Justice  Hohiies 

The  plan,  which  ha.<  aiou.sed  much 
ciinlrovers.\  in  Ie«al  and  la  >  circles, 
«i)uld  deprive  the  Commonwealth  of 
the  services  of  men  eminently  quali- 
fied for  Juillcial  work,  Mr.  .Avery  said. 
.\n  exaniiiiatiun  of  judicial  histor.v.  no! 
only  111  .America,  hut  in  Knuiand  a.-i 
«e!l,  shows  that  "some  of  the  finest 
wdrk  in  hlsh  courts  has  been  done  by 
men  over  70,"  accordin;;  to  the  State  ; 
presi<Ient.  The  outstaiidin;!  example 
he  cited  was  the  late  Justice  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmi  s  of  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court,  whose  acclaimed  work 
on  the  bench  wovild  not  have  been 
pos.slble  had  comi>ul.sory  retirement 
shelved  him  at  70.

Mr 
Ehrlich  said,  pointing  out  that  while 
the  plan  indicates  retirement  at  7(1. 
it  provides  that  any  judge  may  he 
called  Kick  to  acti\c  duty  by  the 
State,  Under  it,  he  asserted,  the  re- 
tiring court  official  would  get  contin- 
uation of  his  full  salary,  rather  than 
the  part-pay  he  Is  now  allowed  after 
voluntary  retirement.  He  felt  aging 
justices  mi;;ht  he  glad  to  avail  thein- 
.selves  of  full  salary  continuance,  while 
not  resenting  retirement,  because  of 
the  fact  that  they  will  always  be  on 
call  for  bench  duty. 

.Mr.  .Avery's  opinion  differed.  H< 
said  that  nearly  every  judge  would 
prefer  ctmtinuation  of  his  active  Judi- 
cial life  to  assured  peri)etiiatlon  of 
a  full  salary.  The  public  would  also 
suffer  because  of  the  loss  of  retiring 
judges'  full  time  services,  he  declared. 
The  State  at  present  has  ample  auth- 
ority to  remove  justices  because  of 
physical  and  other  disqualifications 
senility  may  bring,  Mr.  .Avery  pointed 
out.

It  is  easily  conceivable  (al- 
though there  is  no  evidence  at  hand) 
that  a  couple  of  cciually  Idle-th ink- 
ing scriveners  of  that  day  might 
have  said  to  each  other:  "How  aliout 
getting  this  fellow  Williams  banished  ! 
from  the  state?"  One  can  picture  * 
scrivener  of  that  day  going  .  abotit 
buttonholing  the  members  of  the 
General  Court,  then  sitting  in  Ncwe 
Towne  (now  Cambridge)  and  getting 
action  from  them  before  the  end  of 
the  day.

Milford  Man  Director  of| 
Teacher's  Registration 


Commissioner  of  Education  James 
G.  Reardan  made  his  first  appoint- 
ment since  taking  office  today,  when 
he  announced  that  John  L.  Davoren, 
.34,  had  assumed  the  duties  of  direc- 
tor of  teachers  registration  this  morn- 
ing. 

The  position  was  vacaied  by  Harry 
£.  Gardner,  who  resigned  Saturday 
afternoon,  and  will  resume  teaching. 
Commissioner  Reardan  said  this 
morning  that  Gardner  resigned  be- 
cause of  sickness  and  that  he,  Rear- 
dan, regretted  losing  him. 

Davoren,  Icng  a  eio.se  friend  of  the 
new  commissioner,  resigned  from  the 
headmastership  of  the  Stacy  Junior 
High  School,  Milford,  several  days 
ago,  and  it  was  expected  that  he 
would  receive  one  of  the  first  appoint- 
ments open. 

He  was  in  New  York,  about  to  leave 
for  Florida  on  a  vacation,  he  .'^aid  to- 
day, when  the  commi.>!sioner's  office 
reached  him  and  told  him  to  return 
at  once.  On  reaching  Boston  he  was 
told     of    Ganlncr's     rcsign.Ttion     anr 


At  I  lie  nine  ot  the  bill's  passage 
many  high  paid  teachers  were  being 
kt  go  in  the  interests  of  economy,  and 
men  and  women  wit),  lower  grading 
were  taking  (heir  place  at  lower  sal- 
aries.

Even  hefore  Reardan  was  appointed 
by  the  Governor  to  tha  commissioner- 
ship,  he  and  Davoren  were  working 
on  a  bill  calling  for  the  certification 
of  teachers  throughout  the  state,  and 
they  will  have  such  a  bill  filed  during 
the  next  week. 

"Every  .state  in  (he  Union  has  such 
a  certification  law  with  the  exception 
of  Massachusetts,''  Davoren  said  to- 
day. "It  will  pro(Ec(  those  qualified 
to  teach,  and  stop  school  committees 

in  certain  towns  from  making  poor 
appointments  for  personal  or  political 
reasons." 


Must  Pass  Test 

Under  the  new  bill,  Davoren  ex- 
plained, those  wishing  to  be  elemen- 
tary or  High  School  teachers  will 
have  to  pass  certain  requirements  in 
order  to  receive  a  certificate  and 
without  a  certificate  they  will  not  be 
eligible  for  appointment  by  the  school 
committce.s.  ' 

High  school  teachers  will  be  re- 
quired to  have  a  college  education 
and  certain  amount  of  training  for 
the  teaching  profession.  Elomcntj^ry 
teachers  will  have  to  have  three 
years  of  college  and  to  have  studied 
along  certain  lines  qualifying  them 
for  the  profession.  Davoren  said, 

Davoren  added  that  in  most  cities 
and  towns  those  specifications  were 
more  than  required  ot  teachers,  but 
that  in  several  places  artocious  ap- 
pointments have  been  made  by 
School  Committees.  He  said  the  bill 
would  also  protect  the  teachers  from 
inroads  from  other  professions. 

During  the  depression,  he  said, 
many  men  and  women  had  turned 
from  other  fields  to  teaching.  These 
would   now   be  eliminated. 

Davoren  wa?  born  in  Milford,  at- 
tended the  schools  there  and  was 
graduated  from  Emerson  College  in 
1926.  He  has  done  graduate  work 
at  Bo.ston  University  and  Alabama 
■University,  and  studied  law  for  a 
year  and  a  half  at  Northeastern  Uni- 
jvcrsity.  He  is  working  toward.s  a 
masters  degree  at  Boston  University 
at  present.

Mc,  and  then  re- 
turned to  Milford  to  tench  .high 
school  for  a  year  before  being  ap- 
pointed priniupal  of  the  Stacy  Schnoi.

Depression  Hits  Cambridge 

"Since  the  year  1929,  the  world  has 
been  struggling  against  the  almost 
insurmountable  difficulties  of  a 
financial  depression.

This  is  the  outgrown 
doctrine  of  the   'survival   of  the   fit- 
test," a  theory  that  in  actual  practice 
meant    that    the    strongest    prevailed 
and  the  weaker  struggled   in  sufTer- 
ing  and  despair.

This  can  be 
accomplished  only  by  an  efficient 
personnel.  The  growing  wave  of 
crime  has  made  it  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  all  possible  methods  of 
combatancc  be  employed.  I  shall 
make  it  my  personal  responsibility 
that  Cambiidge  will  be  an  unpleas- 
ant, unsafe  place  of  residence  for  any 
one  who  lias  criminal  tendencies.  It 
is  only  through  constant  supervision 
and  vigilance  that  the  occasions  for 
crime  can  be  stamped  out.  It  is  an 
evident  truth  that  it  is  far  better  to 
prevent  the  committancc  of  a  crime 
than  to  have  an  efficient  agency  to 
trap  the  criminal.

Governor  Asks  Change  in 
Law  as  to  Building 

In  order  that  there  will  be  no 
land  unloaded  upon  the  state  in  con-  • 
nection  with  the  building  of  the  new 
Suffolk  County  Courthouse,  and  that 
every  cent  appropriated  might  go  into 
I  construction  of  the  building,  Gov  Cur- 
ley today  released  a  message  to  the 
Legislature  a.'sking  an  immediate 
chan;-;e  in  existing  laws  with  ref- 
erence to  height,  volume  and  set- 
back of  the  proposed  structure. 

The  laws  must  be  changed  in  order 
to  build  the  new  courthouse  on  land 
already  owned  by  the  county,  the 
Governor  said.  In  order  to  prevent 
any  further  delay,  the  Governor  said, 
he  would  deliver  a  .special  message 
seeking  the  amcndments.on  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Courthouse  Com- 
mission. 

In  the  message  the  Governor  said 
he  would  point  out  that  the  com- 
mission has  agreed  that  the  cost 
.should  be  apportioned  as  follows: 
$2,131,000  by  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment, $8,994,.300  by  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  $854,700  by  the  Common- 
wealth, 

In  making  public  the  message  the 
Governor  said  that  the  commission 
had  shown  rare  wi.sdom  in  blocking 
the  land  sharks,  who.  he  intimated, 
have  long  been  grabbing  land  with 
a  view  to  unloading  it  upon  the 
State  for  the  new  building. 

"It  is  important  that  action  be 
taken  at  the  earliest  po.ssiblo  date 
to  the  end  that  the  State,  city  and 
county  may  not  be  deprived  of  the 
financial  aid  which  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment is  prepared  to  allocate,"  the 
Governor  concluded.

"At  the  meeting  of  the  school  com- 
mittee to  be  held  tonight,"  read  Com- 
mltteeman-elect  Smith's  statement,  "I 
will  advocate  a  policy  of  open  meetings 
to  conduct  the  business  of  the  school 
committee.

Is  it  for 
the  purpose  of  bringing  this  board  into  disrepute? 

Hardened  criminals  are  model  prisoners,  as  a  rule.  They 
obey  all  rules  because  it  is  part  of  their  strategy  to  get  out  as 
soon  as  possible.  When  the  parole  board  takes  the  attitude  that 
some  of  these  men  are  still  a  menace  to  society  in  spite  of  their 
good  prison  records  the  board  acts  for  the  best.  The  parole 
board's  duty  is  to  protect  society  as  well  as  the  prisoners.  Prison 
unrest  and  outbreaks  could  be  averted  by  putting  the  incorngibles 
and  the  killers  into  prisons  of  maximum  security  and  usmg  refor- 
mation methods  on  those  who  are  ready  for  reform.  ■   u  »,•    '

It  looks  now  as  if  His  Excellency 
the  Govei-nor  were  gunning  lor  the 
-parolo  board,  consisting  of  Richard 
Olney,  Matthew  Bullock  and  P.  Em- 
mett  Gavin.  Councillor  James  J. 
Bronnan  of  the  thunderous  voice 
thinks  that  their  judgment  about  re- 
leasing convicts  on  parole  is  bad.  He 
is  the  man  of  whom  it  was  said  that 
when  he  .spoke  at  a  campaign  rally 
the  windows  a  hundred  yards  away 
rattled.  Mr.  Brennan  thinks  decidedly 
that  the  judgment  of  the  councillors, 
especially  his  own  inexperienced 
judgment,  would  be  better  than  tliat 
of  the  parole  board.  Tlie  real  es- 
sence of  this  disturbance  is  probably 
that  the  Governor  wishes  to  place 
three  of  his  own  henchmen  on  the 
board. 

The  parole  system  has  had  some 
fearful  failures.  About  all  that  can  be 
done  is  to  leave  this  matter  of  re- 
leasing men,  often  with  terrible  rec- 
ords, to  a  select  body  of  men.  Nobody 
to  our  knowledge,  ever  impeached  the 
judgment  of  these  three  men  before. 
They  are  good  men  and  should  be  re- 
tained. But  the  man  who  threw  out 
Dr.  Pay.son  Smith  with  such  scant 
courtesy  to  make  room  for  one  of 
his  friends  will  hardly  hesitate  to 
eject  the.se  three  good  public  servants. 
Then  there  will  be  another  depart- 
ment under  tlie  hand  of  our  Massa- 
chusetts Huey  Long.  This  .•statement 
may  be  offensive  to  partisans  of  the 
late  Senator  from  Louisiana,  for  Mr. 
Curley  is  but  a  faint  copy  of  the 
Southern  dictator. 

A  conclusive  argument  against  the 
parole  board  Ls  the  testimony  of  the 
convicts.  We  understand  that  they 
are  unanimous  against  the  board, 
which  does  not  always  see  lit  to  re- 
lease dangerous  men.  The  prisoners 
feel  they  sliouUl  dictate  to  the  parole 
board.  Mr.  Curley  himself  was  very 
severe  against  Governor  Ely  for  his 
prison  delivering  proclivities,  but  we 
notice  tliat  he  has  recently  pardoned 
a  fine  list  of  murderers  and  public 
enemies.  His  record  is  far  more 
startling  than  Governor  Ely's.  Has 
the  parole  board  expre.ssed  its  dis.np 
proval  of  this  jail  delivery?  Some- 
thing has  certainly  happened  to 
arou.se  the  ire  of  the  Governor.  Arm- 
ed witli  decisive  argument  that  the 
convicts  do  not  like  the  board.  Gov- 
ernor Curley  is  expected  .soon  to  call 
the  luckles.s  tin-ee  on  the  carpet,  sub- 
ject them  to  the  usual  manhandling 
and  tlirow  tliem  out.  possibly  adding 
that  bit  of  humor  of  giving  them  a 
certificate  of  good  character  to  carry 
with  them  into  the  bleak  outside 
world. 

The  Governor  and  his  satellite,  rub- 
ber stamp  Council  evidently  want  to 
make  jail  delivery  easier.  Tliey  will 
be  heartily  supported  by  all  the 
murderers,  second  story  men,  rapists, 
bandits  and  kidnappers  still  at  lib- 
erty. What  have  the  plain,  unconsid- 
ered citizens  of  this  Commonwealth 
got  to  say  about  this?  Wherein  are 
we  protected?

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THE    PAROLE    BOARD.    | 

It  looks  now  as  if  His  Excellency 
the  Governor,  were  gunning  for  the 
parole  board,  consisting  of  Richard 
Olney,  Matthew  Bullock  and  P.  Em- 
mett  Gavin.  Councillor  James  J. 
Brennan  of  the  thunderous  voice, 
thinks  that  their  judgment  about  re- 
leasing convicts  on  parole  is  bad.  He 
is  the  man  of  whom  it  was  said  that 
when  he  spoke  at  a  campaign  rally 
in  our  City  hall,  the  windows  on 
State  street  rattled.  Mr.  Brennan 
thinks  decidedly  that  the  judgment 
of  the  councillors,  especially  his  own 
,  inexperienced  judgment,  would  be 
S  better  than  that  of  the  parole  board. 
The  real  essence  of  this  disturbance 
is  probably  that  the  governor  wishes 
to  place  three  of  his,  own  henchmen 
on  the  board. 

Tire  parole  system  has  some  fear- 
ful failures.  About  all  that  can  be 
done  is  to  leave  this  matter  of  re- 
leasing men,  often  with  terrible  rec- 
ords, to  a  .select  body  of  men.  No- 
body, to  our  knowledge,  ever  im- 
]x;ached  the  character  of  these  three 
men.  Tliey  are  good  men  and  should 
be  retained.  But  the  man  who  threw 
out  Dr.  Payson  Smith  with  .such 
scant  courtesy  to  make  room  for  one 
of  his  friends,  will  hardly  hesitate  to 
eject  these  three  good  public  ser- 
vants. Then  there  will  be  another 
department  under  the  hand  of  our 
Massachusetts  Huey  Long.  Tills  may 
be  offensive  to  partisans  of  the  late 
.senator  from  Louisianna,  for  Mr, 
Curley  is  but  a  feeble  copy  of  the 
southern  dictator. 

A  conclusive  argument  against  the 
parole  board  is  the  testimony  of  the 
convicts.  We  understand  that  they 
are  unanimous  against  the  board, 
which  does  not  always  see  fit  to  re- 
lease dangerous  men.  The  prl-soners 
feel  they  should  dictate  to  the  parole 
board.  Mr.  Curley  himself  was  very 
severe  against  Governor  Joseph  B. 
Ely  for  his  prison  delivering  procliv- 
ities, but  we  notice  that  he  has  re- 
cently pardoned  a  fine  list  of  mur- 
derers and  public  enemies.  His  rec- 
ord is  far  more  startling  than  Gov- 
ernor Ely's.  Has  the  parole  board  ex- 
pressed its  disapproval  of  this  Jail 
delivery?  Something  has  certainly 
happened  to  arouse  the  ire  of  the . 
governor.  Armed  with  the  decisive, 
argument  that  the  convicts  do  not 
like  the  board,  Governor  Curley  is 
expected  soon  to  call  the  luckless 
three  on  the  carpet,  subject  them  to 
the  usual  manhandling  and  throw 
them  out,  po.s.sibly  adding  that  bit  of 
humor  of  giving  them  a  certificate 
of  good  character  to  carry  With  them 
Into  the  bleak  outside  world. 

Tlie  governor  and  his  satellite,  rub- 
ber stamp  council  evidently  want  to 
make  jail  delivery  easier.  They  will 
be  heartily  supported  by  all  the  mur- 
ders, second-story  men,  rapists,  ban- 
dits and  kidnapers  still  at  liberty. 
What  have  the  plain,  unconsidered 
citizens  of  this  commonwealth  to  say 
about  this?

There  were  these  possibilities: 

1.— Removal  of  P.  Emmett  Gavin 

from  the  board. 

2.— Removal  of  the  entire  board, 
consisting  of  Gavin,  chairman  Rich- 
ard Olney,  and  Matthew  W.  Bul- 
lock. 

3. — Removal  of  state  correction 
commissioner  Arthur  T.  Lyman. 

4.— Continuance  of  the  present 
jset-up. 

<  Lyman  and  the  parole  board 
have  been  mildly  at  odds  on  mat- 
ters of  policy.  The  commission»'r 
advocatPs  the  Federal  system  un- 
der which  a  prl.ioner  with  a  bad 
[court  record  is  denied  parole  for  an 
Indefinite  period.  The  board,  on  the 
other  hand,  has  followed  the  j.oJlcy 
of  compelling  such  a  prisoner  to 
serve  at  lea.st  his  minimum  sen- 
tence and  in  extreme  cases  his 
maximum  term. 

Parole  board  members  at  yester- 
day's hearing  vigorously  defended 
their  system,  aiid  denied  charsjes  of 
non-cooporation  with  in.stitutional 
heads,  of  responsibility  for  unrest 
among  prisoners  in  state  institu- 
tions, and  of  having  a  "hard-boiled' 
attitude. 

Most  emphatic  in  answering  crit- 
ics was  Gavin  who  openly  advocat- 
ed the  ousting  of  Lyman,  declaring 
Massachusetts  should  "get  a  man 
who  knows  something  about  the 
prison  business  for  commi.ssioner. ' 
Recalling  recommendations  by 
the  governor  and  prison  authorities 
for  establishment  of  a  "Massachus- 
etts Alcatraz"  for  the  detention  of 
the  more  dangerous  criminals,  Gav- 
in said: 

"But  from  the  day  he  became 
commissioner,  Mr.  Lyman  h.-ts  done 
nothing  about  establishing  sueh    a  i 


Said  Chairman  Olney:  "The  com- 
missioner believes  that  the  indefi- 
nite setback  would  create  aa  ek- 
ment  of  hope  for  the  inmates.  I 
believe  it  would  create  only  a  false 
hope." 

He  too  denied  that  the  board  had 
failed  to  cooperate  with  prison  au- 
thorities, asserting  that  they  at  all 
times  had  had  an  attentive  ear  to 
recommendations  of  wardens  and 
superintendents  of  state  institu- 
tions. 

Bullock  insisted  he  always  had 
given  due  consideration  to  good 
conduct  of  a  prisoner  when  acting 
on  a  parole  petition. 
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prison."

had  been  too  severe. 

All  three  members,  Richard  Ol-

the  recommendiations  of  the  prison 
officials  in  con.sidering  paroles,  and! 
asserted  they  had  discharged  their' 
duties  fairly   and   conscientiously.

Lyman,  commissioner  of  correction, 
should  be  discharged,  and  "a  maai 
who  knows  something  about  the 
job."  appointed  in  his  plaee.

1033  amendment  which  Rives  the 
parole  board  decretionary  powei 
to  keep  a  man  in  prison  until  he 
has  served  his  entire  maximum 
sentence  regardless  of  his  prison , 
record. 

The  letter  writer,  whose  name 
was  not  given,  questioned  that 
there  are  many  judges  aware  of 
this  new  Jaw.  The  theory  was,  it 
was  stressed,  that  release  of  pris- 
oners when  work  was  scarce  would 
cause  them  to  revert  to  crime.

Planning  a  nation-wide  examina- 
tion of  the  problem  of  parole  and 
its  administration,  United  States 
Atty  Gen  Homer  Cummings  will 
have  the  assistance  of  Gov  Curley. 
The  Governor  has  advised  Cuni- 
mings  that  he  will  call  upon  him 
in  Washington  next  Thursday  or 
will  be  pleased  to  have  Cummings 
confer  with  him  in  Massachusetts 
when  ronvenicni. 

The  letters  of  both  were  made  pub- 
lic yesterday  afternoon  at  the  Gov- 
ernor's office.  Atty  Gen  Cummings 
wrote   in   part,   as   follows: 

"Th?  importance  of  parole  and  its 
administration  suggests  that  the  time 
is  opportune  for  a  nation-wide  ex- 
amination of  this  problem,  vitally 
related  as  it  is  to  the  proper  admin- 
istration of  criminal  law  throughout 
the  country.  Because  of  the  varia- 
tions existing  among  the  .statutes 
and  practices  of  the  several  states,  I 
am  convinced  that  such  studies 
should  include  pardon,  probation, 
commutation,  suspended  sentences 
and  similar  subject?, 

"With  these  considerations  in  mind 
the  Department  of  .lustics  has  pro- 
cured funds  from  the  Works  Prog- 
ress Administration  for  such  an  in- 
vestigation. During  the  next  few 
weeks  a  ,=  tafi  of  trained  workers  will 
be  sent  into  the  field  to  initiate  this 
undertaking.

When  a 
new  management  comes  in,  as  it  did 
when  Lanagan  succeeded  Warden 
Hogsctt.  the  prisoners  will  agitate  to 
see  how  much  they  can  get,  Bullock 
said.

Bullock  was  the  only  speaker  of 
the  day  to  draw  any  applause,  Und«r 
cross  examination  by  Councilor 
;  Coakley,  the  parole  members  kept 
ducking  long  and  diificult  questions 
by  declining  to  answer  them  yes  or 
no.  The  Councilor  insisted  that  th?y 
should  to  save  time.  Finally  Bullock 
said: 

"■you  want  to  talk  to  me  generally 
and  have  me  answer  you  speci.lcally 
I  can't  do  that," 

Coakley  wailed  until  the  cheers 
and  clapping  subsided  and  then  con- 
tinued his  interrogation, 
■  From  Gavin  the  Council  heard  the 
most  spirited  defense  of  the  dav.  He 
opened  by  urging  a  new  prison, 
modelled  on  the  Federal-  Govern- 
ment's "Devil's  Island,"  Alcatraz,  '• 
and  warned  that  without  such  a  jail 
for  incorrigibies  and  hardened  crim- 
inals, there  could  be  no  peace  in  Con- 
cord  or  Chdrlestown. 

"The  wardens  say  the  boys  are 
tough  and  hard  to  control  and  at  the 
same  time  demand  that  we  parole 
them.  We  can't  do  that.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Correction  has  done 
nothing  to  urge  a  local  Alcatraz,  he 
has  done  nothing  to  secure  a  good- 
behavior  law.  he  has  done  nothing  to 
hit  at  the  true  evil  and  correct  the 
situation,"  Gavin  shouted. 

Sees  No  Political  Fight 

Later,  under  cross-examination  of 
Coakley,  Gavin  said  that  he  saw  no 
indications  of  a  political  squabble 
between  the  Councilors  and  Sena- 
tors Madden  and  Carroll,  and  ther 
I  continued  his  attack  on  Lyman, 
"He  is  constantly  gathering  false 
information,  and  when  you  correct 
him,  he  charges  that  you  are  not 
cooperating  and  agreeing  with  him," 
cried  the  red-headed  member, 

"He  stated  once  that  the  Federal 
Parole  system  has  93  percent  suc- 
cess and  .S  percent  failure.  He  had 
to  be  shown  that  this  is  not  true. 
Then  he  came  out  for  indefinite  .set- 
backs to  keep  hope  in  the  prisoner.s. 
I  have  talked  with  the  same  people 
he  has,  and  they  say  the  Federal 
-system  called  for  indefinite  set-backs 
because  of  the  geographical  location 
of  their  prisons.  Here,  where  you 
can  visit  jails  every  dav,  fhcy  tell 
me  our  system  is  the  only  one," 

"He  is  constantly  getting  informa- 
tion that  isn't  fact,  and  then  blam- 
ing  all  the  trouble  on  us."  Gavin 
continued.  "I  blame  the  unrest  on 
the  prison  officials  and  on  him." 

Olney's  Defense 

Chairman  Olney  was  the  first  I0 
take  the  stand,  and  vigorously  de- 
fended the  boards  policy  as  fair, 
humane  and  successful.  He  denied 
that  the  parole  board  was  responsible

.Olney,  Coakley  Clash 

!  Olney  also  clastied  with  Coakley, 
ll  when,  after  giving  the  Council  a 
confidential  letter  from  a  convict's 
mother  who  had  been  fcrced  by  her 
son's  persistent  drinking  to  ask  that 
his  parole  be  revoked,  the  Councilor 
insisted  on  naming  the  prisoner  and 
reading  the  mother's  letter  aloud. 

The  letter  described  how  the 
paroled  boy  had  come  home  drunk 
one  night  and  tried  to  beat  two  chil- 
dren and  his  father,  unless  given 
money  immediately.  His  parole  was 
revoked  and  he  was  sent  back  to  , 
complete  his  maximum  sentence  of  20 
years,  which  meant  12  more  years  in 
prison. 

"And   you    sent    him    back   for   12 
years  for  getting  drunk?"  demanded 
Coakley, 
"I  did  sir,"  replied  Olney. 
"Why  it  was  not  so  long  ago  it  was 
considered  no  disgrace  for  a  Beacon 
1  Hill    brahmin    to    go    to   bed    drunk 
i  every  night,"  interposed  the  Gover- 
nor. 


Gavin  Hits  Statistics 

It  was  Gavin  who  attacked  the  war- 
dens' statistics.

5  percent.    Today  Gavin  slated  that  j 
it  was  27.''0  percent  for  the  past  year,  | 
during    which    time    87    men    were 
paroled  from  Charlestown, 

In  answering  Maj  Dee's  statement 
that  he  could  receive  no  considera- 
tion from  the  board,  Gavin  stated 
that  before  Christmas  this  year  he 
and  the  board  had  received  14  men 
for  consideration  from  the  major. 

"We  asked  at  that  time  if  there 
were  any  more  deserving  considera- 
tion in  Concord,  and  he  replied  no, 
Gavin  stated.  "Then,  within  a  week, 
he  submitted  a  list  of  25  names  to 
■Your  Excellency  through  John 
Backus. 

Gavin  extended  his  attack  to  the 
woman's  reformatory  at  Sherborn, 
stating  that  it  was  run  in  a  foolish 
manner,  and  that  the  reason  for  any 
unrest  there  was  due  to  favoritism  un- 
der Dr  Mitiam  Van  Waters  and  her 
regime. 

"I  have  on  record  one  prisoner 
who  never  served  a  day  of  her  sen- 
tence there.  Do  you  think  the  other 
inmates  felt  well  when  they  .saw  that 
girl  escape  practically  scot  free,  and 
be  indentured  out  as  a  domestic  im- 
mediately?" he  demanded. 


Replies  on  Di  Marco  Case 

Bullock  answered  one  of  the  Coun 
cil's   specific   cases   during   his   testi-j 
mony.  It  concerned  a  prisoner  named  ; 
Di  Marco,  who  was  in  iHe  Cosmos  \ 
Club  the  night  Red  McSwceney  was 
shot  and  killed.  Di  Marco  at  the  time 
was  on  parole.  The  parole  was  later 
revoked    and   he    was    sent    back    to 
State  Prison  to  complete  his  sentence, 
tencc. 

Throughout  the  hearing  Councilor 
Coakley  had  been  asking  questions 
concerning  the  Di  Marco  case,  ap- 
parently regarding  it  as  one  of  the 
most  flagrant  errors  of  the  board. 


In  describmg  the  case  Bullock  said: 

"His  record  goes  back  to  the  age 
of  ten.  In  sentencing  him  once  for 
seriously  wounduig  a  man.  Judge 
Fosdick  said,  'This  man  Is  on  the 
wav  to  bo  a  killer.' 

"In  prison  he  slabbed  a  man  in  a 
fi"ht,  a  very  serious  offense,  but  he 
finaliv  secured  his  parole  about  three 
years"  before  the  McSwceney  murder. 

"When  he  was  paroled  he  was  sup- 
posed to  be  a  very  sick  man,  yet 
while  out  he  was  arrested  for  at- 
tempted armed  robbery.  Probable 
cause  was  found,  and  he  was  bound 
over,  but  somehow  the  case  became 
nol   pros'd, 

"Later  we  heard  that  he  went  to  a 
theatre  and  tried  to  steal  a  woman's 
handbag.  Ho  was  caught  in  the  lobby 
after  a  brief  chase  and  his  first  words 
were,  'I  never  stole  your  handbag,' 
Here  again  no  action  wfes  ever  taken, 

"Then  this  other  incident  in  the 
Cosmos  Club  occurred.  He  had  been 
out  of  the  hospital  but  ten  days  at 
the  time.  When  arrested  he  had  $100 
on  him,  although  he  had  persistently 
told  parole  agents  that  he  was  too 
sick  to  work. 

"He  was  found  not  guilty  of  any 
connection  with  the  McSwceney  mur- 
der, but  his  parole  was  revoked," 
concluded  Bullock.

CURLEY  DENIES 
I  COMMUTATION 

Murderer  Due  to  Go  to 
Chair  Next  Week 
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Gov  Curley  today  denied  commu- 
tation of  sentence  to  Miller  Clark  of 
tlie  South  End,  due  to  die  in  the  elec- 
tric chair  during  the  week  of  Jan  12 
for  the  murder  of  Ethel  Zuckcrman 
in  a  South  End  bakery  almost  two 
years  ago. 

In  announcing  hs  decision  the  GoV' 
ernor  said  that  he  had  considered  the 
opinions  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the 
report  of  the  Menial  Disea.'^c  Depart- 
ment, and  had  conferred  with  Georgi? 
Douglass.  Clark'.s  attorney. 

"I  have  reviewed  the  facts  as  pre- 
sented by  hi.s  attorney  and  have 
studied  the  decision  of  the  SupreniC 
-Court.  I  find  that  at  no  time  during 
Uhe  trial  was  the  question  of  sanity 
raised,"  the  Governor  .said. 
I  He  then  discussed  the  report  on 
Clark's  mental  condition  which  was 
presented  by  the  department  of  men- 
tal diseases  after  an  examination  had 
been  made  by  Drs  A.  Warren  Stearns 
and  Harry  C.  Solomon. 

The  doctors  reported  that  Clark 
was  "a  man  of  low  inteiligenco,  bor- 
dering on  the  feeble  minded."  Tliey 
found  that  a  disease  had  further  im- 
paired the  man's  mind,  but  that  he 
was  "not  frankly  insane,  although  his 
judgment  was  seriously  impaired." 

"And  so,"  concluded  the  Governor, 
"I  have  decided  not  to  commute  his 
sentence."

Sullivan  called  attention  to  the  re- 
port that  la.st  year  snou'-romoval  rec- 
ords indicated  that  trucks  traveled  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  loading  place 
to  dump  at  such  a  rate  thai  or  a 
period  of  .several  hours  thev  were 
able  to  mamtain  an  average  time  per 
round  trip  of  ]1  minulcp.  He  sug. 
gested  that  it  was  imposible  for  a 
truck  to  be  loaded  and  dumped  in 
that  time,  but  the  Public  Works  Com- 
misinner  said  he  thought  it  was  very 
possible  and  said  that  if  it  so  ap- 
peared in   the   records   it   was   so

1  fore  the  Council  by  Councilor  James 


Peterson  of  Worcester,  whom  Gov 
Curley  at  one  time  nominated  for 
Arthur  Lyman's  job  as  commissioner 
of  corrections,  is  expected  to  be 
selected   to   fill    it.

Assailing  the  method  of  budgeting 
the  inco  le  and  expenditures  of  the 
state,  Representatives  Christian  A. 
Herter  of  Boston  and  Elmer  C.  Nelson 
of  'Milford  f51ed  yesterday  with  the 
clerk  of  the  House  a  proposal  for  a 
constitutional  amendment  limiting  the 
amount  it  the  state  tax  to  not  more 
than  5  percent  of  the  annual  ex- 
penditures of  the  state.  At  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  expenditures  this  would 
bring  the  state  tax  to  the  vicinity 
of  $3,000,000  instead  of  $9,000,000  or 
more. 

A  statement  issued  by  the  two  leg- 
islators said: 

"This  constitutional  amendment  has 
been  filed  because  our  present  method 
of  budgeting  the  income  and  ex- 
penditures of  the  Commonwealth  is 
an  ab.surdity.  Every  year  the  Legis- 
lature appropriates  so  much  money 
for  the  expense  of  running  the  state 
government  it  then  figures  out  how 
much  revenue  it  is  likely  to  get  from 
existing  taxes,  and  it  then  makes  up 
the  deficiency  in  the  revenue  by 
levying  that  difference  upon  the  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth. 
This  deficiency  Item  is  known  a.s  the 
state  tax.  Obviously  cities  and  towns 
j  have  no  way  of  meeting  the  state  tax 
except  by  raising  their  own  real  es- 
tate taxes  and,  to  a  minor  degree, 
their  excise  or  license  taxes.  ITiey 
have  no  other  source  of  revenue.  In 
effect,  then,  the  stale  tax  is  nothing 
but  an  additional  burden  on  real 
estate  and  th-cre  is  absolutely  no 
limitation  on  its  size. 

"As  long  as  the  stnte  tax  remains 
unlimited,  the  Legislature  has  never 
balanced  its  budget  as  a  budget 
should  bo  balanced,  namely,  by  hav- 
ing state  taxes  and  slate  expenditures 
meet.  The  reason  why  we  have 
allowed  any  state  tax  to  continue  is 
that  it  is  practically  impossible  for 
each  Legislature  to  make  an  exact 
balance  of  expenditures  and  revenues 
without  yearly  revising  our  state  tax 
structure.  We  believe,  however,  that 
it  is  pos.sibie  to  come  within  five  per- 
cent or  approximately  $,3,000,000  un- 
der present  conditions  of  the  balance, 
and  we  believe  that  for  the  sake  of 
having  one  flexible  item  of  revenue 
such  a  limited  state  tax  is  proper. 

"This  constitutional  amendment,  to  ' 
become  effective,   would   have   to   be  | 
approved  by  the  present  Legislature 
fnnd  next  year's  Legislature  and  would  ' 
then  have  to  be  approved  by  popular 
vote  in  19.38.    It  would  not  l>ecome  ef- 
fective, therefore,  until  the  fiscal  year 
of  1939,   and   we   believe   thai    this   :s 
ample   time    in    which    to   allow    our 
,  state  budget   to  be   adjusted   to   the 
amendment. 

"This  amendment  does  not  embody 
any  new  or  very  radical  idea.  The 
Rece.ss   Committee   on    Taxation    has 
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recommended    the    abolition    of    the

AAA  OPERATION'S  HALTED 

So  sweeping  was  the  courts  de-

Raising  Funds  at  Low  Cost 
"The    object   of    this    drive,"   Mr. 
Taft  said,   "is  to  raise   money   for 
many  social  agencies,  and  they  have 
more  at  stake  than  anyone  else, 

"To  begin  with,  a  successful  cam- 
paign will  raise  the  money  for  each 
of  them  at  far  less  cost  and  with 
much  less  effort  than  any  other 
means  for  financing  their  programs, 
I  would  also  emphasize  that,  gener- 
ally speaking,  the  Community  Fund 
does  not  eliminate  agencies,  but  in- 
tegrates their  work  and  prevents 
overlapping  and  duplication. 

"There  is,  of  course,  some  loss  of 
independence  and  there  is  also  a 
loss  of  Identifiable  support  in  the 
community.  Nevertheless,  In  other 
cities  the  very  strongest  agencies 
have  fomid  that  this  loss  is  more 
than  balanced  by  the  good  to  the 
community  which  follows  from  the 
joint  effort.

Short  Campaigns  Best 

Many  persons  have  asked  why  the 
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Fiiicliiiir  on  rarole  Board  Waits 
As  Governor  Requests  Council 
I  To  Po^pone  Action  for  Week 


The  official  fate  of  the  Massachu 
setts  Parole  Board  members  and  of 
Arthur  T.  Lyman,  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Correction,  who  have 
hurled  damaging  charges  and  coun- 
ter-charges at  each  other,  will  not 
be  revealed  until  next  week.  Gov- 
ernor Curley  requested  the  Execu- 
tive Council  to  take  their  time  to 
consider  the  charges. 

The  public  hearing  held  before 
Governor  Curley  and  the  Council  to 
air  charges  against  the  Parole  Board, 
ended  last  night.  Prison  ofBcials  had 
declared  the  board  responsible  for 
"unrest"  among  the  prisoners  in 
Charlestown  State  Prison  and  the 
Concord  Reformatory. 

Parried  Charsres 
The  three  members  of  the  Parole 
Board,  Richard  P.  Olney,  chairman, 
P.  Emmett  Gavin  and  Matthew  W. 
Bullock,  fighting  for  their  official 
existence,  during  yesterday's  session 
parried  all  charges  against  them 
and  placed  the  accusers  on  the  de- 
fensive. ^  ^^  , 
Denying  the  ctoarge  that  their 
parole  system  was  "hardboiled"  and 
responsible  for  "unrest"  in  the 
prison,  Mr.  Gavin  said,  "Remove 
Arthur  T.  Lyman,  State  Commis- 
sioner of  Correction,  and  the  unrest 
will  cease." 

Mr.  Gavin  maintained  that  Mr. 
Lyman's  work  as  commissioner  was 
Inefficient,  that  he  had  gathered 
false  information  on  his  trips 
through  the  institutions  and  had 
sought  to  influence  the  board  with 
this  Information. 

As  the  result  of  Mr.  Gavin's  re- 
moval plea,  it  appears  that  Mr. 
Gavin  or  Mr.  Lyman  will  be  ousted 
l?y  the  Governor  and  Council.  There 
Ife  still  a  possibility  that  the  entire 
parole  board  will  be  removed,  de- 
spite their  strong  defense  yesterday. 
Some  politicians  have  declared  from 
the  start  that,  regardle.ss  of  the 
parole  board's  defense,  the  present 
members  "will  walk  the  plank"  so 
that  more  positions  will  be  opened 
for  the  followers  of  Governor  Curley. 
Previous  Records 
The  charges  and  counter-charges 
during  the  hearing  revolve  mainly 
around  the  parole  board's  system  of 
giving  great  weight  to  the 
prisoners'  previous  criminal  records 
in  considering  parole  applications. 

The  opponents  of  the  board's  sys- 
tem. Including  Commissioner  Ly- 
man, Michael  J.  Dee,  superintendent 
of  the  Concord  Reformatory,  and 
Francis  J.  W.  Lannigan,  warden  of 
Charlestown  State  Prison,  made 
the  following  charges: 

1.  Refusal  to  allow  prisoners 
with  perfect  conduct  records  in 
prison  to  be  relea.sed  on  parole  at 
the  end  of  two  thirds  of  their  mini- 
mum sentence,  if  their  previous 
criminal  records  were  lengthy. 

Hardboiled    Policy 

2.  Adoption  of  a  "hardboiled" 
policy  of  setting  criminals  back  to 


their  sentences  when  their  applica 
tions  are  refused,  rather  than  give 
them  hop>e  of  earlier  release. 

3.  Refusal  to  consult  with  heads 
of  the  penal  institutions  in  regavd 
to  the  prison  record  of  parole  eligi- 
bles. 

4.  Adoption  of  a  "hardboiled" 
parole  policy  which  was  responsible 
in  part  for  the  Charlestown  Prison 
break.  Inasmuch  as  "unrest"  had 
developed  because  paroles  were  re- 
fused to  deserving  prisoners. 

5.  Ignoring  Warden  Lannigun't 
warning  of  "unrest." 

6.  Refusal  to  release  numerous 
{jerfect  record  prisoners  at  both 
Concord  and  Charlestown. 

The  board's  opponents  believed 
the  parole  system  should  be  softer 
so  that  the  inmate  may  receive  some 
hope  of  reward  for  good  behavior  in 
prison.  Without  this  hope,  they  said, 
the  prisoners  will  not  obey  prison 
rules  and  will  cau.se  serious  dis- 
ciplinary trouble. 

Board's  Reply 

During  the  Parole  Board's  turn 
on  the  stand,  the  members  brought 
out  the  following  points  in  reply  to 
the  charges  against  them: 

1.  The  removal  of  Commissioner 
Lyman  will  smooth  out  the  parole 
difficulties. 

2.  Ma.ssachusetts  has  not  had  a 
competent  correction  commi.s,sioncr 
since  the  resignation  of  Sanford 
Bates  in  1929. 

3.  Major  Dee  made  untruthful 
statements  when  he  said  he  was 
not  called  into  conference  with  the 
Parole  Board  on  various  ca.ses. 

4.  Prison  head.s  are  responsible 
for  "unrest"  when  they  exact  "double 
punishment"  for  prison  rule  vio- 
lations. 

,5.  The  parole  board,  contrary  to 
charges,  does  consider  the  prisoner's 
record  in  connection  with  parole, 
but  bases  its  decision  on  whether 
the  man  is  ready  to  return  to  so- 
ciety as  a  useful  member. 

6.  The  record.s  of  parole  under 
the  1932  board  and  the  present  board 
show  the  latter  allowed  almost  as 
many  relea.ses  at  two-thirds  of  the 
minimum  sentence  as  the  1932 
board. 

7.  The  present  law  provides  that 
the  minimum  sentence  is  the  reward 
for  good  behavior,  that  the  two 
thirds  of  the  minimum  sentence 
provision  provides  for  the  release  of 
those  prisoners  the  board  Is  certain 
win  return  to  a  normal,  useful  life. 

During  the  hearing  yesterday. 
Daniel  H.  Coakley,  member  of  the 
council,  did  most  of  the  question- 
ing. He  held  to  the  theory  that  all 
prisoners  with  perfect  prison  records 
should  be  let  out  at  the  end  of  two- 
thirds  of  their  sentence.  The  parole 
board  members,  however,  said  the 
desperate  criminal  is  smart  enough 
to  obey  the  rules  In  order  to  obtain 
an  earlier  release.

An  assertion  that  Arthur  T.  Ly- 
man should  be  discharged  as  State 
ciimmi.ssioncr  of  corrections  because 
of  his  incompetency  in  that  ofifice 
was  made  by  P.  Kmmctt  Gavin  of  tlie 
parole  board  yesterday  as  the  proper 
way  to  put  an  end  to  the  unrest  in 
the  State  penal  in.'ititiitions  and  clear 
up  the  misunder.standings  regarding 
the  release  of  prisoners  on  parole. 

The  statement  was  made  at  the 
final  public  hearing  before  Governor 
Curiey  and  the  executive  council  in 
the  drive  to  fix  responsibility  for  the 
disturbances  in  the  correctional  in- 
stitutions of   the   State. 

iiio  uiovernor  and  Council  will  take  . 
up  the  whole  row  over  the  parole  situ- 
ation at  1  o'clock  totday,  and  the  pre- 
diction was  made  last  night  that  Mr. 
Gavin,  if  not  the  other  two  members 
6t  the  Parole  Board  as  well,  may  be 
^i\'en  a  walking  ticket.  In  view  of  the 
«ituatlon  which  developed  yestei'day  at 
the  public  hearing,  it  is  regarded  as 
practically  certain  that  either  Mr.  Gavin 
or  Commissioner  Lyman  will  have  to 
go. 

Efltorts    were    on    toot    last    night    to 
bring    about    a    last-minute    conference 
between  the  Governor  and  members  ot 
the    Parole    Board    before     the    council 
^oes  into  session   toda.v.     .\t    that   con-

The  three  members  of  the  Parole : 
Board  refused  to  admit  yesterday  that 
their  action  In  the  granting  of  paroles 
has  been  hard-boiled.  They  insisted 
that  they  have  Judged  each  applica- 
tion on  Its  merits,  and  asserted  that  the 
criticism  of  their  worlt  by  Warden 
Francis  J.  W.  Lanagan  of  the  State 
Prison,  Michael  J.  Dee,  superintendent 
oZ  the  reformatory  at  Concord  and  by 
Commiesioner  Lyman  was  not  justified 
by    the   facts. 

Mr  Gavin  was  the  most  outspoken 
In  hitting  baclc  at  the  critics  of  the 
toard.  _  ,, 

He  told  the  Governor  and  CounaU, 
that  there  has  been  no  efficient  ad- 
ministration of  the  office  of  commis- 
sioner of  correction  since  the  days  of 
Sanford  Bates,  now  head  of  the  Federal 
Prison  Department.  After  a  statement 
that  the  discharge  of  Commissioner 
I,vman  would  clear  up  the  present  trou- 
ble about  paroles,  Mr.  Gavin,  who  has 
been  in  the  correction  service  of  the 
State  since  1915,  said  the  only  cure  for 
the  present  unrest  and  other  troubles 
In  the  prisons  is  to  "get  a  man  who 
knows  something  about  the  prison  busi- 
p«»s    for    commissioner." 

Hits  Other  Appointment* 

Then,    in    turn,    he    discussed    each   of 
the  commissioners   who  succeeded   San- 
ford Bates.    In  reply  to  questions  from 
Councillor  Daniel  H.  Coakley  about  th« 
ethers,  Mr.  Gavin  said  that  Dr.  A.  War- 
ren   Stearns,    who    followed    Mr.    Bates, 
wa.s  "no  R-ood";   that  Francis  B.   Sayre,  I 
now     Assistant    Secretary    of    State    in  I 
Washington,  the  next  appointee,  "didn't  i 
know   his   business";    that    Frederick   J.  | 
Dillon,  now  judge  of  the  Probate  Court, 
was  "no  good  as  a  commissioner."   and 
Commis.sioner     Lyman    was    also     "no 
good  as  a  commissioner." 

Under  further  questioning  by  Coun- 
cillor Coakley,  Mr.  Gavin  recalled  that 
Dr.  Steams  was  appointed  by  former 
Governor  Allen  and  that  former  Gov- 
ernor Ely  appointed  the  other  three.  He 
•aid  that  former  Oovernor  Ely  "must 
have  been  misinformed  about  Sayre," 
but  he  agreed  with  Councillor  Coakley 
that  there  shouldn't  have  been  any 
mi5under.<itandlng  by  former  Governor 
Ely  about  the  appointment  of  Judge 
Dillon,  because  at  the  time  of  that  ap- 
pointment. Judge  Dillon  was  an  assist- 
ant secretary  to  the  former  Governor. 
Mr.  Gavin  was  most  emphatic  in  his 
answers  to  the  criticism  of  his  board 
by  Warden  P'rancis  J.  W.  Lanagan  of 
tlie  State  prison,  .Superintendent  Michael 
J.  Dee  of  Concord  reformatory  and  Dr. 
Miriam  Van  Waters  of  the  women's 
reformatory  at  Sherborn,  charging  that 
these  offlclale  were  largely  rejfponslble 
for  the  unrest  In  their  own  Institutions. 
"When  Major  Dee  has  the  audacity 
to  come  here  and  say  he  was  not  called 
Into  the  meetings  of  the  Parole  Board, 
he  is  not  telling  the  truth."  said  Mr. 
Gavin.  "Whf-n  we  wpie  ntit  there  he 
cried  lil<e  a  bf\l)\-  and  .'*iill<pil  in  a  cor- 
ner and  wouldn't  come  into  the  lieai-- 
Ings  unless  he  was  called.  When  we 
were  out  there  the  last  time,  we  let 
cut  14  prisoner*  ha  had  recommended 
for  release. 

"We  asked  him  then  If  he  had  given 
us  the  complete  list  of  those  he  be- 
lieved were  good  subjects  for  release. 
He  said  he  had  done  so,  but  later  he 
■ubmitted  25  additional  names  to  Tour

"At  the  Women's  Reformatory  at 
Sherborn,  there  are  7S  inmates  now  out 
en  indenture  (placed  out  in  private 
dome.-^tic  employ).  They  have  not  been 
paroled,  nor  have  they  completed  their 
sentences.  I  have  here  in  my  file  tlie 
case  of  one  woman,  sentenced  to  Sher- 
born by  the  court,  who  has  never 
served  a  day  there.  Never  served  a 
day.  There  are  women  Indentured  at 
Sherborn  who  are  out  on  the  streets. 
Don't  you  think  that  makes  for  unrest 
at  the  institution?  Don't  you  know  that 
such  administration  creates  favorit- 
ism?"

I  say,  and  I 
do  not  want  to  be  unkind  to  Mr.  Ly- 
man, that  the  department  ot  correc- 
tion has  not  been  administered  proper- 
ly since  he  became  its  head.  It  hasn't 
been  properly  administered  since  the 
time   of   .Sanford    Bate«. 

"Mr.  Lyman  runs  around  and  gets  a 
lot  of  false  Information  and  then 
comes  in  and  tries  to  get  us  to  agree 
with  him.  When  we  refuse,  then  we're 
no  good. 

Had  No  Complaint 

"He  has  upheld  the  federal  parole 
eystem,  .staling  that  Its  record  has 
been  97  per  cent  perfect  and  three  per 
cent  failure.  1  knew  that  figure  was 
wrong,  and  I  proved  it  to  him.  I  talked 
with  the  same  member  of  the  federal 
parole  system  that  he  quoted  here  con- 
cerning Indefinite  setbacks.  She  told 
me  that  the  indefinite  setback  was  used 
by  the  federal  authorities,  not  because 
It  was  best  for  the  Institutions  them- 
selves, but  because  of  the  geographical 
locations  of  the  variovie  federal  prisons. 
She  said  the  system  we  were  u.sing  Is 
the  only  one  for  Massachusetts,  where 
frequent  visits  can  be  made  to  the 
prison."." 

Reverting  to  Warden  Lanagan  of 
State  Prison,  Mr.  Gavin  said  that  within 
a  month  the  warden  had  told  the  mem- 
bere  of  the  parole  Board  that  he  had 
no  complaint  against  the  action  of  the 
board.  Mr,  Gavin  cited  that  as  showing 
his  belief  that  Warden  Lanagan  would 
be  all  right  in  hia  position  if  he  didn't 
have  to  "kow-tow"  to  Commissioner 
Lyman. 

Chairman  Richard  Olney  of  the  Parole 
Board,  the  first  witness  at  yesterday's 
hearing,  disagreed  with  Commissioner 
Lyman's  statement  in  favor  of  In- 
definite set-backs.  Instead  ot  compelling  , 
them  to  serve  their  minimuin  or  maxl- 1 
mum  sentences  when  they  had  bad 
records. 

"The  commissioner  believes,"  said 
Chairman  Olney,  "that  the  indonnite 
set-back  Would  create  an  element  of 
hope  tor  the  inmates.  I  believe  it  would 
create  only  a  false  hope." 
Chairman  Olnev  denied  criticism  that 


Uoinmissioaer 
Iiiid  Warden  LaniiKan  came  into  tlie 
Painie  Hoard'.s  office  with  four  mini- 
inuiu  ca-ses.  We  felt  there  was  some 
merit  In  two  of  them.  On  the  other 
two  we  said  we  couldn't  give  favorable 
consideration  and  they  both  agreed  with 
the  board.  We  have  always  encouraged 
co-operation  and  have  from  tiine  to 
time  coneulted  with  the  prison  officials 
regarding  the  release  of  men.  I  have 
done  my  duty  as  conscientiously  as  I 
know   how." 

"Regarding  Concord,  last  Dec6ml>er 
OS  oases  were  considered  by  the  board 
and  of  that  number  six  maximum  sen- 
tences were  voted,  and  there  were  va- 
rious postponements  of  four,  six  or  12 
months,  and  24  were  reserved  for  re- 
lease. Of  those  34  cases,  12'  came  from 
Major  Dee.  I  think  we  grante<i  all  the 
requests  made  by  Major  Dee.  I  have 
told  Major  Dee  time  and  time  again 
to  bring  up  all  cases  where  two-thirds 
of  the  minimum  sentence  has  been 
served  and  to  Instill  hope  in  the  hearts 
ot   the   men. 

"As  to  Sherborn,  I  didn't  know  any-  i 
thing  about  any  trouble  there  six  i 
months  ago.  The  intorm.ition  should 
have  come  to  the  board  of  parole,  and 
it  should  not  have  been  necessary  for 
the  commissioner  to  go  out  there  and 
speak  to  the  women.  I  don't  know 
whether  it  was  tho\ight  we  didn't  have 
enough  appeal  to  straighten  the  matter 
out.  The  most  humble  women  will  get 
as  much  consideration  from  the  board 
as   an.v   one   else." 

Commissioner  Lyman  was  recalled  to 
the  witness  stand  and  read  a  letter  he 
received  from  former  Warden  James  L. 
Hogsett  of  the  State  prison,  in  which 
the  former  warden  al.'O  complained  of 
the  hard-boiled  attitude  of  the  present 
parole  hoard,  and  eugge.'ted  that  It  was 
disturbing  to  the  morale  of  the  Inmates 
at    that   institution. 
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Olney  flives  View 

Wlien    t^ouncillor    Coakley    sought    to 
get  Chairman  Olney  to  say   that  he  be- 
lieve<l  good  conduct  hy  a  prisoner  with- 
in   an    institution    should    outweigh    any 
record   the  lnm.ite   might  have  had  out-  , 
side,    that   official    said    he   believed   ths  I 
board  should   take  Into  account  the  ef-  j 
feet  of  the  release  of  the  person  upon  ' 
the  community. 

Mr.  Coakley  then  read  the  case  of  a 
man  named  Walsh  who,  after  being  re- 
leased   from    a    long-term    sentence    on 
parole,    was    returned    for    being   drunk  , 
and   threatening   to   kill  his  father.   Mr.  , 
Coakley   said    he    was    returned    for    12  i 
years  merely  because  he  got  drunk,  and  i 
asked    Chairman    Olney    about    it.     The  j 
chairman  made  no  reply,  but  Governor  i 
Curley  Interrupted   to  say; 

"Ot  course  It  Is  no  secret  that  many 
a  Back  Bay  Brahmin  goes  to  bed  drunk 
at   night." 

Matthew  W.  Bullock,  another  mem- 
ber of  the  Parole  Board,  parried  the 
thrusts  ot  Councillor  Coakley  effective- 
ly during  his  time  on  the  stand.  He 
said  that  he  has  always  given  what  he 
believed  was  due  weight  to  tlie  good 
conduct  of  an  inmate  in  the  prison, 
and  cited  the  release  of  a  prisoner  only 
a  short  time  agn,  even  tliough  he  didn't 
have  a  perfect  record  in  the  institu- 
tion. 

Reading   from    the    records,    Mr.    Bul- 
lock   told    Councillor    Coakley     that     In 
1932  there  were  23  men  released  on  twn. 
thirds  of  their  minimum  sentences  and 
19  on  their  maximum  from  State  prison. 
That  was  before   the  board  as  at  pres- 
ent   const Ituted    was    In    existence,    and 
that  In  i:i3«,  when  the  present  board  was 
functioning,    14    were    released    on    their 
minimum  and  31  on  their  maximum.  Ho 
said   the  comparative  figures   would  In- 
dicate   that   the   present    hoard     Is     not 
tougher   than    the   old   board.     He    said 
also   that    the    men    set   back    to   tjxalr^ 

'  coun  renaerea  no  aeuitsiun. 
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maximum  were  those  who  had  beet)  <jut 
on  parole,  but  had  to  be  returned  for 
violations. 

Mr.  Coakley  got  an  admission  from 
Mr,  Bullock  that  the  question  has  been 
asUed  by  the  board  on  occasion  it  the 
person  whose  release  was  requested  by 
the  warden  was  one  of  his  "stool 
pigeons." 

Mr,  Bullock  said  that  so  far  as  his 
recollection  went,  the  number  of  tlirfs 
Major  Dee  expressed  disagreement  with 
the  parole  board  wa.s  negligible.  He 
called  attention  to  the  testimony  of 
Ma.tor  Dee  last  Friday  to  the  effect  that 
there  were  upwards  of  300  hardened  of- 
fenders at  Concord  who  should  not  be 
there. 

"They  are  the  ones  who  have  been  set 
back,"  said  Mr.  Bullock.  "They  are  the 
parole  violators,  the  ones  who  have 
been  released,  gone  out  and  committed 
felonies  and  had  to  be  returned.  There 
has  been  a  distinct  understanding  with 
Major  Pee  tha.t  those  who  have  been 
marked  maximum  would  be  considered 
again  when  they  completed  the  two- 
thirds." 

Tells  of  Releases 

Answering  Major  Dee's  statement 
that  the  parole  board,  as  at  present 
constituted,  refused  to  accept  his  rec- 
ommendations for  releases,  Mr.  Bullock 
showed  b.v  the  records  that  In  3934  <tho 
time  about  which  Major  Dee  com- 
plalned>  tl  of  the  IH  recommended  by 
the  major  In  September  were  released; 
In  October,  IS  out  of  19;  In  Novem'ber, 
five  out  of  eight,  and  In  December,  U 
out  of  36.  He  also  read  a  letter  which 
the  board  sent  to  Major  Dee  In  Octo- 
ber of  1934.  offering  to  co-operate  with 
him  and  asking  him  to  make  recom- 
mendations from  time  to  time. 

When  Mr.  Coakley  asked  Mr.  BuUork 
wha.t  weigrht  should  be  given  to  the  In- 
mate's record  in  the  iiietitution  as  com- 
pared with  his  outside  record,  Mr.  Bul- 
lock said  he  would  have  to  decline  to 
make  a  general  .ttatement,  when  each 
case  should  be  considered  on  Its  merits. 

"That's  the  bunk,"  said  Mr.  Coakley, 
but  the  board  member  Insisted  that  he 
could  not  make  srenera!  anewers  to  spe- 
cific case«=. 

Aeked   Wliat  he  believed  was   the  rea- 
son   for    the    differences    between     the 
Parole     Board     and     the     institutional} 
heads,   Mr.   Bullock  replied:  j 

i  "Well,  I  think  one  of  the  troubles, 
particularly  at  State  pri.son,  is  that  the 
lifers  have  been  transferred  to  Norfolk.  ' 
I  believe  that  the  liters  are  the  life  of  j 
the  pri.ion,  so  to  speak,  for  they  are  [ 
looklmt  forward  to  Ketlinft  a  break,  and  ! 
when  ihey  are  taken  out  it  In  just  like  J 
cnittinK  off  a  g-reat  nerve  or  <sinew  In, 
the  system.  i 

AH  Want  Freedom 

"All     prisoners     are     human.      They 
natur.illy   want  to   Ret  out.     You   could- 
lock    me    In    a   hotel    room    for   a    year^ 
and   I   would   want   to  Ret  out.    Whenj 
a   new   management   comes   In,    the    In-j 
mates  try  to  find  ways  to  impress  that] 
management    to    help    men    to    get    out. 
Of   course,    parole   Is   one   of   the   ways. 
Kver.vone   who  comes  bciore  the  parole 
board  wants  to  be  released,  and  I  wish 
I    could    parole   everyone    of    them    who 
come  before  us,  but  I  can't. 

"You  may  think  I'm  hard  boiled,  but 
I'm  not.  I  was  the  one  who  put  through 
that  bill  giving  those  serving  life  sen- 
tences automatic  consideration  when 
they  have  served  15  years. 

"Then,  I  think,  ts  another  thing, 
that  there  Is  some  personal  feeling  be- 
tween those  in  the  department  of  cor- 
rection and  the  board  of  parole." 

When  Councillor  Coakley  asaln  sought 
to  bombard  Mr.  Bullock  wilh  questions 
relative  to  the  re.xpcctive  weight  at- 
tached to  the  in.=litu(ionaI  record  of  » 
prisoner  and  his  outside  record,  Mr.

Lets  Senators  Speak 

Althoitgh  (Jovcrnor  Curley  at  flr»t 
ruled  that  Senators  Edward  C.  Carroll 
of  South  Boston,  and  William  F.  Mad- 
den of  Roxbury,  both  defenders  of  th« 
Parole  Board,  should  not  be  allowed  to 
speak,  he  later  allowed  them  to  speak 
briefly.  Senator  Carroll  said  that  he 
was  one  of  those  who  presented  the 
bill  under  which  Mr.  Gavin  had  been 
appointed  a  member  of  the  Parole 
Board. 

"Wo  believed  that  Mr.  Gavin  was  wall 
qualified    by   his   years   of   experience," 
said    the    South    Boston    Senator,    "and 
we  still  think  so."    He  said  he  believed 
that   the   transfer   of   prisoners   to   Nor- 
folk,   which   is   comfortable  and    homey, 
i  caused    many    of    those    left    behind    at 
I  State   prison,   where  conditions   are   not 
.  so  pleaeant,   to  be  very   much   dlssatis- 
I  fled    and    therefore    inclined    to    foment 
j  trouble. 

Senator    Madden    said    he    was    a    co- 
,  pelKloner   of  the   bill    to   reorganize   th« 
Parole     Board     in     IMt,      He    said    in- 
j  vestigatlons    made    by    Senator    Carroll 
'  and    himself    at    Norfolk.     Bridgewater 
and      Sherbnrn      convinced      them     that 
proper  administration   was  lacking.     He 
s,Tid    he    tried    to    get   a    legislative    in- 
vestigation,  and   was   called   in   bv   for- 
mer   Governor    Ely    and     they    argued 
plenty  for  hours.     He  said  former  Gov- 
ernor   Kly    told    him    thnt    those    at    the 
head   of  these  instituti.nif-   were   his  ap- 
pointees. 

Sayg  "Stool  Pigeons"  Hated 

"He  told  me  to  leave  the  matter 
with  hiin."  said  Senator  Madden.  "He 
fired  Sherman  from  Bridpewater  and 
Gill  from  Norfolk  and  the  matter 
stopped  there." 

Senator  Madden  said  the  parole  board 
should  not  he  Warned  for  the  unrest. 
He  added  that  the  break  at  State 
Prison  was  scheduled  for  the  morning 
before  it  happened,  but  one  of  the  men 
got  oold  feet  and  quit. 

"One  of  the  others,"  Senator  Madden 
said,  "got  a  .special  pass  from  th« 
warden,  the  deputy  warden  or  who- 
ever gives  them  out,  to  visit  th« 
man  in  his  cell  to  find  out  why 
he  wasn't  on  hand  the  morning 
before.  While  you  have  things  like  that 
going  on,  you  ca,n't  help  having  unrest. 
You  are  going  to  have  unrest  as  long 
as  you  have  stool  pigeons,  for  there  Is 
nothing  a  convict  hates  more  than  a 
stool  pigeon.  The  board  of  parole  Is 
doing  a  good  job,  but  it  might  be 
advisable  to  get  rid  of  those  who  are 
writing  up  the  case  histories  of  prison- 
ers and  put  someone  In  there  who  can 
write  up  case  histories  properly.  These 
employees  are  under  the  commissioner 
of  correction,  and  I  think  they  are  not 
the  proper  persons  to  be  doing  that 
work."

A  drop  in  the  price  of  pork,  pork 
products,  flour  and  bread  and  tobacco 
was  forecast  by  leaders  in  the  food  in- 
dustry. Some  of  them  declared  that  it 
would  not  show  immediately,  but  should 
develop  soon  as  a  result  of  the  de- 
cision. Millions  of  dollars  In  this  area 
which  would  have  gone  toward  pro- 
cessing taxes  will  be  saved,  it  was  be- 
Jleved,  but  the  $90,000,000  which  hav« 
gone  out  of  New  FIngland  in  processing 
taxes  in  the  last  three  years,  are  prob- 
ably  gone  beyond  recall. 

Even  It  those  who  paid  the  taxes  sue 
the  government  for  recovery  and  ob- 
tain Judgments,  the  fund.s  can  only  be 
returned  to  them  If  Congress  appro- 
priates the  money,  which  Is  not  con- 
sidered   likely. 

Large  stocks  of  food  which  were  pur- 
chased while  they  were  still  affected  by 
the  processing  tax  may  prevent  an  Im- 
mediate reduction  in  prices  of  food,  it 
was  stated  by  leaders,  hut  the  possi- 
bility of  a  price  war  may  send  the 
prices   of    those   foods   tumbling. 

Great  Relief  to  Bay  State 

What  the  decision  means  to  Massa- 
chusettschusetts  alons  in  processing 
taxes  is  indicated  in  the  figures  of  the 
collector  of  Internal  revenue,  which 
show  that  approximately  $10,114,000  was 
paid  in  1933  by  Massachusetts  firmsr 
$21,332,000  In  1934,  and  $12,167,000  In  1935.

The  decision  breaks  down  a  very 
vital  element  of  loss  in  the  Industry, 
and  leaves  the  business  on  a  more 
normal  basis  -of  competition." 


Helpi  New   England,  Sayi  Curtej 


Governor  Curley,  one  of  the  strongest 
supporters  of  the  Roosevelt  administra- 
tion, hailed  the  decision  aa  a  benefit 
to  New  England,  and  only  a  temporary 
hardship.

Loss  to  Tobacco  Farmers 
In  two  section  of  New  England  how- 
ever There  was  bewilderment  and  even 
dismay  In  the  Connecticut  Valley 
whTre  tobacco  l6  widely  grown  It  was 
believed  that  the  decision  would  mean 
a  considerable  immediate  oss  of  cash 
income  to  producers,  but  leaders  were 
hopeful  that  the  situation  would  not  be 
greatly   unsettled. 

Fred  B  Griffln,  a  leader  in  the  Con- 
necticut Valley  Shade  Growers'  Asso- 
ciation was  hopeful  that  the  associa- 
tion a  voluntary  organization,  can 
continue  to  function  without  the  licens- 
ing provisions  of  the  act.  Growers  In 
that  section  have  already  received  $1,- 
750  000  in  benefits  under  the  AAA.  A 
second  payment,  totaling  $600,000,  on  the 
present  contract,   Is  placed  in  doubt. 

We^seLs  S.  MIddaugh,  administrator 
of  the  act  lor  the  Connecticut  Valley, 
expressed  doubt  that  there  would  be 
,ny  immediate  overproduction,  as  prices 
are  not  high  enough  to  encourage  In- 
creased production.  The  supply  of  to- 
bacco on  hand  there  is  not  back  to  nor- 
mal and,  unless  tliere  Is  a  bumper  crop, 
the  market  will   not  be   unsettled. 

The  other  section  which  suffered  some 
bewilderment  was  the  potato-growing 
area  of  Maine.  Pending  further  infor- 
mation on  the  ruling,  leaders  of  that 
industry  were  uncertain  as  to  whether 
the  Triple-A  amendments,  under  which 
the  potato  control  is  functioning,  were 
affected.  Andrew  J.  Beck  of  Wash- 
burn, Me.,  a  leader  In  that  industry,  de- 
clared that  Maine  growers  felt  it  was 
necessary  to  have  some  control.  He 
said  that  It  was  Impossible  to  predict 
the  effect  In  dollars  and  cents. 

Atill   Men   Delighted 

Joy  at  the  Supremo  Court  decision 
was  expressed  here  by  James  C.  Mo- 
Donough,  co-receiver  for  the  Hoosa< 
Mills,  and  by  the  National  Associatlor. 
of  Cotton  Manufacturers,  as  well  as 
the  National  Economy  League. 

"I  am  delighted  with  the  decision," 
Mr.  McDonough  said,  "especially  In 
,  regarding  the  processing  tax.  I  have 
not  had  an  opportunity  to  study  the 
decision  and,  until  such  time,  I  cannot 
say   anything   further." 

Russell  T.  Fisher,  secretary  of  the 
National  Association  of  Crttton  Manu- 
facturers, gave  out  the  following  state- 
ment: "The  Hoosac  Mills  decision  Is 
most   welcQiTic    news. 

"Bv  invalidating  the  proces.sing  tax 
feature  of  the  AAA,  the  Suiireme  Court 
,ha.i  taken  »  step  that  will  further  has- 
ten the  stabilization  of  the  cotton  tex- 
tile liKlustry,  The  Hoosac  Mills  decl- 
slrm  will  have  a  benetlcal  effect  on  em- 
ployment levels  in  the  industry.  It 
marks  the  end  of  an  ini'iuitous  sales 
tax  on  the  bask-  necessities  of  life,  and 
elaborate   'soak  the  poor'   tax." 

The  derision  was  hailed  with  glee  In 
New  Bedford  by  cotton  manufai-turers 
and  labor  leaders  alike.  An  unofficial 
estimate  was  given  that  since  the  AAA 
went  Into  effect,  New  Bedford  mills 
have  paid  the  government  $2,000,000  In 
processing    taxes.  :

Milk  Production  Involved 

At  the  re<iuei>t  of  farmers'  n<ganiza-

ens  and  restricting  the  actions  of  deal- 
ers. It  was  immediately  subjected  to 
bitter  attack  and  violation  of  Ms  provi- 
sions, and  was  replaced  by  a  marketing 
agreement   and   license.

have  been  carried  out  by  agreement 
among  a  majorliy  of  the  farmers'  co- 
operative orgartlzations  and  the  Greater 
Boston  dealers.  They  have  continued 
to  pay  the  cost  of  the  administrative 
office  here  and  to  support  th6  federal 
milk  administrator  appolnte<l  by  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture  Henry  A.  Wallace. 
Joseph  C.  Cort,  State  milk  ••dmlnls- 
trator,  issued  a  warning  to  milk  deal- 
ers not  to  "kick  over  the  traces"  by 
cutting  prices.  Under  an  emergency 
law  the  State  Milk  Control  Board  has 
great  power  and  can  exert  consider- 
able control  over  Intra-State  milk,  as 
well  as  over  outside  milk  after  it  ar- 
rives here,   he  said.

80  Per  Cent.  Federal  Aid 
for  $5,500,000  Devel- 
opment

With  Uncle  Sam  practically  "on 
the  dotted  line"  to  guarantee  a  40- 
year  mortgage  of  nearly  three  mililon 
dollars,  a  group  o[  Boston  men  ex- 
^  pect  this  month  to  start  what  will 
j  be  the  largest  single  apartment  house 
development  in  this  city.  It  will  be 
I  located  on  the  vacant  land  on  Com- 
monwealth avenue,  between  Warren 
and  Washington  streets,  Brighton, 
will  have  3665  rooms  made  Into  985 
apartments  and  will  cost— lor  the 
first  sections  to  be  built— $3,700,393. 
The  netire  project  will  cost  about 
$5,500,000.  The  plant  will  be  fire- 
proof, vermin-proof  and  sound- 
proof. It  will  be  air-conditioned.  It 
will  give  the  city  of  Boston  a  chance 
to  tax  the  land,  whir  p.i  present  is 
tax-exempt,  being  ov.-ned  by  ihe 
Massachusetts  Memorial  Hospitals, 
a  charitable  organization, 

WORK  TO  START  SOON 
Work  may  start  any  time  now  -,s 
final  details  have   been  ironed  out 
almost  completely.  From  a  govern- 
mental viewpoint  It  is  Boston's  first 
experiment  with  what  is  called  "low-  ' 
cost  housing"  undertaken  privately, 
but   with    uncle   Sam   backing   the 
mortgage  up  to  80  per  cent,  cl  Its 
face  value. 

From  a  housing  viewpoint  the 
project  embodies  every  new  device 
on  record.  Not  only  will  there  be 
the  usual  mechanical  lee  refriger- 
ators— which  today  are  standard  in 
most  apartment  houses — incinera- 
tion, janitor  service   and  all  such. 


but  will   go  far   beyond   any   such 
ordinary  advances  as  these. 

The  exact  amount  of  sunlight 
which  will  stream  into  every  room 
in  the  project  has  been  predeterm- 
ined. In  fact  one  of  the  last  of  the 
details  to  be  ironed  out  before  Uncle 
Sam's  federal  housing  administra- 
tion would  approve  the  mortgage 
was  the  change  of  a  location  of  a 
imlt  so  as  not  to  keep  the  sun  from 
shining  on  one  of  the  streets  In  the 
development ! 

The  building,s— some  eight  In  the 
first  sectioii— will  occupy  but  25  per 
cent,  of  the  total  land.    The  rest  will 
be  used  for  streets,  parks  and  open 
air  spaces.  The  government  insisted 
on  that.  Many  apartment  houses  arc 
of  what  is  called  the  "ribbon"  de- 
velopment; a  straight  line  of  houses 
on  a  main  thoroughfare,  with  little' 
attention  paid  to  the  view  from  the  ' 
back  piazzas.

LAND    UTILIZATION

each  house  will  be  separate  and  dis-  I 
tinct.  ! 

Old-faxhloned  blue   print  draw-

Today  CommisionT  Lymanj*- 
fused  to  comment  on  Gavin's  state- 
ment*. 

Chairman  Richard  Olney  anc 
Matthew  P.  Bullock,  other  member: 
of  the  parole  board.  Joined  will 
Gavin  in  denying  that  Lyman  hac 
called  to  their  attention  writtet 
complaints  against  their  policies 
sent  by  Supt.  Dee  and  Warder 
Francis  J.  W.  Lanagan  of  stat( 
prison. 

Gavin,  in  answer  to  a  question  bj 
Councillor  Daniel  H.  Coakley,  voiccc 
the  opinion  that  Mas-sachusetts  ha.< 
been  without  an  able  commissioner 
of  correction  since  the  resignation  of 
Sanford  Bates  in  1929. 

Senators  Edward  C.  Carroll  of 
South  Bo!5ton  and  William  F.  Mad- 
den of  Roxbury,  testified  in  behalf 
of  the  parole  board  members. 

Commissioner  Lyman  and  his  in- 
stitution heads  had  testified  against, 
the  parole  board  members  at  the 
first  session  of  the  hearing  Friday. 
They  were  in  agreement  that  the  re- 
fusal of  the  board  to  extend  leniency 
In  the  granting  of  paroles  to  Inmates 
at  state  prison  and  Concord  was  re-: 
sponsible  for  the  threatening  condi-l 
tions  prevailing  and  from  which 
there  Is  apprehension  of  serious! 
trouble  from  con  vie  Ls. 

Yesterday's  hearing  brought 
prominently  to  the  forefront  the 
blazing  hostility  that  lias  been  exist- 
ing between  Commissioner  Lyman 
and  the  parole  board  members 
Hinted  at  In  the  past  it  was  publicly 
admitted  yesterday,  particularly  by 
Gavin,  who  insisted  that  a  certain 
BOlution  of  present  difficulties  would 
come  with  the  removal  of  Lyman. 

SHARPLY  QUESTIONED 

Each  of  the  three  board  members 
defended  himself  at  yesterday's 
hearing  and  although  each  was 
sharply  examined  by  Councillor 
Coakley,  they  could  not  be  shaken 
from  their  direct  testimony.  Ob- 
servers had  been  anticipating  a  furi- 
ous clash  between  Coakley  and 
Gavin,  but  their  encounter  proved 
to  be  relatively  mild. 


Although  Gov.  Curley  presided  at 
the  hearing,  It  wa.s  dominated 
throughout  Its  progress  by  Coun- 
cillor Coakley.  I 

Some  observers  predicted  last 
night  that  the  board  members  might 
succeed  In  weathering  the  storm  at 
today's  hearing,  although  the  Gov- 
ernor Indicated  last  night  that  the 
solution  demanded  either  the  ousting 
of  the  present  board  or  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  new  commissioner.  Ly- 
man's tenure  expired  five  weeks  ago 
and  he  is  now  serving  as  a  hold- 
over. 

The  chief  protest  against  the 
board,  as  outlined  by  Councillor 
Coakley,  was  the  alleged  disposition 
of  the  parole  board  members  to  be 
harsh  In  their  attitude  toward  prison 
Inmates  eligible  for  release  on  parole 
after  serving  two  thirds  of  their 
minimum  sentences. 

Coakley  took  the  position  that 
they  should  be  released  auto- 
matically after  serving  two-thirds 
of  the  minimum  sentence,  provided 
their  conduct  in  prison  has  been 
good.  The  parole  board  members 
have  insisted  that  each  case  must 
be  settled  on  its  lndi\1dual  merits 
with  consideration  being  given  to 
the  record  of  the  convict  before  his 
sentence, 

GAVIN'S    STATEMENT 

In  his  attack  on  Lyman  and  Dee, 
Gavin  said: 

"While  serving  as  commissioner, 
Lyman  has  done  nothing  about  es- 
tablishing a  prison  system  similar  to 
that  outlined  by  the  Governor  In 
his  legislative  messages.  He  has  done 
nothing  about  having  a  'good  time' 
law  adopted  here,  a  .system  that 
operates  with  considerable  succe.s.s 
In  New  York. 

"Since  Mr.  Lyman  has  been  in 
office,  and  I  don't  want  to  be  too 
(inkind  to  him,  the  department  of 
correction  has  not  been  properly  ad- 
ministered. It  hasn't  been  properly 
administered  since  the  time  of  San- 
ford Bates. 

"Lyman  runs  around  and  gets  a 
lot  of  false  and  misinformation  and 
they  come  to  us  and  want  us  to 
agree  with  him.  We  refuse  and  then 
we  are  no  good. 

"He  has  upheld  the  federal  parole 
lystem  with  a  statement  that  its 
record  has  been  97  per  cent,  perfect 
»nd  3  per  cent,  failures  of  tho.se  re- 
leased. I  knew  that  figure  was  in- 
correct when  he  cited  it  and  I 
proved  it  to  him.  I  talked  with  the 
lame  member  of  the  federal  parole 
board  whom  he  quoted  here  concern- 
ing indefinite  set-backs.  She  was 
really  a  pschyatrist,  since  removed 
from  the  service.  She  advLsed  me 
that  the  system  was  used  only  be- 
cause of  the  geographical  locations 
of  the  federal  penetentiaries  and  not 
for  the  good  of  the  institutions.  She 
said  our  ."system  was  the  best  for 
Massachusetts  with  its  periodic 
Visits  to  the  prisons. 

CAUSE  OF  UNREST 

"Double  punishment  is  another 
rause  for  unrest.    The  prison  heads 


punish  a  man  for  stealing  a  cookie 
out  of  the  kitchen  or  for  smoking  1 
a  cigarette  on  the  sly  or  for  hiding  a  I 

newspaper  under  a  bed  and~ffieh 
they  come  to  use  and  want  us  to 
punish  them  again  for  the  same 
offense.  That  has  been  the  cause  of 
trouble  at  Concord,  where  Dee  has 
taken  marks  away  from  inmates  on 
his  merit  system.  Men  have  been 
given  marks  for  these  trivial  viola- 
tions. The  officials  themselves  are 
not  giving  the  men  a  square  deal. 

"And  when  Maj.  Dee  has  the 
atidacity  to  stand  up  here  and  say 
he  was  not  called  into  meetings  of 
the  parole  he  was  not  telling  the 
truth  to  your  excellency, 

"When  we  were  at  Concord  he 
cried  like  a  baby,  sulked  in  corner 
and  wouldn't  come  into  the  board 
meetings  unless  we  sent  for  him,  all 
because  we  rejected  some  of  his 
recommendations. 

"The  last  time  out  there  we  let  out 
14  on  his  recommendations  for  re- 
lease and  we  asked  him  if  there  were 
any  other  good  prisoners  ready  for 
release  and  he  Said  there  were  no 
others.  And  then  what  did  he  do?  He 
came  in  here  and  submitted  25  ad- 
ditional names  to  your  excellency 
and  we  urged  Mr.  Backus  (Asst.- 
Secy.  John  H.  Backus)  not  to  recom- 
mend their  release  because  they 
were  not  fit  to  be  let  out  and  after  j 
investigation  Mr.  Backus  told  us  we  | 
were  right  and  that  Dee  was  wrong. 

SAYS    LYMAN   'BURNED    UP' 

"Lyrnan  came  into  our  office  and 
got  burned  up  one  day  when  the 
board  would  not  favor  the  release 
of  a  man  that  he  might  be  deported 
to  Austria.  I  have  taken  the  po.sition 
that  an  alien  convict  is  not  entitled 
to  any  more  consideration  than  an 
American  citisien. 

"That  was  another  cause  of 
trouble.  In  this  ca,se  we  found  in  the 
man's  folder  a  memorandum  from 
Judge  Fosdick  stating  that  the  man 
was  not  a  vicious  killer  but  that  he 
probably  would  be  a  menace  to  so- 
ciety. When  he  was  arrested  he  had 
a  38-calibre  revolver  to  which  had 
been  attached  a  knife  so  that  he 
could  stab  or  shoot. 

"As  for  the  unrest  at  Sherborn, 
I  think  I  can  cite  one  case  to  ac- 
count for  that.

No  doubt,  boys  and  girls  In  high  school  know  more  about  An- 
drew Jack.son  than  the  politicians  who  will  try  to  talk  about  him 
tonight.  He  won  great  fame  in  the  Revolutionary  War  although 
only  s.  boy  when  it  was  fought.  He  served  in  both  branches  of  Con- 
gress and  was  an  unsuccessful  candidate  for  President  against  John 
Qulncy  Adams. 

He  gained  his  greatest  pionuncnt  e  during  the  War  of  1812,  when 
he  conducted  a  successful  campaign  against  the  Creek  Indians  in 
addition  to  defending  New  Orlean.'*  against  the  British  invaders. 

Kventually.  he  served  two  terms  as  President  during  which  he 
showed  himself  to  be  stern,  uncompromising,  and  determined. 

But  he  couldn't  have  been  too  mui  h  of  a  politician— as  that 
species  goes  today  because  Kdward  C.  Smith,  Ph.  D.,  Assistant  Pro- 
fo.«sor  of  Political  Science  in  New  York  University,  writes  of  him: 

•His  honesty,  his  fearlessncs.j.  and  his  constant  efforts  in  behalf 
of  the  people  endeared  him  to  all  classes  and  made  him  a  popular 
hero  such  as  perhaps  no  other  President  ever  became." 

But  if  we  keep  up  this  account  of  Mr.  Jackson,  the  politicians 
who  will  address  the  Democrats  while  awaiting  t^he  Presidents 
speech  tonight,  won't  have  much  left  to  say  about  the  man  who  Is 
supposed  to  be  honored  on  this  day.  ,

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i     The  Horses  Have  Us 

'  (The  Holyoke  Transcript) 
Gox  Curley  suggests  that  there  be  an  increase 
on  the  tax  for  dog  races.  He  could  extend  that  to 
horse  racing  and  get  something.  No  one  knows  how 
much  they  bet  on  horse  races  in  New  York  State  last 
year  but  outside  of  New  York,  Massachusetts  bet 
more  at  the  races  than  any  other  state  save  only 
Illinois  and  there  the  difference  wasn't  very  great 

Massachusetts  horse  race  betting  totalled  $3  ,  ,- 
000  last  year.  In  Illinois  the  total  betting  was  $35  000  - 
000.  For  the  other  states,  where  the  counted  leagalized 
betting  is  reported,  was  that  Kentuckians  bet  $10,250,- 
000-  visitors  to  Florida,  excluding  those  at  the  current 
meeting  at  Tropical  Park,  wagered  $20,000,000;  Cah- 
lornians  bet  more  than  $30,000,000;  $27,000,000  was 
bet  in  Maryland,  $35,000,000  in  Illinois,  $8,000,000  m 
Rhode  Island,  $8,000,000  in  New  Hampshire,  $7,000,000 
in  Ohio  and  $^000,000  in  Louisiana. 

In  addition  it  is  estimated  that  more  than  $11,- 
000  000  was  bet  in  Michigan  and  $15,000,000  in  Texas. 
More  millions  were  bet  in  Washington,  Oregon,  West 
Virginia,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  Nevada. 

In  New  York  the  betting  probably  exceeded  a 
quarter  of  a  billion  dollars.  Of  course  no  such  sum 
as  that  would  have  been  wagered  there  if  the  mutuels 
were  aised,  because  there  would  be  fewer  large  lyets. 
the  students  of  the  machines  realizing  that  large  bets 
would  diminish  the  odds  on  the  horses  they  backed. 
The  attendance  at  almost  all  of  the  tracks  ui  1935 
was  much  larger  than  in  1934.  In  New  York  1,135,000 
persons  visited  the  various  tracks.  This  was  137,000 
more  than  the  previous  year.  In  Massachusetts 
2  144,000  watched  the  races. 

That  is  larger  than  in  any  of  the  states.  Almost 
twice  as  big  a  figure  as  New  York  shows.  This  means 
that  horse  racing  and  what  it  means  has  gotten  across 
to  more  people  in  Massachusetts  than  in  any  other 
of  the  states.  It  is  something  for  a  rich  state  that  see 
itself  losing  its  great  manufacturing  industries  to  be 
thinking  about. 

It  isn't  that  2,144,000  afternoons  were  spared  by  , 
that  many  people  to  watch  horses  or  rather  to  watch 
the   betting   dial,    and   that   they   poured   $34,500,000 
around  to  each  other  and  somebody  else,  but  that  the 
appeal  of  the  gambling  instincts  is  being  cultivated 

on  a  large  scale. 

In  California  where  there  are  not  so  many  people, 
but  where  the  people  live  out  of  doors  and  are  more 
committed  to  sport  than  we  are.  1,250,000  visited  the 
tracks  In  Rhode  Island  750,000  were  at  Narragansett 
Park,  and  a  liWe  number  visited  the  course  in  New 
Hampshire. 

The  attendance  in  Illiniois  was  902.000,  and,  ex- 
eluding  the  present  meeting  at  Tropical  Park  660,000 
visited  the  Florida  tracks. 

Men  who  have  studied  the  attendance  figures  at 
all  the  courses  in  the  country  say  they  were  certam 
more  than  fifteen  million  persons  witnessed  a  horse 
race  during  the  year. 

And  1935  wasn't  an  over  opulent  year  at  that.

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/  SELECTMEN  HEAR  PLEA 

The  Selectmen's  Association  has  voted  in 
annual  meeting  by  a  vote  of  52  to  25  in  favor 
of  biennial  sessions  of  the  legislature.  They 
heard  Governor  Curley  plead  with  them  to 
support  his  recommendations  for  additional 
taxation  because  there  can  be  no  reduction, 
he  said,  in  governmental  expenses  for  a  long 
time.  He  needs  more  taxes  to  meet  increas- 
ing expenses  of  his  government. 

If  his  financial  recommendations  are  ac- 
cepted, the  governor  declared,  it  will  be  pos- 
sible to  end  the  state  tax  and  reduce  the  mu- 
nicipal tax  rates  by  $2  on  the  $1000  of  valua- 
tion. He  outlined  his  program  for  addition- 
al revenues,  including  the  two-cent  cigaret 
tax,  continuation  of  the  extra-cent  gasoline 
tax,  the  alcohol  tax,  and  others,  and  contend- 
ed the  recommendations  are  reasonable  and 
would  bring  relief  to  the  home-owner,  but 
are  being  opposed  by  organized  money  that 
brought  about  creation  of  the  state  tax  ap- 
peals board  and  has  prevented  legislation  for 
home-owner  relief. 

Securing  of  new  revenue  is  the  only  salva- 
tion of  municipalities  until  prosperity  has  re- 
turned, he  said,  and  called  upon  selectmen, 
taxpayers'  associations  and  like  bodies  to 
unite  for  the  battle,  otherwise  it  would  be 
impossible  for  him  to  succeed  in  his  endeav- 
or. 

Every  town  official  is  hunting  for  addi- 
tional revenue  but  there  will  be  quite  a  few 
of  them  who  will  ob.iect  both  to  the  demand 
for  so  much  additional  as  the  governor  asks 
and  who  will  doubt  the  need  of  growing  ex- 
travagance. Some  even  believe  there  could 
be  a  reduction  in  expenses.

Washington,   Jan.   8 
(AP) — Father  Charles  E. 
Coughlin  told  reporters  to- 
day   he    intended    to    file 
suit    against    the    Federal 
Reserve    Board    attacking 
the  constitutionality  of  the 
1913  Federal  Reserve  Act 
and  all  its  amendments. 
The  Detroit  radio  priest  said 
he  had  two  of  the  "best  known 
men"   in   the   country  as  attor- 
neys.     He    declined    to    name 
them. 

His  statement  was  made  ehortly 
after  he  had  talked  with  President 
Roosevelt  in  a  20-minute  visit  he 
described   as   "purely  social." 

"Congress  has  the  rlRht  to  coin 
and  Issue  money,"  the  priest  told 
news  men. 

"I  can't  find  anywhere  In  the 
Constitution    that   Congress    may 

delegate   that  right  without    re- 
strictions." 

Coughlin  aald  that  99  per  cent  of 
all  money  "is  privately  owned  and 
controlled," 

"Most  people  don't  know  that," 

His  motive  In  filing  the  suit,  he 
said,  would  be  to  "restore  to  Con- 
gre.ss  the  control  over  money." 

With  the  radio  priest  while  he 
talked  to  newsi>apermen  was  Gov- 
ernor James  M.  Curley  of  MSsbk- 
chusetta,  here  IW  tHB^Jackson  Day 
dinner. 

"When    Father    Coughlin    said    he 
had  engaged  two  of  the  most  prom- 
inent men  in  the  United  States  to 
handle  the  euit,  Curley  put  in:

Of  Brennan,  Not  Curley 


A  possibility  that  the  differences 
between  the  Governor's  Council 
and  the  members  of  the  State  Pa- 
role Board  may  be  patched  up

Challenges    Governor    to

PROVES  CRITICISM

Gov.  Curley  was  challenged  lasi 
night  by  Councillor  Winfleld  A. 
Schuster  of  East  Douglas  to  proceed 
in  the  courts  against  his  Democratic 
critics  as  well  as  "the  royal  purple 
group  «i  of  the  Republican  party"  | 
against  whom  the  Governor  threat- 
ened libel  suits  last  week. 

Citing  some  of  the  criticism  that 
has  been  levelled  at  the  Governor  by 
members  of  his  own  party,  Schuster 
said  It  was  much  more  bitter  than 
the  charges  hurled  at  him  by  Re- 
publicans. Schuster  predicted,  in  his 
radio  address,  that  no  such  action 
would  be  taken.

ARE  the  chickens  coming  home  to 
roost?  Within  the  week  a  storm  has 
'  broken  over  the  prisons  and  prison 
macliinery  of  Massachusetts.  The  parole 
board  is  under  attack.  Francis  J.  W.  Lana- 
gan,  warden  of  the  state  prison  at  Charles- 
town,  bluntly  stated  at  a  public  hearing 
that  he  feared  a  major  outbreak  at  his 
prison  because  of  the  despair  engendered 
by  the  uncompromising  policies  of  the 
parole  board.  Commissioner  of  Correction 
Lyman  and  Maj.  Michael  J.  Dee,  superin- 
tendent of  the  Concord  reformatory,  con- 
curred. 

Yet  it  was  only  two  years  ago  that  Nor- 
folk Prison  Colony  and  its  superintendent, 
Howard  Gill,  were  under  fire  for  molly- 
coddling the  prisoners.  Politicians  and 
newspapers  called  for  sterner  measures 
In  dealing  with  prison  inmates.  Rehabili- 
tative and  enlightened  penology  were  on 
the  rack.  There  had  been  episodes  at  the 
Norfolk  Prison  Colony — some  prisoners 
had  reveled  in  their  cells  on  New  Year's 
Eve,  some  had  tunneled  under  a  wall  but 
had  been  caught;  some  had  radios  in 
their  cells. 

A  program  nf  iron  severity  was  de- 
manded and  apparently  achieved.  Under 
it,  Charlestown  Prison  has  witnessed 
one  of  the  worst  riots  in  the  history  of 
Massachusetts  penology;  there  have  been 
escapes  and  murders,  and  now  the  warden 
fears  a  major  break.  The  happenings  at 
Norfolk  seem  less  sensational  when  con- 
trasted with  the  more  recent  reports. 

But  a  likelihood  is  that  much  of  the 
criticism  of  the  parole  board  is  politically 
inspired  by  those  who  would  expand  the 
area  of  patronage  and  graft  by  ousting 
the  board.  If  that  be  the  case,  the  public 
should  mark  well  the  twistings  and  turn- 
ings of  politicians.  Two  years  ago  the 
assault  on  Norfolk  was  full  of  a^gry  ful- 
minations  against  leniency,  "tbday  the 
very  methods  that  the  previous  attack 
called  for  are  used  as  a  pretext  for  as- 
saults on  the  parole  board. 

Two  conclusions  suggested  are:  When 
politicians  attack  a  department  of  gov- 
ernment which  is  being  run  along  rela- 
tively scientific  lines,  it  is  usually  safer 
to  accept  the  testimony  of  the  trained 
man.  And  the  weight  of  evidence  indi- 
cates that  there  is  more  danger  to  the

NO  CONFERENCE   HELD 

The     expected     conference     yesterday 
morning     between     the     Governor    and 
members   ot   the   parole   board   did    not 
take     place,     principally     because     the 
Governor,  anxious  to  get  away  as  early 
i  as    possible    tor    his    trip    to    Washlng- 
j  ton,    made    it    known    that    no    definite , 
I  action    would    be    taken   at    the   council 
meeting. 
When    the    matter    came    up    at    the 
;  Council    .session,    Governor   Curley   sug- 
gested   that    discussion    and    action    go 
over  until  next  week's  regular  meeting 
The   Council  agreed,   and   the  only  con- 
sideration   relating    to   paroles   centered 
around    possible   amendment   ot   a   law 
]  passed    in    mi3     which    authorized    the 
parole   board.   Hi   its  discretion,   to  keep 
a    man    in    prison    until    he    has   served 
I  his  entire  maximum  .sentence,  regardless 
of   his   pri.>ion    record   or   any   other   fa- 
vorable   consirteration. 

This  law  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  Governor  and  Council  yesterday 
through  a  letter  written  to  the  Governor 
by  an  inmate  of  the  .State  PrI.son.  The 
inmate  explained  that  the  Parole  Board 
has  not  yet  had  opportunity  to  take 
action  under  thus  law,  because  of  the 
fact  that  no  prisoner  may  apply  for 
parole  before  he  has  served  at  least 
^WO  and  one-half  years.  It  was  pointed 
put  that  the  board  cannot  take  up  caseo 
tinder  the  W.TJ  law  before  .Jan.  20  of 
this  year.

NATION-WIDE  APPEAL 


This  became  increasingly  clear  to- 
day as  Roosevelt  administration  of- 
I  flcials  from  the  White  House  down 
emphasized  again  and  again  that  the 
Justices  handed  down  two  opinions 
m  the  case  that  wrecked  AAA.    Al- 
.^ady  Secretary  Wallace,  author  o' 
the  phrase  "America  must  choose ' 
has  appealed  to  every  family  In  the 
country  to  study  both  opinions. 

Condemnation  of  the  majority  de- 
cision to  be  heard  from  some  Demo- 
crats m  Congress,  senator  Black 
I  said  the  court  has  "thrown  away  the 
charts"  and  that  the  country  now  is 
"not  ruled  by  laws  but  by  men— five 
being  enough  to  rule  120,000,000." 

Whether  the  new  deal  strategy 
would  involve  an  active  drive  for  a 
constitutional  amendment  remained 
undetermined.  President  Roosevelt 
was  silent  on  this,  and  most  other 
AAA  questions  at  his  press  confer- 
enf}  last  night. 

His  only  deci.sion,  he  di-sclosed,  is 
to   ask   Congress   to   provide   funds 
to  pay  farmers  for  performance  un- 
der existing  crop  reduction  contracts. 
AAA  owes  .some  $283,00,000  on  these. 
All  members  of  the  administration, ! 
he  said,  are  studying  the  two  de- 
cisions, or  opinions,  of  the  court.  Six 
justices  outlawed,  as  an  invasion  of 
states'  rights,  the  AAA  program  un- 
der which  taxes  were  levied  on  pro- 
cessors to  pay  farmers  for  curbing 
production.    Three  justices,  uphold- 
ing AAA,  .said   Congress  could   tax 
and  spend  to  relieve  "a  nation-wide 
I  economic  maladtustment." 

MAY    DROP    1500 
Eagerly,  new  dealers  watched  the 
reaction  in  the  farm  areas.     They

A.  O'Neal,  president  of  the  American 
Farm  Bureau  Federation,  said  the 
deci.sion  would  plunge  agriculture

I  wheat,  corn,  cotton  or  other  major 
crop  believed  necessary  for  domestic 
l^consumption. 

An  excise  tax — similar  in  form  and 
rate  to  the  processing  tax— then 
might  be  enacted  as  a  revenue  meas- 
ure. Prom  a  general  appropriation 
the  government  would  pay  the 
farmers  a  subsidy  on  produce  grown 
for  domestic  consumption.  There 
would  be  no  restriction  on  produc- 
tion, and  it  would  be  assumed  that 
the  excess  over  domestic  allotments 
would  be  sold  in  foreign  markets. 

Some  officials  argued  AAA  might 
still  have  authority  to  place  such  a 
plan  in  effect  at  once.  Since  a 
farmer  would  receive  no  .subsidy  on 
crops  produced  in  excess  of  allot- 
ments, it  was  argued,  there  would  be 
no  great  incentive  for  overproduc- 
tion. 

However,  several  high  officials,  in- 
cluding Secretary  Wallace  and  AAA 
Administrator  Chester  C.  Davis,  have 
opposed  .such  r.  plan  without  produc- 
tion control,  This  was  said  in  some 
quarters  to  be  an  indication  that  the 
domestic  allotment  might  be  a  "last 
resort." 

A  new  proposal  was  being  con- 
sidered today— the  organization  of 
commodity  producers'  co  -  operative 
associations  for  voluntary  produc- 
tion control. 

Under  this  plan,  it  was  explained, 
growers  of  cotton  or  wheat  or  corn 
might  organize  regionally.  Volun- 
tary agreements  would  be  obtained 
from  association  members  to  reduce 
acreages  when  necessary.  Then  the 
government  would  make  outright 
granus,  with  no  strings  attached,  to 
the  associations.  The  associations 
presumably  would  use  the  grants  for 
benefit  payments. 

Such  an  association,  it  was  said, 
might  prove  practicable  now  for  the 
South,  where  the  AAA  had  planned 
a  33  per  cent,  reduction  in  cotton 
acreage  for  1036.  Federal  restriction 
of  the  crop  was  believed  definitely 
out,  and  some  expre.ssions  favoring 
local  crop  reduction  already  were 
received  from  .southern  states.

While  Several  Jobs  Are  Sud- 
denly Slashed  New  Grants 
Are  iVIade  Here 

Several  WPA  projects  underway 
in  Falmouth  have  been  suddenly 
cut  in  half  while  several  new  pro- 
jects have  been  approved.  Similar 
sudden  slashes  of  work  already  out- 
lined for  months  to  come  were  made 
in  other  towns.  One  job  to  suffer 
is  the  project  to  clear  82  acres  of 
the  town  forest  on  Long  Pond.  This 
was  to  run  six  months  and  cost 
$6,510.  Twenty-one  men  are  em- 
/  ployed  under  Thomas  Ferreira.  The 
order  to  cut  this  in  half  will  mean 
its  abandonment  next  week. 

The  sewing  project  which  was  to 
cost  WPA  $20,710  and  run  seven 
monhts  will  now  have  to  end  In 
March.  A  slash  from  $50,725  to 
$25,325  has  also  been  made  in  Mr. 
Whipple's  Parm-To-Market  road 
program.  This  job  is  being  pushed 
with  a  compressed  air  hammer  on 
the  job  to  break  up  rocks. 

Mr.  Whipple  has  received  approv- 
al of  an  $8000  project  for  the 
gravelling  of  Brick  Kiln  road.  He 
has  also  received  notice  that  Fal- 
mouth's $5,061  share  of  the  state 
road  fund  from  Governor  Curley's 
bond  issue  is  available,  "fte  wants

The  Legislature  will  soon  be  in  full  swing. 
One  of  the  questions  that  will  come  befoi-e  it 
will  be  whether  those  who  put  them  in  of/jce 
will  be  permitted  to  ballot  on  how  often  it 
shall  meet.  We  have  a  feeling  this  year,  with 
elections  in  the  offing,  that  the  bi-ennial 
ses.sions  measure  has  a  chance  of  success.

ISidewalk  Work  Suspended 
Until  Spring;  Negotiations 
For  Resiimntion  All  Fail 

State  Wai  Not  Allow  Use  of  Town's  Share 


of  Bond  Issue  for  Cement  Work  In 
(  Freezing  Weather 


There  will  be  no  more  sidewalk 
work  on  WPA  projects  until  Spring. 
Several  town  officials  spent  most 
of  their  day  in  Boston,  yesterday, 
trying  to  straighten  out  the  tangle 
which   had    resulted    in    the    WPA 
workers   on    sidewalk   projects    los- 
ing the  last  two  days  of  employment 
;  in     their     two-weeks     employment 
period  which  would  have  ended  to- 
day. 

Stated  as  briefly  as  possible,  the 
situation  has  been,  and  still  is,  as 
follows: 

Highway  Supt.  Harry  H.  Denning, 
as  "sponsor"  of  the  sidewalk  pro- 
ject, closed  the  projects,  last  Satur- 
day, because  the  state  had  refused 
to  honor  any  more  bills  for  cement 
or  trucking  out  of  the  town's  allot- 
ment of  $5,633  from  the  Gov.  Curley 

bond  issue.  -. -- 

The  State  Denartment  of  Public 
Works  will  not  O.  K.  any  more  ce- 
ment work,  because  of  the  weather. 
Freezing  weather  is  likely  to  crack 
the  cement  before  it  dries.  As  a 
matter  of  fact,  the  local  sidewalk 
work  has  been  carried  on  for  many 
weeks  beyond  the  period  early  in 
November  at  which  the  state  is  in 
the  habit  of  suspending  cement 
work.  Damage  by  freezing  is  the 
reason  why  all  of  the  sidewalk  pro- 
jects in  recent  weeks  have  been 
piled  high  with  hay  and  straw. 

Supt.  Denning  told  the  Selectmen, 
Tuesday  night,  that  he  had  really 
carried  the  work  along  two  weeks 


projects.  No.  402  and  No.  403.  No. 
403  has  been  tied  in  with  the  state 
bond  issue;  that  is,  the  town's  share 
($5,633)  of  the  state  bond  issue  has 
been  used  for  cement  and  trucking. 
There  is  still  about  $1,000  balance 
in  this  fund,  but  the  state  will  no 
longer  approve  its  use  in  midwinter, 
and  it  will  have  to  be  held  in  re- 
serve until  Spring,  when  all  side- 
walk projects  can  be  resumed  after 
freezing  weather  ends. 

Chairman  Fazio  was  told  at  the 
WPA  office  in  Boston,  yesterday 
afternoon,  that  the  Wakefield  men 
could  work,  yesterday  afternoon  and 
today  and  thus  get  nearly  all  their 
two-days'  time  in  during  the  cur- 
rent work  period,  and  one  of  the 
Bo^on  WPA  engineers  called  the 
engineer  here  in  charge  of  the  pro- 
ject and  authorized  him  to  have 
the  men  go  to  work,  but  when 
Chairman  Fazio  returned  to  Wake- 
field late  in  the  afternoon,  he  found 
that  they  were  not  working  and 
were  still  at  the  town  hall  awaiting 
developments.  The  men  did  not 
go  to  work  today,  because,  it  Is 
stated,  there  is  no  money  for  ma- 
terials except  the  state  money  and 
that  cannot  be  used. 

Supt.  Denning  and  Sel.  Evans  also 
visited  WPA  headquarters  in  Bos- 
ton, yesterday,  regarding  the  finan- 
cial .side  of  the  sidewalk  projects.

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Fascism  in  ihe  Stale  House 


THE  latest  instance  of  pseudo-dictator- 
ship in  the  Curley  regime  occurred 
at  a  hearing  on  the  question  of  the 
soldiers'  bonus  yesterday  at  the  State 
House.  Philip  Fronkfeld  of  Boston,  who 
said  he  represented  150  Communist  vet- 
erans, was  told  by  Senator  Thomas  Burke 
of  Boston,  chairman  of  the  committee  on 
constitutional  law,  that  he  would  be 
ejected  if  he  attempted  to  speak.  The  inci- 
dent was  precipitated  by  Representative 
Frederick  H.  Reinstein  of  Revere,  clerk  of 
the  committee,  who  offered  to  resign 
rather  than  enter  Mr.  Frankfeld's  name 
on  the  record  in  the  customary  manner 
and  thus  allow  him  permission  to  express 
his  views. 

This  is  not  the  way  to  expose  and  eradi- 
cate Communism.  It  does  exhibit  the 
temper  and  the  methods  of  something 
that  is  a  more  imminent  threat  in  Massa- 
chusetts today.  That  is  dictatorship.  And 
If  Mr.  Burke  and  Mr.  Reinstein  we^e  to 
stand  atop  of  Beacon  Hill  waving  Red 
flags  and  disseminating  Red  literature, 
they  could  hardly  promote  both  Fascism 
and  Communism  more  than  by  arbitrarily 
denying  freedom  of  speech  to  a  speaker 
whose  remarks  would  have  done  much  less 
harm  than  (he  resentment  aroused  by 
their  dictatorial  action. 
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TAKE  HEED 

.\  careful  reading  ot  the  message 
of  Governor  Lehman  to  the  New 
I  York  Legislature  on  the  crime  sitiia- 
j  tion  is  recommended  to  Governor 
Curley  and  his  Council  before  they 
go  through  with  their  plans  to  re- 
move the  Board  of  Parole. 

Governor  Lehman  calls  for  a 
strengthening  of  parole  regulations. 
Governor  Curley  and  the  Council 
would  weaken  them. 

Certain  members  of  the  Council 
have  bitterly  criticised  the  law  which 
allows  the  Board  of  Parole  to  l<cep  a 


convict  with  a  bad  record  in  prison 
after  he  has  served  his  minimum 
sentence  less  the  good  conduct  al- 
lowance. New  York-  has  the  same 
law  and  Governor  Lehman  speaks  of 
it  with  approval.  \'et,  some  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  here  want  to  re- 
pea!  it. 

The  Vew  \ork  Governor  goes  fur- 
ther. He  asks  the  Legislature  to 
give  the  Board  of  Parole  the  power 
cfTectivelv  to  supervise  the  conduct 
of  ai;  offenders  when  released  from 
prison,  whether  on  parole  or  not. 

Governor  Lehman  says  that  such 
a  law  is,  in  his  judgi::ent,  necessary, 

Kor  is  the  New  York  Governor  at 
all  impressed  with  the  argument  ad- 
vanced by  Governor  Curley  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  that  the  heads  of 
prisons  be  given  more  authority  to 
pass  on  what  prisoners  shall  be  pa- 
roled. On  the  contrary,  the  .\'ew 
York  Governor  wants  this  sort  of 
authority  taken  away  from  the  heads 
of  certain  correctional  institutions 
who  now  have  the  power  to  set  up 
their  own  boards  of  parole.  He 
wants  the  Slate  Board  of  Parole  to 
have  complete  authorit.v  over  all  in- 
stitutions in  the  matter  of  parole. 

Xnw,  these  conclusions  were 
reached  by  Governor  Lehman  after 
a  long  study  of  the  whole  problem. 
He  is  so  convinced  that  more  strin- 
gent psrole  regulations  are  necessary 
that  he  has  asked  Ihe  Legislature  for 
a  sizable  increase  in  the  appropria- 
tion for  that  department  so  that  more 
supcr\isors  can  be-  added  to  the 
parole    force. 

The   important   thing   is   that   New 
Vork  parole  regulations  are  at  pres- 
ent just  as  strict  as  those  of  Massa- 
chusetts.     But    they    are    not    strict 
enough  for  the  New  York  Governor. 
He  is  evidently  not  impressed  with 
the  sort  of  pleas  made  by  the  heads 
of  our  prisons,  begging  for  a  weaken-  , 
ing  of  the  parole  regulations  because  ' 
they  are  afraid   of  an   "outbreak"  of 
j  convicts.      .\or    can    he    be    in    sym- 
pathy witl^  the  ideas  of  some  of   the 
.Council    here,    that    a    man's    prison 
I  record  should  be  the  test   for  parole. 
His  test  is   whether   the   prisoner,  by 
his  past  record  in  and  out  of  prison, 
is  a  "good  risk"'  or  not.     That  is  the 
position     taken     bv     ovir     Board     of 
Parole.

Warns  Concord  Group  of 
Politicians  Who  Promise 
I      Indirect  levies 

CONCORD,  Jan.  8— A  warning 
against  "tlie  politician  wlio  offers 
you  taxes  tliat  won't  liurt"  was 
uttered  toniglit  by  Senator  Henry 
Paricman,  Jr.,  in  an  address  before 
tlie  Concord  Taxpayers  Association. 
He  charged  that  the  state  tax,  once 
a  good  measuring  rod  of  the  ex- 
travagance or  economy  of  admin- 
istration, is  such  no  longer.  I 

Calling  attention  to  the  various 
suggestions  in  Gov.  C,urley's  New 
Year  message  for  raising  new  reve- 
nue. Senator  Parkman  said: 

"With  the  single  exception  of  a 
continuation  of  the  10  per  cent,  sur- 
tax on  incomes,  every  one  of  the  new 
taxes  recommended  is  a  so-called  in- 
direct tax.  the  kind  of  tax  the  poli- 
tician likes  to  feel  the  average  tax- 
payer is  too  d\imb  to  recognize."

looks  as  is  "our  friends"  in  the  State

the  economizing  later  on. 

The  Governor  remarks  on  page 
53  of  ins  annual  message  that  the 
entire  thought  and  effort  of  public 
officials  has  been  directed  solely  to 
ways  and  means  of  increasing  reve- 
nue with  rarely  any  attention  given 
to  the  more  Important  subject, 
namely:  the  development  of  a  pro- 
gram for  the  reduction  in  the  cost 
of  government  which  has  been  con- 
stantly increasing  and  to  which  in- 
sufficient attention  has  been  given, 

Tho.se  are  words  with  a  pleasant 


sound  to  th  ■  taxpayer  but  their 
sweet  taste  is  quickly  soured  if  you 
read  on.  For  they  are  followed  by 
six  pages  of  suggestions  for  methods 
of  raising  new  revenue  from  other 
sources.  And  not  a  single  sugges- 
tion anywhere  for  a  reduction  in  the 
cost  of  government! 

Moreover,  the  observant  taxpayer 
will    not    mi.ss    the    important    fact 
that,  with  the  single  exception  of  a 
continuation    of    the    10    per    cent, 
surtax  on  incomes,  every  sinple  one 
of  the  new  taxes  recommended  is 
a  so-called  indirect  tax— the  kind  of 
tax  the  politician  likes  to  feel  the 
average   taxpayer   is   too   dumb    to 
recognize.

SEES    DANGER 
To   my   mind    these   two   sugges- 
tions are  insidious  and  dangerous: 
they  tend  to  distract  the  mind  of 
the  taxpayer  from  the  weight  that 
he  carries  upon  his  shoulders,    and 
they  give  an  added  reason  for  the 
existence  of  a  taxpayers'  association 
such  as  this. 

The  state  tax  is  almost  the  only 
direct  reminder  to  the  taxpayer 
which  he  now  has  of  the  burden 
of  his  state  government.  That  *he 
Governor  is  well  aware  of  this  is 
clear  from  the  discussion  in  the  mes- 
sage where  he  points  out  that  "the 
amount  established  by  the  Legisla- 
ture as  a  state  tax  upon  a  city  and 
town  is  in  practice  deducted  from 
the  revenues  collected  by  the  state, 
for  distribution  before  the  balance 
is  distributed  for  municipal  pur- 
poses, but  the  amount  assessed  is 
found  in  the  determination  of  the 
local  tax  rate  and  thus  is  made  to 
appear  a  direct  tax  for  future  pur- 
poses upon  property  locally  situated."
